Dear President Adado and 
Council Members: 


On December 22, 1980, we received notifi- 
cation from Senator Riegle’s office that the 
City of Lansing has been awarded an 
Urban Development Action Grant of 
$935,000 for the development of Capitol 
Commons. These grant funds have been 
awarded for the construction of 116 market 
rate rental garden apartments and town- 
houses and together with the commitment 
of $4,137,975 of private funds will create 
125 new construction jobs when construc- 
tion is started this Spring. 
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These UDAC funds will be invested by 
the City of Lansing to provide a high 
quality housing development at _ rental 
rates competitive with the existing market. 
With this tnvestment, the City assumes an 
equity position in the development with the 
E.J.S. Housing Partnership. In_ return, 
the City of Lansing will receive from the 
E.J.S. 60% of the net cash flow generated 
annually by the operation of these units 
for the life of the project. Based on an 
estimated average annual net cash flow of 
$80,000 the City would receive approxi- 
mately $50,000 annually. In addition, 
should the E.J.S. Housing Partnership sell, 
refinance or syndicate this portion of 
Capitol Commons, the City will receive its 
$935,000 investment (UDAC dollars) plus 
a percentage of the net capitol gain (15% 
to 50% depending on the year of the 
transaction), These units will go on the 
tax rolls for the full amount without tax 
abatement. 


The construction of these 116 rental 
units also allows the construction of 30 
Section 8 rental units and is a condition 
for the construction of the 200 unit Senior 
Citizens apartments to be financed by the 
Michigan State Housing Development Au- 
thority. Plans are also continuing for the 
initiation of construction of the condo- 
minium complex and commercial center 
this spring. 


The City of Lansing’s initial UDAG re- 
quest for Capitol Commons was submitted 
to the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development in July 1980 for $7,421,000. 
This amount provided for: 


1. $250,000 site improvement for Phase I. 


2. $1,500,000 construction of a parking 


deck for the condominiums. 


8. $1,050,500 land acquisition, relocation, 
demolition and administration for Phase 
II, which consists of the 30 remaining 
properties on the east side of Butler 
Street. 


4. $4,619,700 land acquisition, demolition, 
relocation, site improvements and ad- 
ministration for a proposed Phase III, 
which would expand the project area 
from Butler to Logan between Kala- 
mazoo and St. Joseph in accordince with 
the recommendations of the Capitol 
Commons Citizen’s District Council. 


The intent of the original grant request 
was to utilize the private investment 
generated from the development of Phase I 
as leverage to obtain grant funds to ac- 
quire Phases II and III. Unfortunately, 
HUD separated the request and evaluated 
each component of the Development pro- 
gram as an_ independent transaction. 
UDAG emphasis is being placed on_ im- 
mediate development with UDAG funds to 
be invested in development and not for 
property acquisition. HUD staff provided 
direction which indicated that acquisition 
funds should be deleted from the applica- 
tion and instead be recaptured from the 
investment of grant funds in the develop-

ment of the first development phase. At 
HUD’s suggestion the Phase III acquisi- 
tion program was deleted from the applica- 
tion which was resubmitted to HUD on 
December 5, 1980. The revised grant ap- 
plication, which was the result of several 
meetings between HUD and City staff, was 
for $4,552,000, which included: 


1. $1,500,000 as an equity position in the 
low-rise rental units of Phase I. 


2. $1,500,000 for use as second mortgages 
with a low interest rate, which, com- 
bined with the first mortgage, would re- 
sult in below market interest rates for 
condominium purchasers. This obviously 
enhances the marketability of the con- 
dominiums. 


8. 1,552,000 relocation and demolition ex- 
penses for Phase II and equity invest- 
ment in Phase JI with the developer 
advancing to the City funds to acquire 
the Phase II properties. 


As indicated, the announced grant award 
is for $935,000 to be applied by the City 
as equity in the development of the Phase I 
market rate rental apartments and town- 
houses. HUD staff have directed that the 
request for the second mortgage funds for 
the condominiums and the Phase II pro- 
gram be moved back to the next UDAG 
funding round for consideration. Announce- 
ments for the next round are not antici- 
pated until late March, 1981. HUD’s de- 
cision to fund only a part of our request 
was due to the keen competition in this 
round. The “fundable” applications from 
cities across the country totalled an amount 
greatly in excess of UDAC funds available 
to award. Thus only those projects in a 
position to start construction immediately 
received priority. The effort by HUD to 
fund as many projects as possible resulted 
in the award of only $935,000 to Lansing 
in this round. 


While I am very pleased at the award 
of $935,000 to Lansing and the benefits it 
will provide to our citizens in terms of new 
jobs and the assistance in starting the 
development of Capitol Commons, this does 
not provide us with the funds to solve our 
problem in acquiring the properties located 
in Phase II. In terms of receiving grant 
funds as a solution, we must wait until the 
end of the first quarter of 1981. We have 
been advised by HUD that the Phase IT 
request for funds and the funds for the 
condominiums will be given serious con- 
sideration. Our city staff and the develop- 
ers will continue to work diligently and 
maintain close contact with HUD officials 
in an effort to strengthen the grant re- 
quest. 


The award of $935,000 will initiate ac- 
tions which will generate $475,200 in cash 
from the sale of land in Phase I. I have 
directed City staff to study the feasibility 
of using a portion of these land sale pro- 
ceeds to obtain appraisals of all unpur- 
chased properties located in Phase II. My 
recommendation to you regarding this mat- 
ter will be forthcoming in the near future. 
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Given the degree of competition and stiff 
requirements imposed on UDAG applica- 
tions, the awarding of $985,000 is quite an 
accomplishment. It would not have hap- 
pened without the assistance and strong 
support of Senators Riegle and Levin and 
their staff, Mr. Jack Kirkwood, Director, 
and the staff of the Grand Rapids FHA 
insuring office, the Heartwell Mortgage 
Corporation, which is providing end financ- 
ing for the development and the Bank of 
Lansing, which has committed to provide 
construction financing for the develop- 
ment. Within City government, special 
notice is given to Ms. Preston, Mr. Stone- 
house and Mr. Tubbs and their respective 
staff for their determination and hard work 
which has resulted in this, Lansing’s sec- 
ond UDAG award.

Dear Council President and Members: 


I am submitting for your consideration 
the Community Development Block Grant 
Program and Budget for the 7th Entitle- 
ment Year. The City has not yet received 
its actual grant amount but, for budget- 
ing purposes, we anticipate receiving 
$2,151,000. 


As you are aware, this program was 
drastically reduced over the last two years 
and the current allocation projects the 
same level of funding for next year that 
we are currently receiving. However, we 
have been notified that some additional 
communities have been added to the en- 
titlement list while the dollar allocation for 
the program has remained fixed. This 
could possibly result in our receiving less 
than the projected $2,151,000. 


Within these constraints, I and my 
administration have developed a program 
and budget to allow continuation of this 
program, The proposed budget reflects our 
on-going efforts within the adopted three 
year plan in the Neighborhood Strategy 
Areas, as well as, a limited City-wide re- 
habilitation program. Further, funds are 
proposed to continue renovation of Foster 
Street School on the east side and to pro- 
ceed with some neighborhood recreational 
ieeilites in the southwest section of the 

‘ity. 
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The proposed budget also reflects repro- 
gramming for the same activities of 
$933,270 from prior year entitlements into 
the 7th year, The Department of Housing 
and Urban Development has given verbal 
approval to do this and we expect written 
confirmation in the near future. The re- 
programming will serve several purposes. 
It will give a more clear cut view of ac- 
tivities planned in the 7th year. It will 
also facilitate accounting for the grant as 
each NDA is completed so that grant years 
can be closed out and audited. 


Also included with your budget package 
is a summary showing what projects are 
supported by Community Development 
staff. The staff support required for the 
Housing Improvement Program (H.I.P.) 
and the Neighborhood Improvement Pro- 
gram (N.I.P.) as well as, UDAG and 312 
Rehabilitation funds are all supported by 
this since these programs do not provide 
any staff or administrative dollars. 


I recommend approval of this program 
and budget with the clear recognition that 
this budget has virtually no contingency 
fund; that cuts may have to me made if 
our actual allocation is less than projected 
and with the recognition that the staff and 
administrative dollars within this budget 
are utilized in support of several other re- 
lated grant programs.

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As the Fire Department has virtually 
exhausted all overtime accounts, action 
needs to be taken immediately, If you do 
not act, this will be the same as reducing 
so-called minimum manning in order to 
conform to legal budgetary restrictions.

Questions have been raised as to why the 
City of Lansing’s Public Service Depart- 
ment did not plow the local streets during 
the New Year weekend period between 
Wednesday, December $1, 1980, and Sun- 
day, January 4, 1981. 


The decision not to plow the local streets 
during the above period was based on the 
following reasons: 


1, Wages would have to be paid at 1% 
times the regular rate for Thursday 
and Friday due to holidays, and on 
Saturday 114 times the regular rate and 
2 times the regular rate on Sunday in 
accordance with the L.LE.U. agree- 
ment. 


2, All streets within the City had been 
plowed at least once by 4:00 p.m. on 
Tuesday, December 30, 1980, as a re- 
sult of the 4.5 inch snow received early 
Monday morning, December 29, 1980. 
Eight hours in overtime was authorized 
to complete the plowing. 


8. All trunklines and major streets on the 
salt routes had been plowed by 6:00 p.m. 
on Wednesday, December $1, 1980, as a 
result of the 4.4 inch snow received 
this date. Local streets were not plowed. 
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4, All Federal, State and City government 
offices were closed during the above 
period. The Lansing School District, 
Lansing Community College and Michi- 
gan State University, Oldsmobile and 
Fisher Body operations were closed dur- 
ing this period. 


5, Supervisors made attempts to call 25 
employees and only 7 employees were 
willing to report to work on January 1, 
1981, to salt trunklines and major 
streets. In order to plow local streets 
with full crew, it requires a minimum 
of 51 employees. 


6. The snow removal budget accounts were 
approved for snow removal operations 
through the entire winter. At least 12 
weeks remain that may require snow 
removal in larger amounts than what 
has been received to date. 


7. Due to the recent L.I.E.U. settlements, 
the Act 51 budget accounts require mid- 
year transfers in the amount of $87,730 
due to higher wages and fringe benefits 
received. 


8. Revenues from Act 61—-Gasoline and 
Weight Taxes from the State of Michi- 
gan are 9.50% less than estimated and 
are estimated to be 8% less next year. 


9. Due to the snow that had fallen on 
Monday, December 29—4.5 inches, which 
was plowed, and the snow on Wednes- 
day which was not plowed, the Public 
Service Department incurred expenses 
in excess of $61,000. To authorize the 
remaining streets, including all the 
local streets to be plowed, would have 
cost the City of Lansing an additional 
$38,520, which includes wages and fringe 
benefits in the amount of $17,580. Fif- 
teen percent of the total snow removal 
budget would have been expended in 
one week with 12 weeks of winter 
weather remaining. 


During the past week the Public Service 
Department commenced plowing _ local 
streets on Monday, January 5, 1981, during 
the regular work day. By Tuesday, at 
4:00 p.m., approximately 90% of the local 
streets had been plowed. On Tuesday, 
January 6, 1981, the City received another 
snowfall in the amount of 2 inches which 
necessitated replowing the local streets 
again, Attempts by the supervisors to con- 
tact employees to come in early in the 
morning to salt trunklines and major 
streets were made. Thirty-one telephone at- 
tempts were made before 9 employees were 
reached that were willing to work prior 
to the normal work day. Plowing of all 
streets including sidewalks were completed 
by Friday, January 9, 1981, at 12:00 noon, 


In an attempt to compensate for the 
decline in the Act 51 revenues and the in~ 
creased cost of wages, fringe benefits, ma- 
terials and equipment rental rates, the 
Administration has stated that local streets 
would be plowed only during regular work 
week hours when possible. If the City of 
Lansing should receive snowfalls in exces- 
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sive amounts that it should make the local 
streets impassable, overtime shall be au- 
thorized to clear the streets.

pute over the value of the real property. 
Based upon information which had not been 
previously available to the Assessor’s Office 
and which was supplied by both the owner 
and his appraiser, it was agreed by both 
the City Assessor and the petitioner that 
the utilization of proper assessment pro- 
cedures resulted in a determination the 
correct value for their real property should 
be $380,000.00 for the year 1979. 


The foregoing settlement appears reason-

Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


On September 19, 1979, the City of Lan- 
sing purchased a property located at 1017 
East Grand River in accordance with the 
Development Plan for Neighborhood De- 
velopment Area No. 8. This property was 
purchased because it was a non-conforming 
use in the midst of a residential block and 
this use was considered a detriment to the 
neighborhood. The Development Plan calls 
for this property to be sold for use as a 
single-family residence, 


The property was inspected by City Build- 
ing Inspectors and it was determined that 
the cost of rehabilitation of the structure 
would exceed thirty thousand dollars. In 
order to dispose of this property and en- 
able the new property owner to rehabilitate 
the property within the market value limits 
which the neighborhood could support, City 
staff are proposing that a “Homesteading” 
approach be utilized in selling the property. 
Urban Homesteading has become a popular 
method of recycling deteriorated, abandoned 
housing in cities across the country. Cities 
sell properties for a nominal amount (usu- 
ally one dollar), with the purchaser re- 
quired to rehabilitate the property and then 
reside there for a specified period of time. 
Because of the costs involved, we are there- 
fore recommending that you approve the 
Homesteading of 1017 East Grand River. 
The Citizens’ District Council for NDA No. 
8 has reviewed and endorsed this concept. 
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Please review the attached material and 
discuss the program at the appropriate 
committee meetings. City staff will be 
available to explain how the program would 
work and to answer your questions. 


This is an experiment. It has been both 
costly and time consuming in researching 
the program and establishing operational 
parameters. However, in this specific in- 
stance Homesteading should result in the 
restoration of a unique structure and the 
provision of a rehabilitated home for a 
Lansing family at a reasonable cost. The 
administrative costs of this operation are 
unreasonably high, but, in this case, must 
be borne to comply with the ordinance you 
have already adopted and to meet the cur- 
rent wishes of the Citizens District Council.

Dear President Belen and Members 
of the Lansing City Council: 


Tonight the Mayor is recommending an 
individual for appointment to the Civic 
Center Board. I do not know _who that 
individual is at this time, but I want to 
convey a few thoughts to you for con- 
sideration as each new appointment to the 
Civic Center Board is being reviewed. Al- 
though the Civic Center Board is classified 
as an administrative board (advisory), it 
is still essential that the members of that 
Board carry out their responsibilities in 
an unbiased and objective manner. I am 
particularly concerned about this being 
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understood at this point in time due to 
recent developments in the relationship 
between the Mayor and the Civic Center 
manager. Therefore, I request that you 
consider the following thoughts and com- 
ments. 


There have been some people in my life- 
time that I met and instantly felt a sense 
of respect and admiration for. Mr. Deme- 
trios Sazani is one of those individuals. 
After four years of knowing Mr. Sazani I 
have not waivered in my original feelings. 
He is an intelligent, knowledgeable, sensi- 
tive and sincere man who is committed to 
effective and efficient government. Accord- 
ing to a recent article in the Lansing State 
Journal, entitled, “Graves-Sazani show- 
down looms,” Mr, Sazani’s personal char- 
acter and ability is under attack. Before 
I direct my personal views on this matter 
to you, I want to relate to you what others 
have had to say about Mr. Sazani, others 
who are supposedly in position to know 
and reflect accurately upon him. 


On January 29, 1980, the Mayor gave his 
Annual State of the City Message. I quote 
portions of that message:’ 


“IT am pleased to report facility rental 
increased by 86% over rentals in 1977 
and that total attendance at all events 
nearly doubled between 1977 and 1978. 
Increases in the number and musical 
diversity of concerts, as well as trade 
shows and conventions, accounts for this 
increased use. The management at the 
Civic Center continues to improve the 
financial status of the facility. The seats 
were up 45% from 1977 while, despite 
spiraling inflation, expenditures increased 
by 26%. Certainly we are moving in the 
right direction as we provide a more 
adequate and more efficient Civic Center 
facility to our citizens.” 


About November of 1980, the Civic Cen- 
ter Board rendered its annual evaluation 
of Civic Center operations to the Mayor's 
Office. I quote portions of that report: 


“Status of Services. The primary func- 
tion of the staff is serving Civic Center 
lessees. This function is successfully 
being achieved with increased rentals and 
a reduced staff. As examples, in Octo- 
ber 1980 the building usage increased 
25% over October 1979. For the past 
four months, July through October, 
rental receipts increased 13% over the 
comparable period in 1979. The staff has 
been reduced from 28 regular and four 
CETA employees to 24 regular employees. 
This enviable achievement was made in 
spite of rising costs exemplified by a 
more than doubling utility cost.” 


“General Comments. It is the feeling 
of the Board that the manager and his 
staff are very competent. They are con- 
tinually expanding programs to the com- 
munity. The increase in functions, in 
spite of the economic down-turn, helps 
not only the income of the Civic Center 
but also the many merchants that sell 
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support services such as food and hous- 
ing. The Board strongly recommends 
that the Civic Center be allowed to 
operate as a private business rather than 
a political entity. The management has 
a continuing program of promotional 
mail and advertising, the results of which 
can be seen by the many organizations 
making use of our fine facility, Many 
comments are heard on the cleanliness 
of the building and the fine service and 
cooperation of the personnel.” 


The above quotations are a matter of 
public record. In retrospect, I believe you 
can all recall the problems that existed at 
the Civic Center at the time Mr. Sazani 
became the manager. There were con- 
tinuous problems with critical inspections 
by the State of Michigan Health Depart- 
ment as well as other significant prob- 
lems. For four consecutive years Mr. 
Sazani has returned funds to the city cof- 
fers from budgets recommended and ap- 
proved by the Mayor. This past _ fiscal 
year, approximately $65,000 of the budget 
subsidy was returned. I do not believe that 
any other city activity has approached this 
noteworthy achievement. 


The Civic Center was a “‘white elephant” 
with little or no improvement in operations 
for many years until the Civic Center 
Board and the Lansing City Council pushed 
for a change in management, management 
that had the expertise to make progress. 


Most everything I have said is based 
upon facts, facts that cannot be disputed. 
It is encumbent upon you as the elected 
public legislature to protect public ad- 
ministrators who are unjustly treated for 
political purposes. Here again is a stand- 
ard example of chastizing a public em- 
ployee for no good reason at all, when 
that employee should probably be awarded 
for accomplishment, History is repeating 
itself and I trust that in this case you will 
support Mr, Sazani by negating any im- 
proper action taken by any member or 
members of the city’s administrative struc- 
ture. You can enhance this objective by 
accuring that any Civic Center Board 
appointee recommended be one that is truly 
unbiased and objectively oriented.

Dear Council President and Members: 


Pursuant to Article 4, Section 4-102.4 of 
the City Charter, I am submitting to you 
my Annual State of the City Message. 
This report contains a brief summary of 
the activities of the various City depart- 
ments during 1980; comments on the or- 
ganization of the City government; and a 
summary of the financial condition of the 
City. While the report concentrates on 
the year just ended, I will attempt where 
appropriate to identify specific goals for 
1981. I ask for City Council’s support and 
cooperation to bring Lansing forward to 
meet the health, safety and public welfare 
needs of our citizens at the least possible 
cost. 
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The challenges before us will place more 
demands upon the City than we have 
known at any time in years past. Resources 
from the Federal government are diminish- 
ing in response to public outery for a more 
nearly balanced budget, and for reduced 
Federal involvement at the local level. The 
State government is making drastic spend- 
ing cuts as it suffers from its worst finan- 
cial crisis since the Great Depression. The 
national economy has been slow to recover, 
and the Michigan economy has been slower 
yet. Interest rates at record levels have 
made for more cautious, studied investment 
decisions within the private sector, result- 
ing in reduced building activity in Lan- 
sing, and therefore, less tax base develop- 
ment to provide the resources for future 
public benefits. Unemployment continues 
at unfortunately high levels in Lansing, 
thus increasing the demand on human ser- 
vices, as well as, creating an environment 
conducive to criminal behavior and fur- 
ther demands on the City’s law enforce- 
ment personnel. 


And, every one of our citizens feels the 
burden of inflation, which does more to 
increase the taxes our citizens pay than 
anything the City government can do to 
reduce those taxes. 


Let me pledge now, though, that I will 
not propose any tax rate increase this 
year, and I have directed the City depart- 
ments in their budget submissions to find 
the means to provide whatever tax rate 
decrease may be possible. This may be 
realized through further efficiencies in 
provision of City services, or may be 
through additional reductions in City ser- 
vices where those reductions do not sub- 
stantially impair the health, safety and 
welfare of our citizens. 


Yet, with that general background, the 
City finds itself with as great a need as 
ever for capital improvements. More of 
our streets are at an unacceptable level 
than ever before, as State funds for street 
maintenance decrease, The City continues 
to work toward compliance with mandates 
from the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources for sewer separation and elimi- 
nation of sewer overflows directly into our 
rivers. And, the City continues to be con- 
fronted with interim demands for public 
expenditures—demands from_ constituent 
groups for “one-shot” land or building pur- 
chases, park improvements or “emergency” 
funding for human service programs whose 
other funding sources have dried up. I be- 
seech City Council to deny such requests 
outside of the budget process, for such 
requests cannot be consolidated into the 
City’s overall goals in this manner. Unless 
agreement can be reached on the City’s 
goals, by City Council providing clear 
direction in its policies for this adminis- 
tration, then financial chaos may result. 
And, if Lansing is to adequately respond 
to the challenges of the 1980’s, it must be 
done through our mutual support and co- 
operation. I believe we have made strides 
in that direction, and I pledge myself to 
further this effort. In return, I anticipate 
City Council’s full support of our agreed- 
upon goals. 
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DEPARTMENTAL ACTIVITIES, 
PROGRAMS AND SERVICES 


BUILDING SAFETY AND DEVELOP- 
MENT DEPARTMENT 


The effects of the present recession may 
clearly be seen in the activities of the 
Building Safety and Development Depart- 
ment, after a record year in 1979, in num- 
ber of building permits and permit valua- 
tion. Permits in 1980, totaled 1,354 com- 
pared to the record 1,620 in the previous 
year; however, this is still within the aver- 
age for the decade previous and reffects 
upon the general stability of Lansing’s 
economy. Permit value in 1980, reached 
a record $59.2 million, although nearly half 
of that total was accounted for in the $26.8 
million expansion at Sparrow Hospital. 
Altogether, the Department generated 
$834,366 in permit fees, approximately 8% 
less than in 1979. The total of all other 
permits issued by the Building Division 
was 4,988, 18% below 1979 figures but 
approximately equal to 1978. Charts of 
building and other permits (attachments 1 
and 2) are shown in the back of this re- 
port, as is a list of commercial projects 
of special interest. Considering economic 
circumstances nationally, I am _ pleased 
with the amount of construction activity 
Lansing has seen. 


%* In addition to processing several thou- 
sand trash, grass and housing complaints, 
the Department made, as one of its major 
objectives, a concerted attempt to pres- 
sure owners of vacant, deteriorated struc- 
tures to restore or demolish those build- 
ings. Reasonable progress was made to 
that end, although the Department plans to 
continue these efforts in 1981. The slow 
residential resale market brought about a 
reduction in residential resale inspections 
from 745 in 1979, to 412 in 1980. 


%* The Residential Rehabilitation Section, 
funded through the Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant, was responsible for the 
rehabilitation of 162 residential structures 
to Neighborhood Development Area require- 
ments. Specifications were prepared in all 
for 726 separate trade contracts, a large 
increase from 1979, to take advantage of 
favorable prices and provide work for local 
contractors. The Rehab Section was also 
involved in the design, bidding and con- 
struction supervision of the parking lot 
improvement projects on East Michigan 
Avenue and West Saginaw. 


The major activity of the Redevelopment 
Division during 1980 was the Capitol Com- 
mons project. The recent announcement 
of a $935,000 Urban Development Action 
Grant from the U. S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development is a significant 
achievement toward the construction of 116 
market-rate, garden apartments, 30 sub- 
sidized family units and 200 elderly units, 
the first phase of the Capitol Commons de- 
velopment. Previously funded acquisition 
and relocation activities are now complete, 
and, despite overreacting criticism from 
some nearby residents, the sewer recon- 
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struction for Capitol Commons is well 
underway. I anticipate much of the Capi- 
tol Commons construction will begin dur- 
ing 1981, bringing to fruition some eight 
years of efforts by the Redevelopment 
Division, 


* The Redevelopment Division continued 
its heavy work program on Community 
Development Block Grant activities, com- 
pleting acquisition, relocation and demoli- 
tion activities in the West Side, East Side 
and the original North Side Neighborhood 
Development, Areas. The Division continues 
its work with owners on housing rehabili- 
tation in all the NDA’s except the West 
Side, which City Council by ordinance has 
agreed to phase out. Vacant lots acauired 
through the program are being disposed 
of to adjacent property owners. The Divi- 
sion has also acquired 48 of the 45 homes 
in the expanded NDA No. 8 area, and has 
handied the peripheral area rehabilitation 
program to the extent funds are available. 


%* Similarly, the Division prepared con- 
tracts for the Section 812 Housing Re- 
habilitation Program, using the full 
$325,000 allocation (increased from $250,000 
in 1979) for this 8% direct Federal loan 
program. The Division also handled imple- 
mentation of the HIP-NIP program 
financed by the Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority, for residential re- 
habilitation, 


The Division has also virtually completed 
its disposition of Urban Renewal proper- 
ties. F & S Development Company has 
proposed to construct an office building on 
the parcel between Continental Caplevision 
and the Leonard Building, and Vintage In- 
vestment has submitted a proposal for a 
building directly across the Mall. R & R 
Development Company is negotiating for 
a second office building between the Busi- 
ness and Trade Center and the Michigan 
Dental Association Building, as well as, a 
luxury condominium, office and parking 
high-rise project at the northwest corner 
of Ottawa and the Washington Mall, 


Construction has been completed on the 
$11 million Riverfront housing develop- 
ment, with that project now fully occupied, 
and the adjacent $1 million Riverfront Mall 
is now complete and substantially occupied. 


The Division was also involved in the 
William A. Brenke Fish Ladder, securing 
the necessary additional funding from the 
State of Michigan to enable construction 
to begin this spring. The Division also 
handled the contracting for the parking lot 
improvements in the 2000 Block of East 
Michigan Avenue and the 900 Block of 
West_ Saginaw, and handled the appraisals 
for Edgewood Boulevard acquisition until 
that project was delayed by action of the 
U. S. District Court. It is my sincere goal 
that substantial progress will be made to 
resolve all legal complications on this issue 
in 1981, for completion of Edgewood Boule- 
vard so that this last major undeveloped 
area of the City may be opened up for new 
multi-family housing and new offices. 
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* The Sealer of Weights and Measures 
checked over 1,500 scales and re-weighed 
over 42,000 pre-packaged items for accu- 
racy of labeled contents. The Sealer also 
issued gravel and mixer licenses, motor 
fuel device licenses and fuel truck licenses. 
The Building Safety and Development De- 
partment also provided staff assistance to 
the Air Pollution Board, which satisfac- 
torily handled eight complaints during 
1980. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


I am proud to report that due to a signi- 
ficant upgrading of our fire equipment dur- 
ing the past few years, the Lansing Fire 
Department now has the most modern fire- 
fighting equipment and the outstanding 
paramedic program of any city in the State 
of Michigan. This modern equipment 
helped reduce fire loss by 53% during the 
last two years, from $3,191,590 in 1978, 
to $2,129,924 in 1979, and to $1,507,529 last 
year. This represents a per capita loss of 
just $11.86 compared to the national aver- 
age of $26.10 and a Michigan average of 
$21.11. As shown in attachment 3, how- 
ever, the demands for fire services are in- 
creasing at an alarming rate while the 
actual number of building fires has de- 
creased during the last decade. 


While arson continues to be one of the 
major fire problems in any large city, 
Lansing has been able to reduce its arson 
loss by one-third, with arson accounting 
for 18% of all fire loss. The “team ap- 
proach” on arson investigations has proven 
to be very successful, with apprehensions 
on 65% of all arson fires. This compares 
to arson arrests on just 25% of all fires 
nationally in 1979. 


% The new Engine No. 5 was placed in 
service in September at the Todd Street 
No. 5 Station at a cost of $77,800. It is 
capable of delivering 1,250 gallons of water 
per minute and is equipped with the first 
deck-mounted water monitor in the Depart- 
ment. In an attempt to lengthen the life 
expectancy of major fire apparatus, the 
Fire Department and Central Garage co- 
ordinated efforts to completely refurbish 
the body of the Engine No. 1 with the 
Squrt at a cots of $18,000. This should 
eliminate the need to replace this vehicle 
for an additinal ten years where replace- 
ment would cost approximately five to six 
times as much. Engine No. 4 was con- 
verted to diesel power, thus bringing all 
first line apparatus to diesel power, The 
Department also received two new diesel 
light plant generators, for Ladder No. 8 
and Ladder No. 9. 


Lansing’s paramedic program is still 
considered the best in Michigan, with many 
other cities sending personnel to study 
Lansing’s techniques, We have increased 
from 18 to 21 licensed paramedics and have 
three State-licensed parademic ambulances. 
Additionally, all new hires must now pass 
the emergency medical technician (EMI) 
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exam and maintain an EMI license until 
reaching the rank of Engineer. The De- 
partment has received two new ambulances, 
costing a total of $59,498, with another 
$12,246 spent for equipment. In recogni- 
tion of this outstanding emergency medi- 
cal service, Lansing citizens have con- 
tributed $727.15 over the course of the 
year for purchase of additional paramedic 
equipment or for educational needs. In no 
other City program do citizens respond 
with such contributions to show apprecia- 
tion for the quality of our services. 


%* To increase efficiency in emergency 
responses, the Dispatch Division in Octo- 
ber received ‘“‘add-on” equipment, enabling 
the dispatched to speak directly to the 
person calling the 911 Center for emergency 
response, This has had a measurable im- 
provement in response time to emergency 
situations, 


* The Training Division’s “in station” 
schooling program has presented 175 hours 
of training tapes to fire personnel, using 
the government access Channel 28 on cable 
television. Through the use of a borrowed 
“pump simulator,” the Training Division 
instructed 116 drivers of fire apparatus in 
water pumping simulated conditions while 
saving approximately 1,000 gallons of fuel 
compared to use of regular fire apparatus. 
Fire suppression personnel have received 
instruction in water rescue procedures from 
the State Department of Natural Resources 
in anticipation of salmon fishing in 1981. 
* The Department continued its com- 
munity programs with senior citizen 
groups, schools, parent-teacher associa- 
tions and church groups on fire prevention 
and paramedic instruction. The Depart- 
ment has also achieved a 4% reduction in 
false alarms due to a_ stepped-up effort 
toward apprehension and conviction. 


PARKS AND RECREATION 


One year ago in this message, I reported 
to you that utilization at some City parks 
has become “so intense, such as at Potter 
Park, that control actions became neces- 
sary. As you are aware, recommendations 
of the Zoo Society and the Park Board 
have not been acted upon by City Council, 
and a repetition of last summer’s (1979) 
bad experiences may be expected.” I be- 
lieve my commitment to a safe, family- 
oriented parks system was shown in early 
spring when, amid much criticism, Potter 
Park was closed for one day rather than 
allow a threatened marijuana demonstra- 
tion. However, with no further action, the 
general problems at Potter Park did_re- 
occur until an unfortunate tragedy on July 
6, brought a realization of the crisis at 
hand, City Council responded to the recom- 
mendation of the Parks Department to 
establish a vehicle parking fee—something 
I first suggested well over a year ago— 
and a horse-mounted officer. 


Concurrently, I established a citizens 
advisory committee which worked very 
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hard for the duration of the summer to 
provide a comprehensive report on Potter 
Park and an outline for Council actions. 
That report is now before Council for your 
approval. 


Following Council action to establish the 
parking fee and mounted officer, over 10,500 
vehicles entered Potter Park during its 
final two months of peak season, generat- 
ing revenues well in excess of expenses. 
Recommendations for expenditure of those 
funds will be considered during the upcom- 
ing budget process, with the understanding 
that those funds will be devoted to Potter 
Park improvements. During those final 
two months of peak season, a great in- 
erease was seen in the family orientation 
and family participation at Potter Park, 
thus proving the merit in those control 
measure, I urge City Council to adopt a 
continuation of this policy, so that troubles 
may be avoided before they begin in 1981. 


* In may other areas, the Parks Depart- 
ment was completing previously begun 
projects. This included $25,000 in repairs 
to the brick surface of the North Wash- 
ington Mall, following Council’s approval 
of my recommendation and the Parks 
Board recommendation that vehicular traffic 
be prohibited by ordinance on the Mall. 
Fencing was installed around the three 
lighted ballfields at Gier Park and Regent 
Park improvements were finished. Asphalt 
paving was completed on access roads at 
Washington Park and the Miller Road 
Senior Citizens Center, and the grading, 
parking lot, sidewalk and landscaping im- 
provements were completed to the Scott 
Center, enabling it to be reopened for 
public use, Additional activities are now 
contemplated to more fully utilize this 
structure. The Dodge Mansion received its 
first major interior activity with the Family 
Christmas Program, which drew 7,500 
persons over its six-day run at the start of 
December with the help of 600 volunteers. 


The Department, through our efforts, 
additionally received a $457,577 grant for 
the renovation of the Moores Park Pool 
(first constructed in 1922 and one of the 
first public outdoor pools in Michigan), 
made possible with your adoption of the 
Urban Parks Recovery Program for the 
City of Lansing. A $66,800 grant was re- 
ceived in 1979, for Sheffield Park develop- 
ment, which will include a river overlook, 
dock, play area and parking. Implementa- 
tion is now proceeding, following Council 
action in 1980, to reverse an earlier policy 
to require a “river drive’ in this area. 
Architectural plans for both projects are 
now being contemplated, and construction 
should be done during the coming summer. 


The Department also received a donation 
of 35 acres of property directly south of 
Sheffield Park and fronting on the Grand 
River from Mr. and Mrs, Francis Fine, to 
be named the Blanche Fine Park. In light 
of the City’s present financial circum- 
stances, however, no development can be 
contemplated at this time. 


* One year ago, I reported to you that 
the Parks Department faced a major re- 
duction in staff due to the changes in the 
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Comprehensive Employment and Training 
Act (CETA) program and the City’s in- 
ability to afford to maintain all park areas 
as had been done in the past. The Parks 
Department responded to this staff reduc- 
tion with reassignment of work and crew 
responsibilities in order to improve field 
supervision. A reasonable grass cutting 
schedule was maintained in budgeted areas, 
although City Council decisions to co- 
sponsor certain events diluted somewhat 
the ability to handle all routing assign- 
ments, The unusual amounts of rain— 
which resulted in approximately 11,000 
less rounds of golf being played in City 
courses in 1980 from 1979—added signifi- 
cant grass growth in park and cemetery 
areas which strained resources toward the 
end of the summer. 


The staff ollocation and limit on facili- 
ties fixed competitive athletic opportunities 
offered through the Department, There 
were 350 teams in the softball program, 
146 in basketball, 38 in flag football, 86 in 
baseball, and 92 in volleyball. The out- 
door swimming program was down by 
13,000 swimmers, due to the late July 1st 
dismissal date from school and to mechani- 
cal problems at the Moores Park Pool which 
will be corrected as part of the upcoming 
renovations, Outdoor skating at Washing- 
ton Park was up substantially, with reve- 
nues increasing from $14,000 to nearly 
$27,000, partly due to the decision not to 
develop neighborhood ice rinks ag a result 
of unusually warm winter weather. 


* The Department provided staff for the 
Ethnic Festival and July 4th activities in- 
cluding the Capital City 10,000 meter run, 
canoe races, informal contests and games, 
and an estimated 25,000 people for the eve- 
ning concert and fireworks. Poor weather 
adversely affected Lansing’s first oppor- 
tunity to host the Women’s Major National 
Fastpitch Softball Tournament in August, 
but the improvements at Ranney Park, 
which was also the site for the very suc- 
cessful Big Ten Women’s Softball Tourna- 
ment held in April, were responsible for 
numerous requests regarding similar events 
soe might be held at Ranney in the 
uture. 


* Among the City’s service reduction in 
1980, were the vector control and street 
tree planting programs. Mosquito control 
was maintained through June 30, but since 
that time vector control has been handled 
on a part-time basis emphasizing rat con- 
trol. The Forestry Division focused efforts: 
on tree trimming and removal functions, 
responding to 2,000 inspection calls and 
1,600 storm damage calls, and spraying: 
8,000 trees for insect control on fruit de-. 
velopment. However, nearly 900 street. 
trees, which were removed during the year 
may not be able to be replaced in the near 
at This will be a budgetary considera~ 
ion, 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


‘The current economic conditions, coupled 
with high unemployment, have contributed 
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to crime rate increases nationally. Lansing 
is not unique in this respect for here, too, 
we have experienced an increase in crime, 
although this increase is the first in over 
10 years. The Police Department has re- 
sponded to 7% more calls for service in 
1980 over 1979, and for the year, Part I 
crimes for Lansing were up 14 percent. 
While this percentage was greater than 
the percentage increases nationally, it 
should be remembered that the years of 
crime decreases made for a very small 
base figure, so any increases appear very 
large on a percentage basis. A summary 
is included in the back of this report (at- 
tachment 4). 


To deal with this increase, the Police 
Department has significantly expanded its 
efforts at crime prevention through com- 
munity cooperation. For instance, the 
Crime Prevention Unit has expanded the 
Neighborhood Watch Program into several 
new areas of the City, and this has become 
the fastest growing crime prevention pro- 
gram. Meetings are attended on a regular 
basis with existing groups, and new areas 
are being sought to establish additional 
neighborhood watches, A continued “sting” 
program operated by the Criminal Intelli- 
gence Division recovered approximately 
$60,000 of stolen merchandise, of which 
about 80% of the recovered items were re- 
turned to their rightful owners. Through 
this effort, the Department obtained 60 
warrants for 83 persons involved in “fenc- 
ing’’ operations. 


* The Department has also initiated a 
“call stacking” procedure, to give the dis- 
trict patrol officers the responsibility to 
prioritize calls for service in their areas. 
This procedure has permitted the officer to 
determine when less serious calls may be 
serviced, and has allowed reports to be 
written at more convenient times. Im- 
portantly, however, this enables the officer 
most familiar with a section of the City to 
respond to the most serious calls for ser- 
vice in that area. 


Responding to the complaints of private 
businessmen and of the City Council, the 
Police Department expanded its foot patrol 
along East Michigan Avenue, increasing 
ten-fold the amount of beat assignments 
recorded compared to 1979. These were 
walked during the morning and afternoon 
shifts during regular business hours, for 
the most part. The Department also con- 
tinued its highly successful Flexi-Patrol, 
with the primary goal of curtailing illegal 
prostitution activities on Michigan Avenue. 
Since its inception, the Flexi-Sauad has 
opened 208 investigative reports which re- 
sulted in 232 arrests. 


* As mentioned previously, the Depart- 
ment responded to the specific problems in 
Potter Park by assigning a Parks Security 
Officer to ride a mounted patrol there dur- 
ing the late summer, as a result of Council 
action which concurrently established a $1 
parking fee at the Park. The mounted 
officer helped curb the general rowdyism, 
drug and alcohol abuse, disorderly conduct 
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and fights which had for all practical pur- 
poses removed the park from family use. 


Innovative efforts included the Spanish 
training seminars for all Patrol Bureau 
officers through the City’s Human Rela- 
tions Department, in which 148 officers 
took part, a high-risk training program 
which simulated situations of great bodily 
injury risk to the citizens, victim, per- 
petrator and the officer, and a_ revised 
traffic program to more effectively use the 
manpower available on traffic assignments. 
An article on the Spanish-training program 
is to be published in the May issue of the 
International Police Chief Magazine. 


%* The Department has virtually completed 
implementation of its computer aided dis- 
patch system and 911 emergency telephone 
system, thus improving the efficiency, cap- 
ability and safety of emergency services 
field units and reducing response time, as 
measured from the time of detection of 
the emergency to the time of arrival of 
the emergency services units. 


In the chart at the back of this report 
(attachment 5), the effectiveness of the 
Stop Traffic Accidents Right (STAR) grant 
may be seen. With the extra personnel 
funded through this grant for traffic 
enforcement and public information, a sub- 
stantial increase in traffic citations was 
recorded in 1978 and 1979, with a large 
decrease in citations during 1980, when the 
grant had expired. However, 1980 had the 
smallest number of traffic accidents in 
Lansing during the last 10 years, for which 
the Police Department should be com- 
mended. 


PUBLIC SERVICE 


I reported to you last year on the critical 
situations facing the Public Service De- 
partment, and I believe this was borne out 
in amounts of work completed in 1980. 
While altogether the Department was in- 
volved in over $5 million in various con- 
struction projects, there was, in all, less 
work completed in 1980 than 1979, due to 
higher costs and reduced funding for those 
projects. For instance, 3.65 miles of major 
streets were resurfaced, compared to five 
miles in 1979; 7.20 miles of local streets 
resurfaced compared to eight miles in 1979; 
and 1.58 miles of alley paving compared 
to two miles in 1979. 


Much of the other expenditures related 
to the requirements of the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources (DNR). 
Over $450,000 was involved in the clean-up 
contracts for the Aurelius Road landfill, 
not including the consultant’s fees. This 
project, however, was substantially under 
the engineer’s estimate, for which the City 
is fortunate, and will result in the first 
two of three total phases being completed 
during 1981. 


Responding to the DNR’s orders to im- 
prove the City’s sewer system and stop 
sewer overflows, the Department completed 
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installation of the Jolly-Boettcher pumping 
station, costing $153,600; the East Side 
sewer separation contract, costing $227,355; 
and began the $898,948 sewer and _ street 
improvements contract for the Capitol 
Commons area, a project which came in 
nearly $200,000 under engineers’ estimates. 
Another $1.6 million contract, funded 
largely through a grant from the U. S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
was awarded to an engineering firm to 
complete the City’s Sewer System Evalua- 
tion Study (SSES), which will provide 
recommendations for the estimated $300 
million yet to be spent on sewer improve- 
ments. After closing the antiquated as- 
phalt plant in 1979, under DNR orders, the 
Department oversaw a $28,900 demolition 
contract for the asphalt plant in 1980. 


The Department also coordinated major 
redevelopment contracts during 1980, in- 
cluding the Case Street sewer reconstruc- 
tion, which at $121,000 was nearly $90,000 
under engineers’ estimates, and the final 
portion of the South Washington Mall con- 
struction, the 100 Block South, at $335,359. 
Landscape treatment for that block will 
be bid this coming spring. The Department 
also handled reconstruction of the East 
Elm Street Bridge, the latex resurfacing 
of the East Jolly Road and Clemens Street 
bridges, with nearly $400,000 involved in 
these contracts. 


Although almost 78% of the City’s resi- 
dences are now using the solid waste 
“orange bag” refuse collection system, the 
subsidy for that system remains high. City 
Council responded to my recommendation 
to increase the user's portion of this ser- 
viee through higher orange bag prices in 
early 1980, which may account for the very 
slight reduction in total bags collected 
from 3.3 to 3.2 million. The increase in 
orange bag prices has not fully off-set the 
inereases in costs for this program, how- 
ever, as the City currently subsidizes each 
orange bag collected by approximately 11 
cents. This may further increase the gen- 
eral fund subsidy to the solid waste pro- 
gram, which was $375,000 for the current 
fiseal year. This will be addressed further 
in the upcoming budget recommendations. 
The City continued its bulk pick-up and 
leaf pick-up programs at no cost to the 
users, with 7,450 bulk pick-up stops made 
during 1980 and 186,672 leaf bags collected. 
The solid waste program benefited from 
the purchase of six one-man packers in 
1980, at a cost of $69,920 each, or $419,520 
total, which will! reduce the City’s labor 
costs by $90,000 per year compared to the 
use of the old two-man packers. Also, the 
installation of short-wave radios in refuse 
trucks will bring better coordination in 
the refuse fleet operations. 


On May 1 of last year, I recommended 
to you that City Council act to approve a 
Special Use Permit and rezoning for the 
City-owned property on Coleman Road for 
development of a sanitary landfill. I re- 
ported to you that the ultimate development 
of the site appears necessary to provide an 
economical solution to the City’s immediate 
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solid waste disposal needs. City Council 
has taken no action on that recommenda- 
tion and I am concerned that failure to act 
will result in another private firm even- 
tually acquiring the property and increas- 
ing landfill fees paid by the City and 
eventually by our taxpayers, As I reported 
to you in that May 1 communication: 
“. .. The City cannot and should not agree 
to proposals which may create undue legal 
liability for the City and which may impose 
an unwarranted economic burden on our 
citizens. We must carefully note the long 
range implications of proposals made by 
individuals in the private sector who, of 
course, are most concerned with their own 
interests. We must protect the City’s in- 
terest for the benefit of all our citizenry.” 


%* After many negotiations with the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Resources, the 
Department concluded its work on March 
10, 1980, to remove the sewer construction 
ban which had been imposed by the DNR. 
Only once all year, in early March, did 
the Wastewater Treatment Plant exceed 
the effluent permit limitation, a vast im- 
provement over 1979. From the over 8.8 
billion gallons processed during the year 
at the Wastewater Treatment Plant, the 
removal efficiency on biochemical oxygen 
demand was increased from 95.8% to 97.6% 
in 1980, while the removal efficiency for 
suspended solids remained at 98%. 


The final 201 Facilities Plan for the 
sewage system was submitted to the DNR 
for review on April 30, 1980, and major 
modifications are pending to the Waste- 
water Treatment Plant, particularly for 
the incinerator which was taken out of 
service in 1980, due to its inability to meet 
DNR air pollution requirements. I regret 
that these demands for improvements im- 
posed by the DNR have taken their toll 
on the sewer system’s fund balance. For 
that reason, an interim sewer rate increase 
study has been recently completed and is 
under staff review, as was recommended in 
the budget message last year. I must in- 
form you that sewer rate increases for the 
first time since 1975 will be recommended 
to you in the very near future. What be- 
comes very, very apparent is that the 
greater the regulation by other government 
bureaucracies, the greater the costs to local 
governments and the tax-paying public. 


The City of Lansing continues to be one 
of just a handful of major Michigan cities 
to plow residential streets with as little as 
four inches of snowfall—most cities now 
require at least six inches before plowing 
residential streets. In line with Council 
policy established a few years ago, the 
City continues the very expensive practice 
of plowing sidewalks and alleys after a 
four inch snowfall, as well. In our re- 
search, only East Lansing can be found 
among cities plowing sidewalks and alleys, 
and East Lansing is now re-evaluating 
that policy. 


% The Traffic Division acquired a hot 
thermoplastic pavement marking machine 
in mid-1980, and completed application of 
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thermoplastic material at 30% of the City’s 
crosswalks and stopbars. This increased 
durability material has a life expectancy 
of three to five years compared to one 
year for paint, thus allowing more efficient 
use of field crews to perform other duties. 
The Traffic Division also made improve- 
ments to the over-height truck detection 
system on the south-bound Pennsylvania 
Avenue overpass of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
road. A grant application is pending which 
would fund similar improvements for north- 
bound Pennsylvania. New street name 
signs have been installed at 350 intersec- 
tions, with new installation methods and 
mounting hardware proving effective to 
prevent sign vandalism. The Division also 
completed the changeover of seven formerly 
one-way streets to two-way traffic in the 
residential sections of the near west side 
River Island Area, as residents believed the 
change would reduce commuter traffic and 
provide a safer, more efficient street 
system. 


* The Parking Division is completing 
nearly $593,000 in repairs to the four 
City-owned parking garages, with final 
work to be done in the spring. By using 
various alternatives from the bid package, 
the cost of this project was kept well below 
the earlier $1 million estimate. The Park- 
ing Division also has saved $50,000 through 
the conversion from full-time to contract 
personnel for attended areas downtown, for 
the period of July through December, and 
also saved $34,000 for the same period 
through the use of a custodial contract 
rather than full-time custodial personnel. 


HUMAN RESOURCES 


The Human Resources Department man- 
aged contracts for 28 agencies funded with 
over $754,000 of City funds for human 
service programs. In addition to attend- 
ance of over 55,000 persons at impression 
5 museum, the Department’s contracts as- 
sisted an additional 15,000 individuals to 
receive service during the year, plus an 
additional 24,000 contacts being referred or 
provided with information. Services in- 
cluded child care, homebound meals and 
volunteer placement for the elderly, pro- 
vision and coordination of services for 
handicappers, shelter for battered women 
and their children, health information, al- 
cohol and drug treatment and prevention, 
landlord-tenant dispute resolution, provision 
and coordination of services for women 
through the Women’s Bureau, money man- 
agement counseling, treatment and preven- 
tion of child abuse and neglect, health ser- 
vices, supportive services and rehabilita- 
tion of delinquents and ex-offenders, em- 
ployment referrals and placements, home 
mortgage counseling, emergency transpor- 
tation, counseling referral and follow-up. 


As a result of the general economic prob- 
lems, more frequently individuals in need 
of services are presenting multiple prob- 
lems which require attention. Meanwhile, 
agencies are paring down, cutting-back, 
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combining services and laying off personnel 
as State funds are cut. This has increased 
the pressure placed upon the City of Lan- 
sing to provide continued or increased 
funding to these agencies, and will be a 
matter seriously reviewed during the up- 
coming budget. Here, as in other areas of 
the City budget, I must remind City Coun- 
cil that it may not be possible to do all 
those things the City has been accustomed 
to doing in the past. 


%* Highlights among service provided dur- 
ing the year include child care for 300 
families through five funded day care cen- 
ters, child abuse assessments for 253 fami- 
lies, assistance in the establishment of a 
spouse abuse shelter, nearly 40,000 home- 
bound meals provided to 840 Lansing resi- 
dents, 66,700 hours of volunteer service 
provided by the Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program, family assistance provided to 371 
families by the Potter Park Neighborhood 
Association, alcoholism treatment for 400 
Lansing residents, and provision of minor 
home repairs to 256 homes in the Com- 
munity Development areas through the 
Youth Development Corporation. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 


* In its second year of existence, the 
Administrative Services Department, com- 
posed of the Central Garage, Building 
Maintenance and Property Management, 
Data Processing, Inventory Control and 
Warehousing, and Operational Services 
Divisions, has continued to reduce the costs 
of administration and support services to 
City government, 


In the Central Garage Division, the City’s 
fleet was reduced by 13 vehicles scheduled 
for replacement, thereby reducing the ex- 
penditure for vehicles by approximately 
$100,000. In addition, fuel efficient com- 
pact sedans were purchased at less cost 
than larger vehicles and provided approxi- 
mately a 3% reduction in fuel usage. In 
another decision designed to enhance fuel 
economy, 16 diesel-powered Cutlasses were 
purchased for use in the marked Police 
fleet in lieu of gasoline-powered vehicles. 
The diesel units are expected to improve 
mileage by § to 6 miles per gallon. As 
these vehicles average nearly 45,000 miles 
per year, an annual savings of approxi- 
mately $2,000 per vehicle is anticipated. 


* In a coordinated effort with the Public 
Service and Parks Departments, the Cen- 
tral Garage entered into a computer- 
oriented vehicle maintenance management 
program with MAINSTEM Corporation. 
Through this program, the City has al- 
ready begun to identify ways to reduce 
vehicle maintenance costs. 


In the Building Maintenance and Prop- 
erty Management Division, the conversion 
to contract custodial services was com- 
pleted, resulting in an annual savings of 
$134,000. The first year of in-house main- 
tenance services has resulted in many thou- 
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sands of dollars being saved by avoiding 
the high cost of specialized, contract ser- 
vices. While too much time is still being 
spent on unscheduled maintenance, due to 
years of neglect of City-owned buildings, 
preventive maintenance is beginning to 
take hold and reduce costs. A computer 
scheduled preventive maintenance program 
is now being developed, 


* At City Council’s direction, the Prop- 
erty Manager has devoted a major effort 
to the acquisition of properties required for 
the convention/exhibition center. These 
services would have cost the City approxi- 
mately $30,000 if a contract had been let 
with a purchasing agent experienced in 
acquiring properties under U. S. Depart 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) guidelines. 


Additionally, the Division during 1980, 
has continued its effort to dispose of un- 
needed City properties, selling 36 parcels 
of excess land totaling 10.6 acres and re- 
turning $95,000 to the general fund in 
direct sales plus added tax base for each 
ensuing year. 


* The Operational Services Division hag 
added a high-speed, high-volume copier 
capability to reduce the City’s per copy 
costs and increase turn-around time for all 
departments. The Microfilm Section has 
made Lansing only the third City in the 
State to have a State government-approved 
records retention/destruction — schedule, 
which will be fully implemented over the 
next three years. 


* In the Data Processing Division, a new 
Burroughs B-6800 computer has been in- 
stalled and existing programs have heen 
revised for full activation which began at 
the start of this year. Separate terminals 
have been located in several departments 
for improved access to computer capabili- 
ties throughout the City, The Division has 
developed the System Development Control 
Process to adequately handle new uses of 
the computer and the Division has worked 
with the Mayor’s Data Processing user's 
Advisory Group to evaluate over 50 re- 
quests for new computer services during 
1980. The new computer equipment and 
sorely needed development procedures and 
plans have put Lansing at the forefront 
of municipal data processing in the State. 


FINANCE DEPARTMENT 


The Finance Department, composed of 
the Office of the Director and the Divisions 
of Accounting, Assessment, Budget, Income 
Tax, Purchasing and Treasurer, has re- 
sponsibility for overall financial manage~ 
ment and planning, as well as, the ad- 
ministration of the City’s retirement sys- 
tem. Extensive efforts are continuing in 
the area of financial planning to enable 
the City to maintain its stable financial 
position. These efforts have included: 


Accounting—Improved contro] and moni- 
toring of all expenditures and improved 
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reporting to assist all departments in man- 
aging their operations, Through the spe- 
ial efforts of this Division, Lansing was 
again awarded a Certificate of Conformance 
by the Municipal Finance Officers Asso- 
ciation, recognizing that the City’s finan- 
cial statements meet the highest standards 
of accounting excellence. Only a handful 
of governmental units in Michigan have 
received this prestigious award. Currently, 
the Division is finishing its implementa- 
tion with the Administrative Services De- 
partment to bring on-line the new com- 
puter equipment and related programs. 


* Assessment—The on-going efforts of 
the Assessor’s Office have resulted in the 
elimination of the equalization factor, ap- 
plied by Ingham County, so that the prop- 
erty taxes paid by our citizens are as much 
as possible a true reflection of the values 
of their properties, and are not influenced 
by any outside agency. 


* Budget—This Division has continued 
an extensive multi-year work program to 
provide comprehensive planning and analy- 
sis to assist me, and the City Council, in 
our review of budget requests. If we are 
to deal successfully with the previously 
cited fiscal problems, we will require an 
increasing effort from this Division of the 
excellent work that has been performed to 
date. This past year, as a result of the 
Division’s work with all departments, year- 
end overruns were virtually eliminated. 


* Income Tax—The continued importance 
of income tax collections to the City’s 
financial stability is clear. The Division 
processed approximately 100,000 returns 
last year and issued over 60,000 refunds. 


Purchasing—The rapid escalation of 
prices in all areas of goods and services 
is mitigated by careful, diligent efforts of 
this Division in preparation of over 130 
bid specifications in 1980, two-thirds of 
which were for purchases in excess of 
$50,000, contract negotiations and other 
measures designed to obtain the greatest 
impact for the dollar. The Division also 
handles acquisition of Federal surplus items 
and disposition of City property through 
auctions which brought $311,000 back to 
the City during the year. 


Treasury—A reduction in staff required 
to perform existing services has resulted 
in a cost savings while continuing to han- 
dle property tax collections and the cen- 
tralized collection of all City funds. 


%* The Finance Department works closely 
with all other City departments to facili- 
tate operations, insure that fiseal resources 
are maximized and provide the financial 
planning and monitoring that are essential 
to insure accountability in protection of 
publie funds. 


%* The Fnance Department is cooperating 
with the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment to implement a Financial Manage- 
ment Application package which will pro- 
vide more comprehensive and more timely 
processing of the City’s fiscal transactions 
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and reporting. By putting the City’s finan- 
cial data on-line, this will allow immediate 
access to information on costs, identifica- 
tion of revenue trends and other essential 
management data. 


DEPARTMENT OF LAW 


The Law Department is responsible for 
advising and assisting elected officials and 
City departments and agencies in legal 
matters, as well as, for defending and 
prosecuting the interests of the City be- 
fore all courts and administrative tribunals. 
In connection with those duties, the Law 
Department issued 116 formal opinions and 
rendered numerous informal opinions dur- 
ing 1980. 


Additionally, the Department has been 
involved in the preparation and review of 
a number of major ordinances. Included 
are updated building, mechanical, electri- 
eal, plumbing and construction codes; re- 
view of a consultant’s proposed zoning or- 
dinance; preparing revisions to the City’s 
human relations ordinance; adoption of a 
truck route ordinance; and various amend- 
ments to the Community Development ordi- 
nances. 


The Department handled a number of 
particularly noteworthy cases which were 
settled or won by the City during the year, 
including: 


1) Michigan National Bank v City of 
Lansing—wherein the Michigan Supreme 
Court denied leave for Michigan National 
Bank to appeal the Court of Appeals deci- 
sion that its branch drive-in window auto 
tellers and vault doors were not tax 
exempt, a decision representing thousands 
of tax dollars to the City of Lansing. 


2) Councilman Blair and Councilman 
Hull v Lansing—which was dismissed clear- 
ing the way for development of the Poxson 
Building site in conjunction with the 100 
Block project. 


%* 3) Firefighters v Lansing—wherein the 
Supreme Court denied leave to appeal a 
decision sustaining the City’s police and 
firemen’s retirement board’s calculation of 
retirement benefits. 


4) In Re. L. S. Good Co.—wherein the 
City successfully challenged the order of 
a Wheeling, West Virginia, bankruptcy 
judge which enjoined the enforcement of 
local licensing and consumers protection 
laws on the J. W. Knapp Department store 
bankruptcy sale, 


* 5) Wigginton v Weed—wherein a cir- 
cuit court jury rejected a substantial mone- 
tary claim against the City based on an 
allegation of inadequate police protection. 


_ The Department is currently represent- 
ing the City in a number of cases before 
various courts, 
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* Typical of these are the following: 


* 1) Holmes v Lansing—in which the 
plaintiff is challenging the appointment 
of the Personnel Director. 


* 2) Woodbridge Commons, et al v Lan- 
sing—in which the order of Federal Judge 
Noel Fox restraining construction of Edge- 
wood Boulevard is being appealed. 


%* 3) Sinmadinos v Lansing—in which the 
denial of tax abatement to the Snuggery 
restaurant downtown is being challenged. 


%* 4) Salazar v City of Lansing—in which 
an ex-police officer is challenging his dis- 
charge. 


* In addition to the above cases, the De- 
partment recommended disposition of al- 
most 100 minor claims against the City 
during the year, while referring many 
personal injury claims to the City’s insur- 
ance carrier, 


Over the past year, the Department has 
attempted to improve the City’s represen- 
tation in worker’s compensation matters, 
through increased utilization of medical 
examinations and depositions to more effec- 
tively deal with the increasing number of 
worker’s compensation claims. Specifically, 
benefits were denied in three claims involv- 
ing a potential exposure of over $110,000 
to the City, and benefits were substantially 
reduced in a fourth claim. Also, seven re- 
demptions were negotiated and approved by 
oy Council on terms: favorable to the 

ity. 


In its prosecutorial capacity, the Depart- 
ment has dealt with thousands of civil and 
criminal ordinance violations. Of particu- 
lar importance was the complete revision 
of procedures for processing parking tickets 
under more complicated requirements man- 
dated by new State laws. Eight hundred 
and eleven criminal warrants were issued 
during 1986, compared with 357 warrants 
during 1979. 


%* In zoning enforcement, the Department 
has attempted to improve its effectiveness 
by centralizing zoning files and ensuring 
that the same attorney who initiates an 
enforcement proceeding handles all follow- 
up of that case. 


* The Department was also active in eco- 
nomic development, negotiating the grant 
agreement, architectural and construction 
management contracts for the proposed 
exhibition hall project and has assisted in 
the necessary land acquisition. 


%* The Department has also served as legal 
advisor to the Economic Development Cor- 
poration on its affairs. Staff have attended 
many meetings with Council committees, 
governmental officials and citizen groups to 
provide information and represent the 
City’s interests from minor problems to 
major situations confronting the City.

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PERSONNEL DEPARTMENT 


Despite massive turnovers, due to retire- 
ments, in the Personnel Department’s pro- 
fessional staff, significant progress was 
made in 1980. Collective bargaining agree- 
ments with all five of the City’s bargain- 
ing units were scheduled for renegotiation 
this past June 30. Settlements have now 
been reached with the City’s Firefighters, 
Teamsters, Fraternal Order of Police— 
Supervisory Division and the Lansing In- 
dependent Employees Union, the latter set- 
tlement reached via binding factfinding. 
The Fraternal Order of Police—Non-Super- 
visory Division is the only agreement still 
partially outstanding and remains the sub- 
ject of a compulsory arbitration proceed- 
ing. The settlements already reached have 
appropriately dealt with legitimate em- 
ployee needs, while retaining the necessary 
flexibility for the City to successfully meet 
the demands of the years ahead. 


During the preceding twelve months, the 
Personnel Department accepted 6,797 ap- 
plications for employment and placed 298 
persons in either regular or seasonal jobs 
with the City. Promotions for 122 City 
employees were also approved. 


%* The Manpower Division, operating the 
Comprehensive Employment and Training 
Act (CETA) program for the City, certi- 
fied 1,379 applications , of which 312 were 
enrolled in jobs with such agencies as the 
Capital Area Community Services, the 
Arts Council, Youth Development Corpo- 
ration, Lansing School District, and the 
Center of Handicapper Affairs. Total pro- 
gram participation was 568 persons. In 
addition, the CETA program provides fund- 
ing for prospective clerical workers at 
Davenport Business College, with some 50 
participants acquiring employment skills 
during the program year. Another 272 par- 
ticipants were enrolled in other local edu- 
cational institutions for training. 


%* Emphasis in the rules and regulations 
for administration of these programs pro- 
mulgated by the Federal government con- 
tinues to shift from the “employment” to 
“training” aspects of the legislation. This 
has had the effect of further limiting both 
the number and type of jobs for which 
CETA funding may be utilized. The impact 
of this shift has been to reduce the num- 
ber of CETA positions available for as- 
Signment to City departments to only 28, 
from a peak of nearly 200 three years ago. 


Efforts of the Safety Division, with the 
cooperation of the City’s operating depart- 
ments, helped reduce employee work-related 
accidents by 7.7% for the ten month period 
ending last October. This compares very 
favorably with national statistics, the latest 
of which show approximately a 4% in- 
crease in work-related injuries. For the 
same period, the number of disabling (lost 
time) injuries was 76 compared to 106 in 
the same period in 1979, or a 28.3% de- 
crease. Nevertheless, worker’s compensa- 
tion matters, especially litigating, are in- 
creasing at a rapid pace and are con- 
tinuing to consume more of the available 
staff time. 
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PLANNING DEPARTMENT 


%* The Planning Department has con- 
tinued its provision of staff support for 
a variety of programs related to rehabilita- 
tion for all aspects of our community— 
economic development activities, downtown 
improvements, traffic studies, housing re- 
habilitation and Community Development 
Block Grant management, and the on-going 
revision of the City’s master plan. In ad- 
dition, the Department carried out its 
functions of zoning and plat reviews, zon- 
ing code enforcement, Act 285 reviews for 


land acquisition or disposition, and_sup- - 


port for the Planning Board and the Board 
of Zoning Appeals. 


The Planning Department has provided 
staff assistance for my Economic Develop- 
ment Advisory Group, which has reviewed 
requests for commercial or industrial tax 
abatement, as well as, project plans for 
Economic Development Corporation fund- 
ing. A total of 14 tax abatement requests, 
either commercial or industrial, were ap- 
proved in 1980, representing investments 
of some $13 million, retention of over 900 
jobs and the creation of 240 new jobs in 
Lansing. The four Council-approved EDC 
project plans totaled $5.3 million in new 
investment, retention of 184 jobs and crea- 
tion of 241 new jobs. Another 15 project 
district areas have been approved by City 
Council for additional new investment and 
new jobs coming into our community. 


You have recently approved an industrial 
development district for Oldsmobile Divi- 
sion of General Motors Corporation which 
I believe is the most important of the tax 
abatement issues brought before you dur- 
ing 1980. The request for an industrial 
facilities exemption certificate will be be- 
fore Council in the very near future, and 
I urge your favorable consideration to that 
request which will bring $2 million in an- 
nual property taxes for the schools, the 
City, the County and Lansing Community 
College. Some $400,000 of that new tax 
money will go for City services alone. Per- 
haps equally important, your approval on 
this request may signal such cooperation to 
General Motors that other plant investment 
decisions may be made for Lansing, and 
could lead to another major expansion of 
General Motors affecting Lansing and the 
surrounding area. Further, the tax abate- 
ment decision before you, if approved, will 
not be detrimental to the total Lansing 
tax picture. Ags reported to you earlier, 
all the previous industrial tax abatements 
combined have resulted in property taxes 
being waived on just 3.47% of the City’s 
total tax base. 


%* The Planning Department also par- 
ticipated in development of a new Overall 
Economie Development Plan (OEDP) for 
the Tri-County Area, including a Lansing 
local place strategy and implementation 
program. The OEDP is presently before 
the U. S. Economic Development Adminis- 
tration for approval. 


In addition, the Department assisted in 
our initial efforts to market the Diamond 
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Reo property and some prospective users 
have been located. While high interest 
rates and the general economic downturn 
did not make 1980, favorable for serious 
development of the Reo site. I pledge to 
you that one of my tasks in 1981, will be 
to actively promote the disposition and de- 
velopment of this property, with the goal 
of bringing new industry and new jobs 
into Lansing. 


%* The Planning Department has been ex- 
tremely involved in the 100 Block hotel- 
office project and the exhibition/convention 
facility. I am disappointed that the roller- 
coaster interest rates have delayed progress 
from what we all had hoped for by this 
time. I would remind City Council that 
my staff have made every effort to keep 
Council informed at every major juncture 
on the development of the 100 Block and 
the proposed exhibition project. Certainly, 
as new information unfolds on this matter, 
Council will be provided opportunities for 
policy direction whenever appropriate, 


* Through the reorganization of the City 
previously sent to City Council, the Plan- 
ning Department assumed the responsibili- 
ties for the Community Development Block 
Grant program. This included preparation 
of the Block Grant application for submis- 
sion to the U. S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, preparation of the 
Housing Assistance Plan, the Community 
Development Grantee Performance Reports 
and overall program management. Much 
progress was made during 1980, to com- 
plete old projects from previous CD pro- 
gram years, and with the new emphasis 
placed by HUD on project implementation, 
the City must continue to clean up old 
projects to further streamline the CD pro- 
gram, 


%* The Department attempted to involve 
as many property owners as possible before 
the upcoming phase out of Neighborhood 
Development Area No. 1. A phase out of 
NDA No. 2 is projected within the next 
year, after better participating spurred by 
the Citizens’ District Council in this area 
which has become more active and is ex- 
hibiting a leadership role as a citizens 
group. Participation in NDA No. 8 re- 
habilitation continues to lag due to the 
number of high cost rehab structures, some 
of which may have to be acquired. Soil 
problems in the Ballard Street area may 
necessitate further acquisition, based on 
available funds. The Planning staff spent 
a great deal of time and energy drafting 
the physical development plan in conjunc- 
tion with the Citizens’ District Council of 
NDA No. 4. The southside CDC has been 
one of the most active and promises to be 
supportive when implementation begins in 
1981. The physical development plan in this 
area addresses a number of unusual land 
use problems, and deals with those prob- 
lems with creative but practical solutions. 
In line with the direction from City Coun- 
cil, a recommendation on acquisition of 
four vacant structures and one vacant 
parcel for the Kingsley East area has been 
submitted and awaits Council action. The 
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Planning Department also assisted in the 

preparation of the Urban Development 

Action Grant application for the Capitol 

Commons project, as well as, the Section 8 

project to develop senior citizen housing 

B hg older portion of the Capitol Park 
otel, 


As I recently advised you, construction 
on the Capitol Park renovation to develop 
98 units for seniors and handicappers will 
begin by early spring. The $4.1 million 
project, being undertaken by J. Christo- 
pher Enterprises, will include major in- 
terior and etxerior renovation on the older 
portion of the building, as well as, new 
landscaping, parking for 60 vehicles, laun- 
dry facilities on each of the six floors, a 
central craft area, recreational facilities 
and a library. Relocation activities for 
present occupants have already begun. 


* In transportation planning, the Depart- 
ment continued its efforts on the Inter- 
modal Transportation Terminal, negotiat- 
ing with the State government on grant 
funds for design of this structure and hir- 
ing an architect to develop those designs. 
The Department also developed another 
State funded grant for a “light rail” study 
along Michigan Avenue to East Lansing, 
to study the impacts of energy on future 
modes of transportation in Lansing. The 
first of three phases of a downtown park- 
ing study was completed and submitted to 
City Council, identifying alternatives to 
meet downtown parking needs. 


The Department also coordinated a con- 
sultant’s efforts to study much needed im- 
provements to Aurelius Road on the south 
side, and I hope design work can be com- 
pleted in 1981, for those improvements to 
become a reality in 1982. 


The Southwest Area Development Plan 
was completed and adopted by the Planning 
Board on July 15, 1980. This was the 
second of four areas to undergo a major 
Master Plan revision, with approximately 
60 citizens participating on a _ bi-weekly 
basis for nine months to develop this docu- 
ment. The Southeast Plan has also begun 
and should be completed during 1981. 


%* The Department also reviewed with the 
Planning Board 41 rezoning petitions, 14 
special use permit requests, five foster care 
facilities, 16 proposed plats, 83 lot splits 
and 45 reviews of land acquisition or dis- 
position under Act 285. With the Board 
of Zoning Appeals, another 33 zoning ap- 
peal cases were also reviewed. In zoning 
code enforcements, the Department han- 
dled 1,410 zoning complaints, issued 459 
tickets for illegal front yard parking, re- 
viewed all building permits, and approved 
17 landscape plans and 24 major residential 
development proposals. 


OFFICE OF THE MAYOR 


In addition to the immediate functions 
in the Mayor’s Office handled by myself, 
my Executive Assistant and my Adminis- 
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trative Assistant, the Office of the Mayor 
is responsible for the Civic Center, the 
Senior Center, the Office of Emergency 
Services, the Human Relations Office nd 
the Office of the Grants and Program Co- 
ordinator. 


The Civic Center has increased bookings 
and gross revenue, despite the sluggish 
economy. Due to the Civic Center’s adver- 
tising and promotion drive, more com- 
munity groups are using the facilities for 
special affairs, weddings and church_ser- 
vices. Prudden Hall and the Terrace Room 
are solidly booked a year in advance. Nego- 
tiations are now being finalized with the 
Lansing Symphony Association for use of 
the Civie Center as a permanent home for 
all rehearsals, concerts and benefit per- 
formances. 


However, even though bookings remain 
reasonably high and Council has approved 
rental rate increases, the heavy labor bur- 
den at the Civic Center continues to make 
this operation a large money loser for the 
City. The annual subsidy from the City’s 
General Fund, net of utilities, for the year 
ending June 30, 1980, was $190,000. For 
the present year, the subsidy is projected 
at $250,000, and for the Fiscal Year 
1981-82, that projection is $303,000, plus 
$180,000 of utilities, The bonds which 
facilitated construction of the Civic Center 
are fully paid off, and the $3 million reno- 
vation completed two years ago is also 
paid for, so there are no major building 
charges accounted for in this projection. 
I have submitted to you a recommendation 
regarding the proposed exhibition building 
and 100 Block project which would obviate 
any concern of the City as to the profit or 
loss position of the exhibition space down- 
town. In light of the Civic Center experi- 
ence, I urge City Council to act favorably 
on the recommendation I have now before 
you. 


At the adjacent Senior Center, more pro- 
grams and services have been offered to 
steadily increasing numbers of persons en- 
joying this facility. Older adults have had 
health screenings blood pressure tests, dia- 
betic workshops and other health services 
available. A nutrition lunch is offered 
daily, as well as, the social, educational 
and craft workshops. The Center has main- 
tained excellent relationships with approxi- 
maiely 30 older adult organizations, includ- 
ing the Tri-County Office on Aging, which 
is provided in-kind space; Retired Senior 
Volunteer Program; Parks and Recreation 
Senior Program; American Association of 
Retired Persons and the Lansing Commu- 
nity College’s Center for Aging Education. 
The Senior Citizens Advisory Board estab- 
lished the principle of cooperative arrange- 
ments with community organizations in 
order to serve older adults with all avail- 
able services and programs. 


In August 1980, the Office of Emergency 
Services and Joint Command Post became 
operational in Room G-36 of City Hall. In 
1980, Emergeney Services was involved in 
30 major emergencies—more than any pre- 
vious 12 month period, The major emer- 
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gencies involved weather watches, barri- 
eaded gunman operations, and major fires. 
Emergency plans were completely revised 
to reflect strategy and tactical changes in 
Civil Preparedness and High Risk Response 
Operations. The recent improvement in 
Joint Command Post facilities increased the 
overall readiness evaluation from a 9% 
response capability to 95%—one of the 
highest in the nation. The national aver- 
age is 38%. 


* The Human Relations staff have been 
very actively engaged in resolving conflicts 
in various neighborhoods in 1980. The eco. 
nomic effects of unemployment have 
brought about more leisure time and pro- 
vided for more confrontations. Not all 
complaints are racially motivated or dis- 
criminatory, but there is a need for a 
mediator. On_ several occasions police 
officers have called for mutual assistance. 
The Human Relations Advisory Board con- 
vened many meetings in the community to 
develop a closer contact with citizens. Some 
meetings were held in conjunction with 
my Police Community Relations Advisory 
Board. 


The Contract Compliance Unit of the 
Human Relations Department continued to 
monitor contractors and agencies seeking 
to do business with the City, This staff 
worked closely with Federal and State equal 
opportunity authorities and received ex- 
cellent ratings on their performance and 
records, The implementation of the affirma- 
tive action responsibilities for the City, 
delegated to the Human Relations Office, 
has proven to be quite successful. An an- 
nual report on the status of affirmative 
action will be submitted to City Council in 
a separate communication, However, I do 
wish to advise you at this time that females 
and minorities in supervisory positions 
have dramatically increased during the 
past four years. The cooperation of all 
City departments in following affirmative 
action hiring procedures has resulted in 
advancement toward equal employment op- 
portunity for all persons. 


The Office of the Grants and Program 
Coordinator was totally or significantly in- 
volved in preparation of 19 grant applica- 
tions during the year, of which only three 
were denied funding while another five 
remain pending at this time. These grants 
have brought nearly $12 million Federal 
dollars and nearly $200,000 State dollars 
into Lansing, and are helping to bring to 
fruition over $65 million in private invest- 
ment at only a moderate outlay of City 
dollars. 


The most significant grant, of course, 
is the $10.3 million Urban Development 
Action Grant for the exhibition facility re- 
lated to the 100 Block hotel-office project, 
which will assist in creating a $49 million 
private investment in Lansing. I must re- 
mind you that these funds will only be 
granted to the City if the downtown hotel 
and office project gets off the ground. The 
$935,000 recently received for Capitol Com- 
mons will help trigger over $26 million 
in private investment for that project. The 
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other significant grant is the $457,577 in 
Federal funds received for the Moores Park 
pool renovation, matched with $196,105 in 
City funds. A complete listing is included 
in the back of this report (attachment 6). 
These grants are vital to the completion 
of planned development in Lansing, to pro- 
vide improvements to City-owned facilities, 
and provide employment opportunities 
which would not otherwise be available for 
construction workers and for our youth. 


In my own office, I am proud of the co- 
ordination which has been achieved in 
working with all City departments and 
providing liaison with City Council and 
its committees. My office has handled 
nearly 900 citizen complaints this year, a 
substantial increase from last year, since 
citizens have more awareness that someone 
cares and that solutions can be achieved. 
This has been accomplished while working 
short-handed due to personnel vacancies 
which have saved the taxpayers severaly 
thousand dollars. Every department in the 
City has been directed to achieve cost- 
savings wherever possible, and my office 
is no exception to that directive. 


Since the change in the City Charter in 
late 1978, I have been responsible to pro- 
vide to you a State of the City message 
with specific requirements for information 
by the final Council meeting in January— 
that I have done. I have been required to 
submit an annual affirmative action report 
to you—that I have done. I have been re- 
quired to submit budget recommendations 
to you by the fourth Monday in March— 
that I have done. And, I have been re- 
quired to submit a list of board appoint- 
ments to you by the first Council meeting 
in May—that I have done, in every case 
on time every year. Unfortunately, Council 
has not seen fit to fulfill its Charter obli- 
gation to approve persons I have appointed 
to Board positions by its deadline of its 
first meeting in June. I am asking that 
City Council take whatever action is neces- 
sary to avoid harassment frem one or two 
Council members of these persons in the 
community who are willing to serve on 
these advisory boards. This in no way to 
encourage quality citizens input on these 
important positions, 


Further, I would point out to you that 
when I took office in 1969, there were just 
11 women among all the City’s Board ap- 
pointments. Now, there are 65. I believe 
this exemplified my commitment to seek 
out qualified persons of all sexes and all 
races and from all walks of life for these 
very important City appointments. 


ACTIVITIES OF CITY AGENCIES 
BOARD OF WATER AND LIGHT 


The Board of Water and Light marked 
its 95th year of utility service to Lansing 
early in 1980. During this milestone year 
the Board made progress on several major 
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projects while continuing to offer reliable 
electric, water and steam service, 


The most viable improvement project is 
the $18 million chimney construction at the 
Eckert/Moores Park power plant. Con- 
erete work, which when completed will 
stretch more than 600 feet skyward, is now 
substantially finished on one stack and 
more than half done on the other two 
multi-flue chimneys. These smokestacks 
will not be operational until late 1982, 
and are another example of the exorbitant 
requirements of the U. S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA), which are di- 
rectly costing our citizens higher utility 
bills and higher taxes. 


The Board took a significant step toward 
adding more coal-fired electric generation 
to its system to meet the needs of the 
1980s. Engineering work has begun on 
a second unit for the Board’s Erickson 
power plant in Delta Township. A target 
date of April, 1987, has been established 
for operation of this turbine generator, 
with construction costs ranging up to $230 
million, depending upon the types of pollu- 
tion control equipment required for the 
new unit by the EPA and the exact design 
and size of the turbine generator. 


%* Board of Water and Light General 
Manager Earl F. Brush was elected Presi- 
dent of the American Public Power Asso- 
ciation (APPA) in 1980, the third Board 
General Manager to hold this prestigious 
post. 


The APPA represents more than 1,400 
publicly-owned utilities. The eight member 
Board, meanwhile, named its first woman 
to serve as chairman when Sister Mary 
Janice Belen was elected at mid-year for 
the terms beginning July 1. 


Coal costs continued to soar in 1980, to 
more than $50 per ton, delivered, com- 
pared to $31.69 per ton just three years 
ago and $8.80 in March, 1970. The Board 
generated more than two billion kilowatt 
hours of electricity this year and delivered 
nearly nine billion gallons of water to its 
customers. This compares to 1.5 billion 
kilowatt hours of electricity and eight bil- 
lion gallons of water 10 years ago. 


%* The Board continued to work with all 
segments of customers on energy manage- 
ment and conservation. The Public In- 
formation Department distributed material 
to help customers reduce electric and water 
usage in their day-to-day living. A special 
citizens committee, under the direction of 
Board member Tony Benavides, has begun 
to gear up for the Federally-mandated 
Residential Conservation Service (RCS) 
which will offer energy audits for a cost 
of not more than $10 for the average home 
beginning this spring. The Board has also 
worked closely with the Cable Television 
Advisory Committee in initiating live tele- 
vision broadcasts over Channel 28 of all 
meetings of the Board. 
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ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
CORPORATION 


The Economic Development Corporation, 
organized upon my request, by City Council 
resolution in 1976, had its busiest year 
ever in 1980, processing requests for bond- 
ing of $45 million and total investment of 
nearly $60 million, Eight bond issues have 
been closed through the year with another 
three nearly ready for closing, totaling 
altogether $17 million in EDC bonds and 
representing hundreds of jobs in the com- 
munity. 


On a daily basis, contacts have been re- 
ceived in the EDC office for financial in- 
formation, advice, and data on Lansing, 
indicating the continuing opportunities for 
economic development, Several of these 
contacts are now in the financial packaging 
stage. The EDC is also developing an 
aggressive promotion program to reach 
more businesses and create diversity in 
Lansing’s economic base. Since the issu- 
ance of tax-exempt bonds through the EDC 
is not feasible for amounts less than 
$200,000, the Corporation is working 
through other avenues on_ the Federal, 
State and local level to satisfy the needs 
of small loans for businesses, regardless 
of size. 


A great deal of effort was spent in con- 
nection with two major projects, the 100 
Block hotel-office development and the _re- 
use of the J. W. Knapp store. The EDC 
worked for many weeks with several in- 
vestors attempting to retain the Knapp’s 
department store, and, as a result of these 
efforts, a $2 million loan guarantee for 
renovation of the store was offered through 
the U. S. Economic Development Adminis- 
tration (EDA), That guarantee is still 
available and the EDC is seeking to iden- 
tify potentially interested investors. The 
major problem in finding a new purchaser 
is that the building valued by the City 
Assessor for $1,282,500, has five mortgages 
totaling $2.89 million on the property. 


LANSING HOUSING COMMISSION 


The Lansing Housing Commission oper- 
ates 890 units of rent-assisted housing, and 
during 1980, added the handling of assist- 
ance payments for the 99 units of the 
Somerset Senior Citizens development on 
Holmes Road. Another 367 families or in- 
dividuals remain on waiting lists for 
housing commission units. 


* The Housing Commission during 1980, 
revised several operating policies, includ- 
ing the revocation of bi-monthly payment 
of rents, to avoid operating losses in cases 
of delinquency; establishment of a one 
month’s security deposit; a new system to 
charge back damages, other than regular 
wear and tear; and raising of rents for 
recipients of publisce assistance to the baxi- 
mum amount allowable. The Commission 
anticipates adopting a new admission policy 
in 1981, for more explicit screening of 
applicants to contribute toward the goal 
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of a stable social environment, as well as, 
safe, decent and sanitary housing. 


The Commission was unsuccessful in a 
$1 million-plus grant application to the 
U. S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development for modernization of the Mt. 
Vernon housing units, as only Detroit re- 
ceived modernization funds among cities in 
Michigan. The policy of the Federal gov- 
ernment, regarding this matter, will be a 
negative for Lansing and other Michigan 
cities. 


REORGANIZATION OF THE 
CITY AGENCIES 


%* I am pleased to report to you that at 
this time, I am not proposing any major 
changes to the administrative structure of 
the City government. I believe the func- 
tioning and the interrelationships of the 
City departments are working very well, 
though I am studying minor changes and 
will implement if greater efficiencies can 
result. A high level of coordination has 
been achieved among City departments, and 
this helps to keep the costs of govern- 
mental operation as low as possible. 


%* I will be studying this matter further 
durfing the budget process, and may have 
additional remarks at that time as relates 
to the Fiscal Year 1981-82 budget. 


* I do wish to elaborate on two com- 
ments made in this report one year ago 
pertaining to reorganization. The first has 
been mentioned earlier in this message: 
that of vehicle maintenance, A year ago, 
I suggested that a consolidation of fleet 
management may be necessary to reduce 
the City’s fleet to the smallest size possible 
while still providing necessary service. I 
suggested a cut of seven vehicles; in fact, 
we have cut 13. However, with the 
MAINSTEM contract for vehicle mainte- 
nance in its early stages, I believe it would 
be premature to consolidate the City’s fleet 
at this time, 


% The second comment pertained to shar- 
ing of personnel between the Civic Center 
and Property Management. That has con- 
tinued whenever possible, and I intend to 
further such personnel sharing in the 
future, within the parameters of negotiated 
contracts. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE CITY 


With the continuing deep recession 
throughout Michigan and the generally 
weak economy nationally, there are a mul- 
titude of severe financial pressures affect- 
ing the City of Lansing. Cutbacks in 
State shared revenues, reduction in Federal 
funding of numerous programs and weak 
income tax collections have caused a sub- 
stantial reduction in estimated revenues 
for the current fiscal year. While the City 
was in a better than projected position at 
the end of Fiscal Year 1980, due in great 
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part to several economy measures my ad- 
ministration implemented, the effect of 
that gain has been virtually eliminated by 
the reductions in revenue collections. Fur- 
ther, the recent award on the Lansing In- 
dependent Employees Union (LIEU) of 12 
to 14% through binding arbitration and 
the possibility of a like award on the Fra- 
ternal Order of Police Non-Supervisory 
Union will additionally weaken that posi- 
tion. 


The State legislature has reduced by 
50% its funding for City fire protection to 
State property, or a cut of over $85,000— 
this when that appropriation was pre- 
viously paying only one-half of the cost 
permitted by law. On top of that, the 
partial funding was recently vetoed by 
Governor Milliken, and Lansing has been 
approached by other communities to join 
in possible legal action against the State 
for that reduction. As was previously re- 
ported to you, the State intangibles tax has 
been eliminated from two fiscal years for 
a total reduction of $286,000. The elimina- 
tion of relative tax burden payments and 
the delay in receiving quarterly disburse- 
ments of State revenue sharing funds re- 
sults in a loss of approximately $50,000. A 
reduction in the formula for allocating 
State income taxes results in a loss of 
$75,000, and our projected cut in Act 51 
funding will be over $300,000 this fiscal 
year. The present City budget includes 
approximately $475,000 in General Funds 
for street work, alley surfacing, and curb 
and gutter repairs, and we will have to 
look to the General Fund again if we are 
to maintain our streets in even minimally 
good condition. I could continue the list 
endlessly. Some of these problems were 
beyond anyone’s control, In other cases, 
the State government has made conscious 
decision to mitigate its difficulties by pass- 
ing them on to local jurisdictions such as 
Lansing. 


We are faced with a decreasing ability 
to carry out our existing services and, in 
reality, have little ability to undertake new 
ones, unless some others are eliminated. 
I have instructed my stafl to identify and 
implement cost reduction measures. Prior- 
ity is being given to any such measures 
which have minimal impact to the public. 
It will not be possible, however, to avoid 
service reductions in some areas. 


The general economic problems, when 
coupled with taxpayer dissatisfaction with 
ever increasing tax burdens, require action 
on our part. I am committed to limiting 
the scope of governmental activities and 
reducing our expenditures wherever neces- 
sary to live within our resources, We offer 
many programs and services which only 
benefit special interest groups. I propose 
that these programs be limited to those 
which are fully self-supporting. I will be 
making policy recommendations to you 
with my budget message for an on-going 
process of establishing such fees and 
charges in order that our taxpayers do not 
unreasonably support those activities which 
are heavily used by non-Lansing residents. 
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To cut costs, we are going to have to 
recognize that City operations are labor 
intensive and that 75 - 80% of all City ex- 
penditures, or over $45 million in all funds 
are for salaries, fringe benefits and asso- 
ciated labor expenses. We cannot mean- 
ingfully limit cost esealations without 
limiting staff. This means, of course, an 
effect on the immediacy of service de- 
livery. Instantaneous response in non-life 
threatening situations is an extremely ex- 
Pensive capacity. We must ask our citizens 
to support us in this regard. We can keep 
costs down but City Council and our citi- 
zens must understand and accept that this 
means not everything can be done at once. 
There will be some inconveniences. The 
alternative is an ever escalating tax burden 
for every taxpayer. 


The City of Lansing has historically had 
a very stable economic base. But, with the 
depressed auto industry, cutbacks in State 
government employment and corresponding 
reductions at Michigan State University 
and Lansing Community College, we now 
face the very real probability that the Lan- 
sing economy will be in worse shape than 
the general State and national economies. 
Unless we can attract and retain industry, 
we will be forced to cut back further and 
further on services. The loss of State 
monies to repair roads and provide fire ser- 
vices are the first major reductions. Others 
will undoubtedly follow. 


We can keep this City government in its 
historically stable financial position only 
through the most diligent efforts. We must 
make hard decisions. We must say no to 
those very desirable but highly expensive 
non-essentials that some people expect from 
government. We must consider the overall 
good for the entire community. Cost must 
be weighed against benefit—no other cri- 
teria will suffice. 


CONCERNS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


In reflection upon 1980, I believe that the 
City government and its departments are 
more than meeting the basic needs of our 
citizens. The City is providing quality ser- 
vices to insure the health, safety and wel- 
fare of our citizens at a level equal to or 
better than any other city in Michigan, At 
the same time, if we are to continue to 
perform as we have in the past, it will be 
absolutely necessary for City Council to 
adhere to its policies, once those policies 
are established. The demands of special 
interest groups cannot outweigh the good 
of the general community. 


It must also be understood that as times 
change, the types of City services and pro- 
grams must also change. In order to meet 
new demands from regulating agencies or 
new demands from our citizens, it may be 
necessary to eliminate programs which 
have fulfilled their purposes, The City will 
be forced to cut or reduce the scope in 
many service areas—we cannot continue 
every program ad infinitum. Where reduc- 
tions are recommended, I will need your 
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support in order to keep City taxes as low 
as possible for our citizens. 


Further, I wish to remind you again that 
many of the increased costs of City opera- 
tions relate to the overaggressiveness of 
the Federal and State regulating agencies. 
I am not opposed to clean air or clean 
water, or to fulfilling the rights of indi- 
viduals which may have been previously 
denied. But, I do not believe that local 
governments and individual taxpayers can 
support the corrective costs in just five or 
ten years for problems which have taken 
200 years to develop, especially since the 
costs involved during the past 7-8 years 
alone approximate $100,000,000, AND with 
substantially more to come. These Federal 
and State mandated costs are resulting in 
large increases for water, sewer and elec- 
trical costs to the taxpayers. How much 
more can the Federal and State govern- 
ments mandate before the general citizenry 
erupts? The tax paying public needs time 
to breathe—to financially ‘“catch-up”—and 
then go forward again. We should, there- 
fore, be extremely interested in what the 
outlook will be from the New Administra- 
tion in Washington, in terms of Federal 
government involvement in business and 
local affairs. I am hopeful that campaign 
promises to cut red tape will be trans- 
formed into meaningful changes in govern- 
ment over-regulation, I, therefore, recom- 
mend that you, in a formal manner, pre- 
sent these concerns to our Federal and 
State elected officials. 


In regard to several other matters, I am 
concerned and request your assistance. 
Some of these matters are as follows: 


LANSING GENERAL HOSPITAL 
EGRESS AND INGRESS 


The present traffic situation is causing 
havoc for the many households to the 
North of the Hospital. The traffic counts 
for the area are shown below: 


24 Hour Volume 


Street (vehicles per day) 
Alpha Street* 2500 
Devonshire Street* 2400 
Harding Street* 300 
Pacific Street 2200 
Tisdale Street 1900 
Lincoln Street 1400 


*South of Pacific Avenue 


Residential streets that serve an immedi- 
ate residential neighborhood should range 
from 200 to 500 vehicle trips per day. To 
add to the problem, 10% of the traffic on 
Alpha Street alone is truck traffic. It is 
obvious that through traffic is the problem, 
and must be resolved, 
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This issue has been studied and re-studied 
by the Planning Department—it has been 
talked about and re-talked about—it has 
been planned and re-planned. I am of the 
opinion that “enough is enough”’—I ASK 
YOUR CONCURRENCE, 


I am of the opinion, as is Lansing Gen- 
eral Hospital, and is the neighborhood, that 
a completely new route, running East from 
Pennsylvania Avenue, is a necessity. The 
construction will not be cheap and_the 
costs must be borne by the City of Lan- 
sing and Lansing General Hospital, Minus 
that, the new route cannot be done. The 
costs approximate $1,316,000. 


The plan, as proposed, requires four par- 
cels of land. Two of the parcels are al- 
ready owned by the Hospital and will be 
deeded to the City without charge for con- 
struction of the roadway. The remaining 
two parcels will be acquired by the City 
with Hospital funds. The total estimated 
construction costs are as follows: 


$825,000 
125,000 
Demolition of the Properties 41,000 


Road Construction 


Engineering 


$991,000 


I am of the opinion that the City and 
Lansing General then share the balance of 
costs as estimated above. This will be most 
difficult. Therefore, I have requested the 
Grants Coordinator to pursue the filing 
of a grant request for the construction and 
engineering portion of the project with the 
Economic Development Administration of 
the U. S. Commerce Department. 


SUBSIDIZED HOUSING 


In several communications to you in the 
years past, I advised that the City of 
Lansing was doing more than its share in 
providing government subsidized housing. 
I urged you to meet with other govern- 
mental policy making boards in the Tri- 
County Area to assure a fair distribution 
of such housing, especially in the category 
of “low income.” This has not been done. 


More recently, I advised that, although 
Lansing has 37% of the households in the 
Tri-County Area, it has 59.7% of the total 
subsidized units, and the majority of “low 
income family” housing. 


Now the U. S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development advises that it has 
approved another 91 units of “low income 
family” for the City, of which 69 are two 
bedrooms, and 22 are three bedrooms. 
Funds allocated will be in the amount of 
$6,435,821. HUD SEEKS YOUR CONCUR- 
RENCE OR NON-CONCURRENCE BE- 
FORE MAY 15, 1981. Resolutions of your 
concurrence, or non-concurrence, will be 
forwarded to you. 


The Planning Department advises that 
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said units could be located only in the areas 
shown on the attached map (attachment 7). 
Having seen the difficulties resulting from 
the Mount Vernon Park Housing Project, 
I question the Planning Department. 


Before you agree to accept, or disagree, 
I recommend that: (a) you set a Public 
Hearing; (b) you notify the residents of 
the area in question, so citizen participa- 
tion is assured; and, (c) you meet with 
representatives of other policy making 
boards in the Tri-County Area to seek 
some semblence of order, 


DOWNTOWN REHABILITATION 


For many months, my office, that of the 
City Attorney and the Economie Develop- 
ment Corporation have struggled with the 
unfortunate actions of the L. S. Good & 
Company, and specifically the J. W. Knapp 
Building. On Tuesday, January 20, the 
U. S. Bankruptcy Judge involved in the 
matter, ordered the completion of the sale 
of the J. W. Knapp Building by April 30, 
1981. 


One local group interested in purchasing 
the building for retail purposes is New 
Lansing, Inc. The City has been working 
with them. We can further assist them. 


As you are aware, Act 255 for Commer- 
cial Rehabilitation provides that the City 
government may establish tax abatement 
districts at its own initiative, rather than 
necessarily waiting for those districts to 
be requested by the property owners. To 
assist in the rehabilitation of the most im- 
portant retail facility downtown, I recom- 
mend that City Council establish a com- 
mercia] redevelopment district for the 
J. W. Knapp property, so that renovation 
of that property can begin as soon as pos- 
sible after legal ownership is established. 


Regarding the intent of J. C. Penney 
Company to move out to the malls, the 
owners of that property will make deci- 
sions as to future use. The City will be 
in contact. 


I have had an opportunity to recently 
review the preliminary drawings for reno- 
vation of the Michigan Theater property, 
which may be developed into a shopping 
mall with greater public appeal than any 
in the area. For this project to become 
reality, however, your support is sought 
to encourage the developers to proceed with 
economically feasible plans, and without 
special favors to any particular groups who 
have some interest in the property, though 
not financially. 


I am pleased to advise that the landscap- 
ing portions of the 100 Block South Wash- 
ington Mall will be completed early this 
year, finishing $1.8 million in improve- 
ments to the South Mall. I must remind 
City Council that the Master Plan for the 
downtown area, submitted to you approxi- 
mately three years ago, included provisions 
to make similar improvements for Michi- 
gan Avenue from Grand to Capitol and to 
dress up the east-west streets through 
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downtown. Funds are not currently avail- 
able for these improvements, but I must 
ask for your direction as to whether City 
Council desires, in the long run, to con- 
tinue this project as was recommended in 
that Master Plan. 


Finally, I am proud to report that con- 
siderable progress has been made on the 
Department of Education building now 
under construction by the State of Michi- 
gan just south of Ottawa Street. This will 
bring many thousands of employees back 
into the downtown area. I must note, how- 
ever, that this is just half of the construc- 
tion which has been proposed to expand the 
Capitol Complex, and I recommend that 
City Council adopt a resolution to forward 
to the State Legislature urging the con- 
struction of the chiller building, in line 
with existing State plans. 


FOSTER CARE FACILITIES 


Lansing continues to be inundated with 
requests to establish goster car facilities 
“all over town.” I cannot abide by the 
excessive costs of taxpayers monies being 
used to develop some of these facilities and 
with little authority on the part of the 
City to say “no” to the State of Michigan. 
Therefore, I request that you approve a 
resolution addressed to the State demand- 
ing a halt to the situation until a 5-year 
Program can be provided in detail. This 
will provide us with a comparison of our 
standing with other area governmental 
units, will assist various State departments, 
since some are already unaware what 
others are doing; and, will let the citi- 
zenry of Lansing in on the great secrets, 
long before a new facility is dropped in 
their backyard. 


EARLY RELEASE CENTERS 


It has been brought to my attention that 
the downtown Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation (YMCA) building now devotes three 
full floors for housing early release parolees 
with minimal supervision. I believe this 
presents a clear and present danger to our 
citizens downtown to have at present 65 
or more of these individuals housed in this 
building, some of whom are three and four- 
time convicted felons. Further, I under- 
stand that the Michigan Department of 
Corrections is contemplating use of one 
additional floor of the YMCA for as many 
as 35 more early release parolees, I recog- 
nize the severe shortage now faced by the 
State of Michigan for adequate prison 
space, but I believe the State is purely 
irresponsible for turning this fine old 
building inte a minimal security prison, 
slowly and without an opportunity for 
public comment, or City of Lansing input. 
I urge City Council to take immediate 
action to request the Department of Cor- 
rections and the State Legislature to re- 
move these persons from the YMCA build- 
ing and provide more reasonable facilities 
before serious crime shocks us all. The 
public has basically been unaware of this 
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situation. The public has a right to com- 
ment on this very threatening matter, and 
City Council is in a position to encourage 
that comment. 


METROPOLITAN GOVERNMENT 


Today, our area governments are in 
competition with each other, with the rest 
of the State, and the rest of the United 
States. For this area to remain competi- 
tive, the best form of government possible 
is necessary, to prevent the duplication of 
government services for public safety and 
public services. This type of government 
is the metropolitan government as found in 
Indianapolis, Minneapolis, and Nashville. 
The Michigan Constitution provides that 
the legislature “. . . may establish in 
metropolitan areas additional forms of 
government or authorities with powers, 
duties and jurisdictions as the legislature 
shall provide, Wherever possible, such 
additional forms of government or authori- 
ties shall be designed to perform multi- 
purpose functions rather than a single 
function.” I would recommend to you that 
a merger of Lansing and the surrounding 
townships could provide such efficiencies, 
as have been achieved in the cities men- 
tioned above, and I would request that City 
Council adopt a resolution asking the legis- 
lature to study such a consolidation. This 
would benefit the citizens throughout this 
area who are already receiving some City 
services, but not receiving the full benefits 
which might be provided to them. 


I recommend to you this approach for 
the good of all, and request that you ap- 
prove a resolution requesting the Michigan 
Legislature to undertake a study to the 
benefit of the area. Truly, this could be a 
model for other areas of the State of 
Michigan. I COMMEND THIS NECES- 
SARY APPROACH TO YOU—especially 
for the good of today’s youth, and the 
generations to follow. 


FINALLY, I wish to add a word of cau- 
tion. This is a very important year for 
the City of Lansing government, not only 
because of the problems facing us, of the 
tasks facing us, and of the opportunities 
before us, This is, of course, the year for 
our citizens to select a Mayor for the next 
four years, a City Clerk, and four mem- 
bers of the City Council. 


I have not made a decision about whether 
I will seek re-election, but that is not of 
primary consequence in this request. I do, 
however, ask that we work together to 
solve our problems, to identify our goals, 
and to provide for the betterment of our 
citizens in our actions during 1981, The 
cause is too dear to allow ourselves to be 
mired down in election year politicking. 
With your cooperation, we can overlook 
petty politics and deal with the substantive 
issues that command our attention.

Robert L. Knapp, 1836 Park Avenue, re- 
quests reimbursement for medical expenses 
incurred by his eight year old son as a 
result of an accident while riding his bi- 
cycle in front of 1830 Park Avenue on 
August 12, 1980. The claimant indicates 
that a portion of the sidewalk was raised 
due to tree roots and his son hit that raised 
section which threw him over the handle- 
pars. This claimant has no health insur- 
ance. 


Investigation by the Public Service De- 
partment indicates that one corner of a slab 
of the sidewalk was raised approximately 
2% inches tapering to 2 inches or less at 
eight inches away and down to less than 
one inch at the other corner. They indicate 
no previous knowledge of the situation. The 
Forestry Division of the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Department indicates that it would 
take approximately five years for tree roots 
to raise a portion of a sidewalk 2% inches. 


Under current Michigan law, a munici- 
paliity has no duty to keep streets, side- 
walks, curbing, etc. absolutely safe, but 
rather in a condition reasonably safe and 
fit for public travel. See, MCLA 691,1402; 
MSA 8.996(102). That duty of a munici- 
pality is coupled with a duty of all bi- 
cyclists or pedestrians to use sidewalks in 
a prudent and reasonable manner. MCLA 
691.1403; MSA 3.996(103) limits the appli- 
eation of MCLA 691,1402 to situations 
where the governmental entity had actual 
or constructive knowledge of the defect and 
had a reasonable time to repair the defect 
before the injury took place. 


Applying the aforementioned statutes to 
these facts, it appears that the City of 
Lansing had or should have had construc- 
tive knowledge that the defect in the side- 
walk existed on the date in question. There- 
fore, it is the recommendation of this of- 
fice that this claim be allowed.

Court decisions have limited the 
scope of “governmental function” to those 
activities which are essential to governing— 
those activities which are sui generis gov- 
ernmental. The functions of the Lansing 
Police Department, including their respon- 
sibility to tow evhicles at an accident scene 
from the roadway, would unquestionably be 
considered such a governmental function 
for which no liability would attach. In the 
instant matter, the actions of Officers 
Holmes and Davis on the date in question 
appear to be entirely reasonable and pru- 
dent given the circumstances, 


Applying the aforementioned statutory 
and case law to the facts at hand, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this 
claim in the amount of $33.00 be denied.

We have received a communication from 
HUD on the Seventh Year Community De- 
velopment Block Grant Entitlement Alloca- 
tions, The City of Lansing’s allocation has 
been set as $2,075,000. This represents a 
cut of $76,000 from last year’s grant. Al- 
though HUD stated that they were cutting 
the grants by approximately 2%, the City’s 
grant has been cut by approximately 3.6%. 
We are currently investigating the reasons 
for this and preliminary information sug- 
gests that it is due to the formula used in 
calculating the various cities’ grants. 


In order to reduce the allocation by 
$76,000, the Administration is proposing 
the following solution: the Accounting Di- 
vision informed us recently that the CD 
program has $71,831.94 in program income 
for the past calendar year. This program 
income will be added to the application and 
can be reprogrammed into activities in the 
seventh year, In addition, we are currently 
showing an amount of $6,534.00 in con- 
tingency in the proposed budget. By com- 
bining these two amounts which total 
$78,365.94 and reducing the entitlement 
amount shown in the budget to the proper 
level, all costs can be covered with a small 
contingency remaining at $2,365.94. This 
will allow the City to continue with all 
proposed activities and administrative costs. 
If you concur, the proper adjustments 
should be made in the budget prior to its 
adoption. If you have any questions, please 
contact Mr. Robert Harris of the Planning 
Department.

On Monday, February 2, 1981, City Coun- 
cil, by a 7-0 vote, adopted a Committee 
Report from the Public Properties and 
Safety Committee to acquire this property.

As I previously advised you, on two 
occasions, the City of Lansing submitted 
grant applications for acquisition of this 
property. I do not believe the City through 
its General Fund can support programs 
merely because grant applications were 
submitted. I believe that the expenditure 
of $76,000 for this property is an excessive 
use of taxpayers monies in these economi- 
cally trying times and particularly in view 
of the City Assessor’s valuation of $50,800 
for this property. 


Acquisition of this property is contem- 
plated for construction of a parking lot 
to support salmon fishing activities at the 
William A. Brenke Fish Ladder. While I 
thoroughly support the fish ladder istelf, 
I believe that City Council should determine 
over a period of years whether support 
parking is absoluately needed for salmon 
fishing in this area. I am additionally con- 
cerned about demolition of the small build- 
ing which remains on the property and 
which is hazardous to public safety in its 
present condition, and further for the many 
thousands of dollars which would be re- 
aco for constructing the parking lot 
itself, 


Finally, I must again remind City Coun- 
cil that a small business with 15 employees 
which recently began on this property was 
displaced at least in part by the expressed 
indication of some individuals ostensibly 
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representing the City, that the City of 
Lansing would acquire this property. 
cannot support actions undertaken by the 
City which result in displacement of much 
needed jobs from our community, 


I place my Veto over this Committee 
Report for the aforementioned reasons, and 
I do so in accordance with Section 3-305 
of the Lansing City Charter.

On Monday, February 2, 1981, City Coun- 
cil, by a 7-0 vote, approved a Transfer of 
Funds of $50,000 from the Reserve for 
Contingency Account (101-941-000-963) to 
the Riverfront Salmon Development Ac- 
count (101-936-802-971). I hereby submit 
my Veto of that action. 


In the City budget for the Fiscal Year 
from July 1, 1980 through June 30, 1981, 
City Council established a $300,000 account 
for Reserve for Contingency items to carry 
through the entire budget year. The trans- 
fer as approved by City Council would 
essentially wipe out the entire Contingency 
Account just seven (7) months through the 
year. This means that any remaining items 
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of an unusual or extenuating nature which 
would be addressed from the Contingency 
Account will instead have to be drawn from 
the City’s Fund Balance. I have reminded 
City Council on several occasions that the 
City’s Fund Balance within the projected 
three year financial plan is reaching a 
critical state, and that it is extremely im- 
portant for all City departments to live 
within the budget previously adopted by 
City Council. 


There continues to be some confusion 
about a 8 million dollar surplus which 
existed for only a point in time at the 
end of the previous budget year. Virtually 
all of that 3 million dollars has been lost 
already this fiscal year due to actual income 
which has fallen far short of projections. 
For instance, City income tax was projected 
at 14 million dollars and will be by year’s 
end much nearer to 12.8 million dollars. 
State shared revenues are down 1.3 million 
dollars, Various other income short-falls 
account for the balance so that at the end 
of this budget year, the City’s Fund Bal- 
ance will be at the minimum necessary to 
protect the City’s overall financial position. 


Further, I cannot support the Transfer 
of Funds, inasmuch as, I do not support 
the acquqisition of property contemplated 
with these funds, as I have explained pre- 
viously. I believe that the $76,000 in all 
required to purchase the Opper property is 
an exorbitant use of money at this time. 


I place my Veto over the Transfer of 
Funds for the aforementioned reasons, and 
I do so in accordance with Section 38-305 
of the Lansing City Charter.

At the Special Meeting of the Board of 
Public Service held on January 21, 1981, 
the Board recommended unanimously that 
the recommendation as submitted by the 
Mayor on March 24, 1980, in the Annual 
Recommended Budget for Fiscal Year 
1980-81 be implemented. The recommenda- 
tion is as follows: 


“I further recommend that you adopt 
a policy which requires developers to pay 
for blacktop construction, as is done in 
18 out of 21 cities surveyed by the Public 
Service Director. The Capital Improve- 
ments Program Technical Coordinating 
Committee has recommended this change 
in policy, which would provide an addi- 
tional $50,000 a year for improvements 
needed. It is my recommendation that 
such a policy change be adopted, and 
that it specifically exelude the approxi- 
mately 18 development plans currently 
on file with the City. This would require 
the City to maintain its General Fund 
appropriation for the next two years, 
after which we can reprogram those re- 
sources into other areas such as curb, 
gutter and sidewalk repair.” 


During 1980 the Public Service Depart- 
ment expended $68,700 to blacktop streets 
within new subdivisions.

In compliance with Section 4-102.10 of 
the City Charter, I hereby submit the an- 
nual Affirmative Action Report for your 
review. As I noted in my State of the City 
message to you on January 26, 1981, this 
report would be coming to you as a sepa- 
rate submission. 


I am not dissatisfied with the overall 
results of this report, in light of some sur- 
rounding circumstances. For instance, 
Human Relations Director Richard Letts 
notes “one factor that may impact on the 
lack of any measurable progress for affirm- 
ative action is the economic conditions, 
which have tended to stabilize the City’s 
workforce and reduce the amount of em- 
ployee turnover.” Mr. Letts notes that 
the City’s workforce of full-time personnel 
as of June 30, 1980, was below the popu- 
lation of minorities in the community 
(12.01% compared to approximately 13.9%). 
This is offset when part-time and tempo- 
rary employees are included, as heavy per- 
centages of minority and female employees 
are included in that group. 


Further, I will point out that of 91 per- 
sons hired for full-time employment be- 
tween July 1, 1979, and June 30, 1980, 
that 14 were minority (15.4%) and 44 were 
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women (48.4%), which exceed their repre- 
sentations in the population and in the 
workforce, respectively. 


The 91 new hires for Fiscal Year 1979-80 
compares to 164 new hires for the year 
previous and 99 general fund new hires 
for 1977-78, an indication of considerably 
less turnover. The minority employment 
of 12.01% compares to 9.7% when the 
Affirmative Action program was begun in 
1972. The 21.01% female employment 
compares to 15.82% in 1972. The report 
does caution, however, that the Federal 
government has changed reporting require- 
ments for Affirmative Action reports over 
the years, so comparisons on a year-to-year 
basis must be used very cautionsly due to 
varying types of base data, 


Also included are comments on a depart- 
mental basis, and I must respond to a 
few of those points. 


In the Fire Department, the report 
recommends that “attempts should be made 
to recruit and train minorities and females 
for firefighter positions.” While I do not 
disagree as the item pertains to minori- 
ties, I must report on the experiences of 
other communities with female firefighters. 
The Grand Rapids Fire Department hired 
two females for their training period; 
neither lasted for the one-year training 
time. In Flint, two females were hired, 
and neither individual completed the train- 
ing school. In Detroit, 12 females were 
hired between 1971 and 1973 (The Detroit 
Fire Department has not hired a single 
person since 1978). Eight females quit 
during training or very shortly thereafter 
and one female is on layoff as the Detroit 
force has shrunk from 1,760 to its present 
level of 1,338, The three remaining female 
firefighters are the only full-time female 
firefighters in Michigan. I hereby request 
your policy direction on this matter, recog- 
nizing that substantial expensive changes 
would be required to our existing fire sta- 
tions to accommodate female firefighters. 


I must also comment that the existing 
contract with the Firefighters Union re- 
stricts promotion to a seniority basis, thus 
limiting the ability to place minority fire- 
fighters in supervisory positions, 


In the Police Department, the report 
recommends that “efforts should be made 
to attract minorities and females to achieve 
a labor force similar to that of the City’s 
population.” While the Police Department 
had 13 new hires during the reporting 
period, 10 of those were office or clerical 
(two of those minority and nine of those 
female). The other three new hires in- 
cluded a white male, a white female, and a 
black male, which I believe indicates the 
Department’s willingness to respond to 
affirmative action, 


In the Law Department, it is noted that 
“females still tend to be concentrated in 
office/clerical positions,” However, two of 
the three attorneys hired during the report- 
ing period were female. This must be con- 
sidered in light of the fact that the State 
Bar of Michigan reports only 1,246 females 
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among its membership of 18,088, and that 
normally attorneys hired for City employ- 
ment must have passed the State Bar 
Exam. The Law Department did waive 
that customary provision, however, in order 
to hire one of the two females referenced 
above. The Planning Department is listed 
for not having any Black or Hispanic 
males among its 84 employees, yet it should 
be understood that the Department did not 
hire a single person during the reporting 
period, so there was never an opportunity 
to change that situation. 


And in the Administrative Services De- 
partment, the report notes that a female 
mechanic was hired in the Central Garage 
and that the Department has developed an 
emphasis on training and promoting fe- 
males and minorities. 


On the whole, I am satisfied with the 
progress throughout the City employment 
which has been made during the past 
eight years. This does not mean that 
Affirmative Action will stop, for I believe 
the level of consciousness among persons 
making hiring decisions has reached its 
highest point ever. 


I will be glad to enable Human Relations 
Director Richard Letts to speak with you 
at your request.

I wish to bring to your attention a matter 
which is of great concern to me—that of 
the extreme costs of replacing City vehicles 
totaled out in traffic accidents or repairing 
vehicles damaged by malicious destruction. 


During 1980, seven City vehicles were 
totaled out in accidents, including one 
ambulance and six Police cars. One of 
those Police cars was brand new with less 
than 1,000 miles of use. While the City 
received over $43,000 in insurance reim- 
bursement from Auto-Owners, that reim- 
bursement typically covered less than one- 
half the cost of replacement of the vehicle. 
Additionally, since the City is insured on 
the basis of actual costs incurred by Auto- 
Owners, this loss will be reflected in higher 
premiums over time. 


Also during the year, 20 Police vehicles 
were subjected to malicious destruction, in 
many instances by persons arrested kicking 
out rear or side windows. Ten of the 
vehicles were sent for outside repairs total- 
ing $1,297.29, of which $60.42 was later 
reimbursed to the City by the perpetrator. 
In the other instances, the damage to the 
vehicle was in the form of dents, scratches, 
or other body work which was not repaired 
until general preparation work is done 
for the City vehicle option. Therefore, the 
costs of this vandalism are only deferred 
and are not isolated due to the general 
body repair and repainting done for each 
vehicle. In a few other cases, repairs were 
made by the Central Garage with parts in 
stock, such as broken headlights, etc. Labor 
costs of in-house repairs are also not re- 
flected. 


I bring this to your attention as a matter 
of information. City staff are studying 
measures to appropriately deal with these 
problems where possible.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


The above captioned claim was referred 
to this office for investigation and recom- 
mendation. 


Claimant alleged that on June 25, 1980, 
he was exiting the L & M Party Store 
parking lot and his vehicle’s right front 
wheel hit a section of sidewalk which was 
broken and partly missing and thereby in- 
curred damage to his vehicle’s tire and 
rim. This office obtained a copy of the 
police report which verified these facts. 


The City of Lansing Code of Ordinances, 
Chapter 28, Article II, §39, provides that 
Pee a: x Ab shall in all cases be the duty of 
the city to keep the sidewalks adjoining 
a lot in good repair.” However, “it shall 
be the duty of any landowner who either 
wilfully or accidently damages a sidewalk 
to repair such sidewalk .. .”. 


An investigation by the Public Service 
Department of the site reveals that there 
was a large hole in the sidewalk. It is 
their opinion that the hole was caused by 
customers of the L & M Party Store driv- 
ing their vehicles over the sidewalk. Con- 
sequentiy, it is the duty of the store owner 
to repair the walk and he has since been 
so advised. Additionally, records indicate 
that the City had no notice of the existence 
of the damage to that portion of the side- 
walk prior to the current claim, Pursuant 
to state statute, a municipality is only 
liable for damages caused by defects in 
sidewalks and roadways when it knows or 
should have known of the defect and has 
had sufficient opportunity to repair the 
defect. (MCLA 691.1407). In the instant 
case there is no indication that the City 
should have known of the defect. There- 
fore, based upon the governmental im- 
munity, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim be denied.

that the design of the curb was “dan- 
gerous.” 


The Public Service Department has in- 
formed this office that the corner at which 
Ms. Harris fell was constructed in such a 
way that between the pavement of the 
street and the sidewalk, a 27 in: long step 
with a 5 in, riser was constructed to com- 
pensate for the fact that the sidewalk 
grade in this location is higher than the 
pavement. Public Service further states 
thet this design is used in several loca- 
tions in the City, While no special sign 
or other marker notified pedestrians of the 
step, its existence was visible and un- 
obscured. 


MCLA 691.1402 and the cases construing 
that statute as well as Section 28-30 of the 
City of Lansing Code of Ordinances do 
place a duty upon the City to maintain 
sidewalks in reasonable repair, In_ this 
case, however, there exists no evidence 
of negligence on the part of the City either 
in using this design or in maintaining this 
corner in good repair. Rather, it appears 
that claimant merely failed to notice or 
somehow stumbled on the step, 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of 
this office that Ms. Harris’ claim be denied.

In addition, the same de- 
partment indicates it received no notice 
whatsoever in the form of calls or com- 
plaints, regarding any defects in Allegan 
Street and that Allegan Street was cold 
planed and resurfacing of it was com- 
pleted June 10, 1980. 


Based upon the discrepancy between the 
facts presented by claimant and those pre« 
sented by the Public Service Department 
and upon the governmental immunity 
afforded in situations wherein the govern- 
mental agency had no notice of the defec- 
tive highway (See, MCLA 691.1403; MSA 
3.996 (108)), it is the recommendation of 
this office that the claim be denied.

The above referenced claim was referred 
to this office for investigation and recom- 
mendation. 


Based upon the claimant’s statement 
from Lansing Mercy Ambulance Service, 
Inc., dated 9/22/80, it appears that claim- 
ant’s son was transported by Lansing 
Mercy on 9/20/80. 


Investigation of the claim with 911 
Emergency Services and the Fire Depart- 
ment reveals that claimant did make a 
request with 911 for an ambulance at 
approximately 7:15 p.m. on September 20, 
1980, as her son was experiencing swelling 
and pain in his knee resulting from an 
athletic injury which occurred several days 
prior to September 20, 1980. 


That request was denied by Lansing 
Fire Department and claimant was asked 
by the 911 dispatcher if she had other 
transportation available. The claimant 
reported she had no transportation and 
was asked by the 911 dispatcher if she de- 
sired for them to send a Mercy ambulance. 
The claimant responded “OK” and a Mercy 
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ambulance was dispatched by Lansing Fire 
Department. 


The request for ambulance service was 
denied by Lansing Fire Department on the 
basis that an emergency, i.e., life threaten- 
ing situation, did not exist, and that claim- 
ant simply sought transportation for medi- 
eal treatment. 


While the Lansing City Charter at 
Article 4, Chapter 3, §4-303.5 requires 
that the Lansing Fire Department ‘“main- 
tain and operate such ambulance, inhala- 
tor, and other life saving and emergency 
services as the welfare of the inhabitants 
of the City may require’ it would not ap- 
pear that the medica] situation presented 
by claimant would qualify as a medical 
emergency, the nature of which 911 ambu- 
lance service was intended to serve. 


Consequently, based on the non-existence 
of an emergency situation, it appears that 
the City is not responsible for the cost of 
private ambulance service summoned by 
Lansing Fire Department at claimant’s 
request and it is the recommendation of 
this office that this claim be denied.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


Claimant alleged that on November 18, 
1980, his vehicle was parked on the roof 
at South Capitol Avenue garage until ap- 
proximately 8:30 p.m, when he started 
the vehicle with the intent to leave. He 
looked to his right and left and observed 
very few parked vehicles and saw no 
cement slab in front of the parking 
spaces. Assuming there was no obstacle 
in front of his parking space, he drove 
straight ahead and his vehicle was im- 
paled upon a “cement lamp foundation” 
approximately one foot long by one foot 
wide (1’ x 1’) and ten to twelve inches 
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(10”-12”) in height. The obstacle had 
been below eye level from the driver’s seat 
of his vehicle when parked. He submitted 
two estimates for damages to his vehicle 
and the lowest estimate is $337.42. He had 
comprehensive insurance coverage with a 
deductible in the amount of $100.00, There- 
fore, claimant seeks to recover his portion 
of the repair costs in the amount of 
$100.00. 


The Public Service Department has in- 
formed this office that claimant, a monthly 
permit holder, reported the above stated 
incident to a City ramp employee, City 
ramp employees (Mr. Jacobs and Mr. 
Seperic) inspected the cement slab and 
found the warning pole to be missing and 
no other visible sign of damage, How- 
ever, no one from the Parking Division 
actually witnessed the above incident, Of 
the five (5) concrete slabs on the top level 
of the garage, two did not have yellow 
warning poles installed. The slabs have 
been without warning poles for some time 
and they were not thought to be dangerous, 


MCLA 691.1406; MSA 8.996 (106) pro- 
vides in part: 


“Governmental agencies are liable for 
bodily injury and property damage re- 
sulting from a dangerous or defective 
condition of a public building if the 
governmental agency had actual or con- 
structive knowledge of the defect and, 
for a reasonable time after acquiring 
knowledge, failed to remedy the condi- 
tion or take action reasonably necessary 
to protect the public against the con- 
dition.” 


Based on the facts presented by the 
Public Service Department that the warn- 
ing pole attached to the cement slab was 
found to be missing, and the condition 
was known to have existed for some time, 
therefore, notice of the unsafe condition 
must be attributed to the City. Dotton v 
Common Council of Albion, 50 Mich 129; 
87 NW 1040 (1888). 


Under the above statute, defective con- 
ditions in a public building for which a 
governmental agency may be liable may 
arise from improper design or absence of 
safety devices on a structural part of per- 
manently attached fixture in a public 
building. Bush v Oscoda Schools, 405 Mich 
716; 275 NW2w 268 (1979); Zawadzki v 
Taylor, 70 Mich App 545; 246 NW 161 
(1976); Green v State, 386 Mich 459; 192 
NW2d 491 (1971); 80 Mich App 648; 186 
NWe2d 792 (1971). Therefore, it appears 
that the cement foundation absent a 
warning pole created a defective condition 
in a public building and would fall within 
the confines of the aforementioned statute 
and case law. 


Recovery for property damages to motor 
vehicles is allowed up to $400.00 to the 
extent the damages are not covered by in- 
surance, Damages shall be assessed on 
the basis of comparative fault, except that 
damages shall not be assessed in favor of 
a party who is more than fifty peréent 
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(50%) at fault. MCLA 600.3135; MSA 
24.13135. In this case, it appears to this 
office that claimant was negligent in driv- 
ing his vehicle on top of the cement foun- 
dation, by his failure to recall the presence 
of the cement foundation in front of his 
parking space which was clearly visible at 
the time he drove his vehicle into the 
parking space. Placek v Sterling Heights, 
405 Mich 688; 275 NW2d 511 (1979), There- 
fore he is partially at fault for the damage 
he incurred, 


In view of the aforegoing, it is the 
recommendation of this office that the 
claimant be offered $50.00 in settlement of 
his claim based on comparative negligence.

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE EXE- 

CUTION OF AMENDMENT NO. 14 TO 

ANNUAL CONTRIBUTIONS CONTRACT 

NO. C-3007 AND THE ISSUANCE OF 

PROJECT LOANS AND PERMANENT 
NOTES 


Whereas, the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
(herein called the “Borrower” and/or the 
“Local Governing Body”) acting by and 
through the Lansing Housing Commission, 
(herein called the “Local Authority”) pro- 
poses (1) to enter into an amendment to 
the existing Annual Contributions Contract 
(herein called the “Amendment”) with the 
United States of America (herein called 
the ‘‘Government”); and (2) to authorize 
the issuance of its notes as evidence of 
advances to be made to the Local Au- 
thority pursuant to the Contract, as 
amended; all with respect to any “Proj- 
ect” as defined in the Contract, as amend- 
ed, and which at any time now or here- 
after is incorporated under the terms of 
such Contract, as amended. 


Be It Resolved as follows: 


Section 1. The Amendment to the An- 
nual Contributions Contract is hereby ap- 
proved and accepted and the President or 
Vice President is hereby authorized and 
directed to execute three counterparts of 
the Amendment on behalf of the Local 
Authority, and the Clerk of the Local 
Governing Body is hereby authorized to 
impress and attest the official seal of the 
Local Governing Body of each such coun- 
terpart and to forward such executed 
counterparts, or any of them, to the Gov- 
ernment together with such other docu- 
ments evoidencing the approval and au- 
thorizing the execution thereof as may be 
required by the Government. 


Section 2. The President or Vice-Presi- 
dent or Director of the Housing Commis- 
sion is hereby authorized to file with the 
Government from time to time, as monies 
are required, requisitions together with the 
necessary supporting documents requesting 
advances to be made on account of the loan 
provided in the Contract, as amended, and 
the proper officers of the Borrower shall 
prepare, execute and deliver to the Govern- 
ment Notes hereinafter authorized and 
shall accept payment therefor from the 
Government in cash and/or exchange for 
other Notes of the Borrower, and such 
persons are authorized to do and perform 
all other things and acts required to be 
done or performed in order to obtain such 
advances. Cash proceeds from the sale of 
all Notes shall be deposited and disbursed 
only in accordance with the provisions of 
the Contract, as amended. 


Section 3. (A) In order to provide monies 
to finance the Development Cost of each 
Project and to refund, renew, extend or 
substitute for any Project Loan Notes (in 
the Contract called “Advance Notes” or 
“Permanent Notes’) by this Resolution 
authorized to be issued (or any such Notes 
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by any other resolution authorized to be 
issued and which are outstanding, or on 
deposit for delivery pending payment there- 
for as of the date this Resolution becomes 
effective), or for any Project Notes (in 
the Contract called ‘‘Temporary Notes”) 
issued by the Borrower in anticipation of 
the delivery of Project Loan or Perma- 
nent Notes, there are hereby authorized 
to be issued, from time to time, Project 
Loan and Permanent Notes of the Bor- 
rower in an aggregate principal amount 
outstanding at any one time (whether au- 
thorized by this Resolution or any other 
resolution authorizing the issuance of 
Project Loan or Permanent Notes) equal 
to the Maximum Development Cost. 


(B) Each such Note shall bear interest 
and be payable in the form and manner 
prescribed by the Contract and this Reso- 
lution; shall be signed in the name of the 
Borrower by the authorized official of the 
Local Governing Body; shall have the offi- 
cial seal of the Borrower impressed therein 
and attested by the Clerk of the Local 
Governing Body. Each Project Loan Note 
shall be in substantially the form of Form 
No. HUD-9204-MICH and each Permanent 
Note shall be in substantially the form of 
Form No. HUD-52250, each of which form 
is incorporated herein by reference and 
made a part hereof. Project Loan Notes 
and Permanent Notes shall be issued to 
finance the Development Cost of Non- 
Permanently Financed Projects and Per- 
manently Financed Projects, respectively. 


(C) Each Note issued with respect to 
any Project shall be secured by (1)a first 
pledge of the annual contributions payable 
to the Local Authority and authorized to 
be pledged to such payment pursuant to 
the Contract and (2) by a pledge of and 
lien on the Residual Receipts of such Proj- 
ect after providing for the payment of 
Bonds issued in respect to such project, 


(D) As additional security for the equal 
and ratable payment of the principal of 
and interest on each Note issued with re- 
spect to any Project, together with each 
other Note issued with respect to such 
Project, the Borrower, to the fullest extent 
permitted by the Laws of the State, 
hereby pledges, mortgages, conveys and 
grants unto the Government all property 
described in the contract constituting such 
Project, including certain real property 
relating to each such Project and more par- 
ticularly described in the trust instrument 
or any amendment thereto as executed 
and recorded by the Borrower pursuant to 
the Contract: Provided That, in respect 
to Permanently Financed Projects the lien 
of such pledge and mortgage and rights 
granted and conveyed pursuant to this 
paragraph shall (1) be junior to the Bonds 
and junior to the pledge of Residual Re- 
ceipts securing the Bonds, and (2) not be 
foreclosable until all Bonds shall have been 
paid and discharged in the manner pro- 
vided in the Bond Resolutions, If the pre- 
ceeding sentence shall be adjudged by a 
court of competent jurisdiction to be in- 
valid or ineffective it is the intention of 
the Local Authority to be fully obligated 
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under the other provisions of this Reso- 
lution and that such judgement shall not 
impair or invalidate the obligation of the 
Local Authority to pay the principal of and 
interest on each Note from other funds 
of the Local Authority as herein provided. 


Section 4. Whenever the following terms, 
oer any of them, are used in this Resolu- 
tion, the same, unless the context shall 
indicate another or different meaning or 
intent, shall be construed, and are intended 
to have meanings as follows: 


(1) The term “Resolution” shall mean 
this Resolution. 


(2) All other terms used in this Resolu- 
tion and which are defined in the 
Contract shall have the respective 
meanings ascribed thereto in the Con- 
tract. 


Section 5. All resolutions or parts of 
resolutions heretofore adopted by the 
Local Authority which authorize the issu- 
ance and/or delivery of Advance, Project 
Loan or Permanent Notes pursuant to the 
Contract are hereby repealed: Provided, 
however, that such repeal shall in no way 
affect the validity of Advance, Project Loan 
or Permanent Notes issued pursuant to 
said resolutions which are outstanding or 
on deposit for delivery pending payment 
therefor on the date this Resolution be- 
comes effective: Provided further, that the 
Project Loan Notes authorized by this Reso- 
lution shall be exchanged for any Advance 
Notes heretofore issued pursuant to any 
previous resolution.

The Human Relations Board held a spe- 
cial meeting, February 9, 1981, for the 
prime purpose to review and discuss the 
revised Human Relations Board Ordinance. 


Board members have been quite con- 
cerned that their input for the develop- 
ment of this ordinance was denied. There 
are some members who have served on this 
board for better than eight years and one 
who serves as a charter member. 


In reviewing the revisions of Chapter 
17B of the Code of Ordinances, providing 
for a Human Relations Advisory Board the 
following changes were recommended: 


“Advisory” should be included with the 
title Human Relations Board throughout 
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the ordinance to reflect the changes in 
the City Charter. 


There appears to be “sexist” terms 
which should be changed. 


That the inclusion of the words in the 
TITLE of the Ordinance, Page 1, lines 6 
thru 8, “PROVIDING FOR PROHIBI- 
TION AGAINST DISCRIMINATION BY 
CITY DEPARTMENTS OR EMPLOYEES 
AND PROVIDING FOR AN AFFIRMA- 
TIVE ACTION OFFICER AND RE- 
SPONSIBILITIES THEREOF,” is a very 
important part of the Title, therefore it 
should be brought to the attention of the 
City Council, that it most certainly must 
be an oversight by the draftee and the 
Advisory Board feels that it definitely 
should be ineluded in the provisions of 
the Human Relations Ordinance. 


Page 1, line 17, delete the word “Chair- 
oe insert the word “CHAIRPER- 


Page 1, line 26, delete the word “his,” 
insert the word “a.” 


Page 2, line 11, after the word city 
insert. the words, “IT SHALL ENFORCE 
ARTICLE 1, CHAPTER 38, SECTION 
1.302 OF THE CITY CHARTER,” 


Page 8, line 9, delete the word “or” 
after the word discrimination, 


Page 8, line 10, delete the words, 
“strive to,” as they are not necessary,

It shall be unlawful for any depart- 
ment of the City or any city official, AN 
agent or employee for and on behalf of 
the city to willfully refuse to employ, or 
to discharge any person of this city 
otherwise qualified, because of race, color, 
religion, national origin, age, sex, 
HEIGHT, WEIGHT, HANDICAP, MARI- 
TAL STATUS, OR POLITICAL ORIEN- 
TATION, to discriminate for the same 
reason in regard to tenure, terms or con- 
ditions of employment ; to deny promotion 
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or increase in compensation solely for 
these reasons; to adopt or enforce any

I am very pleased to inform you that 
the U. S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development has approved a “tar- 
get” allocation of $340,000 for the City 
of Lansing’s Section 312 Housing Rehabili- 
tation Program for the current fiscal year. 


The $340,000 is a minimum figure subject 
to adequate performance on a quarter-by- 
quarter basis by the City in expenditures 
of these funds. This compares to $250,000 
received in Fiscal Year 1979 and $325,000 
received in Fiseal Year 1980. 


Lansing may be eligible for a ceiling 
figure of $442,000 if HUD recaptures un- 
spent funds from communities with poor 
performances. 


The Section 312 program provides reduced 
interest loans on a sliding scale based on 
family income for housing rehabilitation. 
Homes selected for this program must be 
located in Neighborhood Development Areas 
1, 2, 8, and 4 and their respective periph- 
eral areas. A maximum of $33,000 may be 
allocated to any single home. 
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‘Based on the City’s previous experience 
with the program, this year’s funding will 
enable renovation of approximately 20 
homes. The Redevelopment Division of the 
Building Safety and Development Depart- 
ment has on file more than that many 
applications for Section $12 loans, but ac- 
cepts applications on a continuing basis 
for future funding years. 


I am very pleased with the previous re- 
sults of this program and with the in- 
ereased allocations from HUD for the 
current fiscal year,

This is to acknowledge and reply to 
your interesting letter of February 2, 1981, 
addressed to me and the Lansing City 
Council. The letter, which dealt basically 
with breaking and entering in your area, 
was read in total. 


With respect to your comment “over half 
of the evening calls seem to be in Moores 
Park area,” a data processing computer 
run-out for a most recent six-month period, 
covering the area bounded by Mt. Hope 
Ave., Washington Ave., Logan St. and 
the Grand River, revealed that statement 
not to be factual. For example: 


July 1, 1980 through December 31, 1980 


I. Total calls for service (All types) 
City—35,062 


Moores Park Area—T44 or 2.1% 
A. 4 calls per day to Moores Park Area 


B, 1.8 calls per shift to Moores Park 
Area, 


C. Remainder of City receives 190.6 
calls per day. 


IY. Total Park I calls (B & E’s, ete.) 
City—6,7893 


Moores Park Area—160 or 2% 


A. 27 calls per month to Moores Park 
area 


B. .9 calls per day to Moores Park 
area 


C. .8 calls per shift to Moores Park 
area 
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D. Remainder of city receives 36.9 calls 
per day. 


For your further enlightenment, the Lan- 
sing Police Department bas had your area 
under intense surveillance over the recent 
months and several arrests have been made, 


From July 1, 1980, to February 11, 1981, 
the Lansing Police Department has re- 
ceived 48 B & E complaints in the area 
of the 1500 to 1800 block of South Wash- 
ington, and South Washington Avenue, 
west to Logan. 


A search warrant was served at 630 
West Mt. Hope, January 12, 1981. The 
three subjects who lived at 630 West Mt. 
Hope were arrested for B & E’s in Eaton 
County, and cleaned up three B & E’s in 
the above area, 


We have received intelligence reports 
from the patrol officers on several subjects 
involved in B & E’s and larcenies in the 
above area, and the investigations or con- 
tinuing. 


Of the 48 cases: 
1. 16 were closed. 
2. 10 were returned open. 


2 are currently under investigation. 


3 

4, 7 warrants were issued. 

5. 6 petitions have been filed. 

6. $8,400.00 worth of property was re- 
covered. 


Just how soon these individuals will be 
“back on the streets” is, of course, difficult 
to determine since this will depend upon 
the judicial arm of government. I doubt it 
will be very long, however, and the same 
merry-go-round will most likely continue. 


For us the fight against crime is total, 
and very expensive. For the Year of 1980 
alone, the budget for the Lansing Police 
Department amounted to $11,541,488, or 
what equates to $88.44 for every man, 
woman and child in the City. The costs 
for Budget Year 1981-82 indicates a jump 
of another 20 percent!! Financially, the 
City is in difficulty, yet those convicted 
are put back on the streets. For example, 
the following is a quote from the Tri- 
County Metro Narcotic Squad Board of 
Control: 


“In comparing this report with the 
one submitted in July, you can see the 
continuing trend of the courts to rely 
on probation as a means of dealing with 
drug related offenses. 


If you add together all the sentences 
the suspects could have received, you 
get 260 years, Adding together all the 
sentences the suspects actually received, 
you get less than 13 years. This includes 
a 5-20 year prison sentence by Judge 
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Robert Bell on a habitual offender and a 
3-20 year prison sentence by Judge James 
Giddings. The rest of the time would 
be County jail time.” 


In studying the report, I was stunned, 
shocked and amazed to discover: 


—That in April, 1979, an individual was 
arrested for possession of drugs—the 
search warrant, which led to the arrest 
was challenged, and almost 20 months 
later the District Judge finally upheld 
the search warrant. Three weeks later, 
the same Judge dismissed the case due 
to a Jack of a speedy trial, and even 
though the defendent’s attorney called 
for all the adjournments. 


—That an individua] had assulted an 
Ingham County Deputy Sheriff with a 
knife, and received a deferred sentence— 
that same individual was convicted of 
possession of cocaine. The sentence? 
.» . 6 months in the County jail, 4 years 
probation, $200 costs. 


—That an individual with 2 prior felony 
convictions and 4 misdemeanors jumped 
bond after being arrested on a charge 
of delivery of cocaine. He was a fugi- 
tive for several months. He was subse- 
quently convicted of possession of cocaine 
—a 4 year felony. The sentence? ...3 
years probation, $800 costs, last 6 
months in County jail. 


-—-That an individual with 2 felony con- 
victions was arrested and then con- 
victed of attempted possession of cocaine. 
The sentence was 8 years probation, last 
6 months in County jail, $700 in costs 
and fine TO BE PAID WITHIN 3 
YEARS OF SENTENCE, and participate 
in a drug rehab program. 


—That an individual with 2 felony con- 
victions was arrested and then con- 
victed of attempted possession of cocaine. 
Similar to the aforementioned? Not 
really. This person was sentenced to 3 
years probation, first 15 days in County 
jail, 15 days credit, and costs of $360. 


And, on and on the merry-go-round 
goes. The total value of dangerous drugs 
seized was $2,376,133, plus $46,804 in 1980, 
and $2,776,676, plus $126,329 in 1979. These 
figures show we are not dealing in small 
numbers. With the penalties handed out, 
do you truly feel that law enforcement 
agencies are supported in their dangerous 
efforts? 


The following is from my most recent 
State of the City Message: 


“EARLY RELEASE CENTERS—It has 
been brought to my attention that the 
downtown Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion (YMCA) building now devotes three 
full floors for housing early release pa- 
rolees with minimal supervision. I believe 
this presents a clear and present danger 
te our citizens downtown to have at present 
65 or more of these individuals housed in 
this building, some of whom are three and 
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four-time convicted felons. Further, I un- 
derstand that the Michigan Department of 
Corrections is contemplating use of one 
additional floor of the YMCA for as many 
as 35 more early release parolees. I recog- 
nize the severe shortage now faced by the 
State of Michigan for adequate prison 
space, but I believe the State is purely irre- 
sponsible for turning this fine old building 
into a minimal security prison, slowly and 
without an opportunity for public com- 
ment, or City of Lansing input. I urge 
City Council to take immediate action to 
request the Department of Corrections and 
the State Legislature to remove these per- 
sons from the YMCA building and provide 
more reasonable facilities before serious 
crime shocks us all. The public has basi- 
cally been unaware of this situation. The 
public has a right to comment on this very 
threatening matter, and the City Council 
is in a positioin to encourage that com- 
ment.” 


I would venture to say that the State of 
Michigan hasn’t even been contacted by 
any member of City Council. 


There is no panacea, no alladdin’s lamp 
or way to legislate human behavior with 
respect to morals, rights of others or pro- 
tection of human lives or property, Our 
major social institutions—notably schools, 
organized religions and the media have 
vital roles to play in shaping new atti- 
tudes and values, but the key changes need 
to occur at a personal, individual level. 
And, the citizenry must stand up to be 
counted. 


For each of the years of 1971 through 
1979, we managed to cut crime each year 
by 2% to 26%. We had one of the finest 
records in the nation throughout that nine 
year period. However, the economic changes 
of 1980 played an important part in a 
16% increase in crime last year. Further- 
more, to alleviate the over-crowding of 
prisons, this City and others are actually 
becoming the “dumping grounds” for pa- 
roled inmates who have records of one to 
four felonies—their habits are formed, yet 
we have no control over the State Cor- 
rections Department, or the courts. Time 
and time again crime results in a small 
fine or a “slap on the wrist.” 


Beyond identifying your neighborhood 
problems, as you perceive them, if you 
have any constructive recommendations or 
suggestions, I would be very glad to re- 
ceive them. Too, I recommend that you 
contact your State Legislators regarding 
the criminal code and that you contact 
the Office of the Governor, the State Cor- 
rections Department and ALL LEVELS 
OF THE JUDICIAL. Crime will not de- 
crease because we wish it so—it will only 
decrease when the citizens of this City, 
our State and our Nation demand changes 
in the law and in the sentencing structure. 
Until then, the Lansing Police Department, 
and all other law enforcement agencies, 
will continue the merry-go-round of arrest- 
ing for crimes, seeing convictions result in 
early returns to the streets, so more crimes 
can be committed, more arrests made of 
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the same people, and more convictions made 
with early returns to the streets. 


As Chief Justice Warren Burger stated 
in his recent speech to the American Bar 
Association Convention, “crime has per- 
meated the fabric of American life” and 
urged that a reassessment of the rights of 
criminal suspects be made. He further 
stated “to change this melancholy picture 
will call for spending more money than we 
have ever before devoted to law enforcement 
and even this will be for naught if we do 
not re-examine our judicial process and 
philosophy with respect to finality of judg- 
ments.” 


I believe this statement paraphrases and 
places in perspective the remarks made in 
the second paragraph, first sentence, of 
your letter. Examination of the record 
clearly reveals there is a distinct difference 
in the sentences meted out in Ingham 
County compared to Eaton County for 
example.

Dear Members of the Blue Ribbon 
Committee : 


The efforts of the City of Lansing to 
develop a quality hotel on the 100 Block, 
and to construct an Exhibition Hall—Con- 
vention Center in conjunction with this, 
has been moving steadily toward final 
agreements and construction. The use of 
$10.38 million of the Federally approved 
Urban Development Action Grant for the 
Exhibition Hall—Convention Center re- 
quired the aforementioned and the hotel 
to be treated as one project, inasmuch as 
the private sector, financial commitment 
for the hotel is being utilized as required 
match funds for the Urban Development 
Action Grant. 


Therefore, and although the City has 
received the Urban Development Action 
Grant award some months ago, it has not 
been possible to proceed with the Exhibi- 
tion Hall—Convention Center project until 
the private sector hotel project is firmly 
in place, including all financial commit- 
ments. The unprecedented high interest 
rates have made financing of the private 
sector hotel project unfeasible and, there- 
fore, the entire project has been delayed. 


Too, it has been difficult to secure a 
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major hotel chain, which was willing to 
participate in a hotel of size, rather than 
one of secondary capacity, 


Because of the problems, I requested 
from the Mayor’s Urban Development Ac- 
tion Grant (UDAG) Committee of City 
administrators a report. Same was pro- 
vided to me on December 23, 1980, and 
dealt with the current status of the project 
and suggested to me four options for con- 
sideration. See attached report re: “100 
Block/Exhibition Hall—Status Report and 
Recommendation,” 


Option I—to continue the current strat- 
egy, allowing the developers to proceed 
with their negotiations, but with an ex- 
tended time frame, The plan would be to 
build a quality convention hotel, but re- 
duced to 886 rooms and with some scaling 
down of the office building. 


Option Il—to change the nature of the 
hotel development from all conventional 
financing to EDC financing. This would 
require a return to the original plan of 
approximately a 250 room hotel. 


Option III—to attempt to redirect the 
UDAG grant to use for construction of the 
convention facility as an integral part of 
the hotel. 


Option IV—to make a decision to cancel 
the project and reprogram remaining funds 
into other identified areas of need. 


Shortly thereafter, I began to discuss 
with Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) officials and with the developers the 
feasibility of proceeding with Option III, 
that is, to redirect the UDAG grant for 
construction of the convention facility as 
an integral part of the hotel. As the Chief 
Administrative Officer of the City, I selected 
Option III as being in the City’s overall 
best interests. I believe that Option III will 
provide the City with a financing package 
that will stand a much better chance of 
success in this year’s lending market, and 
will provide the City with a positive step 
forward in the Downtown Development pro- 
gram, and will provide financial benefits 
that will strengthen the City’s financial 
plan in these severe economic times, 


The most recent Barton Malow Company, 
a construction managing firm employed by 
the City, estimate of construction costs 
for the Exhibition Hall is dated January 
27, 1981, and totals $9,159,770. Addition- 
ally, $476,000 is required for the architect 
and engineering contract; $500,000 has been 
reserved for furnishings and fixtures and 
$164,230 balance is an owner’s contingency 
fund for a total of $10,300,000. The con- 
struction estimate assumes that construc- 
tion bids would be taken and awarded by 
June of 1981. Any delays in awarding 
bids beyond June would add an estimated 
% of 1% or $77,000 per month to the 
total costs, The construction manager has 
provided a number of allowances or options 
which can be used to reduce the cost of 
the project in order to off-set inflationary 
increases. I have not at this point attemp- 
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ted to assess the feasibility or cost effective- 
ness of these allowances for the project, 
but it is evident City General Funds will 
be necessary. 


The use of the Urban Development Action 
Grant funds for the hotel-convention facil- 
ity provides benefits which will strengthen 
the City’s financial plan for the General 
Fund, by releasing currently appropriated 
funds of the City for the project. Approxi- 
mately 2 million dollars, of badly needed 
funds, would come back into the City’s 
General Fund. Future operating years 
would benefit from the annual repayment 
by the project of the Urban Development 
Action Grant, as well as, the elimination 
of potential operating subsidies for the 
Exhibition Hall. I estimate this would 
benefit the City to the extent of a million 
dollars, or more, per year. This informa- 
tion is provided in a communication from 
the Finance Director and the Budget Direc- 
tor dated January 15, 1981, which is at- 
tached. 


In summary, a key consideration in de- 
termining the feasibility of the project plan 
is to determine whether the 100 Block 
Hotel project has a significantly better 
chance with the Urban Development Action 
Grant funds as proposed in Option III, or 
whether the City should wait until an 
indeterminate time in the future when the 
project with a separate Exhibition Hall 
might again become economically feasible. 
Other important considerations are whether 
the Urban Development Action Grant funds 
ean be preserved for the Exhibition Hall 
concept through a long waiting period. 
And, finally, it should not be overlooked 
that the revised plan will strengthen the 
City’s financial condition as opposed to 
continuing with a total project which, if 
anything, will require substantial addi- 
tional funds by the City both for construc- 
tion and operating purposes, In_ short, it 
just makes sense for the City of Lansing 
to a) not have to pay out funds from the 
strapped General Fund; b) to, instead, be 
the recipient of dollars, which will greatly 
assist us to meet other needs; and, c) to 
present the best possible chance for a major 
hotel chain to construct what will become 
an economic stabilizing force in the Central 
Business District. 


On Friday, February 6, 1981, The Lansing 
State Journal carried an article of some 
proportion, headlined FEAR CHANGES 
MAY SCUTTLE FUNDS FOR LANSING 
CONVENTION COMPLEX. I have since 
talked to the “source,” as inferred by 
Mrs. Vivian Preston, City Grants Coordi- 
nator, and the spokesperson for the article 
—contrary to the article, the “source,” 
one Marya Sieminski of the Office of U. 8S. 
Senator Donald Riegle, stated a different 
view than that presented by Mrs. Preston. 
In fact, she said that an amendment to 
the Grant is feasible and allowable, the 
very thing that the U. S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development has ad~- 
vised. 


On Monday morning, date of February 9, 
1981, Mrs. Preston advised me, and others, 
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that she only expressed her personal 
opinion.

Consequently, the City had_ no 
notice of the existence of the defect, Sub- 
sequent investigation of the site by Public 
Service revealed that a small piece of 
concrete had chipped out of the face of the 
curb, however, it was the department’s 
observation that it would be difficult to 
attribute tire damage of the nature claim- 
ant alleges to the condition of the curb. 


MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996 (103) pro- 
vides: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reason- 
able time to repair the defect.” 
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Based upon the aforementioned statute, 
this office concludes that the City had no 
notice of the defective curb at this location 
prior to the date the alleged damage oc- 
curred. Therefore, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that the claim be denied 
on the basis of governmental immunity.

MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996 (102) pro- 
vides in part: 


“Each governmental agency having 
jurisdiction over any highway shall 
maintain the highways in reasonable 
repair so that it is reasonably safe and 
convenient for public travel. Any person 
sustaining bodily injury or damage to 
his property by reason of failure of any 
governmental agency to keep any high- 
way under its jurisdiction in reasonable 
repair and in a condition reasonably safe 
and fit for travel, may recover the dam- 
ages suffered from such governmental 
agency.” 


However, a municipality is not liable for 
damages caused by defective roadway un- 
less that municipality knew or should have 
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known of the defect in the roadways and 
had a reasonable time to repair it before 
the injury took place. MCLA 691.1408; 
MSA 3.996 (103). 


Based upon the aforementioned statute, 
this office concludes that the City had no 
notice of the chuckhole at this location 
prior to November 24, 1980. Therefore, it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
the claim be denied on the basis of govern- 
mental immunity.

Claimant alleges that he sustained dam- 
ages to his sidewalk leading to the front 
porch of his house at 724 N. Walnut when 
the City Forestry Department felled a tree 
on the right of way at 720 North Walnut. 


The Forestry Department indicates that 
it was necessary for the tree trunk to fall 
across the front lawn and sidewalk of 
claimant as the direction of the weight of 
the tree determines the safest manner and 
direction for the tree to fall. Removing 
the tree in November is in keeping with 
the Department’s policy of winter tree 
removal so as to minimize potential dam- 
age to lawns and sidewalks by working 
when the ground is likely to be frozen, 


The facts alleged by claimant relate 
solely to facts arising from the care and 
treatment of public trees within the City. 
The care and treatment of public trees 
within the City is an “exercise and dis- 
charge of a governmental function” within 
the meaning of the statute providing for 
(MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996 (107). Addi- 
tionally, there does not appear to be a 
basis for liability here insofar as no dam- 
age appears to have resulted in the process 
of removal of the tree. The Forestry De- 
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partment indicates that an inspection of 
the site immediately following removal of 
the tree did not reveal any damage to the 
sidewalk in question and further, an inspec- 
tion of the site in response to the com- 
Plaint at hand revealed no damage, but 
rather, a weather beaten sidewalk in which 
there existed no recent breaks or cracks, 


Based upon the foregoing, there appears 
to be no basis for liability by the City. 
However, claimant alleges that an agent 
of the Forestry Department directed him to 
secure repair to the sidewalk and submit 
the bill to City Council for reimbursement. 
While this is not the standard procedure 
for such claims and is denied by the City 
employees involved, if the claimant in 
fact relied upon such a representation in 
securing repair, this office would recom- 
mend this claim be paid in the amount of 
$77.90 (the $10.00 additional claimed for 
processing costs should be denied). Other- 
wise, the claim should be denied.

Claimant alleges that on December 6, 
1980 while traveling southbound in the left 
lane of South Cedar just north of Edge- 
wood Boulevard at approximately 8:40 p.m, 
his vehicle struck a piece of pavement 
approximately eight (8) inches in diameter 
that was protruding in the street, He 
tried to avoid hitting the object but his 
right rear wheel ran over it and damaged 
both the tire and rim. He submitted two 
estimates, one written and one oral via 
the telephone, of the costs to replace the 
tire and rim and the lowest estimate is 
$78.91. 


Upon inquiry the Public Service Depart- 
ment informed this office that it had no 
record of claimant striking an object in 
South Cedar Street, but attached a copy 
of an accident report from the Lansing 
Police Department which revealed that 
claimant had struck a piece of blacktop 
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lying in the roadway on December 6, 1980 
at 8:35 p.m. at the above stated location. 
The City had no prior notice of the 
problem, 


MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996 (102) pro- 
vides in part: 


“Each governmental agency having 
jurisdiction over any highway shall 
maintain the highway in reasonable re- 
pair so that it is reasonably safe and 
convenient for public travel. Any person 
sustaining bodily injury or damage to 
his property by reason of failure of any 
governmental agency to keep any high- 
way under its jurisdiction in reasonable 
repair, and in condition reasonably safe 
and fit for travel, may recover the dam- 
ages suffered by him from such govern- 
mental agency.” 


A stone lying temporarily between the 
traveled portion of the highway and the 
gutter for three or four days was held not 
to be a defect in the highway that would 
render the highway unsafe or unfit for 
travel. Agnew v Corunna, 55 Mich 428; 
21 NW 878 (1885); MeCool v City of Grand 
Rapids, 58 Mich 41; 24 NW 631 (1885). In 
the case of Joslyn v City of Detroit, 74 
Mich 458; 42 NW 60 (1888), a pile of 
sand in the street that had been placed 
there by third persons for more than a 
month and used for building purposes was 
held to be an obligation on the part of the 
municipality to remove obstructions within 
a reasonable time after it had knowledge 
or notice of its existence, 


Based upon the aforementioned statute 
and case law, his office concludes that an 
8-in. diameter piece of pavement lying 
temporarily in the street is not a defect 
that would render the street unsafe and 
unfit for travel and in any event, the City 
had no knowledge or notice of ita existence 
nor a reasonable opportunity to remove 
the same before the alleged incident oc- 
eurred. Therefore, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that this claim be denied,

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On October 18, 1980 claimant sustained 
damage to the windshield of the 1976 
Chevrolet van which she was driving on 
Pennsylvania Avenue. Claimant alleges 
that the damage occurred as a result of 
rocks and debris flying out of the rear end 
of a City of Lansing dump truck, No. 111, 
which had its rear flap unfastened. Claim- 
ant had the damage appraised at two dif- 
ferent automobile glass businesses and re- 
ceived estimates of 109.86 and $93.73. 
Cliamant’s van is insured but has a $250.00 
deductible. 


Under Michigan No Fault Law, MCLA 
600.3121, generally property protection in- 
surance benefits are due from the claimant’s 
insurance company without regard to fault. 
However, under MCLA 500.3185 (d) tort 
liability exists for: 


“(d) damages up to $400.00 to motor 
vehicles to the extent that the damages 
are not covered by insurance.” 


Under Section 158 of Chapter 31 of the 
Lansing Code of Ordinances: 


“No vehicle shall be driven or moved 
on any street unless such vehicle is so 
constructed, loaded, or covered as to 
prevent its contents from shifting, leak- 
ing or otherwise escaping therefrom.” 


Investigation by Public Service reveals 
that City of Lansing dump truck No, 111 
was in operation on October 18, 1980; 
however, the various routes which it took 
on October 13, 1980 are impossible to 
ascertain. However, the claimant is very 
specific with regard to the identification of 
the City truck and the circumstances sur- 
rounding the incident. Assuming the facts 
to be as represented by the claimant, it 
appears that the City bears responsibility 
for this claim, 


Therefore, applying the above mentioned 
facts to the applicable law, it is the opinion 
of this office that the claim for the lowest 
estimated amount of $93.75 should be 
allowed.

The above captioned claim was referred 
to this office for investigation and recom- 
mendation. The amount of this claim 
represents a special assessment for trash 
removal at property owned by claimant at 
184 woodlawn. Mr. Bullion alleges that he 
never received notice regarding the exist- 
ence of a trash problem. 


Inquiry by this office reveals that Mr. 
Bullion was an equitable owner of the 
property in question as he was purchasing 
it from Douglas Mollsen on a land con- 
tract. However, Mr. Mollsen remained the 
legal owner and also the taxpayer of record 
for the property. 


The Building Department indicates that 
notice of a violation of building code was 
dispatched to Douglas Mollsen as owner 
and taxpayer of record on 8-8-10 by first 
class mail. The reinspection of the prop- 
erty on 4-18-80 revealed no effort had been 
made to bring the property into compli- 
ance. Therefore an order was submitted 
to a private contractor for trash pick up. 
Consequently the cost of the trash pick up 
was assessed on the summer taxes as billed 
to Douglas Mollsen, 


The proper procedure regarding notice 
of tax assessmbent is notice to the owner 
of the property, if known, and if not 
known then to the party in possession. 
Contractual agreements between the parties 
are not binding on the assessing unit. An 
assessor fulfills his duties by mailing a 
notice and statement to known taxpayers, 
Fuelgas Company, Inc. v City of Midland, 
MTT 82006, 2 MTTR —.—~ , 1980. 


Notice as mailed to the owner or those 
persons whose names appear on the tax 
roll is valid and, further, the taxpayer’s 
acquieseence to the mailing procedure in 
prior years estapps him or her from as- 
serting an invalid notice defense in later 
years, Rochester Meadows Apts v City of 
Rochester, MTT 388637, 2 MTTR __— , 
1980. 


Based on the foregoing facts and case 
law, notification as to non-compliance with 
the building code was sufficient and proper 
and the subsequent assessment would be 
considered legal and binding. Therefore, 
it is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be denied.

Re: Redemption of Liability in a 
Workers Compensation Disability 
Matter Entitled Pedro Pedraza v 
City of Lansing 


Dear President Lucile Belen 
and Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article 4, Chapter 3, 
Section 4-304.7 of the Lansing City Char- 
ter, this office hereby requests your au- 
thorization to settle the above captioned 
matter by redeeming the City’s liability 
for the sum of Six Thousand Dollurs 
($6,000.00). 


On or about November 2, 1977, Mr. 
Pedraza allegedly injured his lower back 
while hauling trash in trash barrels in his 
capacity as a laborer for the Parks Depart- 
ment. Mr. Pedraza allegedly reinjured his 
back in January of 1979 while painting 
swings. As a result of these alleged in- 
juries, the City has continuously paid 

r. Pedraza workers’ compensation bene- 
fits from November 8, 1977 to January 23, 
1980 at which time the City terminated 
benefits because of a report by Dr, Fred- 
erick Trager. Dr. Trager stated he could 
not explain Mr. Pedraza’s symptomology 
and could not make any objective findings 
of injury to Mr. Pedraza’s back. 


Mr. Pedraza then, through his attorney, 
filed a petition for disability benefits under 
the Worker’s Compensation Disability Act 
alleging that Mr. Pedraza sustained a physi- 
cal disability to his back as a result of the 
loading of the trash and the painting of 
the swings. his petition also stated that 
Mr. Pedraza suffered emotional injury 
which he honestly perceived was caused by 
these incidents. 


Mr. Pedraza was then examined by Dr. 
Pedro A. Ojeda, a psychiatrist. Dr. Ojeda 
diagnosed that Mr. Pedraza suffered from 
a psychogenic pain disorder. Under the 
law of Worker’s Compensation, a claimant 
is entitled to benefits for emotional injuries 
provided the claimant honestly perceives 
that his mental condition was caused, ag- 
gravated, or accelerated by a _ physical 
trauma experienced at work. Under this 
rule, if Mr. Pedraza were to testify, which 
it is certain he would, that he honestly felt 
he had emotional] injury which he honestly 
felt was caused by the incidents involving 
the trash and swings, he would be entitled 
to recover. 


Under the above rule, there is a good 
chance Mr. Pedraza would receive an open 
award which in this case would include: 


Accrual: $ 7,828.80 
Annual Benefits: $ 6,924.32 
Total: $14,248.12 


Each additional year of liability would 
cost the City $6,924.32, 
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Moreover, even if Mr. Pedraza were to 
lose, he could still bring suit against the 
City if, in the future, he were to reinjure 
his back while subsequently employed. Be- 
cause Mr. Pedraza is only 29 years of age, 
he has many potential future working years 
and the City would be exposed to potential 
liability during all those years. As a result 
this office has negotiated a tentative set- 
tlement in this matter in the amount of 
Six Thousand Dollars ($6,000.00) which it 
feels is advantageous to the City. 


In view of the foregoing, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that City Council 
approve the redemption of liability for the 
sum of Six Thousand Dollars ($6,000.00).

I am pleased to report to you that the 
City’s fuel consumption for the entire City 
fleet of vehicles decreased by 42,750 gal- 
Ions in 1980 compared to 1979. This was a 
reduction of 11.9%, which was well in ex- 
cess of the 5.9% target established by 
President Carter. 


While total City mileage was up slightly 
(3,364,500 in 1980 compared to 3,275,371 in 
1979), a substantial amount of the de- 
crease can be attributed to administrative 
decisions to purchase more fuel efficient 
automobiles. Average vehicle mileage in- 
creased to 10.659 miles per gallon in 1980 
compared to 9.09 miles per gallon in 1979, 
or an increased efficiency of 16.5%. 


Nevertheless, the City of Lansing spent 
$76,156 more for fue) as fuel prices rose 
bir from 64.14¢ per gallon to 96.76¢ per 
gallon. 


I wish to offer my commendation to Ad- 
ministrative Services Director David L. 
Purvis, who chairs my Vehicle Advisory 
Group, for providing recommendations im- 
plemented by all departments to creaate 
fuel efficiencies. With the prospect cf con- 
tinued drastic fuel increases in 1981, the 
conscious efforts toward fuel efficiency 
must contnive more than ever to provide 
continued City services without being over- 
whelmed by the prices of fuel.

I have been advised in final 1980 figures 
pared by the Safety Division of the Per- 
sonnel Department that work related in- 
juries and vehicle accidents for the City of 
Lansing have greatly decreased compared 
to 1979. 


Total personal injury accidents decreased 
from 451 to 421, a 7.3% improvement. Dis- 
abling accidents decreased from 118 to 89, 
an improvement rate of 24.6%, while total 
man hours worked decreased 8.8%. 


The incident rate of accidents reported 
decreased from 14.19 in 1979 to 10.85 in 
1980, and cases per 100 employees involv- 
ing days away from work decreased from 
7.16 in 1979 to 5.22 in 1980. 
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Vehicle accidents among all City Depart- 
ments decreased by 24%, from 204 in 1979 
to 155 in 1980. This includes a decrease 
from 74 to 54 accidents in the Police De- 
partment, a decrease from 21 to 11 acci- 
dents in the Fire Department, and a de- 
crease from 109 to 90 accidents among all 
other City Departments. 


I am proud to report to you these figues 
and commend the efforts of the Safety 
Division in helping to achieve these results.

Attached please find the recommended 
fee schedule for Parks and Recreation pro- 
grams for the coming athletic year. 


The fee schedule takes into consideration 
your contemplated adoption of the non- 
resident fee differential as recommended to 
you on January 28, 1981, with the request 
that your action on this matter be com- 
pleted by February 23, 1981. Although that 
action is not complete, it is my under- 
standing that City Council is likely to adopt 
the non-resident differential as City policy. 
Naturally, if that is not adopted, it will 
be necessary to revise the attached schedule 
accordingly, 


It should be pointed out that golf rates 
were not recommended for adjustment by 
the Parks Board, as the Board believes that 
an increase in rates at this time would re- 
sult in a greater reduction of golf played, 
and therefore a decrease in revenues. The 
non-resident differential should bring golf 
revenues to an appropriate level commen- 
surate with costs of the golf operation. 


I am pleased that no increases are pro- 
posed in the formulas for determining cul- 
tural art fees; programs and transporta- 
tion for the handicapped; use of Gier, 
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Kingsley and Miller Road community cen- 
ters, Washington Park ice skating, use of 
Turner-Dodge House, day camp, use of 
picnic pavilions, Riverfront Park, and the 
volleyball club, It appears that these pro- 
grams have generated sufficient revenues 
to cover the City’s expenses and therefore 
not require any additional burden on the 
users. 


With spring activity and athletic regis- 
trations just around the corner, your ac- 
tions on the proposed fee schedule and on 
the non-resident fee differential are re- 
quested by March 9, 1981, in order that 
printing of registration forms can be com- 
pleted to accept registrations during the 
latter half of the month. 


I will be glad to provide staff to discuss 
these recommendations with the appropri- 
ate City Council committee.

At the City Council meeting on Monday, 
February 23, 1981, Councilman James Blair 
attempted to scathe this administration for 
conducting a review of the applicability of 
Walter French School for use as a police 
building. Mr. Blair attempted to suggest 
that this review had some bearing on the 
decision of the Board of Education to close 
Walter French for school purposes. 


I wish to set this matter straight. First 
of all, this entire Council is aware that the 
Lansing School District initiated this dis- 
cussion with the City of Lansing, and not 
the other way around. By letter of Decem- 
ber 5, 1980 (attached) Dr. Edward L. 
Remick, Director of Facility Planning and 
Development, wrote to the City Council and 
myself regarding disposition of Walter 
French as well as the Stephen A, Parting- 
ton Center downtown. The original of this 
letter was given to the City Clerk for in- 
clusion on the December 15, 1980 City 
Council agenda. Copies were concurrently 
sent to the Planning, Finance, and Police 
departments in an attempt to respond to 
Dr. Remick’s request. A copy of the trans- 
mittal memo to those departments is at- 
tached. 


At the December 15, 1980 Council Meet- 
ing, the letter was formally referred to the 
Mayor, the Committee on Public Properties, 
and the Planning Board (attached). 
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When the matter was discunssed at the 
Committee on Public Properties and Safety 
meeting on Tuesday, December 16, 1980, 
Councilman Blair was noted as having an 
excused absence (as he so often has from 
this committee). The committee minutes 
of that date (attached) indicate on the sub- 
ject of the Walter French and the Parting- 
ton Center “The committee requested an 
Administrative recommendation on this 
matter.” Those minutes were approved on 
December 28, 1980. 


As various proposals and recommenda- 
tions were filtered through the school dis- 
trict administration, it was not possible 
for City staff to so much as tour the Wal- 
ter French property until Monday, Febru- 
ary 2, 1980 — just three days prior to the 
Board of Education vote to close Walter 
French. The tour of that building was 
taken by Administrative Services Director 
David Purvis and Sam Clay and Bill Jipson 
of his staff, Police Cheif Richard Gleason, 
Deputy Police Chief Stan Burnett, and Po- 
lice Commissioner Leonard McConnell, the 
tour being directed by Dr. Remick. On 
Monday, February 9, 1981, following the 
Board of Education's vote to close Walter 
French at the end of this school year, a 
meeting was conducted by my Administra- 
tive Assistant Steve Dougan, with the fol- 
lowing in attendance: Gleason, Burnett, 
and Charles Reifsnyder of the Police De- 
partment; Police Commissioners McConnell 
and Russel Lawler; Larry Theisen of the 
Finance Department, and Clay of Adminis- 
trative Services; and Jim Kzeski, Director 
of Building Safety and Development; and 
Jim Spackman of the Lansing Planning 
Department. At this meeting, the financial 
hardship of undertaking such a project at 
this time was discussed as well as the dif- 
ficulty in taking a very solid school build- 
ing and attempting to make major struc- 
tural changes. Further, the discussion to 
close French immediately rather than phase 
it out over three years creates further dif- 
ficulty in the City being serious about this 
inquiry. 


The school district has not indicated by 
what deadline a response is required, nor 
has a price been established or trems, if 
any, to be considered. The school district 
is at present conducting an appraisal of 
the property to determine value. 


None of this obviates the need for a po- 
lice building. In the budget I recommended 
to you for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1979, I recommended and City Council 
adopted (Councilman Blair voting no) 
$1,000,000 for a new police building. That 
money was not carried forward, and in fact 
has been spent for other purposes. At ap- 
proximately the same time, the planning 
firm Coquillard/Dolgner/Dundon/and Ar- 
genta of Southfield, Michigan, was con- 
tracted with City Council concurrence to 
develop recommendations and designs for 
a new police building. The recommenda- 
tions developed by that firm led to the de- 
cision to request from the voters on the 
1979 November election up to one mill for 
construction of a police building (Council- 
man Blair and Baker voting no—attached). 
Councilman Blair attempted repeatedly to 
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undermine general City Council support of 
this project, and to undermine the efforts 
of a Blue Ribbon Citizens Committee sup- 
porting this project. 


As that proposal was defeated, I reported 
to you in my State of the City Message of 
January 28, 1980, “‘Several members share 
in my disappointment of the defeat of Pro- 
posal A on the November ballot, and the 
Police Department, the Board of Commis- 
sioners, my staff and City Council must 
work together to address the needs for Po- 
lice space in the future. This was a major 
planning task during 1979 and the City had 
a large investment in the planning process. 
We must now address the needs, existing 
capabilities and financial resources to prop- 
erly deal with this very vital issue in the 
1980's.” (attached). 


The need for a new police building is 
further dectated by Council policy estab- 
lished upon the City’s purchase of the 
W. T. Grant Building, whereby the Council 
committed City staff in the Grant Building 
to be moved into the present police building 
space within five years. This would enable 
the Grant building to be returned to retail 
use in conjunction with development of the 
100 Block. 


The need for a larger, modern police fa- 
cility which would meet all State and Fed- 
eral regulations remains very real. I be- 
lieve a superior facility may well result in 
superior public safety services being de- 
livered to Lansing residents, and I stand 
committed to a new police building in the 
right place and at the right time, My staff 
is aware that now is not the right time for 
a new police building — the City simply 
eannot undertake such a massive unpro- 
grammed financial burden, I do believe, 
however, that it is appropriate to at least 
initially review whether Walter French 
would fulfill the requirement of being in 
the right place. When opportunity knocks, 
it is foolish to leave the door closed. 


I hope City Council realizes that nothing 
done by any staff person with the City of 
Lansing had any bearing whatsoever on the 
decision by the Board of Education to close 
Walter French. It is, however, my inten- 
tion to respond to City Council’s December 
16, 1980 request for a recommendation at 
an appropriate time when all the informa- 
tion is pulled together. It’s certainly my 
hope that Councilman Blair chooses to more 
regularly attend his committee meetings in 
the future so that he may be apprised on 
the project when a recommendation is 
forthcoming. 


Finally, I must say that I am pleased 
when Council members take their very 
pressing time to attend meetings of City 
Boards. However, I am ashamed of the 
behavior exhibited by Councilman Blair in 
disrupting the Police Board meeting on 
Tuesday, February 17, 1981 to demand 
answers on this subject. I would certainly 
request in the future that Councilman Blair 
conduct himself in the gentlemen’s man- 
ner which would be expected of any citizen 
at such a Board meeting. 
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I have submitted an additional report 
from Police Chief Richard Gleason for your 
oe supporting the facts submitted 

erein,

Whereas, the Board of Water and Light 
of the City of Lansing (the “Board’’) has 
recommended that the City borrow the sum 
of not to exceed Five Million Dollars 
($5,000,000) and issue its notes therefore 
for the purpose of purchasing, acquiring, 
constructing, improving, enlarging, extend- 
ing and repairing the faciliites of the com- 
bined water, electric and steam utility sys- 
tem of the City; and 


Whereas, this City Council concurs in 
the recommendation of the Board and 
deems it advisable and necessary for the 
public health, safety and welfare of the 
City and its inhabitants to authorize such 
borrowing for such purposes. 


Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved by the 
City Council of the City of Lansing, as 
follows: 


1. This Council hereby determines that it 
is necessary for the City to borrow the sum 
of not to exceed Five Million Dollars 
($5,000,000) and issue its notes therefor in 
accordance with the provisions of Act No. 
182, Public Acts of Michigan, 1971, as 
amended by Act No. 180, Public ‘Acts of 
Michigan, 1972 and Act No. 155, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1975, for the purpose of 
purchasing, acquiring, constructing, im- 
proving, enlarging, extending and repairing 
the facilities of the combined water, elec- 
tric and steam utiliity system of the City. 
The aggregate amount to be borrowed pur- 
suant to the authorization of this resolu- 
tion and the amount to be borrowed at any 
one time shall be determined by the Board. 


2. The notes shall be designated “City 
Utilities System Revenue Notes, Series 
1981”; shall be dated as of the date or dates 
of their delivery to the purchasers thereof; 
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shall mature as to principal in the amount 
of not to exceed Three Million Dollars 
($3,000,000) on September 1, 1982 and in 
the amount of not to exceed Two Million 
Dollars ($2,000,000) on September 1, 1983; 
shall be in such denominations as shall be 
determined by the Board; shall be num- 
bered in direct order of maturity from 1 
upwards; shall not be subject to redemption 
prior to maturity; and shall be non-coupon 
notes bearing interest from their respec- 
tive dates at a rate or rates to be deter- 
mined by the Board upon the sale thereof 
payable on September 1, 1982 and, for notes 
maturing on September 1, 1983, also on 
September 1, 1988. The notes shall be reg- 
istered as to principal and interest in the 
name of the holder on the books of the 
City to be maintained by the Director of the 
Finance Division of the Board and noted 
on the back of the notes. No transfer of 
the notes shall be valid unless made upon 
said books and noted on the back of the 
notes. Upon maturity principal and inter- 
est due on the notes shall be payable at the 
office of the Board, and for those notes 
maturing on September i, 1983, the inter- 
est due September 1, 1982 shall be mailed 
to the registered holder at the address 
shown on the City’s registration books. 


3. The notes shall be sold at one or more 
private sales as shall be determined by the 
Board at such interest rates as shall be de- 
termined by the Board on behalf of the 
City. The sale of the notes shall be con- 
ditioned upon the delivery without expense 
to the purchasers of the unqualified approv- 
ing opinion of Dickinson, Wright, McKean, 
Cudlip & Moon, attorneys of Lansing and 
Detroit, Michigan. 


4. The Mayor and Clerk of the City shall 
execute the notes on behalf of the City by 
signing the same and causing the seal of 
the City to be affixed thereto. The Direc- 
tor of the Finance Division of the Board 
shall deliver the notes to the purchasers 
thereof upon receipt of the purchase price 
therefor. The proceeds of the notes shall 
be deposited in a bank or banks designated 
by the Board and shall be applied for the 
purposes set forth in Section 1 hereof, pro- 
vided, however, that the proceeds of the 
notes shall not be used to defray any part 
of the cost of the project to be financed 
by the issuance of the City Utilities System 
Revenue Bonds, Series 1980, dated April 
1, 1980 nor shall the proceeds of the notes

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 17B of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing he 
adopted to read as follows: 


Article I, This ordinance shall be known 
as the Richard D, Letts Human Relations 
Ordinance of 1981. 


Article Il. Board established: member- 
ship, 


Sec. 17B-1. There is hereby created and 
established a board to be known as the 
Human Relations Board, consisting of 
twelve (12) members to be appointed by 
the Mayor with the approval of the City 
Council. One of these members shall be 
designated by the Board as chairperson. 
The members of the Human Relations 
Board, as nearly as possible, shall be rep- 
resentative of the diverse groups within 
the city, They shall serve without compen- 
sation. Of the twelve (12) members first 
appointed, one-fourth (144) shall be for 
one year, one-fourth (4%) for two (2) 
years; one-fourth (14) for three (3) years 
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and one-fourth (14) for four years. There- 
after, all appointments to the Board shall 
be for a term of four (4) years. In the 
event of death or resignation of any mem- 
ber, a successor shall be appointed to serve 
for the unexpired term for which such 
member had been appointed in the manner 
heretofore described. 


Sec, 17B-2. General duties of board. 


The Human Relations Board shall: 


(a) Foster mutual understanding and re- 
spect among all groups in the city. It shall 
discourage discriminatory practices among 
any such groups, or any of its members. 
It shall cooperate with city, state and fed- 
eral agencies as well as with non-govern- 
mental organizations; it shall examine and 
make such studies in any field of human 
relations as in the judgment of the human 
relations board will aid in effectuating its 
general purpose. 


(b) It shall advise and recommend meth- 
ods for furnishing equal service to all resi- 
dents of this city; it shall advise on the 
enforcement of Section 1-302 of the Lan- 
sing City Charter; it shall develop pamph- 
lets for city employees to study which 
prescribe methods of dealing with inter- 
group relations which develop respect for 
equal rights and which result in equal 
trexntment without regard to but not limited 
to race, color, creed, national origin, an- 
cestry, sex, age, height, weight, handicap, 
marital status or political orientation, as- 
suring fair and equal treatment under law 
to all ciitzens; it shall give counsel and 
advice on how to protect the rights of all 
persons to enjoy public accomodations and 
facilities, and’ to receive equal treatment 
from all holders of contracts or privileges 
from the city, and advise the best method 
of manitaining equality of opportunity for 
employment and advancement in the city 
government. 


(c) It shall study and examine problems 
arising between groups in the City of Lan- 
sing which may result in tensions, discrimi- 
nation or prejudices on account of but not 
limited to race, color, creed, national ori- 
gin, ancestry, sex, age, height, weight, 
handicap, marital status and political orien- 
tation. 


(d) It shall formulate and carry out pro- 
grams of community education and infor- 
mation with the object of discouraging and 
eliminating any such tensions, prejudice 
or discrimination, 


(e) It shall examine, and if it deems 
advisable, make public reports on any 
complaints of discrimination, tensions or 
prejudice filed with or referred to it. 


(£) It shail further issue such publica- 
tions and reports of examinations and re- 
search as in its judgment will tend to 
minimize or eliminate prejudice, intoler- 
ance, race or area tensions and discrimina- 
tion or which will promote or tend to pro- 
mote good will, 
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(g) It shall secure the cooperation of 
various racial, religious, nationality and 
ethnic groups, formal or informal group- 
ings in the community, veterans’ organiza- 
tions, fraternal, benevolent and service 
groups, in educational campaigns devoted 
to the need for eliminating group prejudice, 
racial or area tensions, intolerance, and 
discrimination. 


(h) It shall cooperate with other public 
governmental or private agencies in de- 
veloping courses of instruction for presen- 
tation in public and/or private schools, in 
public libraries, or any other suitable place, 
showing and illustrating the contributions 
of various religious, nationalities, ethnic 
and other groups to the culture, tradiiton 
and progress of our city, state and nation, 
and further showing the deplorable effects 
and menace of prejudice, intolerance, dis- 
crimination, racial and area tensions. 


(i) It shall cooperate with federal, state 
and city agencies and departments which 
request advice in carrying out projects 
within their respective authorities to elimi- 
nate intergroup tensions, and to promote 
inter-group harmony. It shall recommend 
to the Mayor and to the City Council meas-~ 
ures, including legislation, aimed at improv- 
ing the ability of the various city depart- 
ments and agencies to insure protection of 
any and all persons and groups from dis- 
crimination because of but not limited to 
race, color, creed, national origin, ancestry, 
sex, height, weight, handicap, marital sta- 
tus and political orientation. It shall advise 
any official or competent authority on any 
matters involving civil rights or the viola- 
tion thereof or the occurrence of tensions, 
prejudice or discrimination that may come 
to its attention. 


(j) It shall prepare and submit reports 
to the Mayor and City Council of its activi- 
ties. At least one report shall be made 
annually. 


Sec. 17B-3. Board meeting; adoption of 
rules; personnel and committees; 
city to furnish faciliites. 


The Human Relations Board shall meet 
not less than once a month, and shall adopt, 
by majority rule, such rules as it shall 
deem expedient for the conduct of its busi- 
ness, It shall elect a secretary and such 
other officers as it shall deem necessary. 
The chairperson thereof shall appoint such 
committees as the rules of the Human Re- 
lations Board may provide, and such other 
committees as shall from time to time be 
found necessary, The Mayor may assign 
to the Human Relations Board office space, 
facilities and appropriate staff as deter- 
mined necessary by the City Council. 


Sec, 17B-4. Board to examine complaints, 
conduct hearings, make studies, 


The Human Relations Board shall receive 
and examine complaints of tensions, prac- 
tices of discrimination and acts of prejudice 
against any person or group because of but 
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not limited to race, color, creed, national 
origin, ancestry, sex, age, height, weight, 
handicap, marital status or political orien- 
tation, and may conduct private or public 
hearings in accordance with state law with 
regard thereto; carry on studies to obtain 
factual data to ascertain the status and 
treatment of racial, religious, ethnic and 
other groups or persons in the city, and the 
best means of progressively improving hu- 
man relations in the city. 


Sec. 17B-5. Failure to furnish informa- 
tion to board 


The gathering of factual information is 
vital to the human relations board in the 
performance of its duties. In the event any 
person or persons find it impractical to 
supply such information to the Human Re- 
lations Board, the Board may in its discre- 
tion make its report on its failure to re- 
ceive adequate information to the Mayor. 


Article HII. Contracts with the city. 


Sec. 17B-6, Contracts with the city to 
contain non-discrimination clause. 


All contracting agencies of the city or 
any department thereof, shall include in all 
contracts hereafter negotiated or renego- 
tiated by them, for and on behalf of the 
eity, a provision obligating the contractor 
not to discriminate against any qualified 
employee or qualified applicant for employ- 
ment with respect to hire, terms, conditions 
or privileges of employment or a matter 
directly or indirectly related to employment 
because of age, race, color, religion, na- 
tional origin, sex, height, weight, handicap, 
marital status, or political orientation, and 
shall require said contractor or employer 
to include a similar provision in all sub- 
contracts. Contractor or employer as used 
in the chapter, is hereby defined and de- 
clared to be only employers of one (1) or 
more employees. The word “employee” 
whenever used in the chapter is hereby de- 
fined and declared not to include an em- 
ployee in domestic service or an employee 
of an organized religion congregation, or 
an institution limited in its membership to 
persons of a single religious faith. 


Sec. 17B-7. Equal opportunity by con- 
tractors and employers providing 
goods and/or services to the City 
of Lansing. 


All contractors and employers who have 
provided goods and/or services to the City 
of Lansing totalling Five Thousand Dollars 
($5,000.00) or more in any calendar year, 
must. adhere to the principles and _ policies 
of equal opportunity, as mandated by the 
City of Lansing affirmative action plan as 
amended. The Mayor or a designee shall be 
responsible for monitoring compliance with 
these provisions. Failure to comply with 
this provision or to cooperate in all respects 
with the contract compliance authority may 
preclude the contractors or employers from 
conducting further business with the city. 
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Sec. 17B-8. Compliance with federal 
equal opportunity and federal Ia- 
bor standards provisions on fed- 
erally-assisted projects. 


All contractors and employers participat- 
ing in federally-assisted projects must ad- 
here to the applicable federal equal oppor- 
tunity and federal labor standards provi- 
sions as mandated by the City of Lansing 
affirmative action plan as amended. The 
Mayor or a designee shall be responsible for 
monitoring compliance with these provi- 
sions. 


Article IV. Discrimination by City de- 
partments or employees forbidden. 


Sec. 17B-9. It shall be unlawful for any 
department of the city or any city official 
or agent or employee for and on behalf of 
the city to wilfully refuse to employ, or to 
discharge any person of this city otherwise 
qualified because of race, color, religion, 
national origin, age, sex, height, weight, 
marital status, political orientation or 
handicap except where the same is a bona 
fide job requirement or for any other cause 
not reasonably related to the accomplish- 
ment of a legitimate governmental purpose; 
to discriminate for the same reasons in re- 
gard to tenure, terms or conditions of em- 
ployment; to deny promotion or increase in 
compensation solely for these reasons; to 
adopt or enforce any rules or employment 
policy which discriminates between em- 
ployees on account of race, color, religion, 
national origin, age, height, weight, mari- 
tal status, political orientation or handicap, 
except where the same is a bona fide job 
requirement or for any other cause not 
reasonably related to the accomplishment 
of a legitimate governmental purpose; to 
seek such information as to any employee 
as a condition or employment except in co- 
operation with federal or state authorities 
in furtherance of national security; or to 
penalize any employee or discriminate in 
the selection of personnel for training sole- 
ly on the basis of race, color, religion, na- 
tional origin, sex, age, height, weight, 
marital status, political orientation or 
handicap except where the same is a bona 
fide job requirement or for any other cause 
not reasonably related to a legitimate gov- 
ernmental purpose. 


Article V. Affirmative action officer and 
responsibilities. 


Sec. 17B-10. There is hereby created an 
affirmative action program within the City 
of Lansing. The Mayor or a designee, here- 
after referred to as the affirmative action 
officer for the city, shall be responsible for 
administering and implementing the affirm- 
ative action plan for the city, 


The affirmative action officer shall de- 
velop and implement affirmative action 
programs including but not limited to: 


(a) Reviewing city personnel policies to 
ensure compliance with the city affirmative 
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action policies. In the event the affirma- 
tive action officer concludes a hire or pro- 
motion is in violation or may be in_vio- 
lation of city affirmative action policies, 
the affirmative action officer shall have the 
power to suspend the personnel transaction 
for a period of ten (10) days. The Mayor 
or a designee shall receive all pertinent 
data regarding the hire or promotion and 
have final authority to determine whether 
such a hire or promotion complies with 
city affirmative action policies ; 


(b) Investigating all complaints of dis- 
crimination in employment within the city 
which are referred to the affirmative action 
officer if that person is other than the 
Mayor. 


The affirmative action officer shall report 
to the Mayor the results of such investiga- 
tion; 


(c) Developing affirmative action policy 
recommendations including an affirmative 
action plan. 


(d) Developing and reviewing the proce- 
dures for assuring compliance to affirma- 
tive action policies and plan; 


(e) Reviewing procedures for recruiting 
minorities within city employment and for- 
warding results of said review and any 
recommendations to the Mayor. 


The Mayor shal] require that all city de- 
partments, boards, commissions, agencies, 
officers and employees shall render what- 
ever reasonable assistance and information 
te the affirmative action officer as is re- 
quested. 


Sec. 17B-11. Severability. Al! sections of 
this chapter are hereby declared to be sep- 
arated and should any section or provision 
or part thereof of this chapter be declared 
unconstitutional or invalid, the same shall 
not affect the validity of the chapter as a 
whole or any part thereof, other than the 
part so declared to be unconstitutional or 
invalid, 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall take ef- 
fect thirty (30) days from its passage un- 
less given immediate effect by the City 
Council.

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(It is not necessary to read each of the 
exhibits, but their description follows: 


Exhibit No. 1 is a certified copy of an 
excerpt from the Citizens’ District Council 
No. 8 minutes of December 16, 1980 in 
which the members tentatively approve the 
gaan of the property at 1539 N. High 

treet. 


Exhibit No. 2 is 2 memo from the Mayor 
to the City Council, dated January 22, 1981 
and presented to the council on January 
26, 1981 in which he concurs with the Plan- 
ning Board’s recommendation, as stated in 
an attached letter dated January 21, 1981, 
that the property at 1539 N. High be ac- 
quired,

N. High Street, in Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Area No. 3.

The structure at 1589 N. High Street is 
a cement block house which rests directly 
on a cement slab. Unstable soil conditions 
have caused some shifting of the house. In 
addition, the house would require all new 
plumbing and fixtures, windows, furnace, 
and extensive electrical work. The struc- 
ture would require an estimated $12,464 for 
Code repairs plus an estimated $2,713 for 
rehabilitation standard repairs. The struc- 
ture is assessed for $4,800 which indicates 
an approximate market value of $19,200. 
Therefore it is recommended that the prop- 
erty be acquired, the structure demolished, 
and the residents relocated.

In accordance with Article IV, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this 
office recommends settlement of the above 
captioned matter by redeeming the City’s 
liability, 
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On October 4, 1979, Mr. Perry filed a 
petition for Workers Disability Compensa- 
tion benefits alleging bronchial and pulm- 
onary disability caused by exposure to pol- 
lutants in the asphalt plant and disability 
of the left knee caused by work related in- 
juries, This matter was scheduled for trial 
on January 22, 1981. At the time of trial 
had petitioner prevalied, he would have 
been entitled to seventy seven (77) weeks 
of disability compensation benefits which 
would have totaled $12,320.00. In addiiton, 
petitioner would be entitled to $160.00 per 
week plus rehabilitation benefits and rea- 
sonable medical expenses for so long as his 
disability continued after the trial date. 


Medical depositions were taken, two of 
which indicated that Mr. Perry’s employ- 
ment may have exacerbated his pre-existing 
pulmonary and knee pathologies. In view 
of the potential liability and the uncertain- 
ty of litigation, this office discussed settle- 
ment wtih petitioner’s attorney. As a re- 
sult of lengthy negotiations the sum of 
$5,100.00 was tentatively agreed upon to 
redeem the liability. This money also in- 
cludes settlement of an interest asserted by 
Blue Cross & Blue Shield of Michigan. The 
proposed redemption of liability will effec- 
tively terminate the City’s future exposure 
under the Workers Disability Compensation 
Act for weekly benefits, vocational reha- 
bilitation benefits and reasonable necessary 
medical expenses for the sum of $5,100.00. 


In view of the foregoing, it is this of- 
fice’s recommendation that the City of 
Lansing’s liability in thig matter be re- 
deemed in the fashion outlined above.

This letter is to inform City Council that 
a consultant has been selected to prepare 
an environmental impact statement (E.1.S.) 
for the proposed Edgewood Buolevard proj- 
ect. 


City Council is aware that late last year, 
U. S. District Court Judge Noel Fox grant- 
ed a restraining order preventing the City 
of Lansing from any further work on the 
Edgewood Boulevard project until such time 
as an E,I.S, was completed substantiating 
no adverse environmental impact would re~ 
sult from this project. The City had com- 
pleted property appraisals and was very 
nearly ready to issue offers to acquire the 
property needed for this road at the time 
the restraining order was issued. In that 
decision, Judge Fox effectively made the 
property appraisals which were paid for by 
the City worthless. 


Since that time, City staff immediately 
began a consultant selection process, which 
has resulted in the selection of Deleuw, 
Cather and Company of Chicago to com- 
plete the E.I.S. (It should be noted that 
no local firm submitted a proposal to per- 
form the E.I.S.) The cost of the E,I.S. 
will be approximately $148,000, with the 
final figure to be determined based upon 
certain work elements which may be com- 
pleted by City staff rather than being in- 
cluded as an additional expense item in the 
contract. The E.I.9. is anticipated to take 
18 to 14 months to complete from the sign- 
ing of a contract with this firm. 


It is proposed to fund this E.I.S. from the 
Edgewood Boulevard account (101-936-793- 
985) of the 1980-81 budget, and I am ad- 
vised that the E.1.S, would be a legitimate 
expenditure within that account. I must 
advise, though, that the $882,000 appropri- 
ated in that account did not have much lee- 
way for the acquisitions necessary for the 
road construction. With the considerable 
passage of time, in all probability the 
values of properties to be acquired will in- 
crease, and in any event the appraisals wil! 
have to be updated. It is extremely likely, 
assuming the City is eventually successful 
in court on this matter, that additional 
funds in excess of the $148,000 to be used 
for the E.I.S. will be necessary at such 
time as acquisition could again commence. 


I am in support of the Edgewood Boule- 
vard project, as I always have been. As I 
report to you in the State of the City Mes- 
sage, “It is my sincere goal that substan- 
tial progress will be made to resolve all 
legal complications on this issue in 1981, 
for completion of Edgewood Boulevard so 
that this. last major undeveloped area of 
the City may be opened up for new multi- 
family housing and new offices.” I main- 
tain that goal. 


I am extremely concerned about having to 
spend this amount of funds for a consultant 
study, which I believe will show in the end 
what was said earlier — that no significant 
environmental damage would be done by 
constructing this road, It is unfortunate 
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that judicial decisions in matters as this 
can result in thousands of dollars of tax- 
payers funds being spent to reach the same 
end result. But I aslo believe that this ex- 
penditure must be viewed as an investment 
with a potential return of millions of dol- 
lars of new investment and new tax base 
which will benefit the entire community. 


I believe a matter of this magnitude 
should be brought to your attention in ad- 
vance of a contract being executed. I will 
proceed on this contract very shortly after 
April 1, 1981, unless City Council direction 
to the contrary is provided by that time.

Dear Council President and Members: 


MARCH 23, 1981 


In accordance with the provisions of 
Article 7, Section 7-101-104, and the pro- 
visions of Act 621 of the State of Michigan 
(Uniform Budget Act), I am herewith sub- 
mitting my Twelfth Annual Recommended 
Budget for Fiscal Year 1981-82. My Rec- 
ommended Budget is the result of pains- 
taking efforts on the part of the adminis- 
tration and Boards to develop reasoned, 
economical alterntives to the myriad prob- 
lems facing our City. No one can deny 
that the State of Michigan is in a deep re- 
cession. That recesion, the dismaying state 
of the automative industry, especially in 
Michigan, and the cutbacks at Federal, 
State and local levels are having a pro- 
nounced negative impact on the City of 
Lansing and the entire surrounding com- 
munity. 


We are faced with declining revenue in 
many areas, particularly those for street 
maintenance and improvements, and, simul- 
taneous increases in costs for staff, for 
gasoline, for insurance and for all operat- 
ing costs. At the same time, we must ad- 
dress the ever growing frustration with 
property taxes in our State. The public 
sentiment clearly demands that we take 
major steps toward controlling the escalat- 
ing costs of government services at all 
levels, even if such steps include reducing 
our expectations for high service levels 
from government. 


To address these pressing issues, I am 
proposing a Recommended Budget for Fiscal 
Year 81-82 of $69,357,524 for all services 
from all funding sources. The General 
Fund/Revenue Sharing Recommended Budg- 
et will total $50,255,926, with $47,812,706 
for operations, $2,143,220 for Capital De- 
velopment and Capital Improvements, and 
$300,000 as a contingency fund. This budg- 
et represents only a 5% increase over the 
current year adjusted budget despite the 
10%-18% increases in labor costs including 
fringe benefits required by the labor agree- 
ments, and the rapid increase in other 
costs cited above, As you can see, to keep 
expenses within resources while these costs 
rise faster than revenues, we must cut back. 


I am also recommending a property tax 
decrease of 1.15 mills per thousand dollars 
of State Equalized Valuation for a total 
City property tax levy of 10.92 mills. Of 
this recommended property tax levy, 10.25 
mills are for operations and .67 mills are 
for debt service. This will bring us to an 
average cost for the owner of a $35,000 
home to $191.10 in property taxes for City 
services. My Recommended Budget ad- 
dresses the task of reducing the number of 
City staff, implements numerous cost cut- 
ting measures, improves effectivenes of ser- 
vice delivery and brings the focus of City 
services back to critical areas. 


This task is extremely difficult and will 
not occur without loud complaint from some 
special interest groups. However, we liter- 
ally cannot afford to let the demands of 
the very few outweigh the pressing concerns 
of the vast majority of our citizens. In 
good economic times, the City has expanded 
inte numerous discretionary activities that 
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are niceties. At this point, we must forego 
the niceties in favor of the necessities. 


Our economic future is still uncertain, 
The action of the Congress on President 
Reagan’s proposed budget cutbacks, the 
pending property tax reform at the State 
level and the continuing recession in the 
auto and housing industries may make our 
financial position much weaker in the up- 
coming year. We will have to closely moni- 
tor all these factors throughout the next 
twelve months. But, despite the very real 
potential for one or more of these factors 
to worsen our revenue picture, and despite 
the fact that tax bills will rise regardless, 
due to the high percentage of total proposed 
tax levy that goes to other units of govern- 
ment —- 82% — of which 59% is for the 
School District, 18% is for the County, and 
5% is for the Community College, I firmly 
believe that the City, which only receives 
18% of this tax levy, has to demonstrate 
its good faith response to the concerns of 
our citizens by cutting taxes and cutting 
back on staff, finding cheaper alternative 
methods of operation and reducing services 
in discretionary areas. 


Many individuals have questioned the ad- 
visability of a tax decrease in light of over- 
all economic problems in our State. I can 
recommend such a decrease only in con- 
junction with the recommended correspond. 
ing reduction in programs and operating 
costs. 


My department heads have advised me 
that proposed reductions, identified by the 
department themselves, are viable and cost 
effective. We have mutually agreed on 
workable options that will minimize impact 
in direct services to the public. However, 
these recommendations require three things 
— diligent management of resources by the 
departments, support from my office and 
support from the City Council. The first 
two requirements are met; I ask you as 
City Council to insure that third essential 
element is provided. 


No one will argue that this is a diffi- 
cult task, The department heads have ex- 
pressed apprehension that proposed reduc- 
tions will not be matched by recognition 
that such reductions will result in some 
complaints. They feel that they have rea- 
sonable and supportable answers to those 
few complaints if no expectation is given 
to the public that we can perform the mir- 
acle of accomplishing the mutually exclu- 
sive tasks of cutting down costs and de- 
livering all services and programs at the 
same or increased levels. The way to cut 
back in government is to promote public 
awareness of and support for the fact that 
every service, every program, every regula- 
tory requirement has a price tag and that 
every citizen helps pay the bill. 


The City of Lansing, like every local com- 
munity, is heavily burdened by costs not 
under its control, The impacts of State 
law, of court decisions and of arbitration 
decisions in labor matters force huge eco- 
nomic burdens on cities regardless of a 
city’s ability to pay. To pay these costs, 
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which have no increase in productivity asso- 
ciated with them, and in fact, often de- 
crease productive time of employees, we 
must devote an ever increasing percentage 
of our available resources to the detriment 
of service delivery. Lansing is not unique 
in this, The City, like any business entity, 
must accept these factors as a cost of oper- 
ation. Unlike a business, however, we can- 
not adjust the price tag and allow each 
citizen to buy or not as they choose. When 
we are forced to raise prices it is in the 
form of a tax levy and the individual tax- 
payer has no option but to pay. 


One major way that we can alleviate this 
burden on the average citizen is to put more 
programs and services that are specialized 
in nature on a more consumer oriented 
basis, Let them be optional — base these 
programs on fees and charges that are at 
the choice of the user. For example, in 
programs such as golf courses and special 
adult recreational activities, let people 
choose if they want to participate. Don’t 
force everyone to subsidize such programs, 
Bring Lansing into a more realistic view 
of what government can reasonably do for 
the few at the expense of veryone. For ex- 
ample, the City of Lansing is one of only 
three cities in Michigan still paying out of 
its general fund tax dollars for streets in 
new subdivisions. Such costs are part of 
the cost of development and should be borne 
by the developers. It is our responsibility 
to maintain those streets, but it is not rea- 
sonable to continue to pay for something 
which is purely a discretionary expenditure 
and igs not the prevalent practice through- 
out our State. I recommend that you act 
promptly, amend the ordinance, and elimi- 
nate this cost to the general taxpayer. 


My Recommended Budget is a thought- 
fully balanced effort to respond to finan- 
cial liimtations, while adressing critical ser- 
vice needs. No department is exempt from 
the need to have all operations examined 
and their relative importance to the City as 
a whole assessed, You adopted policy which 
I recommended to you on City-wide priori- 
ties to insure that life-threatening or haz- 
ardous situations and legal regulatory re- 
quirements will take precedence over dis- 
cretionary activities. My Recommended 
Budget implements this policy. 


There was concern as to whether this 
policy required that no changes be effected 
in public safety departments. My recom- 
mendation and your policy were very clear 
on this. Not every task and every program 
in these departments is mandated; many 
things are discretionary and can be done 
in alternative ways or deferred altogether. 
My Recommended Budget deals with the 
need for reductions across the board in City 
government. Every department is being re- 
quired to address this need. 


As you will see in the detail of my rec- 
ommendations, approximately 76% of all 
City revenues go for salaries and fringe 
benefit costs. There is no way to seriously 
and meaningfully limit cost escalation un- 
less we reduce the number of personnel. I 
have been able to meet this need with- 
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out having to resort to massive layoffs. 
Through carefully considered changes in 
staffing levels, reassignment of personnel 
and use of a moratorium, I am able to 
recommend the elimination of funding for 
82 positions while adding 8 positions into 
reorganized duties in the Parks, Public Ser- 
vice and Fire departments. This will reduce 
our planned expendityres by $653,000 for 
the up-coming year. I have recommended 
further that the authorization for some of 
these positions be retained but that they be 
retained as unfunded. In this way, if some 
critical problem arises, we will be able to 
address it promptly, My department heads 
have recommended this approach in light 
of the economic climate and I believe it is 
a prudent, reasonable one. 


My Recommended Budget addresses sev- 
eral major problems of concern to the com- 
munity. I would like to comment briefly 
on the most significant of them. 


STREET MAINTENANCE — As you are 
aware, the monies received for street main- 
tenance repair and construction come from 
the Act 51 — Gas and Weight Tax distri- 
bution from the State of Michigan. Over 
the past year, while costs of labor, gasoline 
and supplies have risen 13-15%, our reve- 
nues from this source have actually declined 
11%. This has had a traumatic effect on 
our ability to repair and maintain our 
major and local streets. For the first time 
in history we are faced with both a reduc- 
tion of service and a need to fund even 
these reduced levels with a $500,000 subsidy 
from the General Fund. Fund balances in 
both the Major and Local Streets Funds are 
completely depleted at this point. The fail- 
ure of the proposed Street Improvement 
Bond Issue in 1979, to receive voter ap- 
proval leaves us without recourse. We do 
not have clear voter support for needed 
major street improvement projects. We 
must now measure these needs against the 
needs for Police, Fire, recreation and other 
City services. 


I have decided that the needs in this area 
are critical and must be addressed even if 
this necessitates reductions elsewhere. I 
am recommending $715,000 for street re- 
surfacing, of which $366,000 is for local 
streets from the General Fund. This is a 
major new demand on the General Fund. 
To address it, I am recommending concur- 
rence with a number of recommendations 
from the Public Service Director, Board and 
Budget Director to reduce expenditures in 
less critical areas. By modifying mainten- 
ance schedules for activities such as plow- 
ing after small snowfalls on weekends, we 
can manage — barely — to live within our 
resources. However, I must warn you that 
if no change in the Gas and Weight Tax 
formula is made by the State of Michigan 
during the up-coming year, we are faced 
with drastic reductions next year. The vast 
majority of communities throughout the 
State have already reached that condition. 
We cannot ignore it; we cannot control it. 
We must be prepared to deal with it with 
the clear recognition that there is no relief 
in sight, 
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LANSING GENERAL HOSPITAL — We 
have a problem in our southwest community 
with regard to access to Lansing General 
Hospital. The City Council last year acted 
to demonstrate their concern with this 
problem, After numerous meetings with the 
representatives of Lansing General and 
with City administrators, I am very pleased 
to be able to recommend a solution which 
will resolve the problem within our fiscal 
resources and which is agreeable to Lan- 
sing General and the surrounding residents. 
Specifically, my Budget Recommendation 
includes $375,000 for site acquisition as the 
first phase of a two phase plan to construct 
an access from Pennsylvania to Alpha 
Street, south of Greenlawn and eliminate 
the heavy traffic on surrounding residential 
streets, Lansing General Hospital will par- 
ticipate in this project and there will be 
no requirement for any special assessment 
of surrounding homes and businesses. Fur- 
ther details are contained within the Budget 
Analysis, 


REFUSE COLLECTION PROGRAM—As 
you are aware, the City has been faced over 
the past several years with the simultaneous 
need to increase the orange bag rates while 
also increasing the General Fund subsidy 
for the trash collection program. This sit- 
uation has again confronted us. However, 
I am extremely pleased to state that through 
the combined efforts of the Public Service 
Department and the Budget staff we have 
been able to develop some creative alterna- 
tives to avert the need either for an in- 
creased subsidy or an increase in bag rates. 
To accomplish this, I am recommending a 
number of changes. First, I recommend 
that Refuse Packers be purchased through 
the Service Garage Fund and rented back to 
the Refuse Division. This will assure ade- 
quate equipment replacement and maint- 
enance and will reduce the cost of this pro- 
gram, 


Another major recommendation is to in- 
stitute a system for bulk pick-up, which 
charges a small fee for this service, and to 
begin utilization of orange bags for leaf 
pick-up. These two changes will increase 
revenues by approximately $104,000 which 
will allow us to retain the current orange 
bag rate of 12 bags for $5.00. You are well 
aware of the expense if you have to have 
a private hauler pick up bulk items. How- 
ever, as currently done, everyone must 
share the cost for bulk pick-up despite the 
fact that they do not use the service, The 
same holds true for leaf pick-up. The 
orange bag rate, and property taxes, sup- 
port the leaf pick-up in the amount of 
$74,000. To utilize orange bags, a minimal 
cost of approximately $1.00 - $1.50 would be 
incurred by any given family, but the al- 
ternative is to have regular orange bag 
users and homeowners pay the cost for leaf 
pick-up for those not paying property tax 
or very occasional orange bag users. 


I have been extremely concerned with 
ways to hold down property taxes and have 
costs to citizens be more directly related to 
services rendered. I do believe that the 
above recommendations achieve this goal. 
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VEHICLE COSTS — The unprecedented 
increases in cost of gasoline, diesel fuel and 
other vehicle operating costs have forced a 
comprehensive reassessment of our vehicle 
use and policies. Last year, I reduced 15 
vehicles, 10% of the civilian (non-police 
patrol) fleet, from our total fleet. Despite 
this reduction, and despite efforts of the 
administration to limit vehicle usage, we 
paid $76,156 more than the year before for 
42,750 gallons less fuel. At the same time, 
capital casts for vehicles have jumped 42% 
in two years and resale values have dropped 
as a percentage of cost. All City cars are 
used daily for operations. Usage has been 
doubled up to assure that no vehicles are 
retained which are not warranted. Despite 
this, the projected costs for vehicle replace- 
ment for cars which would historically have 
been replaced in the up-coming year would 
have been $200,000 higher than last year. 
I find this completely unacceptable. The 
Director of Administrative Services has rec- 
ommended, in conjunction with the use of 
the Mainstem fleet management system, 
that 24 vehicles in the unmarked fleet not 
be replaced this year at a reduction of 
$100,000 from last year’s budget for_ve- 
hicle replacement, I concur in this. Fur- 
ther, the Vehicle Replacement Sub-Commit- 
tee has recommended adoption of a proposal 
by the Budget Director that a one-year trial 
be made on transferring selected police 
patrol vehicles due to be replaced from the 
patrol fleet into the civilian fleet after re- 
painting. This would allow an additional 
savings of $48,000. 


Again, I can recommend these as alterna- 
tive approaches which cut costs substan- 
tially. 


DAY-IN-COURT — Another area for po- 
tential increase in efficiency and reduction 
in costs can be achieved by establishing a 
closer cooperation in scheduling between 
the District Court and the Police Depart- 
ment. We have had several meetings on the 
subject and the Court and Police Depart- 
ment have agreed to establish on Officer’s 
Day-in-Court to handle traffic citations. 
This will decrease the number of separate 
times officers have to appear in court, thus 
increasing their time on patrol, and de- 
creasing overtime requirement, I have, 
therefore, reduced $30,000 from Police over- 
time requests. A greater savings potential 
may be realized. 1 wish to express my ap- 
preciation to the Courts and the Police De- 
partment for their efforts to achieve this, 


These recommendations are examples of 
cooperative effort on the part of my ad- 
ministration to identify workable, efficient 
cost reduction measures which minimize ser- 
vice impact. I wish to publicly commend 
the administration and the elected official 
departments for their diligent efforts on 
this. Original budget submissions, which 
provided for no new programs or personnel, 
were over $3 million above my final recom- 
mended budget. It took months of staff 
effort to identify alternatives, assess their 
feasibility and determine service impact. 
You all know that these efforts cannot be 
effective without honest, open, cooperative 
interactions between departments and with 
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me. I hope and trust that you_will recog- 
nize these efforts and act toe deal with these 
recommendations in a similar spirit, 


SPECIAL ISSUES — The City of Lan- 
sing is again faced with competing demands 
to fund brick and mortar improvements 
such as street maintenance, Community 
Center renovations at Foster Street, park 
improvements, building maintenance, and 
numerous other such items, We are also 
being asked to sustain many City supported 
agencies in the human service, arts and 
special program areas, 


I have carefully reviewed the needs, the 
resources and your policies on City-wide 
priorities. I have had some difficulty in 
preparing my recommendations since some 
of these policy statements are incompatible, 
That is, your adopted City-wide priorities 
clearly mandate that cut backs, when nec- 
essary, should occur predominately in dis- 
cretionary areas such as Capital Develop- 
ment and recreation and human service pro- 
grams. At the same time, you have adopted 
a policy that Human Service programs re- 
ceive 1% of the budget over and above the 
staff required to monitor such services. 
You have also adopted policies to increase 
recent recreational programs in several 
areas. You have increased Capital Develop- 
ment commitments. I have examined these 
policy directives carefully. 


As a result of this examination, and in 
order to most fully address your policy di- 
rection within the very real resource limita- 
tions, I am recommending a careful blend 
of programs and services that assumes no 
one group or program is forced to support 
the brunt of the need for budgetary con- 
straints. At the same time, no one group 
or program can be exempted from_ this 
clear need. To achieve this blend, I am 
recommending: 


CAPITAL DEVELOPMENT AND 
IMPROVEMENTS — $2,148,220 


Legally Committed — $1,074,220. The 
following projects are legally committed 
or legally required activities on the part 
of the City. As you are aware, the City 
has made major commitments of future 
resources in these areas. 


Aurelius Road Landfill —- Required by 
the State Department of Natural Re- 
sources. $600,000 


County Drain Projects — This is the City 
portion of drain improvements 
$125,220 + C.F. 


Diamond-Reo Site Improvements —- The 
City is obligated in conjunction with the 
Federal grant for demolition of the Reo 
plant to improve utilities and other site 
conditions. There are also funds for this 
activity in the Title [IX Grant and the 
Community Development 7th Year Pro- 
gram. $150,000 


1981 Blacktop Construction—These funds 
are to blacktop streets in new subdivi- 
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sions, As stated above, I recommend that 
the City ordinance mandating this ex- 
penditure be revised. $110,000 


Lake Lansing Dredging —- This is the 
fourth payment under our contract with 
Ingham County on this project. $25,000 


Kaynorth Park Acquisition — This acqui- 
tion is required from the original platting 
of this development. $24,000 


Circuit Court Facility — City share of 
Circuit Court facilities. $40,000 + C.F. 


DISCRETIONARY PROJECTS — 
$1,069,000 General Fund 


After we have addressed existing com. 
mitments there are many other needs we 
might wish to meet. Unfortunately we, 
like every other community, have more 
needs than funds. I have studied the réc- 
ommendations of the staff Capital Improve- 
ments Technical Coordinating Committee 
and am recommending the following: 


Street Resurfacing —- Funds for resurfac- 
ing local streets, Although we do not 
have enough funds for all needed resur- 
facing, this recommendation will allow 
work on the most critical areas through- 
out the City. This is an 80% increase in 
General Funds for this purpose, which is 
necessary to offset the drop in Act 51 
street funds. I have also recommended 
that all resurfacing of local streets and 
alleys be prioritized on the basis of need 
to address the most critical areas. 
$866,000 G.F. 


Additionally, I am recommending funding 
for major street resurfacing and reconstruc- 
tion of major streets at a level slightly 
higher than last year. Again, the fall-off 
of Act 51 funds seriously hurts our ability 
to keep up with street programs. 

$349,000 Act 51 


Curb and Gutter Repair — I have recom- 
mended that a greater priority be given 
directly to street resurfacing. Curb and 
gutter repair is needed but consequences 
of deferring it are not nearly as disrup- 
tive. I am, therefore, recommending a 
60% increase in General Funding of this 
program compared to the 80% increase 
for resurfacing. $200,000 G.F. 


Lansing General Access — As mentioned 
earlier, I am recommending the first 
phase of this project. $875,000 


Miller Road — To alleviate the hazard of 
crossing Miller Road, staff has recom- 
mended installation of a traffic signal to 
increase safety, particularly for Senior 
Citizens and children. $14,000 


Oak Park-Gas Pumps — To eliminate a 
safety hazard when fueling Park Depart- 
ment trucks. $20,000 


City Portion-Storm Sewers — the re- 
quired City portion for installation of 
oversize mains at collection sites. 

2 $50,000 
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Cemetery Building — To replace the op- 
erations building due to severe electrical 
and physical plant deterioration. $44,000 


HUMAN SERVICE PROGRAMMING — 
Again, the needs are great and resources 
limited, most particularly in the area of 
recreational programs and human services. 
The desire to fund numerous human service 
programs must be considered in light of our 
overall fiscal plan. I believe we have no 
choice but to make some reductions in this 
area. The State of Michigan, Ingham Coun- 
ty, East Lansing and United Way have 
already made reductions, many of which 
were major, in their funding of human ser- 
vice programs. We cannot be expected to 
fill the gap created by all those cut backs. 
Human service programming is not our 
primary function or highest priority. While 
we are making cuts in our basic service 
programs, we must also do the same in 
human services, 


Despite my strong desire to put a greater 
proportion of our resources into such things 
as street repair, I am adhering to your 
policy guidelines by recommending only 
limited reductions in human service fund- 
ing. My Recommended Budget includes 
$521,500 for such programs. I believe this 
is consistent with my recommended levels 
of funding for all City operations. I hope 
you examine these recommendations in the 
context of all demands on resources. 


EDUCATION AND TRAINING — There 
has been -considerable concern from the 
Council with regard to insuring an adequate 
training program for staff, particularly in 
areas of management skills. I have formally 
implemented both a mangement training 
program in conjunction with Lansing Com- 
munity College and established formal 
Standard Operating Procedures to assure 
effective and equitable availability of train- 
ing opportunities throughout the City. The 
$40,000 recommended for Education and 
Training does not allow large seale pro- 
grams. However, in light of economic con- 
siderations, I feel that we again must 
accomplish all that we can with limited 
resources, 


STANDARD OPERATING PROCE- 
DURES — As you are aware from copies 
of the Standard Operating Procedures I 
have sent you for several areas of opera- 
tions, the administration has been develop- 
ing, formalizing and implementing its pro- 
cedures, While this task started after the 
adoption of the new City Charter, it is an 
on-going one which will take several years 
to complete, 


The purpose of these procedures is to 
provide clear cut administrative direction, 
to eliminate ambiguity and to facilitate op- 
erations. Good administration requires 
clear guidelines from the top. I wish to 
keep you apprised of the development of the 
administrative procedures so that you can 
be assured that comprehensive, integrated 
and effective management controls are be- 
ing provided. 


I bring this up because I believe that two 
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areas currently in development are of sig- 
nificant interest to you. First, 


Affirmative Action — I did this to insure 
that the guildelines are clear and that every 
department adheres to them. These proce- 
dures prepared by the Human Relations De- 
partment are currently being reviewed by 
the Administrative Procedures Committee 
chaired by the Administrative Services Di- 
rector. I will forward copies to you in the 
near future. 


Personnel — I have discussed with the 
Personnel Department the develpoment of 
written procedural guidelines for personnel 
matters. The Personnel Department will be 
preparing these in the near future. Again, 
I will be forwarding copies for your in- 
formation upon implementation, 


PROPERTY TAX LIMITATION — My 
Recommended Budget and proposed tax levy 
are predicated on the current property tax 
system, As you are aware, the Michigan 
Legislature acted last week to place a pro- 
posed Constitutional Amendment on proper- 
ty tax reform on the ballot for a May 19, 
Special Election, an amendment I fully en- 
dorse. The proposal, if adopted by the 
voters, will have some initial impact on the 
ciites and will affect future property tax 
revenues. While the proposed amendment 
requires 100% reimbursement to local units 
of government for the 60% reduction in 
property taxes, there is, also a 6% annual 
growth limit in assessments. You will NOT 
BE ABLE TO SPEND WHAT IS NOT 
ALLOWED. Should this amendment pass, 
it will necessitate re-examining our finan- 
cial forecast and long term plans this Sum- 
mer, or early Fall. We can and must adopt 
our budget and tax levy according to the 
City Charter. However, we cannot ignore 
the necessity to closely monitor, and re- 
assess, our long term plans as such dra- 
matic changes occur. 


Too, we must keep in mind that property 
taxpayers, at all levels, are clearly saying 
“enough is enough’. This concern is being 
proven in the Nation’s Capitol, at this very 
moment, This is being proven in the State 
Capitol, and at this very moment. The 
time is here. 


CONCLUSION—My Recommended Budg- 
et for Fiscal Year 1981-82 is five percent 
over the present year. The tax levy is a 
$1.15 total decrease from the present, and 
actual property taxes collected will be 
$86,000 below collections for Fiscal Year 
1980-81, even though there have been sub- 
stantial assessment increases, 


This expresses my concern with effective, 
efficient alternatives to the problems facing 
the City of Lansing and Michigan as a 
whole. Anyone can defeat attempts to 
achieve good financial and operational man- 
agement by ignoring the need to look at 
resources and commitments as an integrated 
whole. I caution you to avoid the tempta- 
tion to neglect implications and fiscal im- 
pacts of decisions on issues reviewed in iso- 
lation. If you do, you can force Lansing 
into a fiscal and operational crisis that can 
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and should be averted. We must work to- 
gether to achieve the best results overail 
for our citizenry. To do tess is irrespons- 
ible. The Administration is committed to 
work with you and your staff to assure that 
everyone has a clear understanding of our 
fiscal resources, our service alternatives 
and the impacts of decision options.

Dear President Belen 
and Councilmembers: 


Claimant alleged that on February 16, 
1981, at approximately 7:10 p.m., while 
traveling northbound on South Washington 
south of Miller Road, her vehicle struck a 
chuckhole which caused a tire on her ve- 
hiecle to go flat. Claimant submitted a paid 
bill in the amount of $59,283 for costs to 
replace the tire and she seeks reimburse- 
ment of this amount, 


Mr. Howard G. McCaffery of the Public 
Service Department of the City of Lansing 
informed this office that on February 16, 
1981, his office recorded eighteen (18) com- 
plaints of chuckholes and none of the chuck- 
holes complained of were on South Wash- 
ington in the vicinity of Miller Road. His 
department received three calls reporting 
chuckholes on South Washington Avenue on 
February 17, 1981: two callers described 
chuckholes at I-96 and Edgewood, and the 
third described a chuckhole at 6405 South 
Washington. He concludes that his depart- 
ment had no prior knowledge of any chuck- 
holes on South Washington just south of 
Miller Road. 


MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996(102) provides 
in pertinent part: 
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“Each governmental agency having jur- 
isdiction over any highway shall main- 
tain the highway in reasonable repair so 
that it is reasonably safe and convenient 
for public travel. Any person sustain- 
ing bodily injury or damage to his prop- 
erty by reason of failure of any govern- 
mental agency to keep any highway 
under its jurisdiction in reasonable re- 
pair, and in condition reasonably safe 
and fit for travel, may recover the dam- 
age suffered by him from such govern- 
mental agency.” 


MCLA 691.1408; MSA 3.996(103) provides 
in part: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agen- 
cy knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reason- 
able time to repair the defect before the 
injury took place.” 


Based on the foregoing statutory provi- 
sions and the facts presented by this claim, 
it is apparent that the City of Lansing had 
no notice of any defect existing at the above 
stated location prior to or on the date the 
alleged incident occurred. ‘Therefore, it is 
the recommendation of this office that the 
claim be denied on the basis of governmen- 
tal immunity.

Redi-Mix, Inc., for $409.10 


Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


Thomas Willson, Manager of Builders’ 
Redi-Mix, Inc., has submitted a claim in 
the amount of $409.10 for damages in- 
curred as a result of a pumping station 
malfunction on January 5, 1981, which re- 
sulted in sewage in the basement of 
Builders’ Redi-Mix, Inc., located at 1384 
Lake Lansing Road. 


Information supplied by Public Service 
and investigation by this office reveals that 
a blockage in the air system that controls 
the pumps and operates the high level 
alarms resulted in an artificial low Ievel 
being indicated when in fact a high level 
existed. As a result, none of the pumps 
began operating and a sewer back-up oc- 
curred. At 3:35 p.m. the Public Service 
Department was notified of the problem 
and it was corrected by 4:10 p.m, The air 
system had been last inspected on Decem- 
ber 27, 1980, and was found to be operating 
properly. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996 (107) im- 
munizes a municipality from tort lability 
where the municipality is engaged in the 
exercise and discharge of a governmental 
function. The term “governmental func- 
tion” has been limited in scope by court 
decisions to include those activities which 
can be effectively accomplished only by 
government. See Parker v Highland Park, 
414 Mich 188; 278 NW2d 408 (1978). In 


governmental function. In Northrup v 
City of Jackson, 273 Mich 20; 262 NW 641 
(1935), the Michigan Supreme Court deter- 
mined that the operation of a sewer system 
was a governmental function. Thus it is 
clear that the City of Lansing is immune 
from tortious liability concerning the oper- 
ation and maintenance of its sewage sys- 
tem. Although there exists an intentional 
nuisance exception to the governmental im- 
munity doctrine, the facts presented in this 
situation do not reveal the creation of an 
intentional nuisance on the part of the 
City of Lansing. 


Based upon the application of the law to 
the above stated facts, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the claim of 
Builders’ Redi-Mix, Inc., be denied.

MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996 (108) states: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
the injury or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reason- 
able time to repair the defect.” 


The Public Service Department informs 
this office that the first notification they 
received of the alleged chuckholes was when 
the claimant reported them, While Lan- 
sing is being plagued with multitudinous 
potholes in its streets each year, there ap- 
pears to be no basis on which to find the 
City had knowledge of these particular pot- 
holes and sufficient time to repair them. 


Based upon the aforementioned statute, 
this office concludes that the City had no 
notice of the chuckholes at this location 
prior to January 14, 1981, Consequently, 
no liability was incurred due to govern- 
mental immunity, Therefore, it is the 
recommendation of this office that the claim 
be denied,

Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


The claimant, Mr. McNamara, alleges 
that a special assessment charge of $299.72 
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was unfairly placed upon his 1979 tax 
statement as a result of the clean-up of 
debris located on the claimant’s property 
which is located at 216 West Barnes St, 


Investigation by this office reveals that 
on June 10, 1979, a garage located at 216 
West Barnes St. burned down, Claimant 
states that a member of the City Building 
Department contacted him in regards to 
removing the burned remains of the garage, 
Claimant states that when he told the 
Building Department employee he had re- 
tained a person to remove it, the Building 
Department appeared satisfied. 


However, on November 21, 1979, a viola- 
tion notice was sent to Mr. McNamara, 
owner of the property located at 216 West 
Barnes St. notifying Mr, McNamara that 
he had ten days to clean up the “large 
pile of dead branches, some cardboard and 
paper in the yard rear of house near the 
alley.” Mr. McNamara states that “think- 
ing it (violation notice) was a routine 
follow-up letter, I ignored it since removal 
was still in progress and nearly completed.” 
Inspection took place on December 5, 1979, 
and revealed that the debris as described 
in the violation still existed on the prop- 
erty. A clean-up order was issued on 
December 20, 1979, and on December 21, 
1979, the “large pile of branches, paper 
and debris fro mthe rear house near the 
alley” was removed. 


Although Mr. McNamara states that the 
City Building employees appeared satisfied 
in regards to the removal of the burned 
remains of the garage, the violation notice 
states clearly that “dead branches, card- 
board and paper” were the subjects of the 
violtion notice. In addition, the violation 
notice states that failure to remove the 
objects within ten days would require the 
City of Lansing to act and all costs “‘shall 
be placed on the tax rolls assessed against 
the sale property on which hazard or 
nuisance is located.”” Mr. McNamara ac- 
knowledges that he received the violation 
notice for “brush and debris” at the end 
of November, 1979, yet the violations as 
described in the violation notice continued 
to exist on December 21, 1979 along with 
the burned-out debris from the garage. 
Examination reveals that all notices which 
were sent and received by Mr. McNamara 
were in conformity with Chapter 9A, § 911 
of the Lansing Code of Ordinances, 


Therefore, based upon the foregoing 
facts, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim be denied.

Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


The above referred claim has been sub- 
mitted to this office for review, investiga- 
tion and recommendation. ‘The claimant 
alleges that on September 11, 1980, his 
vehicle was damaged when it struck a piece 
of stone while traveling east on Main 
Street. He submits an estimate of $120.48 
for repair to his vehicle’s fender and door, 
and realignment of the front end. 


Investigation reveals that claimant re- 
ported his accident to the Lansing Police 
Department approximately twenty-five 
hours following the actual incident. The 
Public Service Department reports that 
they had no knowledge of debris in the 
roadway at that location prior to the in- 
cident alleged in the present claim and 
could locate no debris upon investigating 
the site. The Public Service Department 
also indicates that on the date of the in- 
cident in question there was no work being 
performed at that location, however, con- 
erete debris was temporarily piled along 
Main Street between the curb and sidewalk 
on the public right-of-way resulting from 
sidewalk removal along the 1400 Block of 
Main Street on September 8, 1980. The 
debris was to be collected along with all 
other debris resulting from construction 
work in that area. 


The Public Service Department reports 
that they experienced a significant amount 
of malicious destruction while working in 
that area, and requested Lansing Police 
Department’s assistance and _ surveillance 
as a result, They suspect that neighbor- 
hood children may have been responsible 
for any debris on the street and offer this 
possibility as their only possible explana- 
tion for the problem. MCLA 691.1403; 
MSA 3.996 (103) states: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have know, of the exist- 
ence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect.” 


Here, the Public Service Department ap- 
pears to have exercised reasonable diligence 
in the matter by notifying the Lansing 
Police Department of the damage and 
destruction they were encountering; their 
method of piling debris and collecting it 
appears to be prudent and reasonable under 
the circumstances. Due to the extreme 
weight of concrete, it would be highly un- 
likely that any weather condition could be 
expected to move large chunks of debris 
into the roadway. 


Therefore, based upon the aforementioned 
statute, this office concludes the City neither 
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had actual notice of the debris in the road- 
way at this location prior to September 11, 
1980, nor was the City lax in exercising 
reasonable diligence, and therefore, due to 
governmental immunity, no liability was 
incurred. Consequently, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the claim be 
denied,

Dear President Belen and Councilmembers : 


The above case was filed against Lansing 
Police Officer Anthony King and the City 
of Lansing as a result of an automobile 
accident occurring on December 24, 1980. 
Mr. Smith filed suit seeking to recover 
repair costs of $449.41. Since filing suit, 
Mr. Smith has agreed that $331.95, repre- 
senting the smallest repair estimate, would 
pe a fair settlement figure. 


A review of the traffic accident report 
indicates that Mr. Smith had turned off of 
West: Holmes onto southbound Waverly. 
He had a green light and was more than 
halfway through the intersection when a 
patrol car driven by Anthony King, travel- 
ing northbound on Waverly, struck the 
rear of Mr. Smith’s vehicle, The police 
vehicle was pursuing another’ vehicle 
which had run a red light at Sheffield and 
South Waverly Road. The police vehicle 
had its emergency lights on, but the siren 
had not been activated. 


For the following reasons it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the sum of 
$331.95 be paid to Mr. Smith on this claim: 


1. The defense of governmental immu- 
nity is not applicable in this case, State 
statute provides that “government agen- 
cies shall be liable for bodily injury and 
property damage resulting from the negli- 
gent operation . .. of a motor vehicle...” 
(MCLA 691.1405). 


2. The traffic accident report indicates 
that the officer entered an intersection 
against a red light and at a speed which 
was too fast for existing conditions. State 
statute allows emergency vehicles to pro-

ceed through red lights only after the 
vehicle slows down, and allows speeds in 
excess of the speed limit only when life 
and property are endangered. Both of these 
exceptions apply only when the vehicle 
has its emergency lights on and is sound- 
ing an audible alarm. The officer in this 
ease had not activated the vehicle’s siren 
and received a citation for basic speed 
violation. 


Following a review of all available facts, 
it is the recommendation of this office that 
Mr. Smith’s claim of $331.95 be granted.

Dear President Belen and City Council 
Members: 


The Lansing Housing Commission, at the 
City Council Committee of the Whole meet- 
ing of March 19, 1981, presented to the 
Council an alternative of its original 91 
Unit family housing development proposal. 
The Commission specifically proposed to 
develop four sites of 22 to 25 units per site 
as opposed to its original 45 units per site 
proposal as embodied in the Commission 
application to HUD. The Commission has 
adopted this alternative in response to ex- 
pressions of Council Members in that there 
was a number of Council persons who felt 
that 45 units per site would represent ex- 
cessive concentration of low-income fami- 
lies in various areas of the city. It is the 
Commission’s position that this proposal 
would allow the Commissoin to efficiently 
manage the developments as proposed in 
clusters of 22 to 25 units per site over the 
period of the Annual Contributions Con- 
tract while at the same time decreasing the 
number of units per site in response to 
concerns expressed by Council. 


The Commission stated that it would work 
in coordination with Planning and Human 
Relations Departments so as to ascertain 
that sites are selected within conformance 
with City Planning Department guidelines 
and objectives and Human Relations De- 
partment concerns for economic impact and 
neighborhood stability, Further, on behalf 
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of the Commission, I specified that the 
Commission, to the greatest extent feasible, 
would occupy the newly developed housing 
units on the basis of attaining an economic 
mix of low-income persons in conformance 
with recently established HUD require- 
ments for achieving a broad range of 
incomes of low-income families as repre- 
sented in the Lansing community. The 
Commission’s objective thus will be to 
initially occupy and maintain low-income 
families in these developments which repre- 
sent a cross section of income ranges as 
specified so as to provide the economic as 
well as social diversification desirable in 
maintaining the Commission’s goals of 
owning and operating safe, decent and 
sanitary housing in viable functioning de- 
velopments which contribute in a positive 
manner to the City of Lansing and its 
overall objectives to contribute to the qual- 
ity of life all its citizens. To reiterate, the 
established eligibility income limits for 
admission to Housing Commission develop- 
ments are as follows:

The Commission views the proposed 91 
unit family housing development as of 
assistance to the Commission and the city 
in meeting the housing needs of low-income 
persons in our community. On our wait- 
ing list are over 300 applicants for the 69, 
2-bedroom and 22, 3-bedroom units to be 
built under Program Reservation No. MI- 
33-P058-015. 


The Lansing Housing Commission wishes 
to bring to the attention of the Council that 
the 91 unit reservation in the amount of 
$6,435,821.00 represents a commitment to 
the return of the City of Lansing tax dol- 
lars from the Federal Government to our 
local community and would represent sig- 
nificant employment for the building trades 
during construction; ongoing business for 
local vendors and businesses with whom we 
do business; and three to four full-time 
jobs. Further, we note that securing such 
reservations in the future looks bleak in 
that according to the March 11, 1981, Wall 
Street Journal, the current administration 
is recommending a_ reduction in the 1981 
projected subsidized housing units to be 
built from 260,000 as proposed by the Car- 
ter Administration to 175,000 units. That 
after 1982, the current administration is 
proposing to eliminate its tandem program 
of 7% mortgages to developers of low- 
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income housing. These factors in addition 
to the current level of interest rates and 
the projected economic conditions specifi- 
cally as they relate to the construction of 
multi-family housing units, would behoove 
City Council to think twice before the re- 
turn to Washington of the $6,435,281.00. 


The Commission appreciates the Coun- 
cil’s placement on its agenda this resolu- 
tion authorizing execution of preliminary 
loan contract and general depository agree- 
ment and issuance of preliminary notes.

Please be advised, 
that this matter has been reviewed exten- 
sively by our office and it has been found 
that the placement of this building meets 
ae minimum requirements of the Zoning 
Code. 


In conjunction with this matter, Mr.

Please find attached a letter from Mrs. 
Katherine Kochendorfer and Mrs. Betty A. 
Draker representing various residents on 
Donora Street opposed to the tot lot at 
the corner of Baker Street and Donora as 
proposed by the South Central Neighbor- 
hood Organization. 


This letter is a follow-up to two petitions 
on this subject as well as comments from 
Mrs. Kochendorfer at the City Council 
meeting of March 23, 1981, which were 
referred to this office. 


My recommendation to you on this matter 
was submitted on June 26, 1980. City 
Council chose to disregard that recom- 
mendation and on July 7, 1980, voted to 
accept this property, which was offered for 
donation by FMC Corporation. In keeping 
with City Council directive, the property 
was accepted from FMC during the last 
week of December 1980 by myself in the 
presence of Councilman Lindemann, Fur- 
ther, landscape staff from the Parks and 
Recreation Department were provided for 
technical assistance to SCNO. 


My concerns were that 1) development 
of a park would remove the property from 
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the tax rolls, 2) there is uncertainty as to 
whether any volunteer organization can 
raise funds and contributions in the mag- 
nitude necessary to develop this park and 
8) that the City, at some point, would be 
forced to assume the ongoing maintenance 
of the park. The letter from Mrs. Kochen- 
dorfer reiterates some of those concerns, 
which City Council apparently determined 
last year were insufficient to otherwise 
deny the project. 


Inasmuch as my recommendation was not 
accepted by the City Council last year, it 
is my judgment that the park development 
question is a policy matter of City Council. 
Therefore, City Council should either re- 
affirm its previous decision, or recommend 
that this project be abandoned. If City 
Council chooses to abandon the project, 
Council should further recommend an alter- 
native use of this property. I await your 
decision.

After incuring 
charges for the drain cleaner in the amount 
of $51.00 for which the Church seeks reim- 
bursement, the Church contacted the City 
at approximately 4:00 p.m. on August 9, 
1980. The City upon receiving the call dis- 
patched a crew to the Church, determined 
that the main line was plugged and opened 
and cleaned the main line. This work was 
completed by 5:30 p.m, 
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Based on the above, this office is unable 
to find any negligence on the part of the 
City. Moreover, as a municipality, the City 
of Lansing is immune from liability based 
on negligence which occurred in the course 
of a governmental activity. MCLA 691.1401 
et seq. While recent Court decisions have 
narrowed the scope of that immunity con- 
siderably, case authority indicates that the 
provision of sewer service is governmental 
in nature. See Beauchamp v Saginaw Twp, 
74 Mich App 44 (1977). In view of the fore- 
going, it is the recommendation of this 
office that the First Missionary Church’s 
claim should be denied.

The Public Service Department informs 
this office that the first notification they 
received of the chuckhole in the right lane 
on South Pennsylvania between Mt. Hope 
and Parkdale Streets was when this claim- 
ant reported the existence of the chuckhole 
at 6:53 p.m. on February 14, 1981. The De- 
partment of Public Service repaired the 
chuckhole on February 14, 1981. 


Therefore, based upon the aforementioned 
statute and the facts in this situation, the 
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City had no notice of the chuckhole at this 
location prior to 6:53 p.m. on February 14, 
1981, and, therefore, the City is govern- 
mentally immune from liability for the 
damage it caused.

I am pleased to inform you that the City 
of Lansing will be entering into an $89,525 
contract with B & B Landscaping of Lan- 
sing for the landscape installation in the 
100 Block South Washington Mall as well 
as planting of street trees on the remaining 
streets in downtown. 


This work, which should begin in ap- 
proximately two weeks and be completed by 
June 1, 1981, culminates nearly four years 
of efforts in planning and development of 
these improvements to the downtown com- 
mercial area. During that time, despite 
minor complaints of a very few merchants, 
the cooperation and support has been wide- 
spread from the majority of the businesses, 
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the Chamber of Commerce, and the City 
Council. A total of $1.8 million has been 
invested in this project, and the City has 
already received benefits in improvements 
made to several properties along the mall. 
This has improved the investment climate 
for development of the 100 Block complex 
as well as finding new ownership for the 
old J. W. Knapp Department store, 


I am pleased that the favorable price for 
landscape work within the 100 Block of the 
South Mall will enable the plantings of 58 
trees on Capitol, Allegan, Washtenaw and 
Kalamazoo. These tree locations were se- 
lected on the basis of maximum visibility 
in downtown while at the same time avoid- 
ing locations where development is likely 
to occur.

Dear Council] President and Members: 


I am very pleased to announce to City 
Council that a proposal has been received 
in this office for a recreation complex on 
the old Aurelius Road landfill, 


The proposal has been developed by Mr. 
George E. “Bud” Mills of Grables, Mills, 
and Young landscape architects. Mr. Mills 
and various other investors propose to in- 
corporate as G.M.U., Inc., for purposes of 
this development, which will have a con- 
struction cost in excess of $4 million. 


City staff have met with the developers 
to discuss various details of this project, 
and to that end, the City Attorney’s Office 
will have a draft lease for this use for your 
consideration by the Committee of the 
Whole meeting scheduled April 9, 1981. I 
would ask your consideration of time for a 
presentation on this proposal at that meet- 
ing. 


The proposal contemplates eight softball 
fields, four soccer and two touch football 
fields, cross country skiing trails, and a 
golf driving range. This would be designed 
strictly for “pay-as-you-play” recreation, 
totally operated by the private sector. I 
fully support this concept, for I believe the 
City is reaching a saturation point on the 
capacity to accommodate additional recrea- 
tion programs. The projections for leisure 
time activities are that more demands will 
exist for this type facility, and I believe the 
priavte sector will have to fill the gap be- 
yond current programs. 


Members of City Council are aware that 
a similar proposal was discussed last year 
with some members of Council and with 
some staff. However, the group of poten- 
tial developers at that time never provided 
any written proposal to the City or re- 
sponded to our written communications to 
them. It has been brought to my attention 
that the key individual in that group has 
subsequently filed personal bankruptcy 
papers, 


In particular, this particular proposal in- 
cludes : 
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—A long-term consideration lease to oc- 
cupy the property, with taxes aceruing 
to the City for the improvements to be 
made thereon; 


—A request for commercial tax abate- 
ment for the project under Act 255 of 
1978 


—A request for financing through the 
Lansing Economic Development Cor- 
poration. 


In return, the City will benefit by having 
a user who will occupy and maintain this 
property once the clay capping is completed. 
This will eliminate the need for the City to 
develop its own uses on the property or to 
do maintenance on the surface due to irreg- 
ular settlement of the fill material under- 
neath. Further, the City will benefit from 
taxes on the new development, even if the 
50% abatement is granted by City Council, 
as well as for the new jobs to be generated 
by this development. 


Equally important, the local economy will 
realize substantial benefits from the out-of- 
town guests who will visit Lansing to com- 
pete in softball tournaments or other ath- 
letic activities on this property, These visi- 
tors will have a substantial impact on the 
area’s motels, restaurants and retail estab- 
lishments with tournaments which are an- 
ticipated every warm weather weekend. 


City Council must recognize that, because 
of the earlier landfill uses of this property, 
the final uses will be severely restricted. 
Few other types of development would ever 
be allewed by the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources, which regulates landfills 
and which order the City clean-up of this 
property. The City government should be 
very satisfied to find any use for the prop- 
erty, rather than allowing it to remain 
fallow, and to find a firm which will be 
generally responsible for surface mainten- 
ance of the clay cap. 


It is the intention of the developers to oc- 
cupy that portion of the property where the 
City’s work is completed as soon as pos- 
sible so that work may begin by July 1, 
1981. The developers have outlined a very 
aggressive time schedule which is attached 
for your information. It is my desire that 
the City attempt wherever possible to pro- 
vide responses necessary to adhere to that 
time schedule. Because of the very tech- 
nical nature of working on this property, 
however, I pledge that no shortcuts will be 
taken at the City’s expense toward this end. 


I urge your attentiveness to the presenta- 
tion which I am asking before your commit- 
tee on April 9, 1981, and your very favor- 
able consideration of the draft lease to be 
presented to you by the City Attorney. I 
will be glad to provide staff to discuss this 
proposal at your convenience.

In response to the request of the commit- 
tee on Public Property and Safety, please 
find attached communications regarding the 
potential cost for demolition of the Genesee 
Center and the maintenance of the proper- 
ty as green space. 


The summary on the back page indicates 
an annual cost of approximately $4,400 on 
top of a_ demolition cost estimated at 
$27,000. This does not include interest 
which might be derived from sale of the 
property. 


City Assessor Paul Creevy prepared an 
estimate in 1980 of value of the property 
at $40,000 in its present condition. I have 
advised City Council in the past that inter- 
ested purchasers do exist for the property. 
I believe it is in the City’s best interest to 
sell the property as is and to allow the 
purchaser to determine the existing building 
should be rehabilitated or whether the 
building should be demolished and new con- 
struction undertaken. 


Further, the City continues to concur cost 
for utilities on the property, and the prop- 
erty continues to be an eyesore to the 
neighborhood in its present condition. Any 
continued delay on action only provides ad- 
ditional opportunity for vandalism or for 
an unfortunate tragedy to occur.

Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article 4, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter this 
office hereby presents its recommendation 
for redemption of the above captioned mat- 
ter in the amount of $13,917.00. 


On June 4, 1980, Mr. Coleman filed a 
petition with the Workers Disability Com- 
pensation Bureau alleging a lower back 
injury resulting from a fall down a flight 
of stairs while working for the Lansing 
Housing Commission. Mr. Coleman was 
treated by Dr. Silva with unsuccessful re- 
sults. Mr. Coleman then began treatment 
with a chiropractor and continues to re- 
ceive such treatment. 


In preparation for trial, three depositions 
were taken, two of which indicated that 
Mr. Coleman continued to suffer low back 
disability as a result of his accident with 
the Lansing Housing Commission. Such 
testimony, if accepted by the Hearings 
Officer would result in continued and sub- 
stantial liability of the City. In light of 
that possibility, at the time of trial this 
office tentatively agreed to redeem the 
City’s liability for the amount of $13,917.00 
subject to City Council approval. Of that 
amount approximately $5,500.00 represents 
the City’s obligation to pay accrued com- 
pensation in the event the matter is decided 
against the City. In addition, if this mat- 
ter is decided against the City, Lansing 
would be liable for future weekly benefits, 
rehabilitation expenses and all reasonablle 
and necessary medical expenses, including 
the continuing chiropractic fees, 


In view of the foregoing, the uncertainty 
of litigation and the fact that Mr. Coleman 
continues to seek chiropractic assistance, 
it is the recommendation of this office 
that the City’s liability under the Workers 
Disability Compensation Act be redeemed 
for the amount of $13,917.00.

tracts. The scope of this audit was con- 
fined to the City’s segment, proper. The 
issuance of the audit report for the FY 
1979-80 Grants at this time was predicated 
upon the completion of closeout actions 
pertaining to those contracts, 


In addition to the objectives mandated 
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by the Charter, the intent of this audit is 
to review the City’s CETA grants to pre- 
pare them for federal audit. Since our 
audit was conducted in accordance with 
federal standards and utilized CETA audit 
guide methodology, logic and points of 
emphasis, it, in effect, simulated a federal 
audit. The purpose of simulation being 
such, that if our recommendations are im- 
plemented now, audit exceptions and cita- 
tions of disallowed costs upon federal audit 
should be non-existent or minimal.

For weeks, members of the Italian 
American community, the Polish American, 
Mexican American, German American, and 
members of other groups, as well as hun- 
dreds of other people, have asked the same 
question: “When are you going to an- 
nounce for re-election?” My reply has 
always been the same: “Whether or not I 
run again depends upon a family decision.” 


Why the concern of family? My family 
has always been a part of my holding 
public office. The family answers most of 
the 10-23 phone calls daily (nightly) which 
are placed to my home, inasmuch as I am 
gone a lot—unlike some office holders, I 
maintain a listed telephone number, so 
calls come in regularly, including over the 


\ 
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weekends. Too, many events I attend late 
in the evening. My work schedule of 
56-60 hours a week, and more, does not 
allow for personal activities and vacations 
are infrequent. The family has a great 
concern. 


One week ago, at 5:45 A.M., my son, 
Bill, telephoned from Fort Campbell, Ken- 
tucky, where he serves in the Regular 
Army of the United States, and his first 
words were, “Dad, I vote ‘no’ regarding 
your decision to run again at this time. 
Mom and the rest of the family are of the 
same decision: finish your term of office 
and relax for several months. When you 
leave office, you will have served 744 years 
as City Treasurer, and almost 13 years as 
Mayor and you deserve some time off.” 


Therefore, I am announcing on this date 
—the Twelfth Anniversary of my first hav- 
ing been elected Mayor of the City of Lan- 
sing—that I will NOT be a candidate to 
succeed myself again. It is a most difficult 
decision. However, since my_son’s call, 
I have reviewed where the City was at 
when I took office on April 14, 1969, and 
where we are at now. The following is a 
re-cap, and I will start with a few excerpts 
from my first Budget Recommendations, 
and bring you up to date.

* During times of labor strife, wives of 
employees send Letters to the Editor to ad- 
vise of the need for more benefits from the 
City. Please note that in the 1970 Budget 
Recommendations I included $2,036,000 for 
fringe benefits (not salary and wages) for 
all employees. Please note in the most re- 
cent recommendations that fringe benefits 
will cost $9,700,000 for 1981 82 alone. This 
is only $1.5 million dollars less than all 
property tax collections for the year. Not 
only are the municipal employees receiv- 
ing excellent fringe benefits, but salaries 
and wages are not skimpy—some are ahead 
of most other cities in the Nation. 


From the aforementioned small _repre- 
sentation of some of the Budget Recom- 
mendations I made over the past 12 years, 
some other significant things do stand out. 
For example, the record shows that the 
City upgraded substantially the number of 
fire-fighters, inspectors in the Division of 
Fire Marshal, training of both, and _insti- 
tuted a program of Paramedics and Emer- 
gency Medical Technicians, as well as spe- 
cial training. New ambulances and equip- 
ment have been consistently upgraded. The 
best of fire-fighting equipment has also 
been purchased, the most expensive piece 
of apparatus costing $251,766. The Fire 
Chief summarized it best when he stated 
that the Department hsa been provided 
more good apparatus in the past 12 years 
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than was provided over a 25 year period 
previously. I am truly proud of that 
achievement. 


During my tenure as Mayor, I sub- 
mitted new programs for the Lansing 
Police Department, i.e, participation in 
the Tri-County Narcotics Squad to fight 
drug distribution; a Crime Prevention 
Unit; a Surveillance Squad of unmarked 
vehicles assigned to fight crime in high 
crime areas, between sundown and sunuD; 
a helicopter program for night surveil- 
lance; sting operations; and the upgrading 
of police personnel in training and num- 
bers. No city in the United States matched 
our crime decreases from 1970 through 
1979. 


Parks have been upgraded and new ones 
opened. The $250,000 Riverfront Park, 
which has since received additional up- 
grading, was destined to become a reality 
in late January of 1971, as was the then 
bogged down Urban Renewal Project No. 
2—it was in that year that the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Develop 
ment assured $9.9 million to the City of 
Lansing. This happened at a meeting in 
Washington, D. C., attended by myself, 
the then Congressman Charles E, Chamber- 
lain, the then Lansing Urban Renewal 
Director Richard L. Zimmerman, the then 
Board Chairman of Lansing Community 
College Albert C. Boyd, the present Presi- 
dent of L.C.C. Philip J. Gannon, and Un- 
dersecretary of HUD Richard C. Van- 
Dusen and Deputy Secretary Norman Wat- 
son. Today, that Riverfront Park is a 
haven for hundreds of people who just de- 
sire to get away from the “hustle and 
bustle” of life. 


Those funds also enabled us to develop 
most of the 69 acre track of land divided 
into two areas separated by the Grand 
River: Area West is bounded by Saginaw 
Street on the north, Shiawassee Street on 
the south, and Washington Avenue on the 
west; Area East is bounded by Saginaw 
Street on the north, Ottawa Street ‘‘ex- 
tetnded” on the south and Cedar Street on 
the east. Too, the fund permitted the Lan- 
sing Community College to then acquire 
lands from the City between Saginaw, 
Shiawassee, Washington and Grand Ave- 
nues to carry out the originally planned 
campus for 17,000 students. 


This was to be followed in 1975 by con- 
tracts for viewing and fishing decks, am- 
phitheaters, biking paths and, thereafter, 
lay the river walk. 


More than one million dollars of the 
funds were used for general improvements, 
including badly needed storm and sanitary 
sewers, street resurfacing and new side- 
walks in the area, 


ih achievements were more than minor 
tasks. 


Too, it has been rewarding, personally, 
to see the completion of the Artificial Ice 
Rink and tennis courts in South Washing- 
ton Avenue Park; the completion of other 
tennis courts in the City, improved ball 
fields for our 351 softball teams, 
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To give Senior Citizens dignity, comfort 
and companionship, we have opened hun- 
dreds of decent housing units, available 
to some Seniors for as little as $54.00 per 
month. Those in financial straights no 
longer need to suffer, Today, the Senior 
Citizens have excellent recreational centers. 
I am especially pleased that you accepted 
my recommendation in the early 1970’s for 
establishing and funding a City Depart 
ment of Senior Citizens Affairs, the third 
department of its kind in the Nation. That 
Department was extremely successful in 
getting Seniors involved. It_was the fore- 
runner of the Tri-County Consortium on 
Aging, and City staff became their staff, 
continuing those successes on a larger 
scale. 


When no State law required curb-cuts 
for handicappers, you accepted my recom- 
mendations to proceed. Others then fol- 
lowed. 


Upon taking office, I found the Lansing 
Bus Company to be one of our most diffi- 
cult problems—buses were old, the com- 
pany was near bankruptcy and employees 
demoralized. You and other area legisla- 
tive bodies accepted my committee’s recom- 
mendation to form the Capitol Area Tran- 
sit Authority. Despite high costs of fuel 
and equipment CATA is still viable and 
serving large numbers of passengers. 


Not newsworthy, but a necessity, was the 
recommendation I forwarded to you and 
you accepted, to purchase in a single year 
$1,204,190 in new Public Service Depart- 
ment and Department of Parks and Recrea- 
tion trucks and snow removal equipment. 
The work at hand gets completed and in 
a lesser time. 


Not newsworthy, and not visible, was the 
$1,250,000 expended to correct the base- 
ment flooding conditions for 6,000 homes 
in South Lansing. Those recommendations 
I made to you in 1971 and 1973, and ap- 
proved, have greatly eased the grief and 
pain of thousands of persons where base- 
ments now remain dry and safe. 


I am pleased to have been a part of 
numerous community improvements for 
Lansing such as: the progress in our Com 
munity Development Areas 1, 2, 8, and 4, 
which already have, or are in the process 
of, remodeling hundreds of homes at ex- 
tremely low interest rates, having new 
curbs, gutters, sidewalks, and street lights 
installed; the completion of 4 badly needed 
new bridges in the Central Business Dis- 
trict and on South Logan Street; the in- 
stallation of “rubber mats” for improved 
driving over railroad crossings in all parts 
of the City; our tax cooperation to assure 
the continuity of Capitol City Airport, even 
though it is not located within our City 
corporate limits; the unusual service of 
street sweeping, which is done every two 
weeks, weather permitting; the fact that 
unlike other cities, Lansing not only snow- 
plows streets, but alleys and sidewallks as 
well; the continuation of the solid waste 
pick-up program, even with a large City 
subsidy, because it adds to cleanliness in 
the community; and the progress of con- 
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verting the Capjital Park Motel, at a_cost 
pers; the progress of the $25 million Capi- 
of $4 million, for Seniors and handicap- 
tol Commons Project, adjacent to the 
Central Business District; and many other 
improvements in our City. 


In my State of the City Message of 
January 2, 1973, I advised that a segment 
of the State Property Tax Law penalized 
home-owners, businesses and industries in 
Michigan for improvements and expan- 
sions. I called for “‘a graduated tax incen- 
tive,” over a 5 year period in Michigan. 
That led to numerous meetings in my office 
with other mayors, city managers, state 
officials. Today, tax abatements are pro- 
vided by State law for all three categories, 
over a 6 to 12 year period, and for low 
bond interest rate for businesses and in- 
dustries. In relation to these legislative 
accomplishments, I requested you establish 
a Downtown Development Authority and 
an Economic Development Corporation, 
and presented you with the resolution to 
achieve these goals. You approved these. 


Today, the Lansing Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation is successful. It is re- 
taining businesses and industries and they 
are expanding and offering new positions 
of employment. The following recaps the 
new, or expanded construction: Capitol 
Avenue Building ($1,100,000); Eyde Office 
Building ($2,700,000); Federal Forge/ 
Walco National ($4,500,000); Greater Lan 
sing Board of Realtors ($400,000); Knights 
Inn_ ($1,250,000); Lansing Ice & Fuel 
($385,000); LWC/Ralls Renovation ($165,- 
000); Parkside Office Building ($740,000); 
Provincial House Central Laundry ($700,- 
000); Reid & Reid No. 1 ($1,900,000); 
Riverfront Mall ($730,000); and Upjohn/ 
Kalamazoo Artcrait ($800,000). An addi- 
tional $85 million in proposals are being 
studied, 


Too, we have seen $180 million in ex- 
pansion at Oldsmobile and Fisher Body, 
and $250 million more to get underway. 
I am proud, too, of my efforts through the 
Federal Economic Development Administr- 
tion to retain Motor Wheel Corporation and 
the 1,600 jobs involved. 


The long difficult procedures, challenges 
and problems I encountered to secure the 
Diamond-Reo Properties and Federal funds 
for demolition—after Diamond-Reo Trucks, 
Inc., went bankrupt—were gigantic. To- 
day, the land has no historic designation, 
fortunately; it is cleared and the develop- 
ment plans for the first new industry 
($8,000,000/150 employees) was forwarded 
to you one day ago. Once again machinery 
will hum and positions of employment will 
stabilize, but this time in new, modern 
aad This, too, has been no small 
task. 


City Council gave me pleasure by accept- 
ing my recommendation to improve the 
100, 200, 8300 and 400 blocks of South Wash- 
ington Avenue. This past week, I signed 
an $89,525 contract to complete the land- 
seaping in the last of the 4 blocks and 
sidestreets, This landscaping contract will 
finalize a four-year program of planning

and improving, funding for which included 
$100,000 in planning money from the Down- 
town Development Authority, $1,755,000 
piece tax dollars, and $70,000 in Federal 
Funds. 


One of the great personal rewards I have 
received as Mayor goes back to 1970. That 
was the year I established task forces and 
requested the citizenry of the City to re- 
spond to the river clean up. “Give The 
Grand A Hand” it was called—2,800 people 
responded over a 2 weekend period and 
139 truck loads of debris were removed. 
A conscience was awakened. 


Throughout it all, there have been the 
organized critics—“criticism for criticism’s 
sake” seems to be the motto. I have ac- 
cepted those, but with understanding and 
with the knowledge that critics are rela- 
tively cheap to come by. The real problem- 
solvers, the “doers,” are really the ones 
of value. I quote from something I cherish 
... a gift from my son, when he was a 
cadet at the United States Military Acad- 
emy, West Point, New York, which reads: 


It is not the critic who counts; not 
the man who points out how the strong 
man stumbles, or where the doer of 
deeds could have done them better. The 
credit belongs to the man who is actu- 
ally in the arena, whose face is marred 
by dust and sweat and blood; who strives 
valiantly; who errs, and comes short 
again and again, because there is no 
effort without error and _ shortcoming; 
but who does actually strive to do the 
deeds; who knows the great enthusiasms, 
the great devotions; who spends him- 
self in a worthy cause; who at the best 
knows in the end the triumph of high 
achievement, and who at the worst, if he 
fails, at least fails while daring greatly, 
so that his place shall never be with those 
cold and timid souls who know neither 
victory nor defeat. 


In closing, my thanks must go first to 
my family who have excused me from 
being an active member of my household, 
my close friends for understanding my 
lack of time for social activities and de- 
fending my positions on issues, and to 
the citizens of Lansing who have proved 
that it is better to be like the tortoise who 
is methodical but steadfast in its goal. 
The senior citizens have pitched in to 
help make Lansing a model for seniors 
nationally, the youth have turned out to 
clean riverbanks and keep the city full of 
life, and the average individual has ppro- 
vided expertise beyond belief for the many 
citizen boards and commissions which com- 
prise this city government. 


I feel I have accomplished much during 
these last 12 years as Mayor of Lansing. 
I have never once compromised my prin- 
ciples, have always had a clear conscience 
as to the validity of my decisions, and the 
taxpayers and future of Lansing have been 
paramount in reaching a solution to each 
and every problem. 


I have approximately 9 months to serve

in my present term which ends at noon on 
January 1, 1982. During that time I intend 
to responsibly fulfill my obligations as 
Mayor of the City of Lansing and to make 
all decisions based on the best interests of 
this citizenry.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 27 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended by the revision of 
“ha? 27-85 and 27-58 to read as fol- 
lows: 


Sec. 27-35, Amounts, billings. The rates 
and charges for services furnished by such 
system shall be levied upon each lot or 
parcel of land, building or premises, hav- 
ing any sewer connection with such sys- 
tem, on the basis of the quantity of water 
used thereon or therein as the same is 
measured by meters therein used, or in the 
absence thereof, by such equitable method 
as shall be determined by the diregtor of 
public service with the approval of the city 
council, and shall be collected at the same 
time, and in the same manner as provided 
for the payment of charges for water used, 
except in cases where the character of the 
sewage from a manufacturing or industrial 
plant, building or premises is such that 
unreasonable additional burden is placed 
upon the system, greater than that im- 
posed by the average sewage delivered to 
the system plant, the additional cost of 
treatment created thereby shall be an addi- 
tional charge over the regular rates here- 
inafter set forth; or the city may, if it 
deems advisable, compel such manufactur- 
ing or industrial plant, building or prem- 
ises, to treat such sewage in such manner 
as shall be specified by the city before dis- 
charging such sewage into the sewage 
disposal system. Rates for all users ob- 
taining all or part of their water supply 
from sources other than the city’s water 
system may be determined by gauging or 
metering the actual sewage entering the 
system or by metering the water used by 
them, in a manner acceptable to the city 
council. The commodity charge for resi- 
dent users shall be computed on the basis 
of nine hundred (900) cubic feet per month 
per customer where gauging or metering 
is not practical. 


The city council may classify the users 
of the system according to the quantity 
of water used and charge such rates to 
a in each class as it may deem reason- 
able. 


1. The rate to be billed for use of the 
system shall be as follows for all users 
within the sanitary sewer service area of 
the city except as otherwise provided 
herein:

G. Lawn Sprinkling. 


Upon all bills to resident users during 
the months of September, October and 
November, the sewerage charge shall be 
subject to discount of 10% unless water 
used for lawn sprinkling is metered 
separately, and further provided that 
said discount shall not apply to any 
minimum billing. 


H. Delayed Payment Charge. 


A delayed payment charge of five per- 
cent (5%) of the total monthly bill 
shall be added to any bill which is not 
paid on or before the due date shown 
thereon. 


2. The rate to be billed for use of the 
system for all Landel customers shall be 
the same as that used within the city. 


“Industrial Cost Recovery.” All process 
wastewater from industrial facilities are 
subject to an industrial cost recovery 
charge. Process wastewater includes all 
liquid wastes discharged into the sanitary 
sewers of the city from an _ industrial 
facility, less those wastewaters that origi- 
nate from employees’ use of sanitary ap- 
pliances. The industrial cost recovery

charge becomes effective on or about Janu- 
ary 1, 1982, and is to be added in the fore- 
going schedule of sewerage charges and 
is to be computed as follows: 


The annual industrial cost recovery 
charge is to be equal to the product of 
the ratio of the average annual amount of 
industrial process wastewater discharged 
to the sewer per day to a plan design 
capacity of 40 million gallons per day, 
said ratio to be multiplied by one-thirtieth 
of the amount of federal grant received 
under Federal Public Law 92-500 for con- 
struction of the wastewater treatment 
facility. Based on the expected federal 
grant of $24,693,750, the annual industrial 
cost recovery charge shall be $0.042 per 
100 cubie feet of industrial process waste- 
water. 


The industrial cost recovery charge shall 
be collected with sewer service billings, 
one-half of which shall be remitted to the 
United States Treasury, in accordance 
with federal law, and two-fifths of which 
is to be used by the city for reconstruction 
of wastewater facilities and one-tenth of 
which shall be used for other wastewater 
treatment purposes. 


“Surcharge for BOD and Suspended 
Solids.” For BOD greater than 300 parts 
per million, there should be a charge of 
5.4 cents per pound and for suspended 
solids greater than 850 parts per million, 
there shall be a charge of 9.8 cents per 
pound. 


There shall be an additional charge for 
laboratory testing of wastewater samples. 
The laboratory charge shall be for the cost 
thereof and will be determined for each 
user. 


The surcharge for B.O.D. and suspended 
solids becomes effective on or about Janu- 
ary 1, 1982, and shall be adjusted annually 
to meet the actual system expenses and 
initially shall be as follows:

On April 2, 1981, the City of Lansing 
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received notification from the Department 
of Natural Resources that the President 
proposed to Congress the following per- 
petuee to Land and Water Conservation 
fund: 


1) A recession of $145 million of the $228 
million appropriated for FY 80-81. All 
projects without a federal contract are 
“frozen.” 


2) Eliminating of state and local grants 
for FY 81-82 


The City of Lansing submitted a full ap- 
plication to the Department of Natural 
Resources for the development of the Chad- 
well Canoe Launch and Dock Project on 
December 1, 1980. The total project cost 
is $106,596 (State share $53,298 and City 
share $53,298) through the Land and 
Water Conservation Fund. 


Due to this freeze the City of Lansing’s 
“Chadwell Canoe Launch and Dock Proj- 
ect” will not be funded at this time. If 
the recession is approved by Congress, the

Section 1. That Chapter 16A of the 
Code of Ordinances of the City of Lan- 
sing, Michigan, be amended by revising 
Section 16A-18 and by adding a new Chap- 
ter 16B containing Subsections to be num- 
bered 16B-1 through 16B-11, inclusive, to 
read as follows: 


Sec. 16A-13. Holidays. 


Refuse and bulk collections shall not be 
made on the following holidays: The first 
day of January, commonly called New 
Year’s Day; the last Monday of May, 
commonly called Memorial or Decoration 
Day; the. fourth day of July,. commonly 
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called Independence Day; the first Monday 
in September, commonly called Labor 
Day; the eleventh day of November, com- 
monly called Veteran’s Day; the fourth 
Thursday of November, commonly called 
Thanksgiving Day; the Friday after 
Thanksgiving; the twenty-fourth and 
twenty-fifth days of Decemher, commonly 
called Christmas Eve and Christmas and 
the thirty-first day of December, com- 
monly called New Year’s Eve. 


CHAPTER 16B 


Sec. 16B-1. Residential curbside refuse 
newsprint collection by private non-profit 
organizations. 


There is hereby established a city-wide 
residential curbside newsprint. refuse col- 
lection service by private non-profit or- 
ganizations within the City of Lansing. 


Sec. 16B-2. License required. It shall 
be unlawful for any person or organiza- 
tion to engage in curbside collection of 
refuse newsprint in the City of Lansing 
without first having obtained a_ license 
from the City of Lansing as herein pro- 
vided in this chapter. 


Sec. 16B-3. 


(A) Application for license. License 
applications shall be made in writing on 
forms provided by the City Clerk and shall 
contain the following information: 


(1) Name, address, and legal status of 
the non-profit organization; 


(2) Name, address, and telephone num- 
ber of the contact person within the non- 
profit organization who shall be responsible 
for the supervision of the refuse news- 
print collection service; 


(8) A list of all vehicles to be utilized 
in the newsprint collection service includ- 
ing name and address of the registered 
owner, vehicle license plate number, make 
and model of vehicle, and a copy of a 
certificate of insurance for said vehicle. 


(B) Upon proper filing with the City 
Clerk of the license application, the Clerk 
shall forward the application to the Direc- 
tor of Public Service who shall determine, 
from said application, and such additional 
information as the Director may require, 
whether that non-profit organization pos- 
sesses the requisite vehicles and personnel 
to perform curbside newsprint refuse col- 
lection in an efficient and satisfactory man- 
ner, The Director of Public Service may 
require the inspection of vehicles to be 
utilized in collection of curbside refuse 
newsprint to determine whether said ve- 
hicle(s) comply with the City of Lansing 
Traffic Code and can carry refuse news- 
print in a secure and efficient manner. 


Sec. 16B-4. Annual Fee. 


For a license issued pursuant to this 
chapter, the fee shall be twenty dollars 
($20.00). No license shall be issued for 
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longer than one year and shall expire on 
April 30th of each year. 


Sec. 16B-5. License Issuance. 


Upon proper filing of a license applica- 
tion with the Lansing City Clerk, payment 
of the license fee, and a determination by 
the Director of Public Service that the non- 
profit organization can perform the col- 
lection service in an efficient and satisfac- 
tory manner, the City Clerk shall issue a 
license to the non-profit organization. 


Sec. 16B-6. Licensee cooperation with 
Public Service Department, 


Organizations licensed to engage in the 
collection of curbside refuse newsprint 
shall be assigned routes as determined by 
the Public Service Department, All routes 
assigned shall be coordinated with the 
weekly city-wide residential refuse collec- 
tion schedule as provided in Chapter 16A 
of the Lansing Code of Ordinances. The 
Public Service Director or his representa- 
tive shall have the authority to assign, 
change, reduce, eliminate or increase 
weekly routes based upon regular evalua- 
tions of the licensee’s efficiency and ability 
to complete the assigned route in a satis- 
factory and timely fashion, 


The Public Service Department shall 
make available to the licensee copies of the 
weekly city-wide collection map containing 
the collection routes assigned to the non- 
profit organization. The Public Service 
Department may charge a reasonable fee 
for the distribution of said maps to the 
non-profit organizations, 


Sec. 16B-7. Collection schedule. 


Refuse newsprint shall not be collected 
at curbside by non-profit organizations on 
holidays as provided in Section 16A-13 
of Chapter 16A of the Lansing Code of 
Ordinances nor on Saturdays or Sundays. 
All curbside collection of refuse newsprint 
shall be collected during the hours of 
7:00 a.m. through 5:00 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. 


Sec. 16B-8. Separation of newsprint 
refuse. 


All newsprint refuse placed at the curb- 
side for collection by non-profit organiza- 
tions licensed pursuant to this chapter 
shall be separated from other refuse, shall 
be clearly identifiable as refuse newsprint 
and shall be securely tied in bundles or 
securely placed in Kraft paper bags not 
exceeding fifty pounds per bundle or bag. 


Sec. 16B-9. Revocation/non-renewal of 
license, 


The Public Service Director may, after 
consultation with the City Attorney and a 
hearing conducted pursuant to this section, 
recommend that a license issued pursuant 
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to this chapter be revoked or refused re- 
newal if the licensee 1) violates the Lan- 
sing City Code or state law; or 2) demon- 
strates an inability or unwillingness to 
coordinate the curbside collection of refuse 
newsprint with the city-wide residential 
refuse collection service; or 8) demon- 
strates an inability to perform the curb- 
side collection of refuse newsprint in an 
efficient, satisfactory and timely fashion. 
The Public Service Director shall serve 
notice in writing to the licensee of the 
time, date and place of the hearing. The 
notice shall be served a minimum of ten 
(10) days before the scheduled hearing 
and shall contain a reasonably definite 
statement of the allegation against said 
licensee. The notice shall inform the 
licensee that he may appear in person 
with or without counsel, or through a 
representative of his choice, may produce 
witnesses on his own behalf and shall have 
the right to cross examine witnesses who 
testify against him, A hearing conducted 
pursuant to this section shal] include a 
full consideration of the issues involved 
and a determination of facts on the basis 
of evidence presented. The Public Service 
Diector shall notify the licensee in writing 
of the hearing examiner’s findings within 
ten (10) days of the conclusion of said 
hearing. 


Sec. 16B-10. Penalty. 


Any person or non-profit organization 
that violates any porvision of this chapter 
shall, upon conviction, be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor punishable by a fine of one hun- 
dred dollars ($100.00), ninety days in jail, 
or both. 


Sec. 16B-11. Severability. 


Sections, paragraphs, sentences, clauses 
and phrases of this chapter are severable 
and if any phrase, clause, sentence, para- 
graph or section of this chapter shall be 
declared invalid by the judgement or 
decree of any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, such invalidity shall not affect any 
other section, paragraph, sentence, clause 
or phrase of this chapter.

Dear Mayor Graves and 


Members of City Council: 


As I am sure you are aware, the develop- 
ment of the new Comprehensive Master 
Plan for the Southeast Area of Lansing 
which contains the Aurelius Road Landfill 
site is almost complete. 


Our committee has worked diligently over 
the last seven (7) months to create a com- 
prehensive plan which considers all areas 
of physical development including recrea- 
tional needs. We recognize the need for a 
development of this nature, however before 
we can endorse this project, there are sev- 
eral vital issues which must be considered. 


Of first priority is the necessity to pro- 
tect our drinking water from contamination 
which may occur as a result of breaking the 
clay seal presently placed over the landfill. 
Adequate planning must occur in advance 
of any further commitment by the city to 
assure that the seal will not be placed in 
jeopardy by the development of this project. 
That planning should include answers from 
the developer as to the provision of utilities, 
erection of light poles (in view of the two 
foot base,), construction of the restaurant 
(bar) concession stand, or any other ele- 
ment of this plan which could potentially 
cause the seal to be broken. 


The second issue of concern is circulation 
in and around the proposed development, as 
well as an assurance as to adequate on-site 
parking. We feel that analysis must be 
done prior to further commitments, to eval- 
uate the amount of traffie which will be 
generated by this project and the impacts 
which will occur to the surrounding road 
system. Aurelius, Miller and Jolly roads 
are all two lane roads in bad condition near 
this development. If the park parcel with 
access to Pine Tree Road is not developed 
until later, all vehicles will enter and exit 
on Aurelius Road at this time. Will the 
system be adequate to handle the additional 
traffic generated. Will there be adequate 
parking on the site or will cars be parking 
along Aurelius Road. 


The above comments should not be con- 
strued as a recommendation against the 
project, but simply a request for the city 
to proceed in an orderly fashion to “iron 
out” the technical problems and address im- 
portant issues. It would certainly be more 
prudent to spend a little more time now, 
than a lot of money later if the seal is 
broken or residents are unhappy over the 
traffic situation. 


We, therefore, request that additional 
studies be made and precautions taken if 
necessary to safeguard the water supply 
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and avoid circulation/parking problems,

Last Monday, this City Council adopted 
a report from the Committee on Public 
Properties and Safety recommending, ex- 
penditure of $27,000 for demolition of the 
Genesee Center, referring the matter to the 
Ways and Means Committee for possible 
funding. 


I cannot recommend that this expenditure 
take place. I have recommended on several 
previous occasions that this Council allow 
sale of the property to enable the private 
sector to rehabilitate the existing structure 
or to demolish as the purchaser sees fit. 
I continue to recommend that course of 
action to you. 


In addition, this Council heard remarks 
from former Councilman Richard J. Baker 
about the unsightly condition of this prop- 
erty, offering that as reason for demoliiton 
of the property. I would suggest that Coun- 
cil’s own inaction has contributed to the 
poor condition, by allowing a gravel park- 
ing lot to continue in violation of the Zon- 
ing Code established by City Council, In 
August 1979, I recommended a transfer of 
$12,800 to City Council to hard surface the 
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parking lot and landscape this area to pro- 
tect it from adjacent residences. That rec- 
ommendation died in Committee, “‘at the 
urging of Councilman James Blair the 
Committee indicated that no action would 
be taken until a survey of all public park- 
ing lots was made, the number unpaved 
and/or unscreened determined, and an esti- 
mate of the costs of bringing all such park- 
ing lots into compliance with the require- 
ments of the Ordinance presented to the 
City Council (from attachment).” 


Repeatedly, individuals working in the 
Manpower Office complained about trash 
and even abandoned vehicles left on the 
property. The building has been broken 
into (and the individual arrested), and a 
lawn mower was stolen at the site while 
the City Parks crew was on the other side 
of the building. While the problems have 
been substantially mitigated since the Man- 
power Office was moved to the Hollister 
Building in the fall of 1980, the building 
remains empty and in its present vacant 
condition, an eyesore to the neighborhood. 


I recommended to City Council immedi- 
ately upon the Manpower Office leaving the 
premises that the building be sold. City 
Council’s inaction has resulted in the ma- 
jority of the $7,200 budget for utilities this 
year being spent to provide minimal heat 
and electricity for building security, Nearly 
six months has elapsed snice that recom- 
mendation was first sent to you. 


Gity Council chose to sell the property 
for $1 to the Lansing School District, which 
determined that it could not afford the cost 
of demolition and was therefore no longer 
interested in the property. I would suggest 
that the City cannot afford the cost of 
demolition of this building any more than 
could the Lansing School District, 


It appears that Council’s interest in sell- 
ing the building to the School District or 
in developing a park on the property may 
stem from the fact that the City stands to 
receive far less for the building than what 
was paid. The City Assessor has estimated 
a value of this property at $40,000 in its 
present deteriorated condition. 


It has been suggested that some Council 
members do not wish to bring up the City’s 
$98,000 purchase of the building on March 
27, 1969, from the First Church of the 
Nazarene, before I took office as Mayor. 
The City additionally purchased an adjacent 
residential property for $13,900 on Septem- 
ber 1, 1978. I would like to determine what 
appraisals were done to verify the values 
of those transactions. 


I would also suggest that this is an ex- 
cellent example of why the City should not 
involve itself in this sort of real estate 
transactions. Rather, the City should dis- 
pose of this and other unneeded properties 
as quickly as possible and avoid such pur- 
chases in the future. I await your action.

City Council is well aware of the diffi- 
culties of residents along Harris Street in 
enduring heavy truck traffic servicing 
Friedland Iron and Metal Company. 


After considerable discussions by staff, 
I am forwarding for your actions the rec- 
ommendation of my Transportation Advi- 
sory Group to handle this problem in the 
short range and the long range. In the 
short range, the Public Service Director has 
identified funds in the current fiscal year to 
install curb and gutter and pave the 50 
foot section of property owned by the City 
at the east end of Harris Street. Friedlands 
has indicated a willingness to pave the re- 
mainnig 50 feet to the Friedland’s gate if 
the City paves its property. 


While no Council action is mandatory for 
this expenditure to be underatken, it is 
necessary for City Council to dedicate for 
public use this 50: foot section of roadway. 
That will enable the City to receive State 
funds for maintenance of this street once 
improved. Your action to dedicate this 
piece of roadway as quickly as possible will 
be interpreted as concurrence in the instal- 
lation of curb and gutter and paving. 


Additionally, I would request your action 
to adopt one of the long-range solutions for 
inclusion in the City’s capital improvements 
plan. I will be glad to provide staff to 
address your questions.

The structure at 1535 N. High Street 
would require an estimated $16,463 for code 
repairs plus an estimated $3,459 for repairs 
to most rehabilitation standards. In _addi- 
tion, the condition of the land would re- 
quire $1,885 to correct drainage problems. 
The house has an assessed value of $4,800 
which indicates an approximate market 
value of $19,200. However, an independent 
appraisal showed the market value to be 
about $15,000, 


The structure located at 1568 N. High 
Street would require an estimated $21,545 
for code repairs plus an estimated $3,120 
for repairs to meet rehab. standards. This 
cape cod house was fire damaged in 1978. 
Insurance repairs were cosmetic in nature 
and less than adequate. The structure is 
assessed for $3,900 which indicates an ap- 
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proximate market value of $15,600. The 
house is currently vacant so that there 
would be no relocation costs involved in 
the acquisition of this house. Therefore, 
it is recommended that the two properties 
be acquired, the residents relocated, and 
the structures demolished.

information submitted by the claimant in 
his letter dated March 5, 1981, in regard 
to his vehicle striking a piece of pave- 
ment approximately eight (8) inches in 
diameter that was protruding in the left- 
hand lane of South Cedar Street just north 
of Edgewood Blvd. while his vehicle was 
traveling southbound on December 6, 1980, 
at approximately 8:40 p.m. 


MCLA 691.1403; MSA 8.996 (108) pro- 
vides: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reason- 
able time to repair the defect before the 
injury took place. Knowledge of the 
defect and time to repair the same shall 
be conclusively presumed when the d- 
fect existed so as to be readily apparent 
to an ordinarily observant person for a 
period of 30 days or longer before the 
injury took place.” 


The Public Service Department informed 
this office that they received no prior notice 
of the above defect at the above-mentioned 
location. Furthermore, the additional facts 
set forth in the claimant’s letter dated 
March 5, 1981, failed to show that the de- 
fect existed and was apparent to an ordi- 
narily observant person for a period of 
ec (30) days before the injury took 
place, 


Based on the aforementioned statute, this 
office concludes that the city had no prior 
notice of the existence of the alleged de- 
fect, nor a reasonable opportunity to re- 
move the same before the alleged incident 
occurred. Therefore, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that this claim be denied.

On February 14, 1981, the claimant, 
while driving his vehicle, was involved in 
an accident with a Lansing police vehicle 
being driven by Lansing Police Officer 
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Frank Koenigsknecht, Claimant obtained 
a repair estimate of $388.15. Mr, Powell 
does not have any collision insurance on 
his vehicle. 


A review of the traffic accident report 
indicates that while Mr. Powell was pro- 
ceeding eastbound off the ]-496 ramp and 
approaching the traffic light at the inter- 
section of South Pennsylvania and East 
Main Street, the traffic light was green for 
eastbound traffic. Officer Koenigsknecht 
approached the intersection of South Penn- 
sylvania and East Main Street while pro- 
ceeding northbound on South Pennsylvania 
in response to a disorderly call. Officer 
Koenigsknecht had the overhead lights on, 
put the siren was not activated. Since the 
traffic light at the intersection of South 
Pennsylvania and East Main Street was 
red for northbound traffic on South Penn- 
sylvania. Officer Koenigsknecht slowed to 
a rolling stop, and then began to proceed 
through the intersection. Claimant, pro- 
ceeding in accordance with the green light, 
entered the intersection and struck the 
police vehicle in the left rear side, 


MCLA 691.1405; MSA 3.996 (105) states 
in relevant part that: 


“Governmental agencies shall be liable 
for bodily injury and property damage 
resulting from the negligent operation 
by any officer, agent, or employee of the 
governmental agency, of a motor vehicle 
of which the governmental agency is 
the owner. .. .” 


Section 19 of Chapter 31 of the Lansing 
Code of Ordinances provides for an 
“emergency vehicle” exception to the other- 
wise required observance of a red traffic 
signal if the emergency vehicle is operat- 
ing not only its overhead lights, but also 
its siren. The facts reveal that, in this 
particular situation, the siren was not acti- 
vated when Officer Koenigsknecht proceed- 
ed through a red light at the intersection 
of East Main Street and South Pennsyl- 
vania, and, as a result, the police officer 
received a citation for “failure to yield.” 


Based upon the application of the facts 
to the above-stated law, it appears that the 
city is liable for the damage to the claim- 
ant’s automobile, and it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that Mr, Powell’s 
claim of $388.15 be paid.

Claimant alleges that while leaving Sec- 
tion 12 of the mezzanine at the Lansing 
Civic Center after a “Holiday on Ice” per- 
formance, she slipped on some wet steps 
and fell, landing on her back and rolling 
over the tops of five rows of seats. Claim- 
ant alleges that she received an injury to 
her back and rib area, and seeks to recover 
the amount of $76.54 for the cost of medi- 
ra expenses incurred as a result of the 
all, 


Claimant alleges that during intermis- 
sion of the “Holiday on Ice” performance, 
the usherette was warning patrons to be 
careful because of the wet floor. In addi- 
tion, claimant states that she noticed that 
the floor was wet, and that it looked as 
though someone had just mopped the area. 
Upon inquiry of this office, Darrell Askie, 
Assistant Manager of the Lansing Civic 
Center, stated that the wet floor in Sec- 
tion 12 of the mezzanine of the Civie Cen- 
ter could have been caused either by 
patrons spilling refreshments or by rainy 
weather conditions. 


MCLA 691.1406; MSA 3.996 (106) pro- 
vides in relevant part: 


“Governmental agencies have the obliga- 
tion to repair and maintain public build- 
ings under their control when open for 
use by members of the public. Govern- 
mental agencies are liable for bodily in- 
jury and property damage resulting from 
a dangerous or defective condition if the 
governmental agency had actual or con- 
structive knowledge of the defect and, 
for a reasonable time after acquiring 
knowledge, failed to remedy the condi- 
tion or take action reasonably necessary 
to protect the public against the condi- 
tion... .” 


The Civic Center is a public building 
within the ambit of the above-quoted sta- 
tute because it exists to benefit the com- 
munity, and is operated and maintained 
by the City of Lansing. See Green v 
State 30 Mich Apps 648; 186 NW2d 792 
(1971). In this particular situation, the 
dangerous or defective condition is a slip- 
pery condition created when the steps in 
Section 12 of the mezzanine were wet. An 
employee of the Civic Center, an usherette, 
knew of the slippery condition which exist- 
ed because of the wet steps and was at- 
tempting to warn patrons. Assuming the 
correctness of claimant’s observation that 
the wet area had been mopped up, it is 
clear that the wet-mopping of the steps 
did not alleviate or remedy the slipperiness 
of the steps. In addition, it is clear, in 
this particular situation, that mere verbal 
warnings did not constitute “action reason- 
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ably necessary to protect the public against 
the condition.” 


Based upon the application of the above- 
stated facts to the law, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the claim of 
Agnes Byndrian for $76.54 be paid in full 
settlement of the matter.

That portion of Ionia Street being vacated 
deadends at the Grand River and thus _re- 
quires approval of the Circuit Court. The 
resolution adopted by City Council (a) sets 
forth how the vacated right-of-way was to 
be conveyed to adjacent property owners 
and (b) made Stackable and Boone, a Mich- 
igan co-partnership, responsible for filing 
a request for vacation with the Circuit 

ourt. 


As of this date, Stackable and Boone have 
not, as required by Council’s resolution, 
filed a request with the Circuit Court re- 
garding vacation of East Ionia Street.

Dear Mayor Graves and City Residents: 


The City Council has reviewed the 
Mayor’s Recommended Budget for Fiscal 
Year 1981-82 during six weeks of public 
hearings. As a _ result, certain minor 
changes were made ag outlined per the at- 
tached, but the majority of programs were 
accepted as recommended, 


MAY 18, 1981 


The General Fund Budget, as amended by 
the Council, totals $50,454,646. This 
a ag includes Federal Revenue Sharing 

nds, 


The City Council, by taking action on the 
budget on the third Monday in May, as re- 
quired by Charter, anticipates the state- 
wide vote on Proposal “A’? on Tuesday, 
May 19. The budget resolution provides an 
“either/or” alternative on the City property 
tax levy, depending on the outcome of the 
proposal ballot. 


If Proposal ‘‘A”’ is adopted by Michigan 
voters, then the City property tax rate will 
be 11.92 mills, of which 11.25 is for op- 
erating purposes and 0.67 is for debt ser- 
vice. The provisions of Proposal ‘tA’? would 
then provide a 50 percent reduction to 
homeowners on the operating portion of the 
millage. 


If Proposal “A” is defeated, the City tax 
rate will be 10.92 mills (10.25 operating and 
0.67 debt service). This represents a de- 
crease of 1.15 mills from the 80-81 fiscal 
year’s rate in order to offset increased 
property assessments. This action follows 
the Mayor’s recommendation, which the 
Council suggested on February 9, 1981. 


Attached to this letter are the budget 
resolution, a list of policy actions taken by 
the Council as part of the budget process 
(including changes to the Mayor’s recom- 
mendations), and a budget breakdown hy 
department or major activity. 


_ As has been said many times in our hear- 
ings, this level of appropriation represents 
a “continuation” budget, meaning most 
programs will continue at essentially the 
same level of service as the current year. 
The City Council sincerely hopes that Mich. 
igan’s economy will bounce back soon, and 
that the FY81-82 City budget will be suf- 
ficient to serve the needs of Lansing resi- 
dents in this difficult period.

In my Twelfth Annual Recommended 
Budget Message for Fiscal Year 1981-82, 
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date of March 23, 1981, I cautioned you 
to avoid the temptation to neglect overall 
implications and fiscal impacts of decisions 
on issues reviewed in isolation.” You were 
advised that a spending slow-down was 
necessary, because projections indicate that 
total expenditures will exceed total reve- 
nues, including cash balance, in 1983. 


In my appearance before the Elected Offi- 
eers Compensation Commission, date of 
March 24, 1981, I stated that NO SALARY 
INCREASES BE GRANTED TO ELECT- 
ED OFFICIALS. My Message—in part— 
was as follows: 


“You have before you the task of estab- 
lishing salary levels within your legally 
established jurisdiction, same being as 
follows: 


Members of City Council 
City Clerk 
Mayor 


Per the action of the Elected Officers 
Compensation Commission, date of Au- 
gust 15, 1979, all elected officers, above~ 
mentioned, received salary adjustments. 


Since that action, the City of Lansing 
finds itself in a different and less healthy 
financial position. Please note from the 
Mayor’s Budget Message, date of March 
23, which deals with the Recommended 
Budget for Fiscal Year 1981-82, that the 
theme is to slow-down the rate of growth 
of expenditures. I called for a ‘tighten- 
ing of the fiscal belt’, not funding 32 
positions, a moratorium on filling vacated 
positions throughout the upcoming fiscal 
year, and other austerity measures. In 
the future, labor negotiations will take 
place between the City of Lansing and 
all recognized labor groups—unlesg sal- 
ary, wage and fringe benefits are kept 
to the bare minimum, programs will have 
to be eliminated and some discharges in- 
stituted. The partial alternative will be 
a substantial property tax increase. 
These are difficult times. In short, the 
TIME IS NOW for the elected officers of 
the City to set an example, and hold the 
line. I urge you to do this in your 
recommendations. 


Presently, the salary of the Mayor is 
$41,279 annually, that of the City Clerk 
is $28,500, while each of the 8 Council 
Members receive $8,275. It is true that 
there are now 6 department heads whose 
annual compensation exceeds that of 
myself (see attached). Conversely, it is 
true that the Mayor is the Chief Execu- 
tive Officer of the City and I do work 
substantially more hours than do depart- 
ment heads. The major difference, how- 
ever, is that department heads are career 
employees and deserve to be so treated. 
However, in this time of constraint, I 
have grave reservations, regarding sched- 
uled salary adjustments due these depart- 
ment heads, this July 1. Same may be 
as low as two percent, 


Presently, the Mayor, City Clerk and

In addition, each Member of City Council 
receives a $500 annual expense account 
to use as he, or she, sees fit. 


Be advised that the costs to the City of 
fringes for the Mayor and City Clerk are 
substantially more than that for each 
Member of City Council. 


Further, both the Mayor and City Clerk 
are provided City vehicles, and with per- 
mission to use same not only for business, 
but, also, for personal use. One vehicle 
is, also, provided to Members of City 
Council. Truly, this means transporta- 
tion is a large fringe benefit, above the 
br Hines salary granted to each elected 
officer. 


The City Clerk ha sadvised of her inten- 
tions NOT to seek re-election. I oppose 
the thought that a newlly elected City 
Clerk should receive a salary higher than 
the out-going City Clerk, Such a matter 
could be dealt with in your next session 
two years hence. 


At this moment, I have not made a deci- 
sion of whether or not I will seek re- 
election. If I were to seek re-election, 
I would desire to have any salary ad- 
justment deferred for two years, espe- 
cially for the aforementioned reasons— 
if I were not to seek re-election, I cer- 
tainly would not want a salary adjust- 
ment made, for two years, especially 
when an incoming Mayor will require 
that amount of time to learn all the 
complications of law, Federal and State 
relationships, time schedules, etc. He, 
or she, should not be rewarded for just 
winning an election past. 
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In summary, I request your cooperation 
in leaving the salary levels for the Mayor, 
City Clerk and Members of City Council 
to remain, and untouched. The 33% in- 
crease in fringe benefits this present 
year, alone, is a sufficient adjustment.” 


The Elected Officers Compensation Com- 
mission accepted my plea for “no salary 
increases for elected officials.” 


In my Budget Recommendations, I did 
Not provide for hefty salary incraeses for 
the elected judges of District Court. How- 
ever, in your finalizing of the Budget for 
Fiscal Year 1981-82, you did provide a sub- 
stantial increase—AN INCREASE WHICH 
WILL GREATLY HELP THE 6 DISTRICT 
JUDGES BE AWARDED A TWENTY 
PERCENT PAY RAISE, WITHIN THE 6 
MONTH PERIOD OF JULY 1, 1981, 
THROUGH JANUARY 1, 1982, OR A 
RAISE OF $9,37911! 


For example, the current salary of the 
6 District Judges is $46,689 each, or a 
total of $280,134. You are now providing 
a salary jump of $5,174 for each of the 
judges, bringing the individual salaries 
up to $51,863. On top of this jump, each 
of the 6 judges is scheduled to receive 
another salary raise of $4,205, effective 
January 1, 1982, from the State of Michi- 
gan. The City and State raise of $9,379 
will increase the individual judge’s salaries 
from the present $46,689 to $56,068, This 
is absurd, and I deem it an irresponsible 
use of taxpayers’ dollars. 


Therefore, I place my Veto over that 
part of the Budget for Fiscal Year 1981-82, 
as approved by you, and I do so in ac- 
cordance with Section 3-305 of the Lansing 
City Charter.

Re: Claim of Mary Lau for $130.00 


Dear President Belen and 
Councilmembers: 


During the early morning hours of 
August 8, 1980, members of the Lansing 
Police Department responded to a shooting 
incident in the 3100 block of North Turner, 
in which multiple rifle shots were fired, 
resulting in personal injury and damage to 
property. Claimant was not involved in 
the incident, but was contacted on two 
separate occasions during the early morn- 
ing hours of August 8th, 1980, in reference 
to a bullet which became lodged in the 
corner of her house at 2901 North Turner 
as a result of that shooting incident. The 
Lansing Police requested permission to 
remove a corner post and two pieces of 
siding from this claimant’s home as evi- 
dence. After being assured by a member 
of the Lansing Police Department that she 
would be reimbursed by the City of Lan- 
sing for the removed portions of her house, 
_Mrs. Lau, who speaks broken English at 
best, gave the Lansing Police permission to 
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remove the corner post and two pieces of 
siding as evidence. The amount of this 
claim represents the replacement cost for 
those items. 


Municipalities are immune from tort lia- 
bility where the governmental agency is 
engaged in the exercise or discharge of a 
governmental function, MCLA 691.1407; 
MSA 3.996 (107). Generally, the opera- 
tions of a police department would be ac- 
corded the benefit of governmental im- 
munity. However, in the instant case, it 
is probable that the reimbursement assur- 
ances given this claimant by a member of 
the Lansing Police Department effectively 
removed this case from the aforementioned 
statute. It is well settled in Michigan that 
a municipality may be subject to the doc- 
trine of estoppel in certain situations. 
4 McQuillan, Municipal Corporation (3d 
ed) (12.175A, p. 15. One such situation is 
when a party acts to induce another to 
believe that certain facts exist and the 
other party rightfully relies and acts on 
such a belief to his detriment. Parker v 
Township of West Bloomfield 60 Mich App 
574; 232 NW and 678, (1975). 


Based on the facts presented with this 
ease, it is the opinion of this; office that 
this claim falls within the purview of the 
Parker case. It is therefore the recom- 
mendation of this office that this claim be 


allowed.

Dear President Belen and 
Councilmembers: 


The claimant requests reimbursement for 
the cost of a jacket destroyed as a result 
of battery acid spillage, which occured 
while this claimant was employed by the 
City of Lansing. Mr. Hawk, an employee 
of the Traffic and Parking Division of the 
Public Service Department, was working 
with batteries that operate traffic counters 
when a quantity of battery acid spilled on 
his jacket. 


Court decisions clearly indicate that a 
city lacks the authority to pay gratuities to 
its employees. See Cain v City of Flint, 
342 Mich 74 (1955). However, the courts 


) 
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have held that a municipality may reim- 
burse its employees for expenses incurred 
in fulfilling their bona fide duties as public 
employees, although a municipality is not 
legally obligated to do so. See Ware v 
Battle Creek, 201 Mich 468 (1918); Horton 
v Kalamazoo, 81 Mich App 78 (1978). 


Based on the facts presented, there does 
not appear to be any negligence or legal 
responsibility on behalf of the City for 
this loss. While the claimant incurred the 
loss while performing his duties as an 
employee of the City of Lansing, it should 
not be unexpected that employees acting 
in this claimant’s function might damage 
or destroy clothing apparel by mistakenly 
spilling acid. 


Even though the City is empowered to 
compensate this claimant for his clothing 
loss, it is clear from the aforementioned 
authorities that the City has no legal obli- 
gation to do so when the damage results 
from the act of the claimant. Therefore, 
from a strictly legal perspective, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this 
claim be denied,

City of Lansing since it was engaged in a 
service which was not ‘sui generius,”’ 
governmental, or of the essence of govern- 
ing, since the private sector also provides 
trash services.

I am concerned about the relative speed 
with which the Aurelius Road Sports Com- 
plex issue is proceeding. I am told the 
lease agreement between the City and the 
developer has been prepared and approved 
by the Administration, lacking only Council 
approval for the project to begin. As one 
Councilman, I intend to make sure that the 
following questions raised by myself, the 
Michigan D.N.R., the County Health De- 
partment, and the residents of the immedi- 
ate neighborhood have been answered to 
our satisfaction. 


1) I have not yet received a written re- 
sponse to my request for a survey of 
similar facilities around the country. 


2) Up through Friday, May 22, the Com- 
mittee on Public Properties and Safety 
has not reviewed the letters of concern 
about noise and traffic sent by two citi- 
zen committees working on the Master 
Plan revision for the southeast area, in 
which this property sits. 


The City Council has received no in- 
formation on how this sports complex 
will affect traffic in the immediate area, 
especially Aurelius Road, Jolly Road, 
and Miller Road. Updated traffic sur- 
veys are needed to determine the extent 
to which Aurelius Road must be im- 
proved south of Jolly, then funds must 
be appropriated and the work completed 
by the time the eight ballfields are ready 
for use in May 1982. I suggest these 
questions be answered by the Adminis- 
tration before we act on the lease.

4) No guarantee has been made to absolve 
the City of any liability if this project 
affects the clay cap on the landfill or 
in some way or results in contamination 
of ground water under the landfill. 


5) Why is the City’s consideration for 
long-term lease of this property only 
$1.00 per year? Other private firms 
that operate recreational concessions on 
City property pay a percentage of their 
gross income to the City. Why should 
this developer be allowed a long-term 
lease for the land, receive the assistance 
of Economie Development Corporation 
bonding and a tax abatement for work- 
ing capital and obtain a liquor license 
for his ballfields when this City Council 
has voted against liquor and beer in 
City ballparks, ali in exchange for the 
City’s revenue of $1.00 per year?

As you may be aware, some time ago 
Village Green Apartments and others initi- 
ated a class action lawsuit against the City 
of Lansing’s Board of Water & Light 
alleging that the electric rates charged 
them and similar apartment units for elec- 
trical services to commons areas should be 
no higher than the electrical rates charged 
to residential users. Since it was filed, this 
lawsuit has grown in complexity and in 
importance. It now appears that an ad- 
verse decision to the Board of Water & 
Light would result in substantial liability 
and would have a significant impact on the 
Board of Water & Light’s rate structure. 


Since the institution of this lawsuit, the 
Board of Water & Light has been repre- 
sented by Mr. Joseph Lavey. Although

I am aware of a communication received 
by you dated April 24, 1981, from Morris H. 
Stein, AIA President, Stein, Hinkle, Dawe 
and Associates, in regard to the selection 
of an architect for the 91 unit family hous- 
ing development currently being pursued by 
Lansing Housing Commission. In brief, the 
Commission received a number of inquiries 
in regard to this development from archi- 
tectural firms prior to the passage of the 
Council resolution on March 23, 1981, per- 
mitting the Commission to receive the pre- 
liminary loan enabling us to proceed. A 
majority of inquiries were received soon 
after the Commission received notice from 
HUD on May 9, 1980, of the units being 
awarded to the Commission. Of the in- 
quiries received from interested architec- 
tural firms, none was directed to the Com- 
mission from Stein, Hinkle, Dawe and As- 
sociates. The fact is that all during the 
period that this matter was before the 
Council and was reported to the Lansing 
area by the media, the Commission received 
no inquiry from any Lansing architectural 
firm. Stein, Hinkle, Dawe and Associates 
were requested to interview by the Direc- 
tor’s office and were interviewed by repre- 
sentatives of the Housing Commission. 


The Lansing Housing Commission inter- 
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viewed six firms and based on 4 number 

of indices (see attached) selected Korbuly/ 

pied Inc, Architects of South Bend, In- 
jana, 


Housing Commissioners have expressed 
concern that all through the process of 
going through City Council for the neces- 
sary approvals, no interest was exhibited 
by any local architectural firms in this 
development. 


On behalf of the Housing Commission, I 
would suggest that it is the business of the 
local firms to be abreast of developments 
under consideration locally and if truly 
interested, exhibit that interest so as to 
allow them to compete effectively with 
other firms. 


In closing, I would state that the Lansing 
Housing Commission certainly would en- 
courage local architectural firms to become 
actively interested in any future develop- 
ments we become involved in and pursue 
them. Certainly they will be given con- 
sideration in competition with other firms.

Exhibit No. 2 is a certified copy of an 
excerpt from the Lansing Planning Board 
minutes of April 21, 1981, in which mem- 
bers tentatively approve the ‘‘West of Bal- 
lard” project proposal, 


Exhibit No. 3 is background information 
of the proposed acquisition of properties in 
the “West of Ballard” project area. 


Exhibit No. 4 is a copy of the Resolution 
of the City Council setting June 9, 1981, as 
the date of the Public Hearing to consider 
the proposed plan amendment. 


Exhibit No. 5 is a certified copy of the 
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notice of Public Hearing that was pub- 
lished in the Lansing State Journal on 
May 17, 1981. 


Exhibit No. 6 is an affidavit affirming 
that notice of the Public Hearing was dis- 
tributed door-to-door in the district and 
development areas of Neighborhood De- 
velopment Area No. 3 on May 19, 1981. 


Exhibit No. 7 is an affidavit affirming 
that notice of the Public Hearing was 
mailed to residents in the district and de- 
velopment areas in Neighborhood Devyelop- 
ment Area No. 3 on May 18, 1981.) 


The project has several elements that 
have gradually led to this request for con- 
currence. Early in 1980 the Building De- 
partment began implementation of the 
Physical Development Plan for NDA No, 3 
Expansion Area by inspecting homes of 
people who had applied for rehabilitation 
funds through the Community Development 
Program. The inspectors began to find that 
houses on the west side of Ballard in the 
1400 and 1500 blocks showed evidence of 
severe foundation problems and other prob- 
lems associated with shifting soil conditions 
such as cracked walls and porches pulling 
away from the houses. Based on a Build- 
ing Department request, the Michigan Test- 
ing Engineers Inc. was commissioned to 
conduct soil borings on the east and west 
sides of Ballard and also in the 800 Block 
of McKinley. Their findings supported the 
findings of the Building Department in as 
much as they found the soil on the west 
side of Ballard to be inadequate to support 
the houses located on that portion of land 
in the 1400 and 1500 blocks. Based on their 
findings, further considerations were given 
to the structures at 1403, 1405, 1407, 1411, 
1413, 1417, 1601, 1505, 1516, 1517, and 1525 
Ballard. Page 18 of the Michigan Testing 
Report states in part that “The following 
areas are not considered feasible for re~ 
habilitation . . . 1408 and 1405 Ballard; 
1505 and 1507 Ballard; 1515 and 1517 Bal- 
lard.” Building Dpartment inspectors con- 
tinued to inspect houses in the area and 
recommended acquisition of 1405, 1411, 
1501, 1507, 1517, and 1525 due to physical 
condition of the structures. Based on this 
information, it is recommended that the 
eleven properties in the project area be 
acquired, the residents relocated, and the 
structures demolished.

I am greatly honored by City Council’s 
decision to name the proposed park in the 
Coachlight Commons area the “Gerald W. 
Graves Park” as part of the action for the 
City to accept that property from Republic 
Development Corporation, 


I must, however, request that City Coun- 
cil reconsider its entire action on this mat- 
ter inasmuch as Council’s haste to respond 
to the needs of the neighborhood residents 
has short-circuited certain procedural steps. 
In particular, I wish to point out to City 
Council that the property in question has 
delinquent property taxes from 1979 and 
1980, and combined with taxes estimated 
for 1981, it would cost the City an esti- 
mated $2,146 out-of-pocket to acquire this 
property, assuming possession no later than 
June 30, 1981 (see attachment). I have 
been advised that the back taxes could be 
eligible as an item from the Community 
Development Block Grant if closing occurs 
after July 1, 1981 and provided the City can 
resolve the entire eligibility matter of the 
$15,000 included in the Block Grant pro- 
gram to the satisfaction of the U. S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (see attached letter of June 2, 1981, 
page 2). 


In _addiiton, I wish to point out that 
Michigan state law requires that an Act 
285 Review be performed on acquisition or 
disposal of any publicly owned land. Since 
the offer of a specific property was only 
recently submitted by Republic Development 
Corporation, it has not been possible for 
an Act 285 Review to be initiated and sub- 
mitted for consideration of the Planning 
Board.

Claimants have filed a claim against the 
City of Lansing requesting reimbursement 
of $229.56 paid by them in order to pay 
the storm sewer special assessment made 
against property owned by the claimants 
and located at 1010 McCullough Street. 


The facts indicate that on February 23, 
1977, claimants signed an “Offer to Pur- 
chase” the real property located at 1010 Mc- 
Cullough Street by the City of Lansing. 
Paragraph 7 of the signed “Offer to Pur- 
chase” states that: 


“Seller will pay any expenses incurred to 

clear title to the property and will pay 
the cost of the documentary stamps for 
the deed.” 


Claimants were unable to furnish clear title 
to the City until July, 1977. In May, 1977, 
a special assessment for storm sewer im- 
provements in NDA-2 was levied by Lan- 
sing City Council, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 28 of the Lansing 
Code of Ordinances. On August 31, 1977, 
claimants conveyed title to the City by 
Warranty Deed. At the time of the closing, 
claimants signed a closing statement that 
clearly showed that the special assessment 
for sewer improvements in the amount of 
$229.56 was being paid by a deduction from 
the cash proceeds paid by the City to the 
claimants for the property. Above the 
claimants’ signature on the closing state- 
ment is the following paragraph: 


“We have examined the above statement 
and find it correct. This acknowledges 
that the above total sum has been dis- 
bursed as shown above with our approval 
and for our account and benefit in con- 
nection with this transaction.” (Empha- 
sis supplied). 


Based upon the above-stated facts, it is 
the opinion of this office that the City of 
Lansing has no legal liability to reimburse 
the claimants for the money spent by them 
in order to pay the storm sewer special as- 
sessment and deliver clear title to the City 
of Lansing as they had agreed to do and 
therefore, the claim should be denied.

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Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article 4, Section 4- 
804.7 of the Lansing City Charter this of- 
fice presents its recommendation regarding 
settlement of the above captioned matter 
by redeeming the City’s liability for the 
sum of Twenty Five Thousand Dollars 
($25,000.00). 


On October 18, 1977 Mr. Goodsell, while 
working for Vector Control, sustained seri- 
ous back injuries in an automobile accident, 
Subsequent thereto Mr. Goodsell was able to 
work on a periodic part time basis when- 
ever his back permitted him to do so. His 
position was eliminated July 1, 1980 as a 
result of budget cutbacks. The City con- 
tinues to voluntarily pay Mr. Goodsell his 
weekly workers disability compensation ben- 
efits in the amount of $182.00. As of June 
6, 1981 Mr. Goodsell received $20,409.82. 


As a result of his accident Mr. Goodsell 
has treated with several physicians includ- 
ing orthopedic and psychiatric specialists. 
All concurred that Mr. Goodsell suffered 
and continues to suffer physically and emo- 
tionally as a result of the automobile acci- 
dent and in all probability would not be 
able to return to the type of employment he 
was previously employed in by the City of 
Lansing. 


Mr. Goodsell is presently fifty years old 
and can expect to draw workers disability 
compensation at the weekly rate of $132.00 
(unless modified by legislation} until he 
reaches the age of sixty-five. Once he 
reaches the age of sixty-five his annual 
benefits will be reduced by 5% each year 
thereafter. Assuming his current status 
remains constant for the next ffiteen years 
and Mr. Goodsell continues to be disabled 
as a result of the accident, the City of Lan- 
sing will be obligated to pay $102,960.00. 


This office also wishes to point out that 
Mr. Goodsell received a duty disability pen- 
sion retirement in December of 1980. How- 
ever, the amount of his pension does not 
affect the amount of weekly benefits he is 
entitled to under the Act. Mr. Goodsell 
will continue to receive whatever medical 
assistance he needs as a rseult of his dis- 
ability retirement through the proceeds of 
that system. Currently Mr. Goodsell peri- 
odically treats with Dr. Murray Vinnick, 
a Lansing chiropractor. 


Although the redemption figure of Twen- 
ty-five Thousand Dollars represents a sig- 
nificant amount in view of previous re- 
demptions presented for your consideration, 
it is the recommendation of this office that 
this redemption be approved as being in the 
best interest of the City’s long range finan- 
cial obligations to Mr. Goodsell.

Vacancies of appointed members on the 
citizens’ district council occurring during 
the unexpired terms of office shall be filled 
by appointment of the mayor, Such ap- 
pointments shall be effective only upon con- 
firmation by city council. The citizens’ dis- 
trict council may recommend individuals to 
the mayor for appointment to fill any va- 
eancies existing on the citizens’ district 
council. The mayor shall consider all such 
recommendations before making his ap- 
pointments. Prior to making any appoint- 
ment to fill any expired or new term of 
office on the citizens’ district council, no- 
tices shall be distributed in the development 
and peripheral areas soliciting individuals 
to apply to the mayor's office for appoint- 
ment to fill such vacancies. Such_ notices 
shall be distributed at least thirty (30) days 
prior to making any such appointment and 
shall indicate the final date for applying 
to be considered for that appointment.

There shall be three (3) elected positions 
known as ‘alternates’ from which vacancies 
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in elected positions on the citizens district 
council shall be filled. Two (2) of the al- 
ternates shall be elected from the develop- 
ment area and one (1) alternate shall be 
elected from th peripheral area, Any va- 
cancy in an elected position on the citizens 
district council shall be filled by an alter- 
nate elected from the same area as the area 
in which the elected position vacancy exists. 
If the elected position vacancy is in the de- 
velopment area, the alternate elected from 
the developmnt area who has recived the 
higher number of votes in the election shall 
fill the vacancy. If a vacancy occurs in an 
elected position and there exists no alter- 
nate from the appropriate area to fill the 
vacancy, the elected position on the citizens 
district council shall remain vacant until 
the next election.

Section 1. That Chapter 86 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Mich- 
igan, be amended by revising Subsection 
$6-189.5 to read as follows: 


Sec. 36-189.5. Neighborhood District Area 
No. 4 Citizens’ District Council— 
Created; appointment of mem- 
bers; powers and duties. 


There shall be created a citizens’ district 
eouncil for Neighborhood District No. 4, 
pursuant to Act 344 of the Public Acts of 
1945, as amended by Act 189 of the Public 
Acts of 1968 and Act 173 of the Publie Acts 
of 1969 of the State of Michigan. The citi- 
zens’ district council shall consist of fif- 
teen (15) members with the combination of 
elected and appointed members as follows: 
Seven (7) members elected from the devel- 
opment area; three (3) members electd 
from th balance of the district area, ex- 
cluding the development area; and two (2) 
members appointed from the district area, 
excluding the development area. The term 
of office on the citizens’ district council 
shall be for three (3) years. 


The rights, duties and functions of the 
citizens’ district council shall be the same 
as set forth in Act 189 of the Public Acts 
of 1968 and Act 178 of the Public Acts of 
1969 of the State of Michigan, including 
other amendments to this act as they may 
affect those rights, duties and functions.

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There shall be three (8) elected positions 
known as ‘alternates’ from which vacancies 
in elected positions on the citizens district 
council shall be filled. Two (2) of the al- 
ternates shall be elected from the develop- 
ment area and one (1) alternate shall be 
elected from th peripheral area, Any va- 
cancy in an elected position on the citizens 
district council shall be filled by an alter- 
nate elected from the same area as the area 
in which the elected position vacancy exists. 
If the elected position vacancy is in the de- 
velopment area, the alternate elected from 
the deevlopment area who has received the 
higher numbr of votes in th eleection shall 
fill the vacancy. If a vacancy occurs jn an 
pee position and there exists no alter- 
nate from the appropriate area to fill the 
vacancy, the elected position on the citizens 
district council shall remain vacant until 
the next election. 


Any vacancy which occurs in an alternate 
position shall be filled by election only. 
The length of term for an alternate position 
shall be one (1) year. However, if an al- 
ternate during the course of the one (1) 
year term, fills an elected position vacancy 
on the citizens district council, the alternate 
shall fill the elected position vacancy for 
oe duration of the unexpired term of 
office. 


Whenever a citizens district council con- 
sists of eleven (11) members or less solely 
because of vacancies in elected positions, 
then a special election shall be held in order 
to fill the elected position vacancies for the 
duration of the unexpired terms of office. 
Notice of the special election shall be dis- 
tributed in the appropriate area(s) at least 
fifteen (15) days prior to the special elec- 
tion and shall indicate the time and location 
of the polling place. 


All vacancies occurring in appointed 
members positions on the citizens district 
council shall be filled by appointment by 
the mayor of the City of Lansing. The 
members of the citizens district council ap- 
pointed by the mayor of the City of Lansing 
shall be selected in a manner that insures 
that the citizens district council is, to the 
maximum extent possible, representative of 
the residents of the area and other persons 
with a demonstrable and substantial inter- 
est in the area. Such appointments shall 
be effective only upon confirmation by city 
council, The citizens council may recom- 
mend individuals to the mayor for appoint- 
ment to fill any vacancies existing in ap- 
pointed positions on the citizens district 
council, The mayor shall consider all such 
recommendations before making his ap- 
pointments. Whenever any two (2) or more 
members of the citizens district council 
have a substantially demonstrable interest 
rather than residency or property ownership 
in the development or peripheral area, than 
any subsequent appointee by the mayor 
shall be either a resident of or an owner 
of property in the development or periph- 
eral area, Prior to making any appoint-

Dear Council President and Members 
of City Council: 


On June 9, 1981, Neal Miller submitted 
a claim to the City for damages occurring 
to his vehicle as a result of a City garbage 
truck striking his vehicle while out at the 
Granger Landfill on West Grand River. 


Research by this office reveals that on 
May 11, 1981, Neal Miller’s 1973 pickup 
truck, which was being operated by Rod 
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West, was at the Granger Lanfill on West 
Grand River. Mr. Miller’s vehicle was 
stopped behind a City garbage truck when 
because of the muddy condition of the land- 
fill, the City garbage truck begin backing 
up. Rod West stated that it was not until 
the City garbage truck was nearly upon 
him did he realize that the garbage truck 
driver must not have seen his vehicle and 
was not going to stop before hitting Mil- 
ler’s pickup truck. The City driver stated 
that he looked at his outside mirrors before 
he began backing up but failed to see any 
vehicle behind him. However, the City 
driver stated that if a smaller vehicle is 
located directly behind the City garbage 
truck, he would not be able to observe it in 
the mirrors. Mr. Miller has informed this 
office that his vehicle is incured with AAA 
but he does not have any collision coverage 
on his vehicle. Mr. Miller has submitted a 
written estimate of $954.04 from a body 
shop as being the amount of damage which 
occurred to his vehicle. 


Although as a general rule a municipality 
is immune from tort liability during the 
performance of governmental functions, 
the State Legislature has carved out an 
exception to the above stated rule where 
property adamage occurs because of the 
negligent operation of a City vehicle by a 
City employee. MCLA 691.1405; MSA 
8.996 (105). However, under the Michigan 
No-Fault Law, the tort liability for prop- 
erty damage to a motor vehicle is limited to 
$400.00 less the amount covered by insur- 
ance. MCLA 500.3185(d); MSA 24.13135(d), 
The Michigan Supreme Court has deter- 
mined that since an experienced driver of 
large vehicles should be aware that the 
backing up of a large vehicle entails limita- 
tions on the view of the driver behind him, 
the driver of large vehicles should exercise 
increased vigilence before backing up. See 
Hopkins v Lake, 348 Mich 382, 88 NW2d 
262 (1957). 


Based upon the application of law to the 
above stated facts, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that Mr. Miller’s claim 
is valid but should only be allowed to the 
extent of $400.00.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE 
LANSING CODE OF ORDINANCES BY

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Section 1, The City Council hereby 
amends the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing by the addition of Chapter 27B 
to read as follows: 


Sec. 27B-1. Principal Shopping Center 
Special Assessments. 


The City Council shall have the power in 
accordance with the provisions of the City 
Charter and pursuant to Act No. 120 of 
the Public Acts of 1961 as may be here- 
after amended, to provide for the re- 
development of its downtown shopping area 
for the maintenance of public improve- 
ments and facilities in connection there- 
with and, where such redevelopment and/or 
maintenance especially benefit any property 
or properties within a district, the City 
Council shall have the power to determine, 
by resolution, that the whole or any part 
of the expense of such redevelopment or 
maintenance shall be defrayed by special 
assessment upon the real property in dis- 
tricts especially benefited, in proportion to 
the benefits derived or to be derived. 


Sec. 27B-2. Same—Initiation of Assess- 
ment. 


Initiation of public improvements or 
maintenance and special assessments there- 
for under this chapter may be by resolution 
of City Council. Such resolution shall set 
forth the extent, location and _ character 
of any desired improvements and/or main- 
tenance services to be provided and shall 
designate a district which shall contain all 
real property which the City Council deter- 
mines will be especially benefited by such 
improvements and/or maintenance. The 
district may be formed of territory not in- 
cluded on the immediately fronting streets 
or malls. In such case diagrams of the 
plats of such special assessment districts 
shall be recorded in the office of the Public 
Service Director. 


Sec, 27B-3. Same—Apportionment. 


Whenever the City Council determines 
that the whole or any part of the expense 
of any public improvement, maintenance or 
service is to be defrayed by special assess- 
ment upon the property especially menefited 
thereby, it shall after determining the esti- 
mated expense of such improvement, main- 
tenance or service, declare by resolution 
that all, or a specified portion of that ex- 
pense shall be assessed upon the properties 
contained in the assessment district. The 
cost and expenses of making estimates, 
plans and assessment incidental thereto 
may be included in the estimated expense 
of the assessment, 


Sec. 27B-4. Same—Assessing Costs. Re- 
turning Roll. 


Pursuant to the resolutions of the City 
Council establishing an assessment dis- 
trict, an estimated amount to be assessed 
and the proportion of the amount to be 
assessed, the City Assessor shall] make an 
assessment on all real property within the 
special assessment district. Such assessment 
shall] be in proportion to the especial bene- 
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fit of such improvements, services and 
maintenance to the real property assessed 
and may be made without reference to any 
improvements or buildings upon the land 
within the special assessment district. The 
assessor shall make out an assessment roll 
in which shall be entered the names of 
persons and the description of the property 
to be assessed to each person and parcel 
of property respectively. In the event any 
parcel of real property belongs to a non- 
resident or the owner or owners are un- 
known, the same shall be entered accord- 
ingly with the description of the parcel of 
property. The assessment roll shall be sub- 
scribed by the assessor and returned to 
City Couneil within two weeks or by such 
other time as City Council may designate by 
resolution, 


Sec. 27B-5. Same—Notice and Hearing. 


Upon return of the roll being made, the 
City Clerk shall cause notice of a con- 
firmation hearing on said roll to be given 
in aceordance with Section 28-17 of this 
code. A confirmation hearing shall then 
be held in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 28-18 of this Code. Confirma- 
tion of the special assessment roll shall 
require the affirmative vote of a majority 
of City Council unless written objection 
to the proposed special assessment has been 
filed by owners of property within the 
special assessment district which according 
to estimates will hear more than 50% of 
the amount of the special assessment, in 
which case the affirmative vote of 2/3 of 
the members of Lansing City Council is 
required. The special assessments, once 
confirmed by City Council, shall be final 
and conclusive. 


Sec, 27B-6. Same—Collection. 


Following the confirmation of a special 
assessment and roll, the Mayor shall im- 
mediately affix his warrant for the collec- 
tion of the assessment to the roll. The war- 
rant shall direct the City Treasurer to col- 
lect the assessment forthwith on the basis 
of the information provided him by the City 
Assessor. Such assessment and tax roll, 
with warrant attached, shall be delivered 
to the Treasurer immediately after the war- 
rant is attached to the roll. Such assess- 
ments shall be due and payable immediately 
upon receipt by the Treasurer of the assess- 
ment roll with mayoral warrant affixed. 
In the event such a special assessment 
against any parcel of real property is out- 
standing and has not been paid in full at 
the time the City collects property taxes, 
such special assessments shall be con- 
sidered delinquent and shall be placed upon 
the tax roll together with any accrued fees 
thereon to be collected in all respects as 
are City taxes and to be subject to such 
penalties and interest for late payment as 
are City taxes.

Sec. 27B-7. Same—Over or Under As- 
sessment. 


In the event the amount specially assessed 
and collected for the purpose of providing 
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maintenance and other services in the prin- 
cipal shopping center for a given time 
period proves insufficient, the City may in- 
clude the amount of such shortfall propor- 
tionately in its special assessments upon 
the same parcels of property for the same 
maintenance and services for the next suc- 
ceeding time period or, in the event the 
amount specially assessed and collected 
exceeds the actual expense of providing the 
maintenance and services during the time 
period for which it was assessed, the excess 
shall be credited against the amounts to be 
specially assessed for the same maintenance 
and services upon the same properties for

I am in receipt of the City Council policy 
adopted last Monday, June 29, 1981, re- 
garding use of City-owned vehicles. I wish 
to bring to City Council’s attention that an 
error appears to exist in the resolution 
when compared to my understanding of 
City Council’s intention on this subject. 
‘The resolution reads, “BE IT FURTHER 
RESOLVED, that no automobile shall be 
provided on an ongoing daily basis unless 
one of the following exists: A. The total 
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automobile costs divided by the annual work 
miles exceeds the current City mileage re- 
imbursement rate.” Given that language, 
every vehicle now individually assigned 
would continue to be individually assigned, 
as the City cost of each vehicle exceeds the 
present reimbursement rate for personal 
mileage. I would ask Council that correc- 
tive action be taken in this regard as it is 
intended so that this policy may be properly 
implemented. 


Given Council’s intention as I understand 
it, and assuming your timely action on the 
above correction, I have directed my staff 
to prepare administrative rules which may 
be implemented by the end of August. Con- 
current with that will be requests for trans- 
fers of funds to the appropriate accounts 
for your action, 


I have additionally directed the Personnel 
Department to immediately notify the 
unions of your policy as requested in the 
seralutins and to handle posting of the 
policy. 


It is my hope that City Council under- 
stands the considerable effort which will be 
required to implement this policy in light 
of the savings to be achieved. I strongly 
question whether the $40,000 figure ban- 
tered about by City Council is a realistic 
projection of savings which may result from 
this matter. I question the ability of the 
City to effect a wholesale reduction of ve- 
hicles without causing difficulty with pres- 
ent labor contracts. I continue to be con- 
cerned about the liability aspects for the 
City on the increased uses of personal ve- 
hicles for City business. Nevertheless it is 
my intention that this policy, having been 
adopted, will be implemented as effectively 
as possible.

On April 29, 1981, claimant contacted 
the Lansing Fire Departmnt for ambulance 
assistance. Mercy Ambulance was sent in- 
stead of a City ambulance when the dis- 
patcher construed the call as a non- 
emergency request for assistance. 
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Lansing City Charter, Article IV, Chap- 
ter 3, §4-303.5 provides: 


“The department shall maintain and 
operate such ambulance, inhalator, and 
other life saving and emergency services 
as the welfare of the inhabitants of the 
city may require and as the council may 
direct.” 


Based on the foregoing charter provision, 
it is clear that the City is responsible for 
providing ambulance services to residents 
of the city in emergency situations. This 
elaimant’s physician, Dr. David Rovner, 
M.D., has advised this office that this 
claimant was accutely ill at the time with 
water intoxication as a result of an in- 
appropriate secretion of antidiuretic hor- 
mone. Dr. Rovner adds that, in his judg- 
ment, it was a true emergency and it was 
his suggestion of immediate hospitalization 
on an emergency basis which precipitated 
the call to the Lansing Fire Department 
for ambulance assistance. 


Based on the fact that this claimant’s 
request for ambulance assistance was, in 
all probability, an emergency situation, it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be allowed.

The Board of Water and Light (BWL) 
current bare steam rate schedule was 
adopted November 14, 1979, and became 
effective December 1, 1979. This rate does 
not, due to the impact of inflation that has 
occurred since its adoption, provide suffi- 
cient funds to (a) cover operating expenses 
and (b) provide funds for normal system 
betterment, 


A $535,618 revenue deficiency is projected 
for Fiscal Year 1982 under the current rate 
schedule. To offset this projected revenue 
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deficiency, the Board has under considera- 
tion a new steam rate schedule and revised 
Rules and Regulations applicable to Central 
Steam District users. A public hearing is 
scheduled to be held on Tuesday, August 
18, 1981, at 7:00 p.m. in the BWL office 
building, 128 W. Ottawa Street, Lansing, 
Michigan to provide for public input in 
this matter. 


The proposed new steam rate applied to 
Fiscal 1982 projected sales will produce an 
additional $535,618 of billed revenue. This 
equates to an overall 16.62% steam rate 
increase based on May 1981 fuel cost and is 
the minimum deemed necessary to maintain 
a fiscally sound Central Steam District 
operation. Following is a brief explanation 


Attachment 1 shows the projections of 
revenue, expenditures, net income, and 
revenue deficiency for Fiscal Year 1982 un- 
der the existing and proposed steam rates. 


Attachment 2 is the Finance Committee 
Report regarding new steam rates and re- 
vised Rules and Regulations. This com- 
mittee report was adopted by the Board 
at its June 80, 1981 meeting. Attached to 
the Finance Committee Report are the pro- 
posed new steam rates and Rules and Regu- 
lations.

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Several months ago, I advised City Coun- 
cil with the risks which might develop 
from acceptance of the North Lansing 
Facade Restoration grant from the Michi- 
gan History Division. I regret that I must 
now bring to your attention that that due 
to the high costs on the seven privately- 
owned properties included in this program, 
that there are not sufficient funds available 
for the facade restoration of the City’s 
North Lansing Comfort Station. 


The architect’s estimate of Comfort Sta- 
tion restoration, which was developed in 
April 1980, was $20,000. The funds re- 
maining in the grant following the City’s 
85% share on the private properties is 
only $5,518. Although the Michigan His- 
tory Division verbally informed the City 
last fall that the Comfort Station could be 
deleted if funds run short, the History 
Division refused to write the grant agree- 
ment with that provision. Hence, the City 
now finds that it cannot respond to the 
legal, written commitment it has on the 
grant. 


This does not influence the interior of the 
Comfort Station, which will be renovated 
with $45,021 from the U, S. Economic De- 
velopment Administration from the 1977 
Local Public Works grant. That work is 
to be done under a separate bid. 


The facade work may, however, be in- 
fluenced by the lease entered into at City 
Council’s direction between the City and 
the North Lansing Community Association 
for the Comfort Station. The pertinent 
portion of the lease is attached for review. 


City Council should also recognize that 
no funds are available for contingencies 
which might arise on any of the privately- 
owned structures. It would be extremely 
unusual for restoration work to be done 
on such old buildings without discovering 
unique conditions which would necessitate 
additional work (and additional cost) to 
make proper repairs, 


City Council’s direction is requested as 
to whether the Comfort Station should be 
deleted from the grant, assuming that is 
approved by the Michigan History Division, 
or what alternative should be taken with 
respect to this property. With the tight 
time frame remaining on this grant, your 
prompt attention is requested.

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We have, for several months, delayed the 
Lansing, Michigan 48933 
auction of immovable items from Alex’s 
Restaurant, one of the facilities acquired 
as part of the proposed Convention Center 
site, because of the unclear status of the 
Urban Development Action Grant (UDAG) 
required to complete the project. Initially 
it was assumed that the final work on the 
grant would be completed prior to June 1, 
1981, and when that date passed I was 
advised that the grant work would be com- 
pleted prior to July 1, 1981. We have passed 
the second target date and still no final 
decision is in sight. As a result, the un- 
occupied facilities on the Convention Cen- 
ter site are deteriorating and losing value. 
In addition, the City is compelled to insure 
the facilities to protect against even 
greater loss, 


The Administrative Services Director and 
the Property Manager have informed me 
that a sixty (60) day period will be re- 
quired to conduct an auction of immovable 
fixtures in accordance with applicable Fed- 
eral regulations. They have expressed con- 
cern that should the UDAG grant be 
awarded in the fall, even the early fall, 
there would be tremendous pressure to 
demolish the buildings on the site and that 
there would not be sufficient time to con- 
duct the auction nor to recover valuable 
salvage. Such an occurrence would result 
in an estimated additional loss of $30,000 
in auction proceeds. 


Since the auction of immovable fixtures 
from Alex’s Restaurant would eliminate 
any future marketability of the property 
as anything other than vacant land and 
since it is still not certain that the UDAG 
grant will be forthcoming, I am requesting 
your policy guidance in this matter. 


Does the City Council wish the adminis- 
tration to: 


(1) Proceed with the auction of immov- 
aie jfxtures at the earliest possible 
ate? 


(2) Proceed with the auction of immov- 
able fixtures at the earliest possible 
date and proceed with demolition of 
the facilities following the auction? 


(3) Await receipt of the UDAG grant 
before any action is undertaken? 


In the first instance the City would 
benefit by the auction proceeds and salvage, 
but the facilities would remain as a liabil- 
ity due to the cost to insure them against 
loss and personal injury. In the second 
instance the City would benefit by the 
auction proceeds and salvage, the liability 
of the buildings would be eliminated, but 
the monies appropriated from the general 
fund for demolition would be expended 
with no assurance that the UDAG grant 
will be awarded to the City. The third 
option would result in continued deteriora- 
tion of the facilities, continued insurance 
costs, and possible loss of the auction pro- 
ceeds and salvage value, but retention of 
funds appropriated for demolition until the 
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UDAG grant is actually in hand. 


Due to the nature of the problem, if 
option (1) or (2) is preferred, it would be 
to the City’s advantage to act quickly in 
order to conduct the auction in warm 
weather and/or avoid additional costs asso- 
ciated with demolition during the winter 
months. For this reason I request your 
guidance at the earliest possible date.

At the Committee of the Whole session 
of Thursday, June 18, 1981, the matter/of 
the City’s participation in the Bogus 
Swamp drain, which runs through the 
Waverly Golf Course, was referred to the 
Council’s Ways and Means Committee. 
Lansing Township seeks $60,908 for the 
City of Lansing’s share, plus interest. 


After that meeting, Council President 
Lucile Belen was quoted in the State Jour- 
nal as saying that the City of Lansing 
has a “moral obligation” to pay this bill- 
ing, acknowledging that the City Council 
“intended’ 'to pay the City’s share. 


However, I am not able to find any evi- 
dence that the City of Lansing was ever 
obligated, legally or morally, to financially 
participate in this drain projevt, The City 
did agree to allow construction of the drain 
through the golf course by providing an 
easement at no cost to the Township, thus 
reducing the cost of construction by many 
thousands of dollars. 


I wish to use a brief chronology to ex- 
plain why the City of Lansing should not 
pay any portion of the costs of this project. 


December 19, 1977—By a 6-1 vote (Blair 
no, Brenke absent) the City Council agreed 
to the petition (Attachment 1) for the 
Bogus Swamp drain, which includes a 
small portion of property within the City 
of Lansing totally occupied by the Michi- 
gan Department of Transportion. State 
law provides that the MDOT can pay for 
portions of drainage districts benefiting 
state highways, so the subsequent notice 
of hearing of apportionment of cost (At- 
tachment 2) dated September 18, 1978, indi- 
cated the City’s benefits to the public health 
at 0% of the total cost. Hence, the Town- 
ship recognized that the City had no cost 
for property within the City limits. 
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September 22, 1978—Parks Director 
Douglas Finley advised the Ingham County 
Drain Commissioner (Attachment 8) that 
no easement had been requested over the 
golf course, and wrote “it seems practical 
that we should be able to establish an 
agreement which will not require any form 
of a cash contribution from the City of 
City of Lansing.” 


February 27, 1979--Township Attorney 
Patrick J. Berardo writes in a letter to 
City Attorney Stephen Sawyer “the only 
way in which funds could be obtained by 
the City . .. is by consent to assessment 
and acceptance of assessments by the City 
Council.” (Attachment 4). 


February 28, | 1979—City Atlorney 
Stephen Sawyer advised the City uncil 
by opinion that “the City of Lansing is 
exempt from any special assessments levied 
upon the Waverly Golf Course by Lansing 
Township for the Bogus Swamp Drain.” 
(Attachment 5). 


March 1, 1979—Parks Dirctor Douglas 
Finley by memo (Attachment 5) said, “The 
benefits to Lansing in the form of storm 
sewer and water run off are not significant 
but theoretically exist because of our loca- 
tion within the Bogus Swamp Drain re- 
gion.” The memo does acknowledge an 
improvement to the pond on the course. 


March 5, 1979—City Council approved 
the easement through the golf course at 
no cost to the Township. (Attachment 7). 


February 8, 1980—Township Attorney 
Berardo writes to formally request partici- 
pation of the City of Lansing in the cost 
of this project (Attachment 8). Included 
was a proposed resolution indicating no 
responsibility on the City’s part and sug- 
gesting a “contribution”? from the City. 


May 6, 1981—-Township Attorney Berardo 
writes to Mayor Graves requesting that a 
proposed resolution be placed on the City 
Council agenda (Attachment 9) identical 
to the resolution requested some 15 months 
earlier. The contribution would be in lieu 
of special assessment, the letter indicates. 


The correspondence very clearly indicates 
that the City of Lansing is not legally 
obligated for an assessment, and that the 
Township did not request any voluntary 
or contractual commitment from the City 
until after construction was complete. Fur- 
ther, the Township recognized that no bene- 
fits were derived by the City as a whole 
since all affected property in the City was 
occupied by the Michigan Department of 
Transportation, 


The City of Lansing did appropriate 
$10,000 in Fiscal Year 1979 and $40,000 in 
Fiscal Year 1980 to the Bogus Swamp ac- 
count, but not with any legal or moral 
obligation to spend those funds. In the 
new fiscal year, $10,000 of these funds 
were reappropriated to other county drain 
projects and the balance of funds lapsed 
on July 1, 1981. Hence, any “contribution” 
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by the City must come from a new appro- 
priation which I strongly oppose in light 
of the City’s present economic circum- 
stances. 


I trust this clarifies this matter and pro- 
vides ample reason for City Council to 
respectfully deny this request,

I have reviewed the report of the In- 
ternal Auditor on the Personnel Directors 
Request for Funds for Outside Iegal] Ser- 
vices pursuant to Article 4, Section 4-102.6 
of the Lansing City Charter. I have also 
re-examined the procedures and _ policies 
relative to expenditures, legal services and 
ineurring expenses as requested in your 
resolution of June 9, 1981. 


As I had staff inform you when the re- 
quest for a transfer of funds was originally 
presented to the Committee on Ways and 
Means, it is my conclusion that the need 
for this transfer resulted from a failure 
to comply with the requirements of my 
Executive Order No. 2 (see attached) and 
with the requirements of your policy on 
professional services adopted March 3, 
1980. I have conducted an extensive ad- 
ministrative investigation into this matter 
and find that the policies and procedures 
are clear and adequate to avert such prob- 
lems, However, like any pclicy or pro- 
cedure, they cannot achieve their intended 
purpose if they are ignored by a depart- 
ment. Further, I believe that both the 
policies and procedures meet the require- 
ments of P.A. 621. 


Since the policies and procedurs are 
clear-cut and adequate, I find the problem 
to be one caused by action and inaction of 
the Personnel Director. I will provide you 
with a copy of my communication regard- 
ing disciplinary action taken against the 
Personnel Director in one week, 


I feel that it is extremely unfortunate 
that this occurred and have taken every 
action within my power to rectify the 
problem and prevent it from reoccurririg. 


Regarding the matter dealing with the

Clerk, you have already been advised that 
same has been corrected.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1, That Chapter 27 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, is hereby amended by adding a 
new Section 59 to read as follows: 


Sec. 59. License Requirements, Drain 
and Sewer Layers, Sewer Cleaners. 


No person, except Master Plumbers li- 
censed by the State of Michigan who regis- 
ter their license with the City of Lansing, 
shall for hire lay any sewer or drain, clean 
any sewer ,make any alterations or repairs 
on any existing sewer, tap or make con- 
nection with any public sewer or identify 
themselves as “drain or sewer layers” or 
“sewer cleaners’ within the City of Lan- 
sing unless such person makes application 
to the City of Lansing Public Service De- 
partment and is l.censed and insured in 
accordance with the provisions of this sec- 
tion. 


A. Drain and Sewer Layers. 


1. Examination Required. Every person 
must successfully complete a written exami- 
nation before a_ license shall be issued. 
Each applicant shall include, with the ap- 
plication, sufficient proof as determined by 
the City of Lansing Plumbing Board of a 
minimum of 4000 hours of practical work 
experience under the supervision of a con- 
tractor performing the work of a Drain 
and Sewer Layer. The Plumbing Board 
may require that an applicant furnish a 
notarized statement from a present or 
former employer indicating that the appli- 
cant possesses the requisite practical work 
experience. Practical work experience is 
deemed to be the on-job use of appropriate 
conventional tools and machines to physi- 
cally perform the work, all or in part, of 
installing, field fabrication and assembling, 
fitting and adapting, of materials necessary 
for making drain or sewer installations. 
Upon verification and approval of the ap- 
plicant’s work experience by the City Chief 
Plumbing Inspector and/or the City Engi- 
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neer, a written examination shall be ad- 
ministered by the Plumbing Board on the 
next scheduled examination date. A mini- 
mum score of seventy (70%) percent is re- 
quired for passage. Persons unsuccessfully 
scoring in the examination shall be per- 
mitted to retake the examination with such 
additional attempts being permitted only 
after a waiting period of six (6) months 
after having last taken the examination. 


2, Liability Insurance. Every person, 
firm, or corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of installing sewers and drains in 
accordance with the provisions as set forth 
in this sectoin ghall file with the City Clerk 
proof of a public liability insurance policy 
insuring said person, firm, or corporation 
against any liability imposed upon such 
person, firm, or corporation arising out of 
the performance of such work. Such policy 
shall provide for the payment of up to One 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) 
in the event of injury to or death of any 
one (1) person and for payment of up to 
Three Hundred Thousand Dollars ($300,- 
000.00) in the event of injury to or death 
of more than one (1) person and for the 
payment of up to One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($100,000.00) for property damage. 
Such policy shall carry the City of Lansing 
as an additional insured and shall bear an 
endorsement to the effect that the insurance 
company shall notify the City Clerk a mini- 
mum of twenty (20) days prior to the can- 
cellation or expiration of such policy. 


8. License Issuance. The Public Service 
Department shall process all license appli- 
cations and upon compliance with the pro- 
visions in this section the City Clerk shall 
issue the proper lisence to the applicant. 
All licenses shall be filed with the City 
Clerk and accompanied by a certificate of 
liabiilty insurance and the appropriate 
license fee, All licenses shall expire on 
April 30 of each year. Renewal applica- 
tions submitted in excess of two (2) years 
after expiration of a valid license shal] be 
treated as new applications. The following 
fees shall be charged for all licenses as 
ealled for by this section.

4, License Revocation/Non-renewal. The 
Plumbing Board may, after consultation 
with the Public Service Department and 
the City Attorney and a hearing conducted 
pursuant to this section, recommend to the 
City Council that a license issued purswint 
to this section be revoked for violation of 
Chapter 27 of the Lansing City Code by 
the Licensee or its agents or employees. 
Prior to such recommendation, the Plumb- 
ing Board shall serve notice in writing on 
the holder of the license of the time, date, 
and place of the hearing. The notice shall 
be served upon said licensee a minimum of 
ten (10) days before the scheduled hearing 
and shall contain a reasonably definite 
statement of the section of Chapter 27 of 
the Lansing City Code alleged to have been 
violated. The notice shall inform said 
licensee that he may appear in person with 
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or without counsel, or through a represen- 
tative of his choice, may produce witnesses 
on his own behalf and shall have the right 
to cross-examine witnesses who testify 
against him. Any hearing conducted by 
the Plumbing Board pursuant to this sec- 
tion shall include a full consideration of 
the issues involved and a determination of 
facts on the basis of evidence presented. 
If, after a proper hearing, the Plumbing 
Board determines that a license should be 
revoked, it shall, within five (5) days, 
notify the City Council in writing of their 
findings with a recommendation that the 
license be revoked, 


B. Sewer Cleaners. 


1. Experience Required. Each applicant 
shall include, with the application, suffi- 
cient proof as determined by the City of 
Lansing Public Service Department that 
the applicant has had at least one (1) year 
of practical experience as a sewer cleaner 
under the supervision of a person engaged 
in the work of a sewer cleaner and is 
knowledgeable in the operation of all equip- 
ment necessary to accomplish a satisfactory 
cleaning job. The Public Service Depart- 
ment may require an applicant to furnish 
a notarized statement from a present or 
former employer indicating that the appli- 
cant possesses the requisite knowledge and 
practical work experience. 


2. Surety Bond or Liability Insurance. 
Every person, firm, or corporation engaged 
in the business of cleaning sewers in ac- 
cordance with the provisions as set forth 
in this section shall file with the City Clerk 
proof of one of the following: 


A. A surety bond, issued by a corporate 
bonding company authorized to do business 
in the state, in the penal sum of twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000.00), conditioned 
upon the licensee's faithful compliance with 
the laws and ordinances of the city govern- 
ing sewer cleaners. Such bond shal] bear 
an endorsement to the effect that the _cor- 
porate company shall notify the City Clerk 
a minimum of twenty (20) days prior to 
the cancellation of or expiration of such 
surety bond. 


B. A public liability insurance policy 
insuring said licensee against any liability 
imposed upon said licensee which arises out 
of the performance of such work. Such 
policy shall provide for the payment of up 
to Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) in 
the event of injury to or death of any one 
(1) person and for the payment of up to 
Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00) in 
the event of injury to or death of more 
than one (1) person and for the payment 
of up to Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) 
for property damage. Such policy shall 
carry the City of Lansing as an additional 
insured and shall bear an endorsement to 
the effect that the insurance company shall 
notify the City Clerk a minimum of twenty 
(20) days prior to the cancellation or ex- 
piration of such policy. 


8. License Issuance, The Public Service 
Department shall process ajl license appli- 
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cations and upon compliance with the pro- 
visions in this section the City Clerk shall 
issue the proper license to the applicant. 
All licenses shall be -filed with the City 
Clerk and accompanied by a surety bond 
or a certificate of liability insurance and 
the appropriate license fee, All licenses 
shall expire on April 30 of each year. Re- 
newal applications submitted in excess of 
two (2) years after expiration of a valid 
license shall be treated as new applications. 
The following fees shall be charged for all 
licenses as called for by this section.

4. Equipment Removal. Sewer cleaners 
shall take all reasonable steps to remove 
their cable and other equipment from 
drains, pipes, and sewers in the event of 
breakage. 


5. License Revocation/Non-renewal. The 
Public Service Director may, after consul- 
tation with the City Attorney and a hear- 
ing conducted pursuant to this section, 
recommend to the City Council that a 
license issued pursuant to this section be 
yevoked for violation of Chapter 27 of the 
Lansing City Code by the licensee or its 
agents or employees, Prior to such recom- 
mendation, the Public Service Director shall 
serve notice in writing on the holder df 
the license of the time, date, and place of 
the hearing. The notice shall be served 
upon said licensee a minimum of ten (10) 
days before the scheduled hearing and 
shall contain a reasonably definite state- 
ment of the section of Chapter 27 of the 
Lansing City Code alleged to have been 
violated. The notice shall inform said 
licensee that he may appear in person 
with or without counsel, or through a rep- 
resentative of his choice, may produce 
witnesses on his own behalf and shall have 
the right to cross-examine witnesses who 
testify against him.

If, after a proper 
hearing, the Public Service Director deter- 
mines that a license should be revoked, he 
shall, within five (5) days, notify the City 
Council in writing of his findings with a 
recommendation that the license be revoked. 


C. Any license issued to a drain and 
sewer layer or sewer cleaner prior to the 
effective date of his ordinance shall remain 
in full force and effect subject to the pro- 
visions of this chapter then existing until 
such time as the license shall expire.

CHAPTER 35 
Lansing Weights and Measures Ordinance 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT CHAPTER 35 OF THE CODE OF 
ORDINANCES, CITY OF LANSING, 
MICHIGAN, BE AMENDED BY ADDING 
SECTIONS 35-1 THROUGH 35-9. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


That Sections 35-1 through 35-9 of the 
Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be adopted to read as follows: 


SECTION 35-1. LANSING WEIGHTS 
AND MEASURES ORDINANCE 


This Chapter together with Act No. 288, 
Public Acts of 1964, as amended, adopted 
hereby, shall hereinafter be known as the 
“Lansing Weights and Measures Ordi- 
nance.” 


SECTION 35-2. ADOPTION OF 
STATE ACT 


That certain documents or booklet ac- 
companying this chapter, an official copy 
of which is onfile in the office of the City 
Clerk of the City of Lansing being marked 
and designated as the “Weights and Meas- 
ures Act of 1964’ (Act No. 288, P.A. of 
1964, as amended) igs hereby adopted. 
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This act to regulate and provide stand- 
ards for Weights and Measures, and the 
packaging and advertising of certain tom- 
modities, to provide for a Sealer of Weights 
and Measures and other inspectors of 
weights and Measures as may be required 
to provide a fee system for certain inspec- 
tions and tests; to provide penalties for 
fraud and deception in the use of false 
weights and measures and other violatoins. 


SECTION 35-3. CREATION OF SEALER 

OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES DIVI- 

SION WITHIN THE DEPARTMENT OF 

BUILDING SAFETY AND DEVELOP- 
MENT AS FOLLOWS 


Sealer of Weights and Measures Division 
created. There is hereby created within 
the Department of Building Safety and 
Development a Sealer of Weights and 
Measures Division which shall be under the 
administration and operational control of 
the Director of Building Safety and De- 
velopment. The Division shall consist of 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures and 
such other employees as may be necessary 
to carry out the work of the Division. They 
shal] perform such duties as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Director of Building Safety 
and Development and shall devote their 
entire time to the work of the Department. 


SECTION 35-4. FILLING STATION 
LICENSE REQUIRED 


No person, firm, or corporation shall es- 
tablish or maintain a filling station in the 
City unless he is the holder of a_ license 
issued therefore as herein provided. 


(a) Filling station shall mean and in- 
clude any place at which motor fuel is sold 
or offered for sale in the City. 


(b) Motor Fuel and Gasoline shall each 
be construed to mean and include any liquid 
advertised, offered for sale ,sold or de- 
livered for use in generating power for the 
propulsion of motor vehicles along and 
upon the highways of this state. 


(c) Application, approval; issuance. Ap- 
plication for such license shall be made 
upon a form prescribed by the sealer of 
weights and measures and filed with the 
City Clerk and there shall accompany each 
application the fee therefore. There shall 
be stated upon such application the loca- 
tion of the filling station and the number 
and capacity of the tanks and gasoline dis- 
pensing units located or maintained in con- 
nection therewith. Each gasoline filling 
station and all signs maintained in con- 
nection therewith or advertising gasoline 
for sale at such gasoline filling stations 
shall comply with the provisions of all ordi- 
nances of the City. The sealer of weights 
and measures shall investigate and deter- 
mine whether or not the provisions of such 
ordinances are complied with, and if so, 
endorse upon such application his approval 
of the issuance of such license. No license 
shall be issued until the approval of the 
sealer of weights and measures has been 
endorsed upon such application. 


— 
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(d) Fees, expiration date, transfer, re- 
vocation, displaying. The fee for such 
license shall be five dollars for each dis- 
pensing unit located or maintained in con- 
nection with the station, with a minimum 
fee of twenty dollars per station, Al] mul- 
tiple pumps shall be fifteen dollars per 
pump. Every license so issued shall auto- 
matically expire on the thirtieth day of 
April, next following. It shall be unlawful 
for any owner lessse or person to sell or 
offer for sale any motor fuel as herein de- 
fined unless a license is issued as herein 
provided and is umrevoked. This license 
may be issued to company, owner or lessee 
operated stations and is not transferable. 
The license issued shall be conspicuously 
displayed in such gasoline filling station 
during the time it remains in force. 


SECTION 35-5. WATER AND SLUDGE 
IN TANKS 


Tt shall be a violation of this chapter to 
allow such an accumulation of water or 
sludge in the bottom of station tanks in 
which inflammable liquids are stored for 
sale either at wholesale or retail to the 
extent that such liquids when drawn by 
the pump or other device shall be con- 
taminated by such water or sludge, 


SECTION 35-6. VEHICLE TANK METER 
REQUIREMENT 


Meters installed on vehicle tanks shall 
conform to all applicable requirements of 
this chapter and shall be equipped with 
an approved print-ticket devise, 


SECTION 35-7. VEHICLE TANKS—USE 
FOR MOTOR FUEL, FUEL OIL OR DRY 
CLEANING FLUID; LICENSE 


No vehicle tank shall be used for the 
purpose of delivery of either motor fuel, 
fuel oil or dry cleaning fluid, either to re- 
tailers or to consumers in the city unless 
the owner thereof is the holder of an un- 
expired and unrevoked license or a tem- 
porary permit issued therefor in accordance 
with the terms of this article. Application 
for such license shall be filed with the city 
clerk upon a form to be prescribed by the 
sealer of weights and measures and there 
shall accompany each application the fee 
therefor. ‘The fee for the license issued for 
any vehicle shall be twenty dollars. No 
such license shal] be issued until the appli- 
cation therefor has been approved by the 
sealer of weights and measures. Every 
license so issued shall automatically expire 
on the thirtieth day of April, next fol- 
lowing. 


The applicant shall cause such vehicle 
tank to be produced at such place as may 
be designated by the sealer of weights and 
measures and adequate opportunity afforded 
him for testing the same in the manner 
herein provided prior to the issuance of 
such license and at such other times as he 
may indicate. In the event that such 
vehicle tank is in any way damaged or 
involved in any accident, the same shall 
not be used for further measuring or de- 
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livering of motor fuel, fuel oil, or dry 
cleaning fluid until same has again been 
inspected and approved by the sealer of 
weights and measures. In the event that 
any vehicle tank for which a license is 
issued hereunder and remains unexpired 
and unrevoked cannot be operated for any 
reason, the sealer of weights and measures 
may issue without fee therefor a permit 
authorizing the use and operation of an- 
other vehicle tank which complies with the 
qualifications and requirements of this 
article for a period not to exceed ten days. 


The license issued shall be carried in the 
vehicle at all times while it remains in 
force and shall be displayed to any person 
for examination upon request. At the time 
of issuing such license the city clerk shall 
also issue to the holder thereof a suitable 
plate in form as prescribed by the sealer 
of weights and measures for fastening upon 
such vehicle tank adjacent to the rear 
vehicle license plate, No such plate shall 
be affixed to or displayed upon a_ vehicle 
tank, the owner of which is not then the 
holder of an unexpired and unrevoked li- 
cense covering such tank. In the event of 
the violation of this provision, both the 
owner and operator of such unlicensed 
vehicle tank shall be deemed guilty of a 
violation of this article. 


SECTION 35-8. LICENSE REVOCATION/ 
NON-RENEWAL 


The Director of Building Safety and 
Development may, after a hearing con- 
ducted pursuant to this section, recommend 
to the city council that a license issued 
pursuant to this chapter be revoked or not 
renewed for violation of any provision of 
this chapter by a licensee or its agents or 
employees. A minimum of ten (10) days 
before said hearing, the Director of Build- 
ing Safety and Development shall serve 
notice in writing to the holder of the 
license of the time, date and place of the 
hearing. The notice shall contain a reason- 
ably definite statement of the section(s) of 
this chapter alleged to have been violated 
and shall inform said licensee that he may 
appear in person with or without counsel 
or through a representative of his choice, 
may produce witnesses on his own behalf 
and shall have the right to cross-examine 
witnesses who testify against him. Any 
hearing pursuant to this section shall be 
held by the Director of Building Safety and 
Development or his designee(s) and shall 
include a full consideration of the issues 
involved and a determination of facts on 
the basis of evidence presented. If, after 
a proper hearing, the Director of Building 
Safety and Development determines that a 
license should be revoked or refused re- 
newal, the Director shall, within five (5) 
days, notify the city council in writing of 
all findings with a recommendation that the 
license be revoked or refused renewal, 


SECTION 35-9. FEES 


The Department of Building Safety and 
Development shall annually review and 
recommend changes to licensing fees as 
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established by this ordinance with the 
advice and consent of the Building Board 
of Appeals. The City Council may adjust 
fees based on the current cost of operation 
by means of a resolution adopted at a regu- 
lar Council meeting. 


SECTION 35-10, SEVERABILITY 


The sections, paragraphs, sentences, 
clauses, and phrases of this ordinance are 
severable, and if any phrase, claus, sen- 
tence, paragraph, or section of this ordi- 
nance shall be declared invalid by the 
judgement or decree of any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall 
not affect any of the remaining phrases, 
clauses, sentences, paragraphs, and sec- 
tions of this ordinance. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. This ordinance shall take 
effect thirty (36) days from its passage 


unless given immediate effect by the City 
Council.

This claim has been referred t oour office 
for investigation and recommendation. The 
claimant alleged that on the night of Feh- 
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ruary 24, 1981 while traveling on Miller 
Road in a vehicle driven by his wife, his 
vehicle struck a pothole located approxi- 
mately 100 yards east of Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue on the north side of Miller Road rup- 
turing the front tire and causing it to go 
flat. Claimant submitted a bill of sale for 
one tire in the amount of $63.97. 


Mr. Howard G. McCaffery, Director of 
the Public Service Department, informed 
this office that_his department received a 
call from Mr. Sandberg at 8:41 a.m. Feb- 
ruary 25, 1981, notifying of the pothole just 
east of Pennsylvania on Miller Road. He 
stated that a search of records failed to re- 
veal any previous complaint or calls at this 
location, MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996(102) 
provides in part: 


“Each governmental agency having jur- 
isdiction over any highway shall main- 
tain that highway in reasonable repairs 
so that it is reasonably safe and con- 
venient for public travel. Any persons 
sustaining bodily injury or damage to 
his property by reason of failure of any 
governmental agency to keep any high- 
way under its jurisdiction in reasonable 
repair and in a condition reasonably safe 
and fit for travel, may recover the dam- 
age suffered by him from such govern- 
mental agency.” 


MCLA 691.1408; MSA 8.996(108) further 
provides in part: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agen- 
cy knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a rea- 
sonable time to repair the defect before 
the injury took place.” 


It appears that the City had no prior no- 
tice of the defect in the street on the date 
and time of the alleged incident, and, fur- 
ther, there is no allegation or evidence of 
lack of reasonable diligence in the discovery 
and repair of the defect. Therefore, it is 
the recommendation of this office that the 
claim be denied.

In response to many, many questions 
from City Council and members of the pub- 
lic, I am at_this time submitting to City 
Council the Phase II report of the Down- 
town Parking Study as prepared by the 
Planning Department. Please let me em- 
phasize that point—although various other 
departments were involved in the earliest 
stages of this report, I believe that many 
of the final recommendations have been de- 
veloped without sufficient input from the 
departments which would be impacted in 
implementation of those recommendations. 


For instance, the Planning Director 
sought permission to use outside legal coun- 
sel for analysis of the parking system, and 
discussed that with the City Attorney on 
May 16, 1981 (see memo), The conversation 
confirmed that the City Attorney would be 
able to review outside legal counsel’s report. 
However, this was not done (see memo 
dated June 3, 1981). I asked the Planning 
Director to respond as to why this follow-up 
as agreed to, was not done. To date, I have 
received no response to my request for in- 
formation. 


I must also note that the report in several 
of its recommendations concerning the bond 
issues which financed construction of the 
parking garages indicates disputes in inter- 
pretation of legal language about the bond 
ordinances involved. I would advise that 
City Council tread very cautiously in accept 
ance of “quick and dirty” legal advice from 
any competent attorney without bearing in 
mind fully the advice of the City Attorney. 
The concerns which have been raised in the 
past by the City Attorney have been echoed 
by the Finance Department and by its out- 
side advisor regarding the parking garage 
bond issues. 


Further, I have been informed that an 
error of 60% in the figures was included 
in the report. I am waiting clarification 
as to why that error was included when it 
likely would have been corrected with suf- 
ficient review by the Finance Department, 


Similarly, I have attached a communica- 
tion from the Public Service Board indicat- 
ing the Board’s concerns about implementa- 
tion of various recommendations. Since 
the Public Service Department would be 
most directly impacted by changes in the 
Operation of the parking system, it is im- 
perative that the Board have full cognizance 
of its responsibilities on this matter. 
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I would also heed City Council to be cau- 
tious in its expectations of the rapidity with 
which certain new construction projects are 
anticipated to take place. Many of the 
assumptions in the parking report are pred- 
icated upon completion of nearly all pro- 
posed downtown projects by the end 
1983. It is difficult to see at this time that 
all of these projects can materialize in that 
time frame considering the prevalence of 
high interest rates and the sluggishness of 
the Michigan economy in general, Further- 
more the biggest single item in projecting 
an imminent shortage of parking is the 
development of the 100 Block Project. The 
same problems I mentioned above continue 
to impact that project and, certainly, some 
other developments will necessarily trail the 
100 Block Project. While I have every hope 
that this project will proceed in a tmiely 
manner and be economically viable, I have 
expressed my concerns about both those 
contingencies. This will surely be deter- 
mined in the next very few months. 


Finally, I am embarrassed to see how this 
report, which has not even been heretofore 
formally submitted, has been the basis for 
claims and counterclaims of certain may- 
oral candidates, It is also interesting to 
note the similarities in some of these recom- 
mendations and the report submitted to City 
Council last May from the Downtown Busi- 
ness Council of the Lansing Regional 
Chamber of Commerce. In the interest of 
eliminating speculation about the parking 
study for political gain, I believe it is nec- 
essary to forward the report as quickly as 
possible. 


Certain of the non-financial recommenda- 
tions in the report are indeed to be com- 
mended, and it is my desire that the de- 
partments initiate activities in the direciton 
outlined in the report. 


I do not believe in any way that this 
transmittal provides a comprehensive anal- 
ysis of my position on this very complex 
matter. It has been in my office for re- 
view, and it would be my preference to 
allow that review to continue in order to 
present the unified position of all staffed 
departments on this very important issue. 
However, City Council has made it clear 
that it is their desire to begin review of 
this report immediately. To respond to that 
request, I hereby submit this document 
without recommendation,

This is to advise you that it is my recom- 
dation that the City of Lansing condition- 
ally accept the proposal to purchase and re- 
develop Parcel 10 of Urban Renewal Proj- 
ect No, 1 (located at the northwest corner 
of the intresection of Ottawa Street and the 
Washington Square Mall) submitted by 
Dart Energy Corporation on July 1, 1981. I 
am concurrently recommending that the 
proposal to purchase and redevelop the same 
property that was submitted by R & R 
Development Company on May 15, 1980, be 
rejected by the City of Lansing. 


In making the above recommendations, I 
am concurring with the recommendations 
of the Redevelopment Division of the De- 
partment of Building Safety and Develop- 
ment, the Housing and Redevelopment Ad- 
visory Board, and my Economic Develop- 
ment Advisory Group. A copy of the rec- 
ommendations made by each of the above 
is attached hereto, for your information. 
I urge you to thoroughly review the recom- 
mended conditions to be imposed on the 
acceptance of the Dart proposal and to con- 
eur therein. In addition, it will be neces- 
sary for you to waive certain of the pro- 
posal content requirements if you act to 
accept either proposal. 
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Although R & R Development Company 
did submit a proposal to purchase and re- 
develop Parcel 10 on May 15, 1980, that 
proposal was intentionally not evaluated by 
various city departments, as an inducement 
for R & R to proceed on Parcel 12, on 
which they have been working with little or 
no progress since September, 1978. R & R 
was advised that the City would not act 
on the Parcel 10 proposal until such time 
as Parcel 12 was showing signs of life, and 
R & R made no objection or effort to ad- 
vance its proposal on Parcel 10. Failure to 
proceed with evaluation of both proposals 
for Parcel 10 at this time would have 
worked to the advantage of R & R, which 
would not necessarily have been in the best 
interest of the City of Lansing. I urge 
R & R to proceed on Parcel 12 as quickly 
as possible. 


Finally, I call your attention to the fact 
that the Dart proposal included a provision 
that its proposal was firm until July 18, 
1981. The Redevelopment Director has been 
verbally advised by Dart’s authorized agent 
that the proposal will remain firm until 
July 27, 1981, It is important that the City 
Council review these recommendations 
promptly and act on July 27, 1981.

all documents in my possession, in addition 
to a number of other questions and re- 
quests. I properly answered all matters 
sought by the Plaintiff and his Attorney. 


Sixteen months after the original an- 
nouncement by Mr. Richard D. Holmes, and 
after his publicity had died down, the civil 
action commenced against me, and others, 
has been dismissed in Circuit Court. I am 
not surprised.

Re: Redemption of Workers Disability 
Compensation Matter Involving 
David Howse 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article IV, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter this 
office makes its recommendation for re- 
demption of the above captioned matter. 


On June 11, 1979, Mr. Howse, a Parks 
employee, injured his back while attempting 
to lift a sickle bar. Mr. Howse was unable 
to work for over two months as a result 
of the injury. He was able to return to 
his job for a brief period of time but con- 
tinued treating with the City’s physician. 
He continued seeing the City physician for 
a period of time after his CETA employ- 
ment expired on October 19, 1979. On July 
29, 1980 Mr. Howse filed a petition for 
workers disability compensation benefits 
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alleging a continuing back problem as a 
result of the sickle bar incident. 


The City’s physician indicated at his dep- 
osition that Mr. Howse was still on restric- 
tions at the time his employment terminated 
with the City of Lansing. Under the pre- 
vailing law an employer is obligated to pay 
workers disability compensation benefits if 
an employee is injured as the result of a 
work related incident and can not fully 
perform his job. Since Mr. Howse was on 
restrictions at the time his CETA employ- 
ment expired and since he continued to see 
Dr. Silva for a brief period of time there- 
after for therapy, this office is of the 
opinion that the City will be held account- 
able for some workers disability compensa- 
tion benefits. At this time Mr, Howse, as- 
suming he prevails at a workers disability 
compensation hearing, will be entitled to 
$11,980.96 in accrued compensation bene- 
fits. He may be entitled to additional bene- 
fits assuming the Administrative Law 
Judge awards such benefits. Additionally 
the City would be responsible for any rea- 
sonable and necessary medical expenses as 
well as the rehabilitation expenses if re- 
habilitation is required. 


In view of the foregoing this office en- 
tered into negotiations in an effort to re- 
deem this matter and tentatively agreed 
upon a redemption figure of $5,000.00 with 
plaintiff’s counsel. If this matter is re- 
deemed for that amount, the City will no 
longer be liable for any benefits under the 
Workers Disability Compensation Act and 
furthermore will not be liable for any sub- 
sequent aggravations of this back injury in 
the event Mr. Howse injures himself in a 
future job. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the City of Lansing’s lia- 
bility under the Workers Disability Com- 
pensation Act be redeemed in the amount 
of $5,000.00.

In early 1981 GLS Leasco, Inc., filed an 
appeal with the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
alleging that a truck terminal owned by it 
and located in the City of Lansing had been 
assigned an assessed value for purposes of 
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property taxation in excess of 50% of its 
true cash value and, therefore, was illegally 
assessed. The City of Lansing filed an 
answer in the matter claiming that the 
assessed value assigned the subject property 
by the City Assessor was not in excess of 
50% of the propety’s true cash value and, 
therefore, was legally assessed. 


On June 11, 1981, pursuant to the Michi- 
gan Tax Tribunal Rule, a Counsel Confer- 
ence was held in the City Assessor’s Office. 
Representatives of GLS Leasco, Inc. and 
representatives of the City Assessor's Of- 
fice met and exchanged information. Based 
upon information not previously available 
to the City Assessor, the parties have 
agreed on a tentative settlement of the mat- 
ter. Pursuant to that settlement, GLS 
Leasco, Inc. and the City Assessor are will- 
ing to agree to the assessed value of the 
subject property for the 1981 tax year 
should be $24,500. This amount is less than 
the $29,900 at which the property was ini- 
tially assessed by the City Assessor, but it 
is still substantially in excess of the $14,500 
assessed value originally claimed by the 
Petitioner, In the opinion of the City As- 
sessor’s Office the amount is justifiable in 
Mahe of the information now available to 
them. 


Based on the recommendation of the City 
Assessor’s Office as well as the inevitable 
uncertainty if the matter should proceed to 
a hearing, it is the recommendation of this 
office that settlement in the above refer- 
enced tax appeal should be authorized by 
City Council as described herein.

of Lansing had been assigned assessed 
values for the purpose of property taxes 
in excess of 50% of their true cash value 
and therefore were illegally assessed. Sub- 
sequently, the Petitions were amended to 
include the 1981 tax year assessed values. 
The City of Lansing filed its answer in the 
matter asserting that the assessed values 
which were assigned the subject property 
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by the City Assessor were not in excess of 
50% of the property’s true cash value and, 
therefore, were legally assessed. 


Pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal 
Rules, a Counsel Conference was held in 
the City Assessor’s Office, Representatives 
of Mr, and Mrs, Steve Annas and repre- 
sentatives of the City Assessor’s Office 
were present and both the parties exchanged 
information, Based upon the information 
which was submitted at the Conference by 
the City Assessor concerning the assessment 
placed upon the property located at 531 
Northrup Street, the representatives of Mr. 
and Mrs. Steve Annas agreed that the as- 
sessment placed upon the real property at 
531 Northrup Street by the City Assessor 
was not in excess of 50% of the property's 
true cash value and the representatives of 
Mr. and Mrs, Steve Annas agreed to dismiss 
their appeal regarding MTT Docket No, 
45530, 


However, based upon new_information 
which was submitted at the Counsel Con- 
ference by representatives of Mr. and Mrs. 
Annas in regard to real property located at 
5525 S. Cedar, the parites have agreed on 
a tentative settlement in this matter.

The Committee on PUBLIC PROPER- 
TIES AND SAFETY, to whom was referrea 
the residents’ complaints about cleanliness 
and lack of security in the North Capitol 
Parking Ramp, reports as follows: 


Regarding cleanliness, the Administration 
has assured the Committee that mainten- 
ance of the facility has already improved, 
and this statement has been verified by one 
of the City’s tenants in the ramp. Doors 
will be replaced, lights will be maintained, 
and the possible need for additional light- 
ing will be studied. Exit doors will have 
their locking mechanisms removed, Custo- 
dial contractors are now cleaning the ramps 
during 5-8 a.m, to ensure that early-morn- 
ing users are not greeted by messy, smelly 
stairwells and elevators. 


Regarding security in the ramps, the City 
Attorney’s Office has removed the require- 
ment for verbal warnings to vagrants to 
“move along” before an arrest can be made. 
With the lifting of this restriction, police 
will be able to immediately arrest individ- 
uals found loitering in the ramps. 


Special attention by the Police Depart- 
ment was pledged, including patrols of the 
North Capitol Ramp seven days per week, 
and all ramps on a continuing daily basis. 


The Committee reviewed a variety of op- 
tions for additional security in the ramps. 
We are recommending a 6 month contract 
with a private firm to provide two 6 hour 
shifts per day, two guards per shift, cover- 
ing all four ramps. Our recommendation 
for the scheduling of these shifts is first— 
7:30 a.m, to 1:30 p.m., and second, 4:30 
p.m. to 10:30 p.m. We recognize, however, 
that the Administration is in the best posi- 
tion to make final decisions on the shift 
schedules. 


The Special Downtown Parking Commit- 
tee’s report to the Council should be pre- 
sented within the six month contract pe- 
riod, and should include a specific recom- 
mendation on the relative value of the se- 
curity guards. 


Using information provided by the Park- 
ing Division, we estimate the cost of the 
six month contract to be $18,000. This mat- 
ter is hereby referred to the Committee on 
Ways and Means with our strongest recom- 
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mendation for immediate action to approve 
a transfer of funds for the contract.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


The claimant, Mr. Arthur Day, alleges 
that a special assessment charge of $342.00 
was illegally placed upon his 1981 tax 
statement as a result of the City’s abate- 
ment of a nuisance on the claimant’s prop- 
erty which is located at 925 Princeton Ave- 
nue. 


Investigation by this office reveals that 
on October 21, 1980, Henry Hernandez, a 
Lansing Building Department Housing In- 
spector, informed Mr. Day that the condi-

tion of 925 Princeton, constituted a public 
nuisance being a violation of Chapter 9A, 
§9 (D) (4) of the Lansing Code of Ordi- 
nances. Specifically, Mr. Hernandez’s in- 
vesitgation of the property revealed that the 
dwelling was vacant and further the dwell- 
ing was open at the rear door of the bulid- 
ing and attached garage. Mr. Hernndez 
directed that the nuisance be abated within 
seven (7) days of receipt of the October 21, 
1980 communication. 


Mr. Day responded to Hernandez’s di- 
rective on October 22, 1980 stating that the 
building was “. . . left open deliberately 
so the Board of Water and Light and Con: 
sumers Power Company could get in to 
read the meter and turn on the service.” 


Inspection by Hernandez on November 3, 
1980 revealed that the nuisance at 925 
Princeton had not been abated. Accord- 
ingly, an order was made by Steve Zelski 
that the nuisance be abated on November 
14, 1980. On November 18, 1980 City crews 
boarded up the dwelling abating the nui- 
sance. The charges assessed in the amount 
of $342.00 were set forth in the attached 
building maintenance work request. 


Mr. Day contends that the assessment 
was improper due to the City’s failure to 
comply with certain procedural require- 
ments concerning nuisance abatement found 
in Chapter 9, et seq. However, in the in- 
stant case, the nuisance described was 
abated pursuant to Section 21-12 of the 
Lansing Code of Ordinances which provides 
for the exercise of summary procedures to 
abate a nuisance in the discretion of Build- 
ing Department officials provided the 
Mayor has authorized the Building Depart- 
ment to utilize the summary powers. 


Accordingly, Mayor Gerald Graves in a 
letter dated January 7, 1980 authorized the 
Building Department to utilize the summary 
powers existing in Section 21-12 of the Lan- 
sing Code of Ordinances, As a result, the 
abatement regarding 925 Princeton was 
made pursuant to this Mayoral delegation. 


On December 5, 1980 James W. Kzeski 
forwarded to Paul Creevy, City Assessor, 
a list of assessments for abatement of 
hazardous and unsanitary properties to be 
placed on the July 1981 tax roll. Listed 
on that December 5th memo is that assess- 
ment concerning claimant’s property at 925 
Princeton. Further, pursuant to Section 
21-13 of the Lansing Code of Ordinances 
the assessment was forwarded to City Coun- 
cil on December 8, 1980. By unanimous 
Council action the assessment concerning 
925 Princeton was approved without objec- 
tion at the public meeting of Council on 
December 15, 1980. 


Based on the above stated facts, the City 
of Lansing was legally entitled to and did 
properly make the assessment concerning 
925 Princeton and it is the recommendation 
of this office that Mr. Day’s request to re- 
move the special assessment of $342.00 
which was placed upon the property at 925 
Princeton Avenue be denied.

Re: Claim of Thomas Dunneback in the 
amount of $82.24 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


The claimant requests reimbursement for 
the cost of a jacket sprayed with paint 
while he was employed with the Lansing 
Parks and Recreation Department. Mr. 
Dunneback, an employee of the Ground Op- 
erations Division, was performing duties 
painting the crib area of the shop when 
fellow employees disregarded their super- 
visor’s instructions on sealing off the area 
to be painted. As a result, the spray paint 
drifted over a tarpaulin improperly erected 
destroying this claimant’s jacket. 


Court decisions clearly indicates that a 
city lacks the authority to pay gratuities 
to its employees. See Cain v City of Flint, 
342 Mich 74 (1955). However, the courts 
have held that a municipality may reim- 
burse its employees for expenses incurred 
in fulfilling their bona fide duties as public 
employees, although a municipality is not 
legally obligated to do so, See Ware v 
Battle Creek, 201 Mich 468 (1918); Horton 
vy Kalamazoo, 81 Mich App 78 (1978). 


Based on the facts presented, there does 
not appear to be any legal liability on he- 
half of the City and this claimant’s claim 
for damages might better be directed 
against the fellow employees who ignored 
their supervisor’s advice regarding the 
placement of the trapaulin, Additionally, 
while the claimant incurred this loss while 
performing his duties as an employee of 
the City of Lansing, it should not be un- 
expected that an employee acting in his 
function might damage or destroy clothing 
apparel when working with spray paint. 


Even though the City is empowered to 
compensate this claimant for his clothing 
loss, it is clear from the aforementioned 
authority and the circumstances in this in- 
stance that the City has no legal obligation 
to do so. Therefore, from a strictly legal 
perspective, it is the ag age ee of 
this office that this claim be denied

As you are aware at the Lansing City 
Council meeting on Monday, July 27, 1981, 
several citizen complaints were voiced re- 
garding unsavory conditions existing in 
City parking garages, particularly in the 
North Capitol facility. Among these were 
lack of adequate security, cleanliness, light- 
ing, inoperative doors and vagrant loiter- 
ing. 
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Staff and administrative meetings were 
held immediately Tuesday morning to study 
and evaluate all complaints made and to 
develop internal corrective procedures and 
policies, Among these are: 


1) Intensified law enforcement and pa- 
trol activities by L.P.D. including ele- 
ments from the Uniform Division, 
Motoreyele Division and the Fiexi- 
Patrol. 


2) City Attorney authorization for L.P.D. 
to arrest vagrants, vandals and other 
undesirables. 


8) Increasing cleaning and maintenance 
eycle from three (8) to five (5) days 
per week. 


4) Installation of temporary lighting 
where necessary until replacement 
parts can be obtained. 


5) Reconstruction of both doors leading 
to top deck of the North Capitol ramp 
which will minimize hardware and 
door knob breakage. 


6) Greater frequency of inspection of 
stair wells and parking levels by Traf- 
fic Division personnel. 


In addition to implementation of the 
above noted administrative actions, all city 
staff members involyed met with the Coun- 
cil Committee on Public Properties and 
Safety at 2:30 p.m. Tuesday, July 28, 1981 
to review this matter and offer alternatives 
and options for additional guards/watch- 
man, It was agreed and decided the Council 
Committee on Public Properties and Safety 
would reqeust the Committee on Ways and 
Means recommend and authorize an appro- 
priation of $18,000 to hire additional park- 
ing ramp security personnel,

Dear Council President and Members: 


I am forwarding for your action a report 
from my Economic Development Advisory 
Group regarding the recent application for 
tax abatzment from Fisher Body Division of 
General Motors Corporation, I wish to 
offer my unqualified support to this appli- 
eation, which will result in a $105 million 
investment in the Lansing Fisher Body 
plant and will bring in $8.3 million in prop- 
erty taxes to local governmental units over 
the 12-year life of the abatement. 
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This is the first phase of a multi-year 
project and will result in a 40,000 square 
foot plant expansion at this time costing 
over $9 million, In order to remain com- 
petitive in the world automotive market, 
Fisher Body will also be installing nearly 
$96 million in new equipment as part of 
this first phase of its expansion and mod- 
ernization project. 


Fisher Body does not predict or promise 
that any measurable quantity of new em- 
ployees. will result from this project. 
Through May 1981, the plant averaged 5,434 
employees, and this improvement program 
will help assure that these employees retain 
their positions for upcoming years, There 
will be several hundred construction jobs 
involved during this first phase for Lan- 
sing’s hard-hit construction industry. 


City Council should in its actions take 
note of two additional items in this request. 
First, the Council action of July 11, 1977, 
stated that... “during the term of any 
industrial facility tax exemption certificate 
which may be granted for said district that 
the applicant or its successors shall make 
no further application in such district for 
any additional rehabilitation districts or re- 
habilitation tax abatement whatsoever to 
which it could be entitled pursuant to 1974 
PA 198...” The conditions of the automo- 
tive industry have changed so rapidly that 
this provision is unreasonable. I must ask 
that Council re-consider this requirement, 
which was self-imposed by the City of Lan- 
sing and not ever agreed to by Fisher Body, 
or its representatives. Second, Fisher Body 
notes in its application that completion of 
this first phase of the improvement project 
is anticipated to take more than two years. 
Fisher Body stated in its application, “It 
is requested that the two year time limita- 
tion for completion of the project after the 
effective date of the certificate be waived.” 
Section 15(2) of Public Act 198 of 1974 
states, “The legislative body of a local gov- 
ernmental unit may by resolution request 
the commission (state tax commission) to 
revoke the industrial facilities exemption 
certificate of a facility upon the grounds 
that completion of the facility has not oc- 
eurred within 2 years after the effective 
date of the certificate, unless a greater time 
has been authorized by the commission for 
good cause . . .” City Council should go 
on record that it will not ask for revoca- 
tion of this certificate so long as reasonable 
progress continues toward completion of 
the project. This decision should be made 
locally, rather than be put in the hands of 
the State Tax Commission which may not 
be as responsive to the activities of local 
businesses. 


I ask for your wholehearted support to 
grant the full extent of the industrial facili- 
ties exemption certificate, as requested. I 
urge City Council to take this step in fos- 
tering the spirit of cooperation and good- 
will which we have all worked so hard to 
achieve during the last four years,

On May 11, 1981, Arthur Day filed a pro- 
test with the City concerning the validity 
of a special assessment of $305.50 placed 
upon property located at 713 W. Lapeer 

treet. 


Research performed by this office indi- 
cates that on September 15, 1980 the Build- 
ing Department sent Mr. Day a violation 
notice regarding trash, junk and branches 
located at the rear_and side of the house 
situated at 713 W. Lapeer Street. The vio- 
lation notice provided Mr, Day with a grace 
period of three (3) days to correct the iden- 
tified violations. Reinspection by the City 
Building Department after the three (3) 
day period had elapsed revealed that the 
identified violations had_not been corrected, 
On September 22, 1980 Mr. Steve Zelski of 
the City Building Department requested a 
contractor to clean up the violations located 
at 718 W. Lapeer Street. The contractor 
performed the requested service on Septem- 
ber 26, 1980 and submitted a bill for $85.50 
to the City Building Department. Pursuant 
to Section 21-13 of the Lansing Code of 
Ordinances, the cost of $85.50 plus the City 
minimum service charge of $110.00 for a 
total of $195.50 was assessed against the 
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property located at 718 W. Lapeer Street 
after having been approved by City Council 
in December, 1980. 


On August 29, 1980 Mr. Day was mailed 
a violation notice by the City Public Service 
Department because of branches and loose 
trash which existed between the curb and 
sidewalk located in front of 718 W. Lapeer 
Street. The Public Service Department in- 
dicated that Mr. Day had until September 
8, 1980 to correct the violations identified in 
the violation notice. Re-examination by 
Mr. Dexter of the Public Service Depart- 
ment revealed that the violations still exist- 
ed, Clean up of the violations by the Public 
Service Department occurred at a cost of 
$32.19 within the week following September 
8, 1980 and the minimum service charge of 
$110.00 was specially assessed against the 
property located at 713 W. Lapeer Street 
after having been approved by Council on 
October 6, 1980. 


The total of the two (2) special assess- 
ments placed upon the property located at 
713 W. Lapeer Street is $305.50. Written 
documents existing in both the Public Ser- 
vice Department and the Building Depart- 
ment files substantiate the work which was 
performed by both the contractor and the 
Public Service Department in order to rem- 
edy the violations found at 713 _W. Lapeer 
Street. Since the Building Department 
elected to abate the nuisance pursuant to 
the power granted to it under Sections 21- 
12 and 21-13 of the Lansing Code of Or- 
dinances, Section 9A11-(D) and Section 9A- 
18E(1) through (6) which deal with the 
boarding up and demolition of unsafe and 
substandard buildings are inapplicable. 


Therefore, it is the conclusion of this 
office that proper procedures were fellowed 
by both the Building Department and the 
Publie Service Department under Sections 
21-12 and 21-13 of the Lansing Code of 
Ordinances and the two (2) special assess- 
ments totalling $805.50 are valid.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On March 5, 1981, claimant alleged that 
she sustained damage to the vehicle she was 
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driving on Aurelius Road as a result of a 
chunk of asphalt falling from a road main- 
tenance truck and striking the left fender 
and windshield of her automobile. Claimant 
submitted estimates for repair to the body 
and windshield of her vehicle which exceed 


$100.00, however, claimant’s automobile is : 


insured with a $100 deductible amount. 


Under Michigan No Fault Law, MCLA 
500.3121, generally property protection in- 
surance benefits are due from the claim- 
ant’s insurance company without regard to 
fault. However, pursuant to MCLA 6500.- 
3185(d) tort liability does exist for ‘“‘(d) 
damages up to $400 to motor vehicles to the 
extent that the damages are not covered by 
insurance.” 


Investigation of the Public Service De- 
partment reveals that Miss Bates called that 
office and reported the incident indicating 
that the maintenance truck was an orange 
colored truck but that she did not have a 
truck or license number. Due to the lack 
of identification, the Public Service Depart- 
ment had no way of verifying the claim. A 
search of the Public Service records reveals 
no construction and/or repair having been 
performed in that area on or about that 
date which decreases the likelihood that the 
truck in question was a City vehicle. In 
addition, State and County maintenance 
trucks are also orange in color, Also, Pub- 
lie Service indicates that many of the City 
trucks have been auctioned to private 
owners. 


While Section 31-158 of the Lansing Code 
or Ordinances provides: 


“No vehicle shall be driven or moved on 
any street unless such vehicle is so con- 
structed, loaded, or covered as to pre- 
vent its contents for shifting, leaking 
or otherwise escaping therefrom”, 


there does not appear to be a sufficient 
basis to establish liability here as the claim- 
ant admits that she is unable to positively 
identify the truck in question as being a 
Lansing Public Service vehicle. Therefore, 
it is the opinion of this office that the claim 
should be denied.

MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996(102) 
provides in part: 


“Each governmental agency having 
jurisdiction over any highway shall 
maintain that highway in reasonable 
repair so that it is reasonably safe and 
convenient for public travel. Any per- 
sons sustaining bodily injury or dam- 
age to his property by reason of failure 
of any governmental agency to keep 
any highway under its jurisdiction in 
reasonable repair and in a condiiton 
reasonably safe and fit for travel, may 
recover the damage suffered by him 
from such governmental agency,” 


MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103) further 
provides in part: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental 
agency knew, or in the exercise of rea- 
sonable diligence, should have known, 
of the existence of the defect and had 
a reasonable time to repair the defect 
before the injury took place.” 


Based upon the information supplied to 
this office, it appears that the City did not 
have prior notice of the defect in the street 
prior to the date and time of the alleged 
incident.

“Each governmental agency having 
jurisdiction over any highway shall 
maintain that highway in reasonable 
repair so that it is reasonably safe and 
convenient for public travel.

On June 5, 1981, while James Magnotta 
was at the Granger Landfill, a hydraulic 
line on a City garbage truck broke and 
Mr. Magnotta, and an employee of Mr. 
Magnotta’s in the vehicle which Mr. Mag- 
notta had driven to the Granger Landfill 
with were sprayed with hydraulic oil. Mr. 
Magnotta has submitted a_ statement of 
damages totaling $210.00. The motor ve- 
hicle which Mr. Magnotta drove to the 
Granger Landfill was insured by Auto 
Owners and carried a $250.00 deductible. 


Investigation by the Public Service De- 
partment reveals that on April 24, 1981, the 
hydraulic lines in the City garbage truck 
involved in this incident had been inspected 
as a part of routine maintenance. Further, 
on May 7, 1981, the City garbage truck in- 
volved in this incident underwent an ex- 
tensive inspection because of a required 
20,000 miles City vehicle maintenance 
check-up. The results of both inspections 
did not reveal that the hydraulic oil line 
was damaged or defective so as to require 
any replacement or repair prior to the date 
of the incident. 


Although generally, a municipality is im- 
mune from tort liability, the Michigan Leg- 
islature has provided that a municipality 
ean be held liable for bodily injury and 
property damage resulting from the negli- 
gent operation of a motor vehicle of which 
the municipality is the owner. 


However, the Michigan No Fault Law, 
MCLA 500.3135 provides that an owner of 
a motor vehicle is not subject to tort lia- 
bility for property damage arising from 
the ownership use or maintenance of a 
motor vehicle except for damages up _ to 
$400.00 to motor vehicles to the extent that 
the damages ae not covered by insurance, 
intentionally cause ddamages to persons or 
property or if an injured person has suf- 
fered death, serious impairment of bodily 
function or permanent serious disfigure- 
ment. 


Examinaiton of Mr. Magnotta’s claim re- 
veals that the damages claimed consists of 
loss of time, reimbursement for the expense 
of a car wash and damaged clothing. None 
of the above claimed damages fall within 
the above enumerated exceptions to the gen- 
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eral rule of nonliability, except the cost of 
the car wash would fall within the $400.00 
tort liability damage to the vehicle provid- 
ing negligence exists on the part of the 
City. The mere fact that an accident or 
injury occurs, however, does not establish 
negligence. Rose v McMahon, 10 Mich App 
104; 158 NW2d 791 (1968). In this particu- 
lar situation, the City mechanics inspected 
the vehicle twice within approximately one 
month before the date of the incident and 
ze defect was observed in the hydraulic 
ines, 


Thus, it is the opinion of this office that 
the claim of Mr. Magnotta for $210.00 as a 
result of a burst hydraulic line on a City 
garbage truck be denied,

A review of the traffic accident report 
and a separate investigation conducted by 
the Lansing Police Department. indicates 
that Mr. Erickson was issued a citation for 
running a red light as a result of the acci- 
dent at the intersection of Kalamazoo 
Street and Grand Avenue. That citation 
was subsequently dismissed when a_neces- 
sary witness for the plaintiff, the City of 
Lansing, did not appear for a scheduled 
court hearing. The separate investigation 
conducted by the Police Department subse- 
quent to this accident concluded that the 
officer’s involvement in the accident was 
unpreventable and that the officer in fact 
iad the green light at the moment of im- 
pact. 


Pursuant to MCLA 691.1405; MSA 8.996- 
(105) governmental agencies are liable for 
bodily injury and property damage result- 
ing from the negligent operation of a motor 
vehicle. Based on an examination of the 
accident report and the investigation con- 
ducted by the Lansing Police Department, 
this office concludes that the police vehicle 
involved in this accident on the date in 
question was not being operated in a negli- 
gent manner. 


Applying the aforementioned statute to 
the facts of this case, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that this claim be denied.

Mr. Warren does not 
have insurance to cover the damage to his 
vehicle, He alleges that a City trash truck 
struck the limb in question causing it to 
fall on his automobile and is requesting re- 
imbursement for the damage. 


Information provided this office by the 
Public Service Department indicates that a 
one man truck was operating on Linwood 
on the date in question. The driver of that 
truck does not recall striking any tree or 
tree limb or seeing a tree limb on an auto- 
mobile. The Public Service Department 
does indicate that a heavy windstorm had 
gone through the Lansing area at the ap- 
proximate time of this incident and specu- 
lates that it was that act of God which 
pacpel the damage to this claimant's ve- 

icle. 


During the first week of July, this claim- 
ant contacted this office indicating that he 
had eyewitnesses to the refuse truck strik- 
ing the limb in question and would provide 
this office with the necessary information 
so those witnesses could be contacted. As of 
August 11, 1981, that information has not 
been provided which leaves this office with 
no independent evidence to support the 
claimant‘s version of the incident. 


Under Michigan law, municipalities are 
liable for property damage resulting from 
the negligent operation of a motor vehicle 
owned and operated by the municipality. 
See MCLA 691.1405; MSA 3.996(105). This 
office is not aware of any facts which 
would indicate that a City veihcle was op- 
erated negligently on the date in question 
or, for that matter, that a City vehcile hit 
the tree limb in question as this claimant 
has indicated. 


Based on the aforementioned, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this 
claim be denied.

This claimant has filed a claim in the 
amount of $215.00 for property taken from 
her upon her admission to the Lansing City 
jail and not returned upon her release from 
the Ingham County jail after serving a nine 
month sentence. The items allegedly not 
returned include a $200 digital watch, two 
bracelets totalling $5 and a $10 pair of sun- 
glasses, 


Lansing Police Department records indi- 
cate that this claimant was admitted into 
the Lansing City jail on July 23, 1980 and 
had the items in question checked in as 
property. She was transported that same 
day to the Ingham County jail and, assum- 
ing usual procedures were followed, the 
property in question was transported with 
her. The records of the Ingham County jail 
indicate that, upon her release on March 5, 
1981, this claimant signed a property re- 
ceipt indicating the return of sandals, 
slacks, a shirt, ear rings, three rings, a 
pair of sunglasses, a watch, and two neck- 
laces, It would therefore appear, that with 
a possible exception of the two bracelets, 
all of the items that are the subject of this 
claim were returned to her and she signed 
a receipt so indicating. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) immu- 
nizes municipalities from tort liability 
where the municipality is engaged in the 
exercise or discharge of a governmental 
function. The term “governmental func- 
tion” has been limited in scope by court 
decisions to include those activities which 
can be effectively accomplished by govern- 
ment. See Parker v Highland Park, 404 
Mich 187; 2783 NW2d 403 (1978). It is 
clear, that the functions of the Police De- 
partment, including the custody of proper- 
ty, constitute a governmental function and 
would fall within the purview of the afore- 
mentioned statute. It would therefore fol- 
low that the City of Lansing would be im- 
mune from negligence in this instance even 
if facts were presented which would con- 
stitute negligent action on the part of the 
Police Department. 


Applying the aforementioned statute to 
the allegations presented by this claimant, 
it is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be denied.

Owners Insurance Company paid $1,045.02 
to repair the vehicle. This claimant _re- 
quests reimbursement from the City of Lan- 
sing for her deductible portion of the re- 
pair cost in the amount of $150.00. 


The Public Service Department informs 
this office that on the date in question 
South Washington Avenue had been planed 
down in preparation for street resurfacing. 
Manholes were left protruding to a maxi- 
mum height of two (2) inches. The pro- 
cedure followed on South Washington Ave- 
nue was identical to that followed on all 
streets during resurfacing projects. 


Michigan statutory law, being MCLA 
691.1402 ; MSA 3.996(102), requires the City 
of Lansing to maintain all streets in rea- 
sonable repair and in a condition reasonably 
safe, fit and convenient for public travel. 
Michigan courts have not directly addressed 
whether or not a two inch protrusion cre- 
ated by a governmental agency renders a 
street unreasonably unsafe or unfit for 
public travel. However, an ancient Michi- 
gan case held that a 2144” depression on a 
street surface did not render a street un- 
reasonably unsafe or unfit for public travel. 
See Jones v Detroit, 171 Mich 608 (1912). 
Additionally, Michigan courts have held, 
that the doctrine of comparative negligence 
is applicable to any motorist who_uses or 
misuses a highway. See Wade v State, 92 
Mich App 234; 284 NW2d 622 (1979). In 
the opinion of this office, an argument 
could be made that a speed of 20-25 mph in 
the construction zone in question could con- 
stitute negligence on the part of the claim- 
ant. It should also be noted, that the Pub- 
lic Service Department has never received 
any previous claims or complaints of this 
mo og as a result of street resurfacing 
work, 


Based on the aforementioned statute and 
case law, it is the opinion of this office, 
that the two inch protrusion existing on 
South Washington Avenue at the time of 
this incident as a result of street resurfac- 
ing work did not render that roadway un- 
reasonably unsafe or unfit for public trav- 
el, Additionally, this claimant may have 
been negligent in traveling through a con- 
struction area at a speed of 20-25 mph and/ 
or driving an automobile with a ground 
clearance of only two inches on a roadway, 


Based on the foregoing, it is the recom- 
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mendation of this office that this claim be 
denied.

Please be advised that the City of Lan- 
sing has been notified by the Detroit Area 
Office of the U, S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development that the City’s en- 
titlement for Fiscal Year 1982-83 of the 
Community Development Block Grant Pro- 
gram will be reduced by approximately ten 
percent. This would represent a reduction 
of $207,500 from the current fiscal year 
allocation of $2,075,000 to an estimated 
$1,867,500. The correspondence indicates 
that this reduction is due to an approximate 
six percent cutback in CDBG funding and 
an increase of entitlement localities based 
on the 1980 census. The final 1982-83 en- 
titlement formula allocations are expected 
about February, 1982.

As you are aware from recent communi- 
cations from my office, the revenue situa- 
tion for the City has worsened since the 
budget was adopted. We have received a 
$178,000 reduction as our part of Michi- 
gan’s overall reduction in Federal Revenue 
Sharing. The State Legislature eliminated 
$170,900 for fire service reimbursement to 
protect State property, and that was only 
partial funding to begin with, and it is 
doubtful whether it will be restored. 


The State has also eliminated $150,000 in 
Intangible tax reimbursement in each of 
the past two years and is expected to do 
so again. 


Our City income tax revenues came in 
approximately $500,000 below the down- 
wardly revised estimate in the budget in 
March, and I could go on and on. If you 
summarize just these known losses, plus 
the $207,500 estimated reduction in Com- 
munity Development funds, our total reve- 
nues will be down $1,206,400. 


I request, therefore, that your attentions 
be directed to this matter, and, once again 
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to the comments contained in my State of 
the City Message, date of January 26, 1981; 
my Budget Message, date of April 13, 1981; 
and, the informational message dealing 
be Federal Revenue, date of June 23, 
1981. 


Same will reacquaint you with the prob- 
lems in the funding of City operations, pro- 
jected over the next two years, I will, fol- 
lowing the completion of the FY 1980 audit, 
be making a comprehensive report and rec- 
ommendations to you in recognition of the 
growing fiscal crunch in the City. We 
must recognize and respond to this reality. 
It cannot be ignored unless you want to be 
faced with a complete fiscal crisis by the

Please find attached correspondence from 
Impression 5 Museum which, in summary, 
is requesting the City of Lansing to con- 
tribute $50,000 toward a $100,000 challenge 
grant the Museum has received from Kresge 
Foundation. The grant is received only if 
Impression 5 is able to raise $160,000 in 
matching funds by December 1981, accord- 
ing to the letter. 


This request was reviewed by my staff in 
a meeting last week with the Impression 5 
Executive Director and several members of 
their Board of Directors. At that meeting, 
the City’s general financial situation was 
discussed as well as the fact that the City 
Council policy allocating 1% of the City 
budget to human services has already been 
appropriated and contracted for among var- 
jous agencies. Included among the City’s 
human service contracts was $7,000 for Im- 
pression 5. This agency has received sub- 
stantial funding from both the General 
Fund and the City’s Comprehensive Em- 
ployment and Training Act (CETA) pro- 
gram over the past several years. 


City Council is aware of various budget 
shortfalls which have occurred since the 
current fiscal year budget was adopted last 
May. In particular, I would point to the 
reduction from the State of Michigan in 
fire protection revenues, the shortfall in 
City income tax revenues for the fiscal year 
just ended (which provides the current year 
projection), and the recently-announced 
reduction expected in Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant funds. Because of these 
budget problems which in many ways im- 
pact the current fiscal year budget, I wish 
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to inform City Council that I am reconven- 
ing the Mayor’s budget committee within 
the next 60 days to begin a series of activi- 
ties to save additional funds from the cur- 
rent fiscal year budget. This should help 
to somewhat reduce the impact of_ the 
sharper reductions expected for the Fiscal 
Year from July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1983. 


For this reason, I have decided to table 
the request from Impression 5 until the 
budget reviews begin for the upcoming fis- 
cal year. All funds appropriated for this 
type of request have already been com- 
mitted in the current fiscal year and there 
is no capacity for a request of this magni- 
tude elsewhere in the current fiscal year. 
Indeed, I believe that sizeable reductions 
must be made in the budget already adopted 
to create additional residuals going into 
the next fiscal year. 


Additionally, I believe requests of this 
nature must be considered as part of the 
City’s normal budget process which begins 
in December each year, and I have trans- 
mitted this to the Budget Director to be in- 
cluded in that review at that time.

Pursuant to your Resolution of June 29, 
1981, the administrative staff has reviewed 
all available data and determined the cur- 
rent cost of providing each unmarked auto- 
mobile in the City’s fleet, surveyed both the 
public and private sectors in Michigan and 
recommended a revised mileage reimburse- 
ment rate, analyzed the unmarked automo- 
bile fleet. and determined which vehicles are 
not cost-effective, developed comprehensive 
procedures for administering the fleet re- 
duction, and made a financial impact as- 
sessment of the proposal. I have attached 
portions of the report, which was prepared 
for my office, concerning the staff methods 
used to determine vehicle cost, reimburse- 
ment rate, and financial impact for your 
information. 


Based on the staff report, I have directed 
that the following actions be taken: 


1. That the mileage reimbursement rate 
be set at 22¢/mile and that an appro- 
priation request be prepared to cover 
the anticipated cost of the reimburse- 
ment for the remainder of the fiscal 
year, 


2. That the existing City unmarked auto- 
mobile fleet be reorganized so as to 
assure that the most efficient vehicles 
are assigned to the highest mileage 
drivers. 


8. That those unmarked automobiles 
which do not currently operate at a 
cost below 22¢/mile be deleted from 
the fleet, unless they otherwise qualify 
for retention under one of the exemp- 
tions provided in the Council Resolu- 
tion of June 29, 1981. 


4, That all departmental requests for ex- 
emptions to the cost, vehicle home 
storage, and/or vehicle marking poli- 
cies be submitted to the Director of 
7 eahaineaaia Services by August 28, 
1981.

5. That final determination of the size 
of the unmarked fleet, vehicles which 
can be driven home, vehicles which 
will be marked, the size and location 
of the enlarged vehicle pool, parking 
location for those employees displaced 
from the City Hall basement, and the 
appropriation to cover all start-up 
costs be made so that actual imple- 
mentation (i.e., literal deletion of ve- 
hicles, ete.) can oceur on November 
12, 1981. 


The staff study was a massive undertak- 
ing, but it demonstrated that, even when 
the fleet is reorganized for efficiency, 85 
of the 180 unmarked automobiles currently 
in operation are not cost-effective at a 
mileage reimbursement rate of 22¢/mile. 
Given the very strict criteria which must 
be met to gain an exception to that “cost 
test,” we do not anticipate that many of 
those vehicles will be retained in the fleet. 
Of course, some of the 85 vehicles are cur- 
rently pool cars which will be, at least ini- 
tially, retained until the size of the pool is 
stabilized. It should be emphasized, how- 
ever, that pool car use will not be permitted 
for fulltime permanent or fulltime tempor- 
ary assignments and that we intend to op- 
erate a pool of absolutely minimum size. 
It is clear that operating a pool which ap- 
proximates or approaches the size of the 
current unmarked fleet would be consider- 
ably more costly than our current mode of 
operation. The staff estimated annual sav- 
ings of $103,900 and a one-time gain at 
implementation of $120,450.

Mr. Stump indicated that 
the City of Lansing should formally notify 
Conrail of its failure to maintain this prop- 
erty. Mr. Stump indicated that Conrail 
would take no action upon receipt of that 
notification. He said if the City of Lan- 
sing cleaned up this property and attempted 
to specially assess Conrail for the costs of 
this clean up, that Conrail would fight this 
special assessment through regular court 
proceedings.

Mr. Guerre has submitted this claim for 
damage done to the head of his sprinkler 
system when Public Service employees were 
installing a handicapped designed sidewalk 
in front of Mr. Guerre’s building at 700 
N. Washington Avenue. The sprinkler 
head was located within the City right-of- 
way just a few inches on the building side 
of the sidewalk. 


The Public Service Department has in- 
formed this office that the damaged sprink- 
ler head was not visible from the unearthed 
ground and it was not until the sidewalk 
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had been pulled up that the employees were 
aware of its existence, 


The Public Service Department has also 
advised this office that they have no record 
that the claimant complied with Section 
28-56 of the Code of Ordinances. This sec- 
tion requires that a person obtain permis- 
sion from either Council or the Director of 
Public Service before placing any obstruc- 
tion in any public place. 


While under the “essence of governing 
test,” it may be argued that the activities 
of the Public Service Department employees 
were not a governmental function, in this 
case there is no evidence of any negligence 
on their part because there was no way of 
knowing that below ground level, claimant 
had installed a sprinkler system. It is 
therefore the recommendation of this office 
that Mr. Guerre’s claim be denied.

MCLA 691.1403 provides that a munici- 
pality is liable for damages caused by de- 
fective highways if the municipality knew 
or should have known of the defect and had 
a_reasonable time to repair the defect. 
“Highway” has been construed to include 
light poles. Mechay v City of Detroit, 364 
Mich 576 (1962). Because the pole here 
was used to ground the light pole, it should 
be considered a part of it and hence part 
of the highway. 


In this case because the City left the pole 
exposed, it knew of this defect and be- 
cause this was almost two years ago, the 
City had reasonable time to repair the 
same. 


It is therefore the recommendation of 
this office that Ms. Libbey’s claim be paid 
in the amount of $35.00.

The criteria established by statute for 
finding a municipality liable for a defec- 
tive roadway are found in MCLA 691.1403; 
MSA 38.996 (103): 


_ “No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the exist- 
ence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect before the injury 
took place. Knowledge of the defect and 
time to repair the same shall be con- 
clusively presumed when the defect exist- 
ed so as to be readily apparent to an 
ordinarily observant person for a period 
of 30 days or longer before the injury 
took place.” 


According to the facts supplied by the 
claimant and the Public Service Depart- 
ment, the City had no prior notice of the 
chuckhole so there appears to be no basis 
for approval of the claim. Therefore, it is 
the recommendation of this office that the 
claim of Roy N. Pelkey be denied.

Dear President Belen and Members 
of City Council: 


Some time ago Officer Gregory Macauley 
instituted legal action to enjoin the City 
of Lansing from requiring him to take cer- 
tain examinations. After a trial on the 
matter, Circuit Judge Robert Bell decided 
against the City of Lansing. Because it 
was the opinion of this office that Judge 
Bell was in error in his decision, an appeal 
was instituted in the Michigan Court of 
Appeals, 


Additionally, Officer Macauley filed a 
grievance against the City of Lansing 
challenging disciplinary action taken 
against him, The arbitration hearing on 
ne matter is scheduled in the immediate 
‘uture. 


Since initiating the above mentioned law- 
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suit and grievance procedure, Mr. Macauley 
has resigned from the Lansing Police De- 
partment. In light of his resignation, Mr. 
Macauley and the City of Lansing through 
their legal representatives have entered 
into negotiations in an attempt to resolve 
their legal differences. As a result of 
those negotiations a tentative settlement 
of Mr. Macauley’s grievance has been 
reached, As part of that settlement Mr. 
Macauley’s legal representative asks that 
the City’s appeal of the above referenced 
lawsuit be discontinued. 


In light of Mr. Macauley’s resignation 
from the Lansing Police Department, there 
is little purpose in pursuing the City of 
Lansing’s appeal of the above referenced 
ease. The adverse decision in that case 
was limited specifically to Mr. Macauley’s 
situation and should not be detrimental to 
the City in the future. Additionally, dis- 
continuation of the appeal will save the 
City the substantial expense of preparation 
of a transcript of the trial in the matter 
and, additionally, substantial legal fees for 
representation by outside labor counsel] at 
the grievance arbitration hearing.

On June 27, 1980, Mr. Arvanites filed 
the above referenced appeal with the Michi- 
gan Tax Tribunal complaining that cer- 
tain parcels of real property owned by them 
and located at 3315 and 3224 Jonis Circle 
in the City of Lansing had been assigned 
assessed values for the purpose of property 
taxes in excess of 50% of their true cash 
value and therefore were illegally assessed.

The City of 
Lansing filed its answer in the matter 
asserting that the assessed values which 
were assigned the subject property by the

Pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal 
Rules, a counsel conference was held in the 
City Assessor’s Office. Representatives of 
Mr. Arthur Arvanites and representatives 
of the City Assessor’s Office were present 
and both the parties exchanged informa- 
tion. Based upon the information which 
was submitted at the counsel conference by 
the representatives of Mr. Arthur Arvanites 
and which was not available to the City 
Assessor’s Office at the time the City As- 
sessor’s Office placed an assessed value upon 
the parcels of real property which are the 
subject matter of this case, Mr. Arthur 
Arvanites and the City Attorney are will- 
ing to agree that the assessed value of the 
property for the 1980 tax year should be 
$218,000 and the assessed value of the 
property for the 1981 tax year should be 
$225,000.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On June 29, 1981, Donna Wynant sub- 
mitted a claim against the City of Lansing 
for damage to her car which resulted from 
striking a raised manhole cover on Capitol 
Avenue at Washtenaw. She claims that it 
cost her $82.95 to repair a bent tie rod 
and steering column and to have the front 
end of her car realigned as a result of the 
accident. 


Howard G. McCaffery, Director of Pub- 
lic Service, has advised this office that the 
manhole cover in question had been raised 
1%” in preparation for the resurfacing of 
Capitol Avenue. Further, according to Mc- 
Caffery, this is standard construction pro- 
cedure prior to resurfacing and has pre- 
sented no traffic hazard in the past. 


Michigan law requires that the City of 
Lansing maintain streets “in reasonable 
repair,” MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996(102). 
Thus the raising of the manhole covers was 
done in fulfillment of a governmental func- 
tion, which is generally within municipal 
immunity from liability, MCLA 691,1407; 
MSA 3.996(107). However, even if this 
function were not immune, liability would 
attach only if the actions of the govern- 
mental agency rendered the roadway unsafe 
or unfit for public travel, MCLA 691.1402; 
MSA 3.996(102). 


Analogous case law has held that a three 
inch depression of washtub sized circum- 
ference did not render a street unfit or un- 
safe for travel, Jones v City of Detroit, 
171 Mich 608 (1912). In the opinion of 
this office, elevation of manhole covers by 
one and one-half inches did not constitute 
an unreasonably dangerous condition. 


Therefore it is the recommendation of 
this office that the claim of Ms. Wynant be 
denied.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article 4, Chapter 3, 
Section 4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, 
this office hereby requests your authoriza- 
tion to settle the above captioned matter by 
redeeming the City’s liability for the sum 
of Fourteen Thousand Dollars ($14,000.00). 


Mr. Miller filed a petition for benefits 
under the Workers’ Disability Compensa- 
tion Act alleging a physical disability to his 
back, head, and neck sustained as a result 
of a collision in which he was involved 
while riding a tractor on November 8, 1975. 
Mr. Miller contended this injury was ag- 
gravated on October 16, 1979, when he was 
potting geraniums at the City’s greenhouse. 
Mr. Miller also alleged he suffered an emo- 
tional injury which he honestly perceived 
oe by these two work related inci- 

ents. 


This case was tried before Administrative 
Law Judge Herbert Sharples on November 
26, 1980. Judge Sharples ruled against the 
City concluding that Mr. Miller had suf- 
fered a personal injury for which he was 
entitled to benefits provided for by the Act. 
This office has filed an appeal with the 
Workers’ Compensation Appeal Board 
which has not been heard as of this date. 


Under the current law of Workers’ Com- 
pensation, a claimant is entitled to compen- 
sation benefits for emotional injuries if the 
claimant honestly perceives that his or her 
emotional injury was caused, aggragated, 
or accelerated by a work related physical 
trauma, In this case, Judge Sharples has 
so concluded concerning Mr. Miller. Thus, 
while the Workers’ Compensation Appeal 
Board’s review is de novo, if the Board also 
concludes that Mr. Miller did honestly per- 
ceive his emotional injury was caused, ag- 
gravated, or accelerated by his physical 
trauma, then the Appeal Board would be 
required to affirm Judge Sharples’ order. 


Under current rates, which will be in- 
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creased effective January 1, 1982, if the 
Appeal Board does affirm Judge Sharples’ 
order, the City would be responsible for all 
of the following: 


Accrued Benefits through 


9/5/81 $ 9,615.40 
Annual Benefits 7,002.84 
Total $16,618.24 


Each additional year of liability would cost 
the City, under 1982 rates, $8,300.00. 


As a result, this office has negotiated a 
settlement in this matter in the amount of 
Fourteen Thousand Dollars ($14,000.00). 
This amount represents less than the ac- 
crued and one year’s liability. In view of 
the foregoing, it is the recommendation of 
this office that City Council approve the 
redemption of liability for the sum of Four- 
teen Thousand Dollars ($14,000.00).

In accordance with Article 4, Chapter 3, 
Section 4-304.7 of the Lansing City Char- 
ter, this office hereby requests your author- 
ization to settle the above captioned mat- 
ters by redeeming the City’s liability under 
the Workers’ Disability Compensation Act 
for the sum of Fourteen Thousand Five 
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Hundred Dollars ($14,500.00) as well as 
Mr. McPherson’s dismissal of his Veterans 
Preference case currently pending in the 
Ingham County Circuit Court. 


Mr. McPherson was first employed by the 
City of Lansing Parks Department on 
March 15, 1979. He was terminated on 
July 3, 1979 for excessive absenteeism, On 
February 6, 1980, Mr. McPherson had a 
Veterans Preference Hearing which re- 
sulted in a confirmation of his discharge. 
Subsequent thereto he filed an action in the 
Ingham County Circuit Court appealing the 
results of the Veterans Preference Hearing. 


On September 24, 1979, approximately 
two and one half months after his dis- 
charge from the City, Mr. McPherson was 
hired by the Lansing Housing Commission 
as a laborer. His employment with the 
Housing Commission was terminated on Oc- 
tober 8, 1980 for excessive absenteeism as 
hi as other violations of the personnel 
rules. 


On December 14, 1979, Mr. McPherson 
injured his back as the result of a slip and 
fall while working for the Housing Com- 
mission, He treated with Dr. Silva and was 
returned to work with lifting restrictions. 
On July 11, 1980, Mr. McPherson reinjured 
his back in another slip and fall and con- 
tinued to treat with Dr. Silva until De- 
cember, 1980. 


At the conclusion of his treatment with 
Dr. Silva, Mr. McPherson was experiencing 
back pain. This was confirmed by Dr. 
Silva who had Mr. McPherson on lifting re- 
strictions at that time. 


In preparation for trial of the Workers 
Compensation case, Dr. Silva re-examined 
Mr. McPherson in August of 1981 and de- 
termined that Mr. McPherson was no long- 
er disabled as a result of his injuries with 
the Housing Commission, Mr. McPherson 
continued to complain of pain and disability 
at that time. 


The Workers Disability Compensation 


trial was scheduled on September 9, 1981. 


At that time it was clear to this office that 
Mr. McPherson would be entitled to com- 
pensation benefits through August of 1981 
in the amount of approximately $7,200.00. 
In addition, it was likely that the City 
would be responsible for payment of ap- 
proximately $3,300,00 of outstanding medi- 
cal bills incurred by Mr. McPherson as a 
result of his continuing back injury. At 
that this office entered into discussions in 
an attempt to redeem all of the City’s lia- 
bility including any future weekly benefits, 
reasonable and necessary medical expenses 
and any rehabilitation obligations the Bu- 
reau may have imposed on the City. A re- 
demption figure of Fourteen Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($14,500.00) was tenta- 
tively agreed to by the parties and addition- 
ally Mr. McPherson agreed to waive any 
rights he may have under the Veterans 
Preference Act (which would include re- 
instatement and back pay with the City if 
he ultimately prevailed). 


Based on the foregoing it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the redemption 
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of liability in exchange for the sum of 
Fourteen Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
($14,500.00) and dismissal of the Veterans 
Preference case be approved.

I think it is important that City Council 
be apprised of a problem relating to the 
Stop Traffic Accidents Right (STAR) 
Grant which the City of Lansing received 
in 1978 from the State Office of Highway 
Safety and Planning. The State of Michi- 
gan, as a result of its audit on this grant, 
is now requesting that the City of Lansing 
reimburse to OHSP $43,681 in what the 
State contends are disallowed costs. The 
disallowances represent the full amount of 
a contract between the City of Lansing and 
Justin Ward Advertising of Okemos, which 
was selected to handle promotions and pub- 
lic relations related to the STAR Grant. 
The State audit contends, in summary, that 
totally insufficient documentation exists to 
justify payment to Justin Ward, 


The City Finance Department, through 
the Office of the Controller, has made sev- 
eral efforts to work with Justin Ward to 
document its justifiable costs. The City has 
also conducted numerous conversations with 
OHSP staff on this matter. The City has 
requested an additional meeting of all par- 
ties concerned for Thursday, September 24, 
1981, before making any decision about 
what steps would be taken next, 


No City Council action is necessary at 
this time. However, in light of the difficul- 
ty encountered so far in making progress 
to resolve these difficulties, and in light of 
the State’s demands for reimbursement of 
this significant amount of money, I believe 
this is a matter of which City Council 
should be informed. Naturally, City Coun- 
cil will be updated on any additional prog- 
ress on this matter.

During the Regular Session of Monday, 
September 14, the Traffic Director was sub- 
ject to considerable verbal criticism, over a 
40 minute period, regarding the traffic con- 
trol systems at Cedar Street and Riley and 
at Logan Street and Barnes. As a matter 
of explanation, please be advised: 


LOGAN STREET AND BARNES 


Originally, the flashing light operated 
until 10:00 p.m. and left turns were pro- 
hibited from Logan onto Barnes. Per the 
Department of Transportation of the State 
of Michigan, the length of the flashing 
light was changed from 10:00 p.m. to 6:00 
p.m. — this was an operational decision. 


This past Monday, City Council approved 
by an 8-0 vote, a Resolution amending a 
July 2-, 1981, Resolution with the following 
language, and I quote, “That the traffic 
light at the corner of Barnes Avenue and 
Logan Street be operative, stop and go, 
until 10:00 p.m. and left turns be allowed 
Saturday and Sundays.” 


The Executive Assistant to the Mayor 
was told to direct the Traffic Engineer to 
be sure that the changes were put into 
effect this week. 


The aforementioned contains several 
flaws. One, the Resolution of Amendment 
refers to a date of July 2-, 1981, an erron- 
eous date in need of correcting; two, the 
singular ‘Saturday’? should be corrected to 
the plural “Saturdays”; and, three, the 
Resolution of Amendment should be not one 
of directing, but one of recommendation 
and request, inasmuch as, the City of Lan- 
sing does not have the control of Logan 
Street, this being the responsibility of the 
Department of Transportation of the State 
of Michigan. 


Verbally, the City has received permission 
from the State Department of Transporta- 
tion to change the signals to stop-and-go, 
from 6:00 p.m. until 10:00 p.m., daily. 
Same is now in effect, per your direction, 
but permission has not been granted for 
left hand turns — if same is granted, and 
this is doubtful, the State will order the 
necessary signs, signs for which the City 
will pay 50%, or an estimated $1,000. 


The Administration, I am confident, can 
work out a compromise solution to the op- 
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eration of the Barnes/Logan intersection 
with the State Department of Transporta- 
tion. .THIS WOULD PERMIT LEFT 
TURNS WHEN THE LIGHT IS FLASH- 
ING — the flashing schedule would be de- 
signed to safely accommodate traffic. From 
previous studies, the most liberal flashing 
schedule would be 6:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. 
during weekdays, and all day each Saturday 
and each Sunday. Special signing undoubt- 
edly will be required to accommodate this 
situation -—- However, since the entire in- 
tersection is in a trial operation period, said 
signs probably would be installed only 
when and if the operation becomes perma- 
nent. Standard signing would probably be 
used during the trial period, 


CEDAR STREET AND RILEY 


In the recent past, the Traffic Board of 
the City of Lansing recommended that the 
traffic signal, at the above-mentioned inter- 
section, be removed. This was based upon 
recommendations of the Department of 
Transportation of the State of Michigan 
AFTER receipt of a letter from the Lan- 
sing Sehool District advising no further 
need for the signal due to closure of Walter 
French Junior High School. 


On August 10, 1981, City Council ap- 
proved a Resolution opposing the removal 
of the traffic signal, and then extended 
“the evening operating time of the signal 
until 9:00 p.m, . . .” as requested by area 
residents. Even though City Council has no 
authority over Cedar Street, the State De- 
partments of Transportation agreed to 
study the time in question. 


This past Monday, City Council main- 
tained that the signal in question was or- 
dered to operate between 7:00 a.m. and 
9:00 p.m. for safety reasons of children 
going to school — instead of 8:10 a.m. to 
9:00 p.m., which traffic film and counts 
show is a proper time. Your Resolution 
does not address the A.M. factor at all. 


Regarding the safety of school children, 
be advised that the check shows that 12 
junior high school students cross at this 
vicinity in the early A.M. — of the 12, only 
8 use the pedestrian overpass at this loca- 
tion, while the other 9 prefer to dance in- 
and-out of traffic at street level. 


I do not think that the verbal accusations 
directed_at the Traffic Engineer were in 
order. I recommend that if you desire a 
7:00 a.m. starting time, you should adopt 
a resolution of request and recommendation, 
so that the Administration can present 
formal input to the State Department of 
Transportation. 


Trusting these matters will be given 
proper consideration, with, hopefully, input 
from the Traffic Department, I remain

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


The claimant has requested reimburse- 
ment for medical costs incurred as the re- 
sult of an incident at the Potter Park Zoo 
on June 11, 1981. While visiting the Potter 
Park Zoo with he two young daughters, one 
of which was in a stroller with a baby bot- 
tle, the claimant entered the goat pen. 
While there a large goat knocked the claim- 
ant’s oldest daughter down. As the claim- 
ant directed her attention to the older 
daughter lying on the ground, the same 
goat seeking the smaller daughter’s baby 
bottle, apparently climbed onto the stroller, 
placing its hind feet on the baby’s abdomen 
and its front feet on the baby’s head. The 
claimant transported her children to Henry 
Ford Hospital where Z-rays and related 
medica] treatment were administered at a 
cost of $158.00. 


Douglas Finley, Director of Parks and 
Recreation indicates that one of the em- 
ployees in the animal contact area con- 
firmed this incident. Apparently one of 
the biggest problems in the animal contact 
area is the presence of strollers, and par- 
ticularly so when _a baby bottle is present 
and visible since the goats can not differen- 
tiate between their feeding bottles and an 
ordinary baby bottle. Mr. Finley indicates 
that a staff person in the contact area 
normally advises people of the potential 
problem but was apparently assisting some- 
one else when this stroller entered and 
failed to warn the claimant. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3,996(107) immu- 
nizes municipalities from tort liability when 
the municipality is engaged in the exercise 
or discharge of a governmental function. 
The term “governmental function” has been 
limited in scope by court decisions to in- 
clude those activities which are ‘‘of essence 
to governing”; e.g., those activities which 
ean be effectively accomplished only by 
government, See Parker v Highland Park, 
404 Mich 187; 273 NW2d 408 (1978). Mich- 
igan courts have indicated that the opera- 
tion of a recreational park may or may not 
constitute a governmental function and 
have adopted in case by case analysis of the 
particular activities carried on within a 
recreational] area as to whether or not those 
activities constitute a governmental func. 
tion, See Feliciano v DNR, 97 Mich App 
101 (1980; Daugherty v Michigan, 91 Mich 
App 658 (1979). In the opinion of this of- 
fice, it is doubtful that the animal contact 
area at Potter Park falls within the pro- 
tection afforded municipalities by the afore- 
mentioned statute. Additionally, there are 
court decisions indicating that strict lia- 
bility may be imposed on the owner or 
keeper of domesticated animals ordinarily 
harmless when the owner or keeper knew, 
or had reason to know, of a particular or 
dangerous propensity or tendency in the 
animal in question. See Prosser, Law of 
Torts, Strict Liability, Animals, Chapter 
18, Section 76. 


In view of the facts and circumstances 
presented by this claimant and the above 
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authorities, it is the recommendation of 
this office that this claim be allowed.

In the 
first instance, UMTA allowed $203,000 to 
purchase the Mill Street property (now the 
R. E. Olds Museum), but the City Council 
Resolution of 1971 authorized the use of 
$205,000, resulting in a disallowance of 
$2,000. Secondly, UMTA contends that the 
entire purchase price of $15,383.00 for the 
handicapper bus used by the Parks and 
Recreation Department is disallowed, since 
such use was not allowed for in Federal 
Regulations. This is the same bus which 
has had to undergo extensive repairs since 
its purchase in 1975. Since the City’s share 
of those items was a one-third match, UM- 
TA is requesting reimbursement of the re- 
maining two-thirds, or $11,588.67. 


Of the $28,995.86, the $11,588.67 is a new 
cost to the City — the $17,407.19 was lapsed 
into the General Fund — Fund Balance at 
the end of the 1976-77 Fiscal Year. 


Regarding the aforementioned, the Fed- 
era] auditors completed their work and con- 
ducted an “exit conference” with City staff 
on February 15, 1978. For the past 3 years, 
the City Controller has attempted to resolve 
these items in the City’s favor, but to no 
avail. Therefore, I must, at this time, rec- 
ommend that City Council re-appropriate 
this amount, so that the $28,995.86 can be 
returned to UMTA. 


I have asked the Finance Department to 
bring this overall matter to the attention 
of the Ways and Means Committee on Sep- 
tember 24, 1981, inasmuch as immediate 
action on the part of the City Council is 
necessary. The Federal Government is in- 
creasing its efforts to recapture on these 
grant items, just as it is doing all over the 
Nation.

Exhibit No. 2 is a memo from the Mayor 
to the City Council, dated August 21, 1981, 
and presented to the Council on August 24, 
1981, in which he concurs with the Plan- 
ning Board’s recommendation, as stated in 
an attached letter dated August 19, 1981, 
that the property at 1516 N. High be ac- 
quired. 


Exhibit No. 3 is background information 
on the proposed acquisition property, 1516 
N, High Street, in Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Area No. 3. 


Exhibit No. 4 is a copy of the Resolution 
of City Council setting October 5, 1981, as 
the date of the Public Hearing to consider 
the proposed plan amendment. 


Exhibit No. 5 is a certified copy of the 
notice of Public Hearing that was published 
in the Lansing State Journal on Septem- 
ber 18, 1981. 


Exhibit No. 6 is an affidavit affirming 
that notice of the Public Hearing was dis- 
tributed door-to-door in the district and 
development areas of Neighborhood De- 
velopment Area No. 3 on September 24, 
1981.

The structure at 1516 N. High Street 
would require an estimated $28,947.00 for 
code repairs plus an estimated $6,345.00 for 
rehabilitation standard repairs. Although 
the assessor’s records indicate four bed- 
rooms, the Building Department has deter- 
mined that two of the four do not meet 
minimum requirements for sleeping areas. 
In addition the only bathroom facilities are 
located in the rear porch addition to the 
house which has fallen to severe disrepair. 
Other high cost items include siding, foun- 
dation, plumbing and electrical. The house 
is assessed for $6,200. Therefore, it is 
recommended that the property be ac- 
quired, the structure demolished, and the 
residents relocated.

Dear Council President and Members: 


Over the past several years, the City of 
Lansing has been financially stable, despite 
the severe economic condition surrounding 
us. We have had an ample unappropriated 
fund balance. Like any savings account, it 
was our security blanket. I cautioned you, 
however, that this was no guarantee that 
we were immune from fiscal hazards. I 
repeatedly warned that to expend those 
funds too easily could precipitate a fiscal 
crisis, and would certainly do so, if other 
restraints were not imposed. 


While it greatly pains me to have to 
present such glum news, we have now un- 
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questionably reached that crisis point. The 
nearly completed financial statements for 
the year ending June 80, 1981, show an 
unappropriated fund balance of $1,176,261. 
This represents only 2.0% of our General 
Fund/Revenue Sharing budget and falls 
$3,000,000 short of the amount we would 
need to balance next year’s budget, if we 
continued operating merely at current 
levels of service. Even at that, our un- 
appropriated funds do not represent cash 
that could be spent. Our accrued liability 
for sick leave, our self-insured status and 
the fact that unappropriated balances also 
include receivables and inventories leaves 
us in a tightly, even urgently, constrained 
position. The Finance Director will cover 
this with you in greater detail. 


In the fairly recent past, we have all 
cheered the advent of the high mileage 
vehicles, These have helped America in its 
energy crisis—the technology is commend- 
able. On the other side, fuel and weight 
tax losses for highway, road and street 
purposes have declined by one-quarter bil- 
lion dollars in Michigan, meaning losses 
for our own street improvements. This 
necessitated the City expending $500,000 
from the General Fund this year for basic 
street improvements, a first in history. Too, 
in the recent past, $1,000,000 had to be ex- 
pended for new snow removal equipment, 
trucks, etc., to replace “junk” on hand. 
This has helped us in times of great snow 
storms to open up our streets as rapidly 
as any city of any size in Michigan, To 
replace a drab downtown, $1.8 million was 
expended. For several years. City Council 
has mandated up-front, and before the 
Recommended Budget was submitted each 
year, that 1% of the budget be expended 
for so-called “human services.” Also, dol- 
lars had to be expended for the City’s share 
of new badly needed bridges. Another $2.1 
million was decided by you_to be spent for 
property for the separate Exhibition Hall. 
The total is not a small number of dollars, 
and the aforementioned is only a partial 
list of expenditures. 


Today, 76% of the Genera] Fund/Revenue 
Sharing budget is expended for all em- 
ployee wages, salaries and fringe benefits— 
of the total, 45% goes to Police and Fire, 
and 92% of that is in salaries and fringe 
benefits, Overall, the required City contri- 
bution for retirement benefits under nego- 
tiated employee contracts, and ever increas- 
ing F.1.C.A. (Social Security). alone totaled 
$7,500,000 this year—our total property tax 
revenue was only $10,900,000. This was 
clearly pointed out to you in my Budget 
Message on March 238, 1981. 


Even more distressing is the fact that 
current year revenues have shown no im- 
provement and in many cases have declined 
below projections. The loss of $178,000 in 
Federal Revenue Sharing, the projected loss 
of $270,000 in State Revenue Sharing under 
the Governor’s Executive Order, the highly 
probable reduction of even more from State 
Revenue in the new fiscal year, and the 
fact that income tax collections have shown 
no recovery above the downwardly revised 
estimates of last Spring, will all further 
aggravate our fiscal problems. 


If these actual, already known factors 
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were not serious enough, we face two 
major additional reductions. The proposed 
property tax limitation legislation, while 
not certain, appears headed for passage. 
While this is clearly a needed response to 
long declared public concern, it will aggra- 
vate our fiscal problems. We will be faced 
with unreimbursed revenue reductions, and 
this is realistic since the State of Michigan 
is itself not in a position to fully reimburse 
local units. We will be faced with a high 
probability that you will not be able to 
raise taxes, or fees and charges, without a 
yote of the General Public. While I concur 
in the desirability of voter support in such 
matters, the necessary lead time and ex- 
pense will make it difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to react promptly to changing fiscal 
needs. I support property tax relief, but 
I caution you not to underestimate its 
effects on the City. 


Another very real possibility is the phas- 
ing out of Federal Revenue Sharing, which 
will be a loss of approximately $3,000,000 
annually. This has been proposed in Wash- 
ington before, but now there is increasing 
support. While I concur in budget cutting 
efforts, I do not believe that this is the 
right area to cut. Federal Revenue Sharing 
is our only general puprpose return on 
taxes paid by our citizens to Washington. 
However, the potential for a redesigned 
block grant program under President 
Ronald Reagan may make block grants 
part of a solution to some current prob- 
lems, Currently, categorical grants, block 
grants and special programs are all for 
limited, specified purposes which may not 
meet the priority requirements of our City. 
Further, other than Federal Revenue Shar- 
ing, all Federal funds have extensive and 
expensive monitoring, reporting, and im- 
plementing regulations. I urge you, most 
strongly, to take action to retain General 
Revenue Sharing in preference to any more 
restricted programs. While the goals and 
purposes of a restricted program may be 
highly desirable, they won’t do our citizens 
much good, if our basic services cannot be 
sustained. 


In the face of all these considerations, 
I am implementing a number of Executive 
Orders to reduce expenditure levels now. 
I am ordering, effective immediately, a 
hiring freeze on all but critical positions, 
I am ordering a freeze on all equipment 
purchases, which are not absolutely essen- 
tial at this time. I am ordering a hold on 
non-legally required Capital Improvement 
Projects and have asked the C.I.P. Com- 
mittee to reassess them and make recom- 
mendations back to me on whether they 
can reasonably and prudently be deferred. 


I have instructed the Budget Director to 
identify levels of service impacts by work- 
ing with each department. I will be having 
a series of budget hearings and planning 
sessions with my departments, during Octo- 
ber and November, to identify potential 
areas of reduction and the associated ser- 
vice impacts. 


Councilman McKane has communicated 
with me to express his concerns and has 
requested, most strongly, that the Adminis- 
trative branch work with the Council, par- 
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ticularly through his Committee, to make 
necessary reductions in the most cost effec- 
tive, least disrupting manner possible. I 
will be forwarding his communication to 
all departments because I, too, feel that 
the dangers of shortsightedness and terri- 
torialism are potentially disastrous. While 
we can respond adequately, if everyone 
understands and deals with the problems, 
you can also face complete fiscal and opera-~ 
tional chaos, if you stick your head in the 
sand and hope the problems go away. They 
will not, 


You cannot fix the problems by throwing 
money at them, You don’t have the money. 
You cannot wait out the economic dol- 
drums. The time for action is now. You 
are faced with expiring labor contracts 
with all the City’s unions. It will be ex- 
tremely difficult to achieve a reasonable 
and affordable settlement, if everyone does 
not use their fullest, honest efforts to work 
cooperatively. 


There is no room for expansion. Even 
with the best efforts, we are faced with the 
need to reduce, substantially, our staffing 
levels in the City. It is clear that programs 
and staff will have to be cut-back. No one 
can do what must be done, without facing 
those areas of costs. It would be the height 
of folly and dishonesty to tell our citizens 
and our employees that we can do one 
without the other. Lowered levels of ser- 
vice and reduced numbers of personnel 
must be carefully and thoughtfully planned. 


Whenever possible, transfers, reassign- 
ments and attrition will be used to limit 
lay-offs. However, I fee] that despite our 
best efforts there will be lay-offs, and if 
you, as a Council do not join fully in these 
efforts, the numbers of needed lay-offs will 
be dramatically increased. It is up to you, 
You are the policy making body. 


I urge you, as a Council, to take several 
steps immediately to support an overall 
effort, I request that you activate your 
Moratorium Committee for Council, Clerk 
and Courts to match the Administrative 
efforts. I urge you also to work to assure 
the cooperation of the elected official in 
those operations in cut-back planning. 
Every agency of the City needs to be in- 
volved. I urge you to avoid the temptation 
to turn this into a political football. The 
same problems will be here even after I 
depart—a resolving of the issues, being 
greatly complicated by large Federal and 
State dollar losses, is an absolute necessity. 
I could not get many of you to recognize 
the developing situation in the past, al- 
though I kept detailing the signs of it for 
you. Now, with the actual, final, in- 
dependently audited financial position 
known, you cannot have any excuse. 
Examine the reports; have your staff re- 
view them. You will find that I have not 
exaggerated the situation at all. Our un- 
appropriated funds are insufficient to allow 
any room to yvacillate. 


I have instructed the Finance Director 
to meet with you in Committee to more 
fully review the facts and their implica- 
tions. Within eight to ten weeks, the 
Budget Director will meet with you to 
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report back on interim budget actions at 
the Executive level, and I will, at that 
time, be sending further policy recom- 
mendations for your consideration and de- 
cision. 


The City of Lansing certainly is not in 
the same troubled, financial condition of 
many other cities, many of which have al- 
ready undergone lay-offs and cut-backs. 
Unlike others, we are facing our problems 
up-front. We can resolve our problems. 
We can overcome the challenge. However, 
it cannot be done in a vacuum. It will re- 
quire hard and difficult policy decisions on 
your part. It will require long and tedious 
efforts on the part of the Administration. 
I believe we can do it.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


An April 21, 1980, Capitol Savings & 
Loan Association filed a mortgage fore- 
closure action against Bernice Collins and 
Coland, Inc. as owners of income property 
located at the northwest corner of Washte- 
naw Street and South Logan Street and 
commonly identified as 282-234 South 
Logan Street. On June 6, 1980 Bernice 
Collins and Coland, Ine. answered Capitol 
Savings & Loan Association’s complaint 
and filed a cross-claim against the City of 
Lansing alleging that the placement of the 
pedestrian overpass upon the northwest 
and northeast corners of Washtenaw and 
South Logan Streets in November, 1976 
by the City of Lansing’s Public Service 
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Department resulted in an actual trespass 
upon Coland, Inc.’s property and an in- 
direct taking of the property. The com- 
plaint alleged that Coland, Inc. was unable 
to rent the house located at 232-234 South 
Logan Street since November, 1976 because 
of the pedestrian overpass’s close proximity 
to the house and as a result, the City of 
Lansing’s Building Department had to de- 
molish the vacant apartment house because 
of its deteriorated condition. Therefore, 
Coland, Inc. requested both actual and 
treble damages against the City of more 
than $23,000. 


Mr. Terrell R. Ocetzel, an experienced 
appraiser was retained by the City for the 
purpose of determining whether the close 
proximity of the pedestrian overpass re- 
sulted in any dimunition of value of the 
property. Mr. Oetzel provided a written 
appraisal to this Department which con- 
eluded that the pedestrian overpass’s close 
proximity to the house diminished the 
value of the income property to the extent 
of $3,000. Further, James Porter, a regis- 
tered land surveyor was retained by the 
City in order to ascertain whether the 
pedestrian overpass or any portion thereof 
had been placed upon Coland, Inc.’s_prop- 
erty without its permission. Mr. Porter 
provided a certified survey which concluded 
that a portion of the base of the pedestrian 
overpass had been placed upon Coland, 
Inc.’s property. In addition, investigation 
by this office revealed that the movement 
and placement of the pedestrian overpass 
had never been reviewed by the Lansing 
Planning Department as required by Michi- 
gan law, 


Based upon the above facts it is clear 
that the pedestrian overpass is on Coland, 
Ine.’s property without Coland, Ine.’s per- 
mission and that the pedestrian overpass 
has decreased the value of Coland, Inc.’s 
property. Thus, the only issue left for the 
jury to decide in this particular case would 
be the amount of damage suffered by 
Coland, Inc, as a result of the City’s tres- 
pass and indirect taking. As indicated 
above, the City’s expert witness would 
testify that $3,200 in damages occurred 
as a result of the close proximity of the 
pedestrian overpass to the property, In 
addition, the City’s expert witness would 
testify that a portion of the base of the 
pedestrian overpass is on Coland, Ine.’s 
property and the jury would be required to 
determine the additional amount of damage 
suffered by Coland, Inc., as a result of the 
City’s trespass. 


Coland, Inc. has indicated that it would 
be willing to settle all claims against the 
City of Lansing for $8,000. On January 26, 
1981 the Lansing City Council adopted a 
resolution authorizing the acquisition of 
the property at 232-234 South Logan Street. 
Capitol Savings & Loan Association and 
Coland, Inc. have indicated that as part of 
the settlement and upon payment of the 
value of the vacant property, which has 
been determined to be $6,500, Coland, Inc. 
and Capitol Savings & Loan would also 
deliver title to the property to the City 
free and clear of any liens or encum- 
brances. The exclusive source of the monies 
for the purchase of the vacant lots would 
be Federal Community Development funds, 
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Due to the fact that the City’s liability 
in this case is clear and because of the 
possibility that a jury might award sub- 
stantial damages_for the trespass by the 
City on Coland, Inc.’s land as well as for 
the adverse impact of the pedestrian over- 
pass, this office recommends settlement of 
this matter as described above and hereby 
requests City Council’s authorization of 
the same.

Dear Council President and Members: 


City Council has long been aware of the 
poor condition of the wrought iron fence 
which encloses the Mt. Hope cemetery. 
This fence may be original with the ceme- 
tery, which is approximately 100 years old. 


In earlier years, the fence was regularly 
painted, by Parks laborers—-a_ very time 
consuming and therefore expensive process. 
The fence has not been maintained in this 
manner for many, many years and has sig- 
nificantly deteriorated. It is also occasion- 
ally damaged by automobiles, particularly 
at the intersection of Mt. Hope and Aure- 
lius Road. 


The Parks and Recreation Department, 
which has contacted local vendors, has esti- 
mated that replacement of the fence would 
cost approximately $94,500. This would re- 
place the Mt. Hope and Aurelius sections 
which total 8,780 feet. There is at present 
chain link fence on the south side of the 
cemetery and no fence along Sycamore 
Creek. 


The Parks and Recreation Department 
has recommended a possible alternative to 
this problem. The Department is aware of 
at least one individual who is interested 
in purchase of the existing wrought iron 
fence. The Department estimates that 
through bidding, the City could receive ap- 
proximately $25,000 for the existing fence, 
which would be sufficient to purchase new 
chain link fence as a replacement. Natu- 
rally, the bids would be reviewed for sale 
of the wrought iron fence and then appro- 
priate transfers would be made prior to 
eclonating bids for purchase of chain link 
ence, 


I am aware that many individuals in the 
community appreciate the aesthetic quali- 
ties of wrought iron fence. I am request- 
ing, however, that City Council provide 
direction as to the continued maintenance 
and eventual replacement of the wrought 
iron fence or as to the replacement pro- 
gram with chain link fence as proposed 
by the Parks and Recreation Department.

In March of this year, a recommendation 
was forwarded to you regarding the vaca- 
tion of the stub of Monticello Drive 
(Act-3-81) as recommended by the Plan- 
ning Board. City Council passed a revised 
Resolution (5d) on Monday, October 5, 
1981, approving the vacation with certain 
stipulations. 


It has been brought to my attention that 
those stipulations would cost the City ap- 
proximately $5,000 for which no funds 
have been approved. This is outlined in 
the memorandum of February 11, 1981, 
from the Public Service Department to 
the Planning Department. Unfortunately, 
the Planning Director failed to advise his 
Board or myself of these costs. Effectively, 
the City would wind up spending $5,000 to 
sell this property for “a nominal sale 
price” and return the property to the tax 
rolls. In the past, City Council has inter- 
preted a nominal sale price as $1,00 per 
front foot, therefore, netting not more 
than $66.00 to the City. 


While considerable time has passed since 
this recommendation was first submitted 
to City Council, during that time we have 
witnessed a substantial deterioration in 
the City’s financial condition, as I out- 
lined in my report to City Council last 
Monday. Therefore, there is no way that 
I can allow this action to stand. 


For the ahove stated reasons, I place my 
Veto over Resolution (5d), as approved by 
you, and I do so in accordance with Sec- 
tion 3-305 of the Lansing City Charter.

As you will recall, I submitted a major 
reorganization plan on October 81, 1978, 
pursuant to the then recently approved 
City, Charter requirements. The critical 
portions of this plan were subsequently 
approved by City Council, and as a result 
the efficiency of City operations have 
greatly improved. 


Included in this reorganization were the 
assignments of several small divisions to 
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established line and staff departments; 
clear lines of authority and responsibilit 
were set; and consolidations made—includ- 
ing the creation of new Administrative 
Services Department. The reorganization 
also included the reassignment of Park 
Security to the Lansing Police Department. 


In the two years since this reorganization 
took place we have identified certain bene- 
fits of having the Park Security Division 
return to be a part of the Parks and Rec- 
reation Department, Primarily, it is de- 
sirable to have specialized and identifiable 
Park Officers rather than integrating them 
into the Uniform Division of the Lansing 
Police Department. Further, the breaking 
out of specialized activities from the com- 
plex priorities that exist within the Police 
Department allows more fully for the at- 
tention which should be given to this unit, 
Finally, regaining normal communication 
between park field operations people and 
Leg Officers improves the efficiency of 

oth. 


After consultation with Chief of Police, 
the Director of Parks and Recreation, and 
the Personnel Director, I concur in their 
recommendation to reorganize responsibili- 
ties, and to assign the seven (7) Park 
Security positions to the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Department. Procedural actions and 
training opportunities, as characteristic of 
the Police Department, are available to 
and will be employed by the Park and 
Recreation Department. 


This proposed reorganization is submitted 
to you in compliance with Section 4-301.7 
of the Lansing Charter for your review.

Information provided 
by Yunker Memorials, Inc., indicates that 
the marker in question is damaged be- 
yond repair and a replacement marker 
would cost $225. 


MCLA 691.1405, MSA 38.996 (105) pro- 
vides that a governmental agency is liable 
for property damage resulting from he 
negligent operation by an employee of the 
governmental agency of a vehicle of which 
the governmental agency is the owner. In 
this case, the lawnmower was owned by 
the City of Lansing, was being operated 
by a City employee, and from all indica- 
tions was bein goperated in a negligent 
manner on the date in question.

Dear President Belen and Members 
of City Council: 


This claimant requests reimbursement in 
the amount of $250.00 for items taken from 
her when arrested by the Lansing Police 
Department on February 17, 1980, and sub- 
sequently destroyed. The items destroyed 
were contained in a make up case and in- 
cluded lipstick, mascara, two pairs of 
gloves, a compact, pair of glasses, a comb, 
brush and a contact lens case which _al- 
legedly contained contact lenses. This 
claimant estimates the value at $250.00. 


Lansing Police Department records indi- 
cate that this claimant was one of three 
females arrested on February 17, 1980, 
as a suspect in a check forgery scheme at 
American Bank & Trust. The charges 
against this claimant was eventually dis- 
missed. With the exception of the contact 
lenses, all of the items at issue in this 
claim were considered by the Lansing 
Police Department as principles in the 
crime since the property was used for dis- 
guise purposes. Property of that nature 
is not returnable to the owner and is de- 
stroyed at the conclusion of the related 
court case. That procedure was followed 
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in this instance. Both a clerk and a tech- 
nician assigned to the Quartermaster Sec- 
tion of the Lansing Police Department indi- 
cate that they personally examined the con- 
tact lens holder in qquestion, discovered it 
was empty, and destroyed that holder along 
with the other items in qquestion. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996 (107) im- 
munizes municipalities from tort liability 
when the municipality is engaged in the 
exercise or discharge of a governmental 
function, The term ‘governmental func- 
tion” has been limited in scope by court 
decisions to include only those activities 
which can be effectively accomplished by 
government. See Parker v Highland Park, 
404 Mich 187; 273 NW2d 403 (1978). It 
is clear, that the functions of a police de- 
partment, including the custody and sub- 
sequent disposal of property of this nature, 
constitutes a governmental function and 
would fall within the purview of the afore- 
mentioned statute. It therefore follows that 
the City of Lansing would be immune from 
liability even if facts were presented which 
would constitute negligent action on the 
part of the Police Department. In this in- 
stance, no such facts are presented and it 
would appear that the contact lenses, the 
only item of significant value, were not 
contained in the contact lens holder in 
question. 


Applying the aforementioned statute to 
the circumstances presented by this claim, 
it is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be denied.

For the past several years the Citizens’ 
District Council No. 3 has been monitoring 
the progress of the David Street Extension 
project. On many occasions we have been 
called upon to make recommendations on 
various phases of planning and implemen- 
tation. 


At our September meeting we received an 
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update report on construction of the new 
portion of street. At that time members 
expressed concern over the name of the 
new section. As you are well aware, there 
currently exists a great deal of confusion 
over streets in this area, Motorists fre- 
quently get lost when Lake Lansing Road 
turns into East High Street which then in- 
tersects North High Street. CDC No. 3 
members are concerned that the confusion 
will be further exaggerated if the new 
section of street is called David Street 
which then turns into Douglas west of 
Larch. 


After lengthy discussion CDC members 
agreed unanimously that the new section 
of s reet should be called Lake Lansing 
Road and that the existing street now 
called East High should be renamed Lake 
Lansing Road. This would make travel 
from East Lansing to Larch/US 27 more 
congruous as motorists would be travelling 
one continuously named road. This recom- 
mendation was made with the knowledge 
of the possible rerouting of Lake Lansing 
in the future.

The claimant incurred damage to his 
motorcycle in the amount of $180 after he 
lost control while negotiating the inter- 
section at Elm and Cedar Streets on July 
20, 1981. The claimant alleges that the fall 
and subsequent damage were caused by an 
oil spill left by a City vehicle seconds 
before his accident. 


Pursuant to MCLA 691.1402, MSA 3.996 
(102, a municipality is obligated to main- 
tain highways in reasonable repair and in 
a condition reasonably safe and convenient 
for public travel, MCLA 691.1408; MSA 
3.996 (103) provides that a municipality 
is immune from liability for damages 
caused by defective highways unless the 
municipality knew, or, in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence, should have known, 
of the existence of the defect and had a 
reasonable time to repair that defect. 


This office is informed by the Public Ser- 
vice Department that the first notification 
they received of any defect in the area of 
Elm and Cedar Streets was when this 
claimant placed a call to the Public Service 
Department subsequent to his accident. A 
Public Service Department Supervisor with 
27 years of experience was dispatched to 
the scene of this accident immediately, dis- 
covered a small amount of dried material 
on the roadway, and judged the condition 
of the roadway to be nondangerous. 


Applying the aforementioned statutes to 
the facts presented by this claimant, it is 
apparent that if a dangerous defect did 
exist, the City of Lansing had no prior 
notice of the alleged defect prior to this 
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claimant’s notification, Therefore, it is 
the recommendation of this office that this 
claim be denied on the basis of govern- 
mental immunity.

Several weeks ago, City Council adopted 
a committee report regarding disposition 
of the Genesee Center. At that time, City 
Council rejected a bid submitted for pur- 
chase of the property due to certain con- 
cerns regarding the structural integrity of 
the building, 


The City’s Property Manager, Sam Clay, 
has contacted various engineering firms and 
has received a proposal from Lefkofsky, 
Bobish and Associates, Inc., to conduct a 
structural survey at a_ maximum cost of 
$700 on the building. The results of that 
survey will determine what the best alter- 
native will be for the future of this prop- 
erty. I am confident that the survey will 
confirm what was preliminarily indicated 
by City Building Commissioner Jim Kzeski 
—that some shifting of the foundation 
may have occurred at the time of construc- 
tion but that the building is at this point 
fundamentally sound. In any event, this 
report will provide a professional basis on 
which to make any future judgment, For 
that reason, I am recommending that City 
Council approve the Administration pro- 
ceeding with this study as soon as possible,

Dear President Belen and Members 
of City Council: 


In accordance with Article 4, Chapter 3, 
Section 4-304.7 of the Lansing City Char- 
ter, this office presents its recommendation 
for redemption of the above captioned mat- 
ter in the amount of $7,750. 


Mr. Clark was employed by the Parks 
Department as a part time night watch- 
man. On September 10, 1979, Mr. Clark 
fell from a chair that broke while he was 
sitting in it and sustained muscle sprains 
in the lower back region. A report from 
Dr. Silva indicated that the fall would be 
likely to exacerbate a preexisting back con- 
dition, which in Mr. Clark’s case, was a 
degeneration of the disc located at the 
lumbo-sacral junction (low back). 


After the injury, Mr. Clark continued 
working through February 17, 1980 and 
at that time was put on workers’ disability 
compensation through June 13. 1980. Mr. 
Clark did not return to work. His position 
was eliminated on July 1, 1980. 


Subsequent to his injury, Mr. Clark 
treated with Dr. Silva and was examined 
by several other doctors, all of whom but 
one concurred with Dr. Silva that the in- 
jury could and would be likely to aggravate 
a preexisting back condition. The doctors’ 
opinions were consistent with the history 
provided by Mr. Clark who indicated prior 
to the fall he experienced no pain in the 
lower back region and was able to perform 
his duties as a park watchman, however, 
after the fall, the pain became progres- 
sively worse and he was eventually unable 
to perform his duties as a watchman. 


At the time of trial, this office entered 
discussions directed toward resolution of 
this matter. At the time of trial, Mr. Clark 
had $2,239.92 in outstanding compensation 
benefits accrued as well as approximately 
$2,600 in outstanding medical bills. Had 
he prevailed at trial, the City would have 
been obligated to pay those bills as well as 
weekly benefits which would have totalled 
$28.68 per week or approximately $1,448.00 
per year. Given the fact that Mr. Clark 
continues to experience back pain and dis- 
played difficulty in walking, it was the 
belief of this office that it would be in the 
City’s best interest to redeem its liability 
under the Workers’ Disability Compensa- 
tion Act for future weekly benefits, voca- 
tional rehabilitation obligations as well as 
continuing medical expenses. This office 
tentatively agreed to redeem Mr. Clark’s 
case for $7,750. If the redemption is ap- 
proved the City would no longer be respon- 
soible for weekly benefits, vocational re- 
habilitation expenses as well as medical 
expenses which appear to be continuing and 
may continue indefinitely. 


In view of the foregoing, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that Mr. Clark’s 
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workers’ disability compensation case be re- 
deemed in the amount of $7,750.00.

In accordance with Article 0, Chapter 3, 
Section 4-307.4 of the Lansing City Char- 
ter, this office presents its recommendation 
for redemption of the above captioned mat- 
ter in the amount of $2,500. 


Mr. Allen was a seasonal employee em- 
ployed by the Public Service Department 
in the Refuse Division. His job required 
him to pick up trash bags. On April 20, 
1978, Mr. Allen sustained a low back strain 
while picking up refuse bags. The City 
paid him compensation for two days and 
he was discharged per agreement on April 
27, 1979. He continued to treat with Dr. 
Silva for a brief period of time thereafter 
for continuing low back pain. Mr. Allen 
was rehired on January 15, 1979 and dis- 
charged April 27, 1979 by the Public Ser- 
vice Department in the same capacity and 
sustained another injury to the low back 
area. He was paid compensation benefits 
for the period March 6, through March 19, 
1979, Mr, Allen worked for approximately 
one month thereafter but continued to ex- 
perience back pain. 


Mr. Allen filed a Petition for workers’ 
disability compensation benefits alleging 
continuing back problems as a result of his 
injuries sustained while working for the 
City of Lansing, Medical depositions of 
Dr, Silva and Dr. Hankinson were taken. 
Dr. Silva concluded that Mr. Aller’s back 
problems were caused by scoliosis and not 
work related while Dr. Handinson indicated 
that the condition may be work related 
but also noted that Mr. Allen was suffering 
from scoliosis (a lateral curvature of the 
spine). 


At the time of trial, this office entered 
into negotiations for settlement of Mr. 
Allen’s claim. The accrued compensation 
totalled approximately $19,000. Addition- 
ally, had Mr. Allen prevailed the City 
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would be responsible for reasonable and 
necessary medical care and vocational re- 
habilitation costs, Although the medical 
testimony is not strongly supportive of 
Mr. Allen’s complaint, there does remain 
the possibility that he would prevail at the 
time of trial based on his history and the 
testimony of Dr, Hankinson. This office 
therefore offered to redeem the case for the 
sum of $2,500. 


In view of the outstanding exposure it is 
the recommendation of this office that the 
redemption of Mr. Allen’s claim in the 
amount of $2,500 be approved.

Please be advised that the opening of the 
new section of street which links East 
High Street/Lake Lansing Road with U.S. 
27 (Larch Street) took place on Wednes- 
day, November 4, 1981. 


The street construction is part of an 
overall comprehensive development plan for 
Lansing’s northside. The $8.5 million plan 
includes street construction, sewer work, 
and a major housing rehabilitation effort. 
The total project combined Federal, State 
and local and private investment dollars. 


When opened, the one-half mile street is 
expected to carry between 8,000 and 10,000 
cars per day and _ will greatly reduce 
through traffic on the residential portion 
of N. High Street. Internal circulation for 
the Motor Wheel Corporation will also be 
improved since motorists will be diverted 
off of McKinley Street and onto the new 
connector. 


The street will also provide improved ac- 
cess for Motor Wheel onto U.S. 27. In 
February of this year Motor Wheel an- 
nounced its plans for a $42.8 million 
modernization of its local manufacturing 
facility, 


The completion of this project and other 
phases of the Motor Wheel Area plan shows 
a strong commitment by the City of Lan- 
sing to the northside neighborhood and to 
Motor Wheel Corporation which employs 
over 1,500 persons.

This is to advise of the very positive de- 
velopments underway regarding the DART 
ENERGY CENTER, a facility to be located 
at the Northwest Corner of North Wash- 
ington Mall and Ottawa Street. 


Originally, and as late as July 1, 1981, 
the developer estimated its “capital invest- 
ments in basic structures and improve- 
ments for the project will be between 
$7,500,000 and $10,000,000.” Since that 
date, the DART ENERGY CORPORATION 
has selected an architectural firm and sub- 
stantially increased the estimated cost of 
the project. 


In a communication delivered to me, date 
of November 4, 1981, William R, Ralls, 
General Counsel for DART ENERGY COR- 
PORATION, advised that the new facility 
will approximate $28,000,000, plus, in costs, 
and will consist of 22 floors above grade 
level, and an additional 2 levels below 
grade for parking. The projected use and 
estimated costs of such uses are as follows: 


—2 levels of parking below ground at a 
cost of $5,000,000; 


8 levels above grade for commercial 
Purposes at a cost of $5,000,000; 


—b5 levels of office (45,000 square feet) 
at a cost of $5,000,000; 
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—9 levels of office for DART ENERGY 
CORPORATION (80,000 square feet) 
at a cost of $10,000,000; and 


—5 levels of residential, the costs of 
which are not projected, but may reach 
another $3,000,000. 


The DART ENERGY CENTER can be 
expected to provide 208 permanent jobs, 
and 175 construction jobs, per the follow- 
ing recap: 


The subgrade Parking Facility is expect- 
ed to provide 25 construction em- 
ployees, and 8 permanent employees. 


The Commercial Space is expected to 
provide 50 construction employees and 
50 permanent employees.

Several weeks ago, members of City 
Council received_correspondence from the 
Friends of the Zoo Society recommending 
two uses of the funds collected from the 
parking fee at Potter Park, In summary, 
the Zoo Society recommended enclosing the 
duck pond overlook to develop a year-round 
environmental education building, and also 
recommended that a professional consultant 
be hired to prepare master plans for future 
development of the zoo. 
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Parks and Recreation staff have reviewed 
these recommendations along with the 
Parks Board, with full support. I concur 
in both these projects, recofnizing the great 
success the Zoo Society has had in receiv- 
ing donations, bringing together volun- 
teers, and making projects happen inexpen- 
sively that could not be justified in the 
City’s budget. It is, therefore, my recom- 
mendation that City Council authorize the 
City of Lansing to enter into a contract 
with the Zoo Society for construction of 
the enclosed classroom using funds from 
the parking fee. Further, I agree with the 
need for a master plan, which has not heen 
looked at for future Potter Park develop- 
ment since the majority of the buildings 
were completed in the 1930's. 


The City Controller has prepared a sum- 
mary of revenues, expenses and net income 
for the parking fee from its inception in 
mid-1980 through the end of operations 
September 30, 1981. That indicates nearly 
$48,000 available for capital improvements 
to be approved by City Council. 


At this time, this is one of the largest 
unappropriated sources of funds in the 
City of Lansing. When the parking fee 
was established, City Council restricted 
these funds for capital improvements to 
Potter Park, I believe this was a reason- 
able consideration at that time, but I am 
no longer able to fully support this restric- 
tion when general funds are so obviously 
strapped. Therefore, I also wish to recom- 
mend that City Council review the pa- 
rameters for use of this money to consider 
whether these should be broadened in any 
way to benefit the entire parks system. I 
believe that little purpose is served to col- 
lect sizable amounts of revenue committed 
for one park when needs of other parks en- 
joyed equally by the community are set 
aside due to an economic crunch. This is 
not an action I recommend hastily, but 
after much thought, I see no reasonable 
alternative.

expenses. This proces should be part 
of the Moratorium Committee’s onging 
respnsibility as of now.

Dear Council President and Members: 


Recently, it has come to my attention 
that some individuals have criticized Lan- 
sing for having too high a tax rate when 
compared to Saginaw, Flint, and Grand 
Rapids. I would agree that these cities are 
the most comparable to Lansing of_ the 
other cities in Michigan. I agree that Lan- 
sng’s property tax rate for 1980 and 1981 
has been slightly higher than any of these 
other communities, But that does not tell 
half the story. 


Lansing has more police personnel, more 
fire personnel, and more parks than any of 
those other communities on a per capita 
basis. Lansing has reduced its fire and 
police personnel by less than any of those 
communities, and Lansing has avoided lay- 
ing off general funded personnel in all de- 
partments. Lansing was the last of those 
cities to institute a city income tax, and 
Lansing has a smaller percentage of its 
total assessed valuation devoted to indus- 
trial and commercial property than any of 
the other three communities. Those cities 
with large industral tax base to carry the 
load are naturally able to have a lower 
poperty tax rate on all properties generally. 


Let me offer some specific comparisons, 
Lansing, with 268 full-time firefighters, 
has two firefighters for every 1,000 citi- 
zens. Saginaw and Grand Rapids have 
about 114 per 1,000 citizens, and Flint has 
just 1.2 per 1,000, All four cities have fire 
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ratings of 3, which is a very good rating, 
but Lansing was most recently rated in 
1980, while it has been many years since 
the other cities were re-rated. Considering 
the reductons in personnel and equipment 
in those cities, I might be surprised if they 
could keep those good ratings today. With- 
in the last four years, Lansing provided 
training of paramedics to both Flint and 
Saginaw, which were only beginnng their 
paramedic services at that time. 


Lansing has 278 sworn police officers, 
almost as many as Flint or Grand Rapids 
despite their much larger populations. That 
means Lansing has 2.1 police officers per 
1,000 population. Saginaw and Flint have 
about 1.8 per 1,000 and Grand Rapids has 
less than 1.6 per 1,000. Lansing has had 
911 emergency telephone service since 1978. 
Grand Rapids and Saginaw instituted this 
service just last year, and Flint doesn’t 
have it, and doesn’t plan to get it. 


Last year, Lansing reduced its police 
force by five officers and no firefighters, 
all those reductions by attrition. Grand 
Rapids reduced its forces by seven police 
officers and five firefighters, again all by 
attrition but over twice as many reductions 
as Lansing. In the last two years, Saginaw 
has reduced its forces by 42 police officers 
and 15 firefighters. Last year, Flint laid 
off or attritioned 55 police officers and 
eight firefighters, These are critical reduc- 
tions to the basic safety and welfare servces 
that cities must provide for their residents. 


In garbage pick-up, only Saginaw and 
Flint provide service with no user fees. 
However, Flint last year reduced its pick-up 
schedule for seven months of the year to 
just every other week. In Grand Rapids, 
the bag fee is slightly lower than Lan- 
sing’s, but a tag fee is assessed for bulk 
items, which we pick up for free. On res- 
dential snow plowing, Flint has a minimum 
depth requirement before doing side streets. 
Grand Rapids has gone through a similar 
study. In parks, Lansing has a greater 
number of parks than any other of those 
cities. Lansing maintans 19 acres of park 
property per 1,000 persons compared to just 
under 12 acres per 1,000 persons in Flint 
and Grand Rapids and just two acres in 
Saginaw. Not only is this a luxury for our 
citizens, it must be remembered that all this 
is property off the tax rolls. 


In each of these cities, the industrial and 
commercial properties are carrying a heavi- 
er load of the tax base than in Lansing. 
For instance, in Grand Rapids, industrial/ 
commercial represents 63% of the total. In 
Flint, it’s 61%, while in Saginaw it’s 54%. 
Lansing has 48% of its tax base in indus- 
trial/eommercial. This might have been df- 
ferent had many years ago the two large 
General Motors plants on the near west side 
been annexed into the City instead of being 
in Lansing Township. Also, Lansing, un- 
like these other towns, has a major portion 
of its central business district devoted to 
state-owned properties, agan producing no 
property tax. State-owned properties, in 
total, would add $69,817,387 to the City’s 
tax base, according to State figures, if this 
property were on the tax rolls. Further, I 
believe this is a sign that Lansing has a 
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superior residential stock and a larger per- 

centage of its total land area devoted to 

neighborhoods than these other cties, which 

4 batiovs is an asset in itself for our resi- 
ents. 


Each of these other cities found it neces- 
sary to institute City income tax before 
Lansing did. Flint has had City income tax 
for nearly 20 years. While in good years, 
this brought anywhere from $25 to $30 mil- 
lion into the City treasury, Flint expects to 
receive only $17 million this year. Saginaw 
initiated its City income tax in 1966. While 
Saginaw anticipated $7.1 million this year, 
this is down from the $7.5 million received 
in 1978-79. Grand Rapids has had City n- 
come tax since 1967, and will take in ap- 
proximately $17.4 million this year. Lan- 
sing brought in its income tax in 1969, or 
two years after Grand Rapids, three years 
after Saginaw and 10 years after Flint, 
Lansing’s income tax has not grown much 
during the recent economic downturn, but 
its income tax has not fluctuated like a 
thermometer either. 


Finally, I believe it is worthy of note that 
Lansing has the lowest base salary for its 
chief executive officer of any of these cities, 
I make $41,279, and I recommend the 
Elected Officers Compensation Commission 
earlier this year that the Mayor receive no 
increase — this recommendation before I 
had decided whether or not to seek re- 
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election. In Flint, Mayor James Rutherford 
is receiving only $38,500, because he, too, 
has declined pay increases. However, the 
base salary for the Mayor’s job in Flint has 
increased to nearly $50,000. In Saginaw, 
the City Manager receives $48,000, and in 
igs Rapids, the City Manager receives

“The very costly Lansing Police Depart- 
ment is not operating without rewards 
to our taxpaying public. Federal Bureau 
of Investigation records show that Part 
One crimes (murder, robbery, burglary, 
larceny, etc.) have between 1970 and 
1980 DECREASED IN LANSING BY 
23.5 PERCENT. This is a completely 
different picture than one in the Merid- 
ian Township — Okemos area, where 
such crimes INCREASED BY 26.3 PER- 
CENT BETWEEN 1974 AND 1980.” 


In fact, Lansing is one of the very few 
cities, or governmental agencies, with 
crime decreases from the base year of 1970. 
Not only does the following compare Lan- 
sing with Flint, Saginaw, and Grand Rap- 
ids regarding Crime Rate Per 1,000 Inhabi- 
tants, but it also compares Lansing to sev- 
eral other cities:

The crime statistics of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, as shown above, are 
revealing. For example, Flint, has 75% 
MORE CRIMES THAN LANSING; Pontiac 
has 51% MORE CRIMES THAN LAN- 
SING; Saginaw has 48% MORE CRIMES 
THAN LANSING; Jackson has 43% MORE 
CRIMES THAN LANSING; Detroit has 
40% MORE CRIMES THAN LANSING; 
Battle Creek has 831% MORE CRIMES 
THAN LANSING; Dearborn has 17% 
MORE CRIMES THAN LANSING; AND, 


Grand Rapids has 17% MORE CRIMES 
THAN LANSING. 


Lansing has had more innovative crime- 
fighting approaches than most other cties. 
The National statistics show that the ap- 
proaches used by the City of Lansing and 
the Lansing Police Department — expensive 
as these approaches may be, they are pro- 
viding an upfront challenge to crime and 
to the benefit of our residents. 
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Why would anyone want Michigan's Capi- 
tal Cty of Lansing to be like Saginaw? Or, 
Flint? Or, any other city? Certainly, we 
have problems, but compared to most, ours 
is a cherished land. 


I realize, that in many campaigns for 
office, there are the few who make offer- 
ings, promises and statements, which are 
without total basis ... or, a total picture 
is not presented. The result is critcism for 
criticism’s sake. This approach is not in 
the best interest of a community. I resent 
that, IN FACT, THE UNFORTUNATE 
CHARGES HAVE ALREADY RESULTED 
IN ONE FIRM HESITATING TO FINAL- 
pe MOVE HERE, TO OUR OWN 


Therefore, as Mayor, I deem it proper 
and necessary to clear the record, by pro- 
viding, to the citizens of Lansing, an hon- 
est reply to the superfical charges recently 
made for political purposes — or, made 
from the lack of knowledge of all segments 
which make up this outstanding City of 
Lansing.

On August 3, 1981, City Council adopted 
a resolution to sell a 65-foot steel pedestrian 
overpass to Altman Development Company 
to connect the Hunter’s Ridge Subdivision 
to Bayview Street. This was to enable 
school children to more directly get to the 
elementary school without having to travel 
along Waverly Road. 


A value of $1,000 was established for this 
structure. When contact was made with 
Altman Development, the City addtionally 
required : 


—approval of plans for erection of the 
structure 


—that the city be held harmless for any 
future incidents which might result 
from use of the overpass 


—that Altman Development be respons- 
ible for the future maintenance of this 
structure. 


This third point has become an obstacle 
in sale of the pedestrian overpass. Altman, 
through its attorney, has requested that the 
City be responsible for maintenance of this 
structure. I do not believe it is a proper 
responsibility of the City to maintain pri- 
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vate property owned by another corpora- 
tion. Further, I believe that the City might 
not necessarily consider this the optimal use 
of the structure if it must be maintained by 
the City, when several street locations have 
been recommended in the past for over- 
passes. The structure was not on a street 
location because the steel is a higher main- 
tenance material than the newer aluminum 
overpasses. 

It is my recommendation that City Coun- 
cil amend its earlier resolution to reflect 
the future maintenance responsiblities for 


this structure, or consider an alternate 
method of disposition.

Dear Council President and Members: 
I have reviewed the unanimous recom- 


mendations from the Planning Board and 
the stipulations therewith on the above re- 
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quests for rezoning and street vacation as 
petitioned by Wohlert Corporation, I wish 
to express my wholehearted support for 
these requests. 


This does not mean that I can fully sup- 
port each stipulation as concurred in by the 
Planning Board. In general, however, it 
is my opinion that the rezoning and street 
vacation requests are vital to the continued 
expansion of this company which currently 
employs approximately 300 people making 
equipment for automobiles and farm ma- 
chinery. I have repeatedly endorsed the 
expansion of exsting industries in this com- 
munity for it has been shown time and time 
again that existing businesses provide the 
majority job growth in any communty. 
Wohlert Corporation has a tradition and 
history associated in the North Lansing 
area which will continue with your support 
of these requests. 


I wish to identify my particular concerns 
with the stipulations listed. The Planning 
Board has recommended that Wohlert be 
encouraged to acquire 1143 Case Street and 
1105 Ballard Street at ‘fair market value.” 
We all recognize that industrial growth in 
urbanized areas is often limited when real 
estate speculators block economic expansion 
by holding out on a very few residential 
properties for high prices. Rather, I be- 
lieve that Wohlert Corporation should be 
allowed to determine which acquisitions, if 
any, are in its best interest. In recent 
years, local governments have stepped in to 
provide for community needs which cannot 
be justified from the standpoint of a pri- 
vate business. The future status of these 
two properties must be looked at in upcom- 
ing years. 


I would encourage Wohlert Corporation 
to investigate training and employee pro- 
grams offered by the Michigan Department 
of Commerce, but it is my judgment that 
this item has no bearing on the requests in 
hand. Wohlert Corporation’s participation 
in such a program should not be a deter- 
minng factor in this rezoning or street va- 
eation. 


I have reservations about the proposal 
that the City of Lansing acquire 1182 Case 
Street and the vacant property located at 
the southeast corner of Case and Grand 
River Avenue for a City-operated parking 
lot. I recognize that some nearby busi- 
nesses may have used Wohlert’s parking lot 
in years past, but I do not believe the City 
ean justify large expenditures to develop a 
parking lot which may have uncertain utili- 
zation, Further, I believe that it is unlikely 
that a maintenance agreement could be 
made in advance with the benefitting busi- 
nesses. I believe this item should be re- 
viewed in depth, and have asked the Trans- 
portaton Division of the Public Service De- 
partment to begin this review. Again, I do 
not believe that this item should have any 
bearing on the requests in hand. 


I believe it is crucial to note that the 
Ciyt’s 1958 Master Plan indicated this prop- 
erty for industral development, and I must 
believe that Wohlert acquired the residential 
properties in question on the premise that 
industrial rezoning would be approved by 
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the City. I must also commend any busi- 
ness willing to make major financial com- 
mitments in a time of economic fluctuation 
and I believe it is the City’s responsibility 
to assist those businesses in any appropriate 
manner. 


I would hope that City Council would rec- 
ognize that objections which have been ex- 
pressed to this proposal by ACORN mem- 
bers represent the feelings of a very small 
minority where I believe the expansion 
contemplathed by Wohlert is in the best 
interest of the City as a whole. I encourage 
your positive action,

Tt is with very deep regret that I inform 
you of the decision of Fire Chief Peter J. 
Decker to resign, effective January 1, 1982. 


Chief Decker has served with the Lansing 
Fire Department for over 34 years, having 
joined the force on May 1, 1947. He was 
promoted to engineer on March 17, 1955; to 
Lieutenant on July 5, 1964; to Captain on 
December 29, 1968; to Training Instructor 
on November 5, 1972, and to Assistant 
Chief on May 1, 1973. He was named Act- 
ing Chief on October 23, 1978, pending City 
Council’s adoption of department head qual- 
ifications. 


Chief Decker has earned a fire science 
degree from Lansing Community College 
and has served the college as fire science 
technology advisor and instructor. He pos- 
sesses a basic training certificate from the 
regional fire training school at the Univer- 
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sity of Michigan. In addition, Chief Decker 
has participated in various seminars on 
firefighting techniques and management, 
including the first seminar in the United 
States on high-rise firefighting techniques. 


Chief Decker served nearly three years 
with the United States Navy, receiving an 
honorable discharge on March 24, 1946, at- 
taining the rank of Seaman 1st Class. He 
served in the North American and Euro- 
pean theaters, as a gun crew member 
aboard cargo ships. 


Chief Decker is a life-long resident of 
Lansing, presently living at 2612 Chatham 
Road with his wife Norma. They have nine 
children. Chief Decker was graduated in 
1943 from St. Mary’s Cathedral High School 
in Lansing. 


Chief Decker comes from a family of 
Lansing firefighters. His father, Charles 
Decker, who died in May, 1978, served as 
Chief from November 1952 until April 1959. 
A brother, Huey Decker, serves as a lieu- 
tenant in the fire department. 


Chief Decker’s decision was given to 
Board of Fire Commissioners Chairman 
Richard Paulson on Monday, November 24, 
1981, and the Fire Board is beginning its 
process of determining which individuals in 
the Lansing Fire Department might be best 
suited as candidates for Fire Chief. How- 
ever, it has already become apparent to me 
that the qualifications established by City 
Council for this position are so excessive 
that it is doubtful whether any existing 
firefighter with the City of Lansing can 
meet those criteria. I am a firm believer 
of the concept of internal promotions, and 
I believe that the Lansing Fire Department 
has been served well over the years in this 
manner. I am further concerned that if 
this position is not filled from within, that 
a substantial period of time might elapse 
while a selection search is conducted on a 
statewide or regional basis. I do not think 
this is in the best interests of the Fire De- 
partment or the City as a whole. There- 
fore, I am recommending at this time that 
City Council waive the requirement that the 
Fire Chief have 16 quarter hours of super- 
visory management experience to open up 
the consideration for this position to a 
greater number of candidates. 


I do not intend to have any influence in 
the selection of Chief Decker’s successor. 
That is a decision to be left to Mayor-elect 
McKane and the Board of the Fire Com- 
missioners. I do believe, however, that your 
waiver of this requirement would best serve 
the selection process, and that this action 
should be taken as quickly as possible. 


I urge you to join me in wishing Chief 
Decker and his wife, Norma, every success 
in their future endeavors.

Please find attached a report submitted 
from the Lansing Police Department on the 
School Crossing Guard Study as requested 
by City Council during development of the 
FY 81-82 budget. I have reviewed the study 
and concur in the methodology used and the 
resultant locations recommended for con- 
tinuation of crossing guard positions, 


As City Council is aware, funding in- 
cluded in the FY 81-82 budget continues all 
crossing guard locations until the end of 
January, and then twenty-four positions 
through the end of the school (and fiscal) 
year. 


The committee established for this study 
has expressed a concern for the City’s lia- 
bility in those instances where a crossing 
guard’s position was previously funded and 
subsequently deleted by actions of the City, 
In discussing these concerns with the City 
Attorney, the Attorney has verbally advised 
that the City’s liability is no worse than 
the liability which may exist at any street 
intersection. That is, while the City has a 
general responsibility to maintain its streets 
in an orderly and safe manner for vehicles 
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and pedestrians, there is no inherent obli- 
gation to permanently maintain such traf- 
fic control devices as signs, equipment or 
personnel when no longer proven as neces- 
sary. 


I ask for City Council’s adoption of this 
study so that reduction in these positions, 
as currently funded, may be implemented in 
a timely fashion. I urge City Council to 
avoid the temptation to selectively accede 
to the requests of any particular neighbor- 
hood in favoring one crossing guard loca- 
tion over another. I am pleased that this 
review has been conducted to determine the 
most appropriate locations overall, rather 
than continuing such staffing merely be- 
cause ‘‘we have always had one at this 
corner.” 


The Police Department and Personnel De- 
partment are working to determine senior- 
ity dates of these employees so that posi- 
tions wihch remain funded will be granted 
to the most appropriate employees based 
upon seniority, length of time at a given lo- 
cation and job performance and reliability. 
The City will also attempt to give additional 
consideration to any crossing guards laid 
off for other contractual positions which 
may be available through the City of Lan- 
sing. 


Your prompt adoption of this report is 
requested, I will be glad to provide appro- 
priate staff to discuss contents of this re- 
port.

On June 29, 1981, Ms. Loney Gordon sub- 
mitted a claim against the City of Lansing 
for the cleaning of a coat, replacement of a 
pair of hose and eyeglasses, along with re- 
lated medical expenses, totalling $87.30. 
She alleges that these expenses were in- 
curred as a result of a fall on uneven pave- 
ment in front of the Post Office at 12:10 
p.m., March 2, 1981. 


Howard McCaffery, Director of Public 
Service, has advised this office that his de- 
partment was first made aware of this sec- 
tion of pavement later in the afternoon of 
Ms. Gordon’s accident. Repairs were made 
March 10, 1981. There is no evidence that 
the City had actual notice or constructive 
notice that this defect existed prior to that 
date. Absent such notice or a showing that 
the defect had existed for thirty days or 
more, the provisions of MCLA 691.1403 are 
applicable, Beamon v Highland Park, 85 
Mich App 242; 271 NW2d 187 (1978): 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
[public walkways] unless the govern- 
mental agency knew, or in the exercise 
of reasonable diligence should have 
known, of the existence of the defect 
and had a reasonable time to repair the 
defect before the injury took place. 
Knowledge of the defect and time to re- 
pair the same shall be conclusively pre- 
sumed when the defect existed so as to 
be readily apparent to an ordinarily ob- 
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servant person for a period of 30 days 
or longer before the injury took place.” 
MCLA 691.1408; MSA 3.996(103) 


Thus under the facts presented, it is the 
opinion of this office that this claim should 
be denied.

On October 21, 1981, Ghulam R. Sombal 
contacted a plumber in reference to a 
plugged sewer at 321 W. Lapeer Street. 
The plumber ran a sewer cable from $21 
W. Lapeer to the street and found no block- 
age, At 5 p.m. Mr. Sombal contacted the 
Public Service Department in regard to 
checking the main sewer. A Publie Service 
crew was dispatched and upon arrival as- 
certained that a plug of rags and diapers 
was blocking the outlet of the sewer main. 
The City crew cleaned it out by 6:30 p.m. 
Mr. Sombal seeks reimbursement for the 
fee the plumber charged him for checking 
the lead from the house to the street sewer. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) immu- 
nizes a municipality from tort liability 
when the municipality is engaged in the 
exercise of a governmental function. In 
Davis v City of Detroit, 98 Mich App 705 
(1980), the Michigan Court of Appeals ruled 
that construction and operation of amu- 
nicipal sewer system is a governmental 
function. In addition, knowledge on_ the 
part of the municipality or a duty to have 
knowledge of the obstructed condition of 
the sewer is necessary to render a munici- 
pality liable where “governmental func- 
tion” protection does not exist. See 11 Mc- 
Quillin, Municipal Corporations (8d ed), 
§31.33. In this particular situation, it is 
elear that not only is the City protected 
from tort liability because of the “‘govern- 
mental function” doctrine but also because 
the City had no prior knowledge, actual or 
constructive of the plugged street sewer line 
until the complainant notified the City. 


Therefore, based upon the application of 
the law to the above stated facts, it is the 
recommendation of this office that the 
— of Ghulam Rasul Sombal for $50 be 

enied.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


Claimant requested and received a permit 
from the Public Service Department to con- 
struct a concrete sidewalk at 226 S. Butler 
Street and a concrete drive approach at 
230 S. Butler Street. Claimant alleges that 
shortly after completion of his concrete 
drive approach, the City’s sewer contractor 
tore up and removed it. The claimant was 
not informed by the Public Service Depart- 
ment of the pending sewer construction in 
the 200 block of S. Butler at the time he 
applied for his construction permit, As a 
result, claimant alleges that he paid a 
total of 778.75 for the construction of his 
drive approach that could have been avoid- 
ed. Therefore, claimant seeks reimburse- 
ment of $778.75. 


Mr. Howard McCaffery, Director of the 
Public Service Department of the City of 
Lansing, informed this office that the 
claimant secured a permit from a permit 
elerk in his office to install a concrete side- 
walk at 226 S. Butler Street and a concrete 
drive approach, although the plans do not 
show a drive approach at 230 S. Butler. 
The plan for the sewer to be constructed 
on S. Butler was approved by that Depart- 
ment in June of 1980, A notice of the pub- 
lic hearing on the proposed development 
plan for Capitol Commons was published 
in the Lansing State Journal on March 26, 
1979, to cover the proposed work for the 
Capitol Commons Project Area. He also 
stated that if the sewer contractor tore out 
a concrete drive approach at 230 S. Butler, 
he would replace it in kind. 


Michigan law immunizes a municipality 
from tort liability when the municipality 
is engaged in the discharge of a govern- 
mental function. MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
3.996(107). In Parker v Highland Park, 
404 Mich 183; 273 NW2d 413 (1978) the 
majority of the Michigan Supreme Court 
defined a “governmental function” as an 
activity of such a peculiar nature that the 
activity could be done only by the govern- 
ment, Sewer construction undertaken by a 
municipality manifesting proper planning 
and projecting as an integral function of 
the government in accommodating future 
growth was held to be a governmental func- 
tion, Beauchamp v Saginaw Twp, 74 Mich 
App 44; 253 NW 8385 (1977). 


Because it appears that the sewer con- 
tractor who damaged claimant’s drive ap- 
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proach will repair and replace the same and 
because, in any event, the City of Lansing 
is governmentally immune from such ac- 
tivities, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim should be denied.

Re: William C. Shaw v City of Lan- 
sing—Redemption of Liability in 
a Workers’ Compensation Disabil- 
ity Matter in the amount of 
$1,500.00 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


In February, 1979, Mr. William C. Shaw 
filed a workers’ disability compensation pe- 
tition against the City of Lansing alleging 
that he aggravated a preexisting bronchial 
asthmatic condition and also sustained a 
low back injury as a result of his employ- 
ment with the City of Lansing. Mr. Shaw 
was employed with the City from November 
15, 1977 through December 12, 1978. 


In preparation for trial, the depositions 
of Dr. Richard Bates, M.D., with specialty 
in internal medicine, and Dr. Myung-Ho 
Hahn, M.D., were taken. Dr. Bates con- 
cluded Mr. Shaw’s asthmatic condition was 
not work related, however acknowledged 
that heavy exertion would be likely to pro- 
duce symptoms of the condition or in other 
words bring on an asthma attack. Dr. 
Hahn essentially concurred with Dr. Bates’ 
opinion. No medical testimony was pro- 
aueed by Mr. Shaw regarding his back con- 

ition. 


Shortly after the petition was first filed, 
plaintiff's attorney demanded the sum of 
$29,000 to redeem this case, After develop- 
ment of the file, plaintiff’s attorney con- 
tacted this office and offered to redeem 
their case for $1,500. At the time of trial, 
had Mr. Shaw prevailed and received an 
open award from the Bureau, he would 
have been entitled to $27,118 in accrued 
weekly benefits as well as fifty-two weeks 
of vocational rehabilitation benefits and all 
reasonable necessary medical expenses. 


Although Mr. Shaw’s claim is tenuous 
and unsupported by medical evidence, there 
remains the possibility that he may prevail 
at the Bureau and after discussions with 
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the Safety Director, it was the collective 
opinion of both offices that the matter be 
redeemed for $1,500. If the redemption is 
approved by the Bureau, the City will no 
longer be responsible to Mr. Shaw for any 
entitlements he may have under the 
Workers’ Disability Compensation Act. 


Based on the foregoing, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that this redemp- 
tion in the sum of $1,500 be approved.

Over four years ago, the voters of the 
City of Lansing strongly approved the dis- 
position of the Poxson building located at 
Michigan and Grand Avenues. Many, many 
times since then, I have been contacted by 
potential developers about acquisition of 
that property for productive use. Each 
time, I have contacted City Council and rec. 
ommended that Council establish a proce- 
dure to accommodate the sale of this prop- 
erty. Yet, you have done nothing. 


Recently, I have been contacted by a local 
real estate agent on behalf of a possible 
developer interested in the purchase of this 
property. While I support disposal of the 
building, it has been necessary for me to 
advise that agent of City Council’s reluc- 
tance to proceed in any direction with this 
building. 


Utility costs and minimal heat for the 
building exceed $6,000 annually. The City 
of Lansing endured legal expense for out- 
side legal counsel on the lawsuit of Council- 
man Blair and former Councilman Hull 
against the City of Lansing regarding dis- 
position of this property—a lawsuit which 
was dismissed due to lack of progress some 
years later. The City of Lansing absorbed 
the cost of a real estate appraisal which 
has long since been outdated. And, more 
importantly, the City of Lansing bears the 
responsibility for this property remaining 
unproductive, off the tax roll and another 
vacant eyesore on the face of downtown. 


I realize that the property adjacent to 
this building is necessary for staging oper- 
ations for construction for the 100 Block 
project. I sincerely believe that the sale of 
the property can be accomplished bearing 
this in mind, I urge City Council to take 
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Positive steps to bring this embarrassing

Whereas, Hollister Building Corporation,

Re: Claim of Wendall Trowbridge in the 
amount of $400.00 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On July 11, 1981, Wendall Trowbridge 
filed a claim in the amount of $400.00 for 
property he alleges was mistakingly sold at 
public auction by the Lansing Police De- 
partment, In his claim letter Mr. Trow- 
bridge states that his portable Electrophonic 
stereo set, costing about $1,000.00 new, was 
taken during a break-in on October 8, 1980. 


An investigation by this office of the 
events giving rise to this claim contradicts 
Mr. Trowbridge’s allegations. While it is 
true that a break-in was recorded by LPD 
at the Dairy Freeze, 4526 S. Logan on Oc- 
tober 8, 1980, at no time did Mr. Trow- 
bridge list as stolen an Electrophonic port- 
able stereo turntable, AM/FM cassette 
player. Rather, when he appeared on April 
23, 1981 at the Lansing Police Department 
to pick up recovered goods, Mr. Trowbridge 
inquired after a Morse unit, which neigh- 
bors had mentioned to him as having been 
found in the vicinity, Upon pursuing this 
inquiry, the Quartermaster’s Department 
determined that a Capehart system had 
been found near 4516 S. Logan on October 
9, 1980, Having had no reason to connect 
the Capehart unit to the break-in, it was 
listed as “found property” with LPD and 
sugsequently auctioned as unclaimed, De- 
cember 2, 1980, 


To date, Mr. Trowbridge remains incon- 
sistent in identifying the type and cost of 
the unit which he claims was his. In con- 
versation with this office on September 9, 
1981, he again indicated that the unit was 
a Morse unit, and stated that he had pur- 
chased it “second hand” from a friend sev- 
eral years prior to the break-in for about 
$180.00 to $200.00. (Research with local 
dealers revealed that none of the three 
firms—Electrophonic, Morse or Capehart— 
makes a portable systern costing more than 
$300.00 - $400.00 new; only full-sized con- 
sole systems bear a $1,000.00 price tag.) 


In the opinion of this office, Mr. Trow- 
bridge has failed to demonstrate sufficient 
evidence to support his claim. We, there- 
fore, recommend that this claim be denied.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On January 19, 1981, claimant alleged 
that she required X-rays as the result of 
her fall on a sidewalk in Riverfront Park, 
She has subsequently filed a claim. 


While governmental immunity would nor- 
mally protect the City from liability for 
such injuries, MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996- 
(102) provides: 


“Each governmental agency having 
jurisdiction over any highway shall 
maintain the highway in reasonable re- 
pair so that it is reasonably safe and 
convenient for public travel. Any per- 
sons sustaining bodily injury or damage 
to his property by reason or failure of 
any governmental agency to keep any 
highway under its jurisdiction in rea- 
sonable repair, and in condition reason- 
ably safe and fit for travel, may recover 
the damages suffered by him from such 
governmental agency.” 


The issue in this claim is whether the 
City had a duty to remove the ice from the 
sidewalk in question. There is no Michigan 
statute that requires a municipality to do 
so. In the absence of such a statute, a mu- 
nicipality is not required to remove ice or 
snow from its treets and sidewalks which. 
result from natural causes, and it is not 
liable for injuries resulting from its failure 
to remove the ice or snow. Hampton v 
Master Products, Inc., 84 Mich App 767 
(1978) ; 270 NW2d 514. The City of Lan- 
sing Public Service Department reports. 
that Riverfront Park sidewalks are on a 
maintenance schedule for snow removel. 
However, it is not as high a priority on 
the snow removal schedule as would be 
community and senior citizen centers, ele~ 
mentary schools, cemeteries, etc. 


Therefore, it is the opinion of this office 
that the above mentioned claim be denied 
on the basis of governmental immunity and 
the lack of duty of the City of Lansing to 
clear natural accumulations of ice and 
snow,

CNA Insurance is the propety carrier for 
the Estate of Nancy Wood Holmes and al- 
leges that vandalism was discovered on July 
21, 1980 at Mt. Hope Cemetery and resulted 
in damage to an urn owned by the estate 
of Mrs. Nancy Wood Holmes. 


Michigan law, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
8.996(107) provides for immunity from tort 
liability in cases where the governmental 
agency is engaged in the exercise of a gov- 
ernmental function; however, no immunity 
is provided for the exercise of a proprie- 
tary function. Here, it may he arguable 
that the operation of a cemetery is indeed 
a proprietary function. 


The Parks and Recreation Department 
reports that long-established cemetery rules 
provide for perpetual care consisting of 
mowing, reseeding, leveling of sunken 
graves, and periodic inspection for irregu- 
larities, however, the Parks Department 
indicates that according to their printed 
rules, perpetual] care ‘‘does not include the 
repair, maintenance or replacement of any 
monument, marker or urn damaged due to 
vandalism.” This rule would appear to pre- 
clude any basis for contractual liability in 
this claim, and as there is neither any in- 
dication from the facts, nor any claim that 
the damage was the result of negligence on 
the part of the City, there appears to be 
no basis for liability on behalf of the City. 
Additionally, CNA Insurance Company 
closed their file on the matter on March 
25, 1981. 


It is therefore the recommendation of this 
office that the claim be denied.

On September 26, 1981, the 
claimant’s son was transported to St, Law- 
rence Hospital Emergency Room by Lan- 
sing Mercy Ambulance Service, Inc. In- 
vestigation revealed that the Lansing Fire 
Department did request emergency ambu- 
lance service for the claimant’s son as a 
result of all Lansing emergency vehicles 
being out and unavailable at the time of 
the call. The claimant thereafter received a 
bill for $138.00 for the private ambulance 
services rendered. 


The Lansing City Charter, Article IV, 
Chapter III, Section 4-303.5 provides: 


“The department shall maintain and 
operate such ambulance, inhalator, and 
other lifesaving and emergency services 
as the welfare of the inhabitants of the 
po — require and as the Council may 

irect.” 


Based upon the above provision, the City 
of Lansing provides free ambulance service 
to its residents. Therefore, the City is re- 
sponsible for the cost of private ambulance 
service provided to a resident of the City 
in an emergency situation and therefore it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be allowed in the amount of 
$138.00.

Dear President Belen and 
Council Members: 


On October 22, 1981, Ralph W. Sims filed 
a claim aganist the City of Lansing alleg- 
ing that during the last week of August, 
1981, his fence which stands between the 
rear of his property and Attwood Park was 
damaged by a City mower. Mr. Sims has 
filed along with his claim a damage esti- 
mate of $137.92. 


An inspeciton by the Parks Department 
revealed that Attwood Park was mowed by 
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a City crew on August 20, 1981. In addi- 
tion, the Park Supervisor reports that the 
flecks of paint on the damaged portion of 
Mr. Sim’s fence match the paint on_ the 
City’s mower units. No verification of the 
incident by the City mowing crew was pos- 
sible according to the Parks Department 
because the City mowing crew was com- 
posed of seasonal help and had been term- 
inated as part of the seasonal reduction. 


MCLA 491.1407; MSA 8.996(107) dictates 
that a municipality is immune from tort 
liability when performing activities which 
constitute a governmental function, In 
Thomas v Department of State Highways, 
898 Mich 1; 247 NW2d 530 (1976) the Mich- 
igan Supreme Court recognized that the 
concept of governmental function was de- 
pendent for its reasoning upon judicial in- 
terpretation. In Parker v City of Highland 
Park, 404 Mich 183 ; 273 NW2d 413 (1878) 
a majority of the Michigan Supreme Court 
determined that the term “governmental 
function” is limited to those activities 
which are of the “essence of governing.” 
As a practical rule, the line of distinction 
between tort immunity and tort non-immu- 
nity depends on whether the governmental 
activity involves the decisional and plan- 
ning aspects of governmental duties which 
are statutorily protected or the government- 
al activity involves the day-to-day opera- 
tional aspects of governmental duties which 
is outside the statutory protection. 


In the present situation, although the de- 
velopmental and planning aspects of City 
parks are certainly immune from tort lia- 
bility, the day-to-day operation of the parks 
including its mowing would fall outside the 
statutory protection. 


It is the recommendation of this office 
that based upon the law and facts as pre- 
sented, that Mr. Sim’s claim of $137.92 for 
damage to his fence by a City mowing unit 
be granted.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


During 1980 the City of Lansing decided 
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to extend David Street so that it would 
connect with East High Street on the east 
and with North Larch Street on the west 
in order to re-route the Motor Wheel truck 
traffic around the residential area of High 
Street. Additionally, the City obtained a 
federal grant of $600,000 for the devlop- 
ment and construction of the extension of 
David Street. After studies by the Public 
Service Department and Planning Depart- 
ment, the most appropriate route te con- 
struct the street extension was determined. 
All the properties necessary to construct 
the David Street Extension were voluntarily 
sold to the City of Lansing except for a 66 
by 269 foot parcel located south of a parcel 
of property located at 2002 North Larch 
Street. Essentially, that parcel consisted of 
a portion of the parking lot of a combina- 
tion shopping mall and office building lo- 
cated at 2002 North Larch Street. 


Legal action under the Michigan Uniform 
Condemnation Procedures Act, MCLA 213.1 
et sed, was commenced by this office 
against the owners of the property on Feb- 
ruary 6, 1981, pursuant to City Council 
resolution. Prior to the commencement of 
the action an appraisal of the 66 by 269 
foot parce] had been made by Mr. Terrell 
Oetzel, an experienced appraiser. Mr, Oet- 
zel estimated the diminishment of value to 
the combination office and retail shopping 
center as a result of the City’s taking of a 
portion of their parking lot to be $45,000. 
Subsequently, the owner of the property re- 
tained Mr. Malcolm Milks, also an experi- 
enced appraiser, who estimated the amount 
of damage to the combination office and 
retail shopping center as a result of the 
City’s taking a portion of their parking lot 
to be $104,000. 


After reviewing Mr, Milks’ appraisal. 
obtaining further information and updating 
his March 10, 1980 appraisal in order to 
reflect the actual date of taking, February 
6, 1981, Mr. Oetzel estimated a new value 
of $65,000. The Michigan Uniform Con- 
demnation Procedures Act, specifically 
MCLA 213.66, provides that the govern- 
mental unit is responsible for the payment 
of the property owner’s expert witness fees 
and regular witness fees, regardless of 
whether the matter is settled prior to the 
trial date. This office has been informed 
by the property owners that the expenses 
incurred by the property owners to date for 
trial preparation, including witness fees, 
approximates $5,000 without going through 
the trial. 


Based upon the new information sub- 
mitted to this office by Mr. Oetzel, the ex- 
penses incurred by the property owners for 
preparation for trial and the uncertainty 
of outcome if a jury trial did occur, this 
office entered into negotiations with the 
property owners and reached a tentative 
agreement to settle the matter for a total 
amount of $75,000. Examination of the 
financial records of the David Street Ex- 
tension project by the Finance Department 
reveals that sufficient Federal Grant funds 
remain to compensate for the additional 
$30,000 in land acquisition costs which will 
be incurred as a result of this settlement. 


Based upon the uncertainty of outcome 
and the information submitted to this office 
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in the form of appraisals and possible tes- 
timony, this office recommends that the 
above referenced settlement for $75,000 be 
approved.

Dear Council President and Members: 


My State of the City Message of January 
26, 1981, contained a number of recommen- 
dations for your action. One of these, 
which has been ignored by you, reads as 
follows: 


“EARLY RELEASE CENTERS — It 
has been brought to my attention that 
the downtown Young Men’s Christian 
Association (YMCA) building now de- 
votes three full floors for housing early 
release parolees with minimal supervi- 
sion. I believe this presents a clear and 
present danger to our citizens downtown 
to have at present 65 or more of these 
individuals housed in this building, some 
of whom are three and four-time con- 
victed felons. Further, I understand that 
the Michigan Department of Corrections 
is contemplating use of one additional 
floor of the YMCA for as many as 35 
more early release parolees. I recognize 
the severe shortage now faced by the 
State of Michigan for adequate prison 
space, but I believe the State is purely 
irresponsible for turning this fine old 
building into a minimal security prison, 
slowly and without an opportunity for 
public comment, or City of Lansing 
input. I urge City Council to take im- 
mediate action to request the Depart- 
ment of Corrections and the State Les- 
islature to remove these persons fron 
the YMCA building and provide more 
reasonable facilities before serious crime 
shocks us all. The public has basically 
been unaware of this situation. The 
public has a right to comment on this 
very threatenting matter, and City 
Council is in a position to encourage 
that comment.” 


Because of the severity of the crime prob- 
lem stemming from the parolees housed at 
the YMCA, and nearby addresses, I am 
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once again calling for your action on the 
original recommendation, 


A search of the records clearly shows that 
the so-called “rehabilitation program” for 
early parolees does, in fact, greatly con- 
tribute to crime in Lansing, and the sur- 
rounding area. For example: 


—For the Year 1980, 27 persons to be 
“rehabilitated” were arrested for parole 
violation, escape, disorderly conduct, ad- 
mitting for prostitution, larceny, bounced 
checks, non-support, car theft, etc. 


—For the Year 1981, 57 persons to be 
“rehabilitated” were arrested for escape, 
reckless driving, larceny from a building 
resisting arrest/assault of a police officer, 
unarmed robbery, disorderly, trespassing, 
assault and battery, unlawfully driving 
away an automobile, breaking and enter- 
ing, criminal sexual conduct, soliciting, 
receiving and concealing stolen goods, 
parole violation, etc. 


The aforementioned does not niclude the 
31 persons who have escaped. It does not 
reflect many items of stolen property that 
have changed hands inside and near the 
YMCA, 


It is interesting to note that a stolen ve- 
hicle was located in the City of Detroit, the 
driver of which was driving under the in- 
fluence. Another stolen vehicle and driver 
were located in the State of Florida. 


Two things are evident. One, the State 
of Michigan is pushing troubles and costs 
on the backs of local eommunities, such as 
our own, and; two, the selection process, 
by the State of Michigan, of those released 
early for ‘‘rehabilitation’’ has major flaws, 
to the detriment of all of us, as well as 
those criminals who could be rehabilitated. 
In short, the record speaks for itself, 


I plead with you to get involved. 


Furthermore, I have in the past opposed 
funding of the New Way In, the main con- 
tractor at the YMCA for rehabilitating 
early parolees. You told me I was wrong, 
so funding continued for the New Way In, 
For the Years 1977-78, through Year 1981- 
82, the funding from the City’s General 
Fund and Federal pass-through dollars to- 
tals $425,922. Expenses of the New Way 
In through September 30, 1981, totals $374,- 
750.15. I recommend that one of your pri- 
orities for fiseal year 1982-88 be to elimi- 
nate this agency as a city, general fund, 
supported activity. The one year savings 
will approximate $60,000.

Dear Council President and Members: 


One of the most difficult and complicated 
things for local governments to achieve in 
the State of Michigan is that of a Metro- 
politan Form of Government. It is not dif- 
ficult to achieve in some states, or in some 
parts of Canada, but it is here in our own 
State. Metropolitan Form of Government 
has for years, been a great conversation 
piece for university professors, news re- 
porters and candidates for state and local 
offices. All agree that better services and 
more efficiency can result from the system 
to the benefit of those who really pay the 
tax-bill, namely, the taxpayers. 


Yet, loeal discussion cannot achieve, for 
our own area, the Metropolitan Form of 
Government, a system which would elimi- 
nate overlapping of police protection, fire 
department services, public service and rec- 
reation. Too, the Metropolitan Form of 
Government would weld together economic 
development, and the increased tax-base 
and positions of employment, which natu- 
rally go with it. 


The achievement of Metropolitan Form 
of Government in the State of Michigan 
generally belongs to the Legislature. It 
was on this basis that I recommended action 
by you in my State of the City Message, 
date of January 26, 1981. My recommenda- 
tion was as follows: 


“METROPOLITAN GOVERNMENT— 
Today, our area governments are in 
competition with each other, with the 
rest of the State, and the rest of the 
United States. For this area to remain 
competitive, the best form of govern- 
ment possible is necessary, to prevent 
the duplication of government services 


for public safety and public services. 


This type of government is the metro- 
politan government as found in Indian- 
apolis, Minneapolis, and Nashville. The 
Michigan Constitution provides that the 
legislature ‘. . . may establish in metro- 
politan areas additional forms of govern- 
ment or authorities with powers, duties 
and jurisdictions as the legislature shall 
provide. Wherever possible, such addi- 
tional forms of government or authori- 
ties shall be designed to perform multi- 
purpose functions rather than a single 
function.’ I would recommend to you 
that a merger of Lansing and the sur- 
rounding townships could provide such 
efficiencies, as have been achieved in 
the cities mentioned above, and I would 
request that City Council adopt a reso- 
lution asking the legislature to study 
such a consolidation, This would benefit 
the citizens throughout this area who 
are already receiving some City services, 
but not receiving the full benefits which 
might be provided to them. 
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“¥ recommend to you this approach 
for the good of all, and request that you 
approve a_ resolution requesting the 
Michigan Legislature to undertake a 
study to the benefit of the area. Truly, 
this could be a model for other areas of 
the State of Michigan, I commend this 
necessary approach to you — especially 
for the good of today’s youth, and the 
generations to follow.” 


To date, I have no knowledge that you 
have formally responded to that aforemen- 
tioned recommendation. Therefore, after a 
lapse of almost 11 months, I am again 
asking you to respond in a positive manner. 


You know, and I know, that the State of 
Michigan is in financial trouble and that 
the fund returns to all local units of gov- 
ernment have been substantially cut back— 
too, it is obvious, that there are more cuts 
to come. And, at the Federal level, funds 
for local units of government have been 
reduced by billions of dollars — this is only 
the tip of the iceberg. It behooves us to 
bring about the best form of government 
possible, a Metropolitan Form of Govern- 
ment, so that we all can benefit for the 
most good. 


The Legislature of the State of Michigan 
can create the necessary study to determine 
the system and the area to be involved. 
The State Constitution grants the Legisla- 
ture the authority to create the Metropoli- 
tan Form of Government. 


I recommend action on your part.

Attached is a copy of the Court Opinion 
and Order, date of December 7, 1981, as 
issued by Circuit Judge James T, Kallman, 
Thirtieth Judicial Circuit of Michigan, re- 
garding Teamsters, Local 580 v City of 
Lansing (File No. 81-28443-AZ). In the 
Court Opinion and Order, Judge Kallman 
ordered, adjudged and decreed that the City 
of Lansing “‘be enjoined from revoking the 
use of city-owned automobiles by plaintiff’s 
members until MERC makes a ruling on 
the merits of plaintiff's complaint, sched- 


uled for hearing on January 5, 1982.” 


Your watered down “vehicle policy” was 
estimated to save $26,000. The aforemen- 
tioned action will bring the estimated sav- 
ings way down. However, as sure as we 
will have snow this winter, other groups 
representing various City employees will 
follow the action taken by the Teamsters, 
This will bring the estimated savings down 
even further. 


Basically, this “‘savings’’ will not be a 
savings in total, because more dollars in 
time, in trying to resolve your policy, have 
been expended than will be saved. Meet- 
ings have been held, reports made, appeals 
received, “hardship” hearings have been 
held, etc. — the detailed appeals of one 
department, alone, necessitated by your 
policy, was covered in a report more than 
one inch in thickness. The time element 
regarding analysis was lengthy, and, now, 
most of the effort was for naught. 


When all is said and done, it is conceiv- 
able that only Department Heads and As- 
sistants will lose their vehicles. The rest 
will retain their vehicles per Court orders 
and MERC. The oddity very likely to take 
place is that union members, who use City 
vehicles for weekend and evening City af- 
fairs, will receive overtime payment — the 
Department Heads and Assistants will use 
their own vehicles and receive no overtime 
compensation, Another oddity is that your 
“vehicle policy” takes away the cars of the 
Police Chief, Police Deputies, Public Ser- 
vice Director, Public Service Department 
construction inspectors, Safety Director, 
etc., but permits retention of a vehicle by 
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the Civic Center Manager. Strange, but 
true. 


It has been said that it is the Adminis- 
tration’s responsibility to carry out policy 
of City Council. Be assured, I will carry 
out whatever part of the policy remains, 
after Court Orders and Opinions. There- 
fore, be advised that it is my intention to 
have whatever vehicles remain after the 
aforementioned runs its course parked be- 
tween December 28, and the off-days of 
December 81 and January 1. This would 
be approximately 22 vehicles of the union 
exempt personnel.

On July 9, 1981, Robert L. Bancroft filed 
a claim for $20.00 with the City Council for 
cemetery marker repairs. In his letter, Mr. 
Bancroft alleges that the headstone of his 
parents’ grave at Evergreen Cemetery had 
been dislodged and damaged through neg- 
license on the part of cemetery employees. 
His claim covers his costs in repairing su- 
perficial damages and resealing the joint 
between the monument and its base to pre- 
vent further damage from freezing. 


Information supplied by the Parks De- 
partment personnel supports the contention 
that the damage was caused by City em- 
ployees operating either front end loaders 
in preparation of an adjacent grave site or 
maintenance vehicles. 


Under state statute, a governmental en- 
tity may be held liable for property damage 
caused by the negligent operation of gov- 
ernmental vehicles operated by government 
employees, MCLA 691.1405; MSA 38.996 
(105). Since the facts in this case support 
the finding of such negligence, this office 
recommends the payment of this claim in 
the amount of $20.00.

On February 3, 1981, a social worker at 
Lansing Sparrow Hospital contacted the 
Lansing Fire Department requesting a 
transport from Sparrow to Ingham Medical 
of Diane Hawkins of 428 W. Ash Street, 
Mason, Michigan. The reason for the re- 
quest was on a Petition for Admission in 
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the case of an involuntary mental commit- 
Ment. While the Fire Department deter- 
mined at the time of the phone call from 
the social worker that the nature of the 
transport was not an emergency, the rec- 
ords of Sparrow Hospital, Ingham Medical 
Hospital, the treating physician at Sparrow 
Hospital and the Probate Court do not con- 
firm or deny the medical status of Ms. 
Hawkins, 


Section 4-308.5 of the Lansing City Char- 
ter provides: 


“The department shall maintain and 
operate such ambulance, inhalator, and 
other life saving and emergency services 
as the welfare of the inhabitants of the 
city may require and as the Council may 
direct.” 


While it is unclear whether Ms. Hawkins’ 
case constituted an “emergency,” because 
at the time of the transport Ms. Hawkins’ 
place of inhabitance was Mason, Michigan, 
she is not an inhabitant of the City of Lan- 
sing, and thus the City is not responsible 
for her transport.

On June 27, 1980, Rev. Ralph L. Tingley 
filed a petition in the above referenced 
matter with the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
alleging that a certain warehouse facility 
located at 5937 S, Logan Street had been 
assigned an assessed value for the purpose 
of property taxes in excess of 50% of its 
true cash value and therefore was illegally 
assessed. The City of Lansing filed its an- 
swer asserting that the assessed value which 
was assigned: the subject property by the 
City Assessor was not in excess of 50% of 
the property’s true cash value and there- 
fore, was legally assessed. 
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Pursuant te the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
Rules, a counsel conference was held in the 
City Assessor’s Office. Representatives of 
the City Assessor’s Office and Rev. Ralph 
L. Tingley were present and both parties 
exchanged information. Based upon the in- 
formation which was submitted at the 
counsel conference by Rev. Ralph L. Ting- 
ley and which was not available to the City 
Assessor’s Office at the time the City As- 
sessor’s Office placed an assessed value 
upon the property, Rev. Ralph L. Tingley 
and the City Attorney are willing to agree 
that the assessed value of the property for 
the 1981 tax year should be $38,500.00. 
While this figure is somewhat less than the 
$53,600 at which the property was initially 
assessed by the City Assessor, it is still in 
excess of the $25,000.00 assessed value orig- 
inally claimed by the Petitioner and is justi- 
fiable in light of the information now avail- 
able to the City Assessor’s Office.

I wish to advise City Council that a very 
critical situation has arisen with respect to 
the 911 emergency operations center. Fol- 
lowing a series of meetings over many 
months in 1980, the Lansing City Controller 
and City Attorney came to a mutual under- 
standing with Ingham County officials with 
respect to funding 911 operations, 


The Ingham County Board of Commis- 
sioners on February 24, 1981 resolved to 
pay the City of Lansing for Ingham Coun- 
ty’s 911 costs to that time and to enter into 
a contract with the City of Lansing based 
on the revised formula. To date, the Ing- 
ham County Corporation Council has not 
met with the Lansing City Attorney despite 
repeated contacts to establish the contract 
for the current fiscal year. Ingham Coun- 
ty’s share of the current fiscal year’s cost 
igs approximately $174,000 -—- nothing of 
this amount has been paid with the fiscal 
year half over. 


The result of this failure to pay has 
brought the 911 accounts to critically low 
points, The account for Miscellaneous and 
Operating expenses (101-309-000-741), 
which includes telephone expenses, is very 
nearly depleted, and could well run out in 
January. The account for Maintenance and 
Repair (101-309-000-930) is not over-ex- 
pended, but is over-encumbered by $18,500. 
This amount substantially represents an 
equipment maintenance contract which will 
have to be terminated in the near future 
if these matters are not resolved. 


Some action will be necessary by City 
Council due to the revised formula to jug- 
gle the County’s share of funding to appro- 
priate accounts, However, this restructur- 
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ing has not been presented for your action 
due to the lack of a formal contract to this 
time. 


It is a very real possibility that unless 
the contractual matters are resolved imme- 
diately that the 911 center may be forced to 
shut down. The state law is quite clear 
that the spending cannot be done without 
appropriated funds, and I will observe state 
law even if such a drastic measure as term- 
inating 911 service should become neces- 
sary. I have been advised that the attorney 
representing Ingham County has been out 
of town recently and will not return until 
Tuesday, December 22, 1981. The City At- 
torney will be recontacting him on that 
date in an effort to resolve this critical 
situation.

Dear Council President and Members: 
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The purpose of this letter is to transmit 
for your information copies of the recently 
issued Act 312 Compulsory Arbitration 
Award covering the Fraternal Order of Po- 
lice Non-Supervisory Division, 


A brief summary of the Arbitrator’s de- 
cision with respect to those issues submitted 
to him for determination is as follows: 


1. Wages — The City’s last best offer of 
an increase of 3.75% to existing (July 1, 
1980) salary and wage rates. The Union’s 
last best offer of 6% as contrasted to that 
of the City’s last best offer was not 
accepted. 


2. Holidays—The Lodge’s last best offer 
of two Holidays in addition to the six 
provided for under the previous collective 
bargaining agreement was accepted by 
the Arbitrator. The City’s last best offer 
of no additional Holidays despite the fact 
that the Fraternal Order of Police Non- 
Supervisory Division as to total time off 
compares very favorably both with other 
City of Lansing employees agreements 
and other cities of similar size and com- 
parison was not accepted. 


8. Promotional Procedures — The exist- 
ing promotional procedures which pro- 
vides for promotion from the rank of 
Police Officer to Detective/Corporal based 
on merit is retained. This may be con- 
trasted with the Uion’s position that all 
such promotions be based exclusively on 
seniority. 


4, Sick Leave — The City’s position with 
respect to Sick Leave, that being that no 
changes or additions to the existing Sick 
Leave benefit be granted, was adopted. 
This may be contrasted with that of the 
Union which would have required money 
payments or time off equivalent to an 
additional salary increase of almost 2%. 


5. Uniform Maintenance — The last best 
offer of the Lodge was adopted which 
provides for a continuation of the $90.00 
per year paid to plain clothes officers to 
help defruy their cleaning expenses for 
plain clothes. 


6. Parking — The last best offer of the 
Lodge which requires the City to provide 
100 parking spaces or fees paid for the 
same was adopted. The City’s position 
with respect to this issue that the existing 
benefit (partial subsidization) be retained 
was rejected despite the fact that this is 
clearly contrary to the proofs in the case. 


7. Gun Allowance — The Arbitrator’s 
Award with respect to this issue provides 
for an increase of $100.00 to the existirg 
$150.00 annual benefit in compensation 
for the requirement of off-duty officers 
carrying their weapon. 


8. Lodge President’s Leave — The City’s 
position that no additional time be pro- 
vided the Capitol City Lodge President 
for the conduct of Union business gt City 
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expense is sustained. This may be con- 
trasted with the Lodge’s position that 
such time be doubled. 


9. Management Security —- A number of 
changes were proposed by the Lodge in 
an attempt to alter the Management Se- 
curity clause of the agreement, These 
changes were not adopted by the Arbitra- 
tor. The status-quo with respect to this 
issue is maintained. 


10. Mileage — The City’s last best offer 
with respect to the Lodge’s request that 
officers be compensated for mileage when 
required to attend Court proceedings 
while off duty is adopted. No additional 
compensation was determined to be re- 
quired by the Arbitrator in view of the 
already generous over-time provision 
therefore. 


11. “Merit” v. “Unit” — The Lodge 
position that granting salary increases 
be awarded police officers on the basis 
of the passage of time was adopted. The 
City’s position that such salary increases 
continue to be subject to a determination 
of the fitness of the officer’s performance 
in order to merit such an increase was 
not adopted. This issue of all the issues 
in dispute is so clearly contrary to the 
proofs in the case that Circuit Court re- 
view of this item in the Award may well 
be determined to be appropriate. This 
matter is still under consideration. 


The overall impact of the award is 
$1,257,400 in increased cost for the two year 
period, Of this amount, approximately 
$194,000 is unbudgeted. In light of this, I 
recommend that you, the Mayor-elect, the 
Finance Director and the Budget Director 
meet to discuss budgetary implications, es- 
pecially since some action will be required 
within the very near future. 


I wish to take this opportunity to strong- 


ly disagree with the gratuitous and highly 


inappropriate remarks of the Arbitrator 
with respect to his characterizations of the 
City’s labor relations posture. We live in 
an imperfect world where conflict is in- 
evitable when the subject is economic gain 
or loss. The Legislature has provided a 
statutory scheme for the resolution of these 
conflicts. I challenge anyone to make a 
substantive case that the City has failed to 
comply with the statutory scheme as we 
know it. Arbitrators seem to pay little heed 
to financial standings of local governments 
—their decisions are always “more, more 
and more.”’ This is evidenced in awards not 
only here, but in Detroit, and elsewhere. 
The net results mean lay-offs of personnel, 
personnel who could remain in positions of 
employment if only Arbitrators were less 
generous.
